_nearly a hundred and fifty years, this yolume con- 
taining the. Doorrinses aNnD, Discipiine of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Throughout our en- 
tire history we have embodied in our book of Disci- 
__pline our experiences, our purposes, our ideals, our 
hopes, and our interpretation of that truth that 
sets men free in Jesus Christ.. The volume is 
much more than a book of laws and regulations. 
It is really the book of our life as a Church, our 
faith in the living God, our activities and pur- 
_ poses in the world; the book of our personal life 
and our life of fellowship with one another and 
_ with Jesus Christ our Lord. 
It is doubtful whether the Church has ever cor- 
rectly estimated or fully appreciated the religious 
value and spiritual meaning of its DocTRINES AND 
Discrptine. A Church always tends to become 
- administrative and legalistic in its attitudes, and 
must constantly guard itself against such tend- 
-ency. It must ever keep the spirit of Christ at the 
_ center of its life and give him the pre-eminence in 
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all its laws and regulations. The book of Disci- 
pline must therefore both in spirit and substance 
conform to the New Testament more than to any 
other volume. 

Early Methodism was characterized as “a spir- 
itual leap forward.” We sincerely hope, and we 
most earnestly pray, that our people may find in 
this new volume a real sense of the Church’s 
vision of God in Christ, experience of God in its 
own corporate life, and genuine devotion to the 
redemptive purposes of God in his world. We are 
most desirous that you may find in and beneath 
the letter of these pages their profound spiritual 
meaning. Every section of this small book is in- 
tended to help our Church do its evangelistic, 
missionary, educational, philanthropic, and social 
work in the world of to-day. The chapters which 
describe the organization of the various boards and 
societies all look beyond the boards themselves to a 
Church at work in fields white for harvest, a 
Church moved by the Holy Spirit to take the 
things of Christ and the truth of Christ out into 
the world for the making of new men and women 
in Christ, new nations, new races on all the face 
of the earth, and to bring nigh Christ’s perfect 
kingdom among men, 

The Conferences from General to Quarterly are 
not primarily for legislation and business. They 
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_ all exist for the spiritual, ethical, redemptive, edu- 
“cational, civil, and benevolent purposes which the 
living Christ ever seeks to work out among men, by 
~a Church which calls him Lord. 
~ The sections relating to the Call to Preach, the 
* Ministry, its Character, Orders, Duties, and the 
_ prescribed Courses of Study, are not for a profes- 
sion but for a sacred calling. They have regard 
4 to securing for the Church, for the saving min- 
é istry of Christ in the Church, of men apt to teach, 
¢ consecrated and trained to preach the Word, to be 
~ Pastors and Shepherds of the flock of Christ, and 
Heralds of the glorious gospel of the blessed God ; 
-men thoroughly furnished for every good word 
* and work and set apart to serve the present age 
“as good Ministers of Jesus Christ. 
 Byen those sections relating to Judicial admin- 
| : istration have chiefly to do with the spiritual pur- 
pose to “restore,” to cleanse for the sake of fruit- 
: "fulness, that we may offer to our God a pure 
Church for his use among men. 
In this spirit we commend this book to you for 
" your faithful and loyal use. We believe it to be in 
| harmony with the Word of God and with the 
principles of those Evangelical Churches with 
which we are in full Christian fellowship. We

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HISTORICAL STATEMENT 


Tue doctrine and spirit of Primitive Christianity 

‘have existed at different times and in different 
degrees in all branches of the kingdom of Christ 
among men. They were embodied in a new form on 
_ this wise: 

Zz “In 1729 two young men in England, reading the 

_ Bible, saw they could not be saved without holiness, 
followed after it, and incited others so todo. In 1737 

"they saw, likewise, that men are justified before they 

are sanctified; but still holiness was their object. 

God then thrust them out to raise a holy people.” 

This was the rise of Methodism, as given in the 
words of its founders, John and Charles Wesley, of 

Oxford University, Presbyters of the Church of 

‘England. Their evangelical labors were accompanied 
by an extraordinary divine influence; other Minis- 
| _ ters and many Lay Preachers were raised up to aid 
_ them; and throughout England and in Scotland and 
| “Treland arose United Societies of men having the 
form and seeking the power of godliness. These sub- 
sequently became the Wesleyan Churches of Great 
Britain. 

, In the year 1766 Philip Embury, a Wesleyan Local 
Preacher from Ireland, began to preach in New York 
City and formed a Society, now the John Street 
Church. Another Local Preacher, Thomas Webb, \ 

- Captain in the British Army, soon joined him and 
aero preached in the City of New York and its vicin- 
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ity. About the same time Robert Strawbridge, from 
Ireland, settled in Frederick County, Maryland, 
preaching there and forming Societies. In 1769 Mr. 
Wesley sent to America two Itinerant Preachers, 
Richard Boardman and Joseph Pilmoor, and in 1771 
two others, Francis Asbury and Richard Wright. 
The work thus begun was signally owned of God, so 
that, at the close of the Revolutionary War, the num- 
ber of Traveling Preachers was about eighty, and of 
members in the Societies about fifteen thousand. 

When the Independence of the United States was 
acknowledged by the treaty of 1783, the American 
Methodists, most of whom had been members of the 
Church of England, according to the declaration of 
Mr. Wesley, were “totally disentangled both from 
the State and the English hierarchy.” He added: 
“They are now at full liberty simply to follow the 
Scriptures and the Primitive Church, and we judge 
it best that they should stand fast in that liberty 
wherewith God has so strangely made them free.” | 
The parish clergy had mostly returned to England, 
and the Methodist Societies were without ordained 
Pastors. “For hundreds of miles together” they were 
destitute of the Christian sacraments. 

As his children in the Gospel, they appealed to 
Mr. Wesley for advice and help, and he responded 
by ordaining Richard Whatcoat and Thomas Vasey 
as Presbyters (or Elders) for America; and also, 
since he preferred the Episcopal form of Church 
government, by setting apart, by prayer and by the 
imposition of hands, the Rev. Thomas Coke, Doctor 
of Civil Law, a Presbyter of the Church of Eng- 
land, to be ‘a Superintendent, “to preside over the 
flock of Christ” in America. In these services he 
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was assisted by other ordained Ministers. He also 
- eommissioned Dr. Coke to ordain, as joint Super- 
intendent with himself, the Rev. Francis Asbury, 
then General Assistant for the American Societies. 
Mr. Wesley also prepared “Articles of Religion” 
and a “Sunday Service,” both abbreviated from the 
: Book of Common Prayer of the Church of England. 
In the “Sunday Service” were included forms for 
the Administration of the Sacraments and for the 
“ordination of Ministers. 

At the “Christmas Conference,” begun in Balti- 
more, Maryland, December 24, 1784, sixty Preachers 
- met Dr. Coke and his companions. The plan of Mr. 

Wesley was submitted to them, and was unanimously 
‘and heartily approved. Thereupon they organized 
the MErHopIst EpiscopaAL CHURCH, and adopted the 
| Articles of Religion and the Sunday Service prepared 
by Mr. Wesley, adding to the Articles one containing 
a recognition of the new Civil Government, and in- 
 serting in the Ritual a prayer for the Supreme Rulers 
of the United States. They also enacted all laws 
necessary for the government of the new Church. 
Mr. Asbury was elected to the Episcopal office con- 
_ jointly with Dr. Coke, by whom, with the assistance 
of several Presbyters, he was duly consecrated a 
Bishop. Others were ordained Deacons, and thirteen 
were elected Elders, and either then or soon there- 
_ after were duly ordained, two of them for missionary 
- work in Nova Scotia and one for like work in Antigua, 
in the West Indies. 
; Such was the origin of the Methodist Episcopal 
~ Church, the first with an Episcopal form of govern- 
ment to attain an independent existence in the new 
Republic. While its polity and administrative rules 
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have been modified from time to time to meet chang- 
ing conditions and opportunities, it remains un- 
changed in doctrine and in ministerial offices. Co- 
eval with the Republic, it has expanded with it, and 
has ministered to its moral and religious life. At 
this date its Ministers and communicants, not 
including adherents, number nearly five millions. 
Other Methodist Churches, derived from the original 
root, flourish by its side. Obviously its founders 
were wise and godly men, fulfilling the purpose of 
the great Head of the Church. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church has always. be- 
lieved that the only infallible proof of the legitimacy 
of any branch of the Christian Church is its ability 
to seek and to save the lost, and to disseminate the 
Pentecostal spirit and life. The chief stress has 
ever been laid, not upon.the forms but upon the 
essentials of religion. It holds that true Churches 
of Christ may differ widely in ceremonies, minis- 
terial orders, and government. Its members are 
allowed freedom of choice among the debated modes 
of Baptism. If any member has scruples against 
receiving the Lord’s Supper kneeling, he is permit- 
ted to receive it standing or sitting. In ordinary 
worship its people are invited to unite in extempo- 
rary prayer, but for the Administration of the 
Sacraments, Ordinations, the Solemnization of Matri- 
mony, the Burial of the Dead, and other special] 
services, a Liturgy is appointed, taken in large part 
from Rituals used by the Universal Church from 
ancient times. ~ 

The sole object of the rules, regulations, and 
usages of the Methodist Episcopal Church is that it 
may fulfill to the end of time its original divine 
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commission as a leader in evangelization, in all true 


reforms, and in the promotion of fraternal relations 
among all branches of the one Church of Jesus 
Christ, with which it is a co-worker in the spiritual 
conquest of the world for the Son of God.

THE CONSTITUTION OF

PREAMBLE 


- In order the better to preserve our historic her- 


itage, and the more effectually to co-operate with other 


_ branches of the one Church of Jesus Christ in ad- 


vancing the kingdom of God among men, We, the 
Ministers and Laymen of the Methodist Episcopal 


- Church, in accordance with the methods of constitu- 
- tional legislation in force among us, hereby ordain, 


establish, and set forth as the fundamental law or 
Constitution of the Methodist Episcopal Church the 


' Articles of Religion, the General Rules, and the 


Articles of Organization and Government, here fol- 


lowing, to wit: 


DIVISION I 
ARTICLES OF RELIGION 


I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity 
| 1. There is but one living and true God, ever- 


4 lasting, without body or parts, of infinite power, wis-

dom, and goodness; the maker and preserver of all 
things, visible and invisible. And in unity of this 
Godhead there are three persons, of one substance, 


power, and eternity—the Father, the Son, and the 


Holy Ghost. 
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II. Of the Word, or Son of God, who was made very 
Man 


| 2. The Son, who was the Word of the Father, the 
very and eternal God, of one substance with the 
Father, took man’s nature in the womb of the blessed 
Virgin; so that two-whole and perfect natures, that is 
to say, the Godhead and Manhood, were joined to- 
gether in one person, never to be divided; whereof is 
one Christ, very God and very Man, who truly suf- 
fered, was crucified, dead, and buried, to reconcile his 
Father to us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for orig- 
inal guilt, but also for the actual sins of men. 


III. Of the Resurrection of Christ 


{| 3. Christ did truly rise again from the dead, and 
took again his body, with all things appertaining to 
the perfection of man’s nature, wherewith he as- 
cended into heaven, and there sitteth until he return 
to judge all men at the last day. 


IV. Of the Holy Ghost 


4. The Holy Ghost, proceeding from the Father 
and the Son, is of one substance, majesty, and glory 
with the Father and the Son, very and eternal God. 


V. The Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures for 
Salvation 


5. The Holy Scriptures contain all things neces- 
sary to salvation; so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be re-- 
‘quired of any man that it should be believed as an 
article of faith, or be thought requisite or necessary 
to salvation. In the name of the Holy Scriptures we 
do understand those canonical books of the Old and

New Testament of whose authority was never any 
doubt in the Church. The names of the canonical 
pooks are: 

Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, Deuteronomy, 
Joshua, Judges, Ruth, The First Book of Samuel, The 
Second Book of Samuel, The First Book of Kings, The 
_ Second Book of Kings, The First Book of Chronicles, 

The Second Book of Chronicles, The Book of Ezra, 
The Book of Nehemiah, The Book of Esther, The 
~ Book of Job, The Psalms, The Proverbs, Ecclesiastes 
or the Preacher, Cantica or Song of Solomon, Four 
Prophets the Greater, Twelve Prophets the Less. 

_ All the books of the New Testament as they are 
commonly received, we do receive and account 
canonical. 


VI. Of the Old Testament 


{| 6. The Old Testament is not contrary to the New; 
for both in the Old and New Testament everlasting 
life is offered to mankind by Christ, who is the only 
Mediator between God and man, being both God and 
Man. Wherefore they are not to be heard who feign 
that the old fathers did look only for transitory prom- 
ises. Although the law. given from God by Moses as 
touching: ceremonies and rites doth not bind Chris- 
tians, nor ought the civil precepts thereof of neces- 
sity. be received in any commonwealth; yet, notwith- 
standing, no Christian whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the commandments which are called 
moral. 


VII. Of Original or Birth Sin 


§ 7. Original sin standeth not in the following of 
Adam (as the Pelagians do vainly talk), but it is the” 
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corruption of the nature of every man, that naturally 
is engendered of the offspring of Adam, whereby man 
is very far gone from original righteousness, and of 
his own nature inclined to evil, and that continually. 


VIII. Of Free Will 


{| 8. The condition of man after the fall of Adam 
is such that he cannot turn and prepare himself, by 
his own natural strength and works, to faith, and 
calling upon God; wherefore we have no power to do 
good works, pleasant and acceptable to God, without 
the grace of God by Christ preventing us, that we 
may have a good will, and working with us, when we 
have that good will. 


IX. Of the Justification of Man 
| 9. We are accounted righteous before God only 
for the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
by faith, and not for our own works or deservings. 
Wherefore, that we are justified by faith only is a 
most wholesome doctrine, and very full of comfort. 


X. Of Good Works 


f] 10. Although good works, which are the fruits 
of faith, and follow after justification, cannot put 
away our sins, and endure the severity of God’s judg- 
ments; yet are they pleasing and acceptable to God in 
Christ, and spring out of a true and lively faith, inso- 
much that by them a lively faith may be as evidently 
known as a tree is discerned by its fruit. 


XI. Of Works of Supererogation 


| 11. Voluntary works—besides, over, and above 
God’s commandments—which are called works of 
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supererogation, cannot be taught without arrogancy 
and impiety. For by them men do declare that they 
do not only render unto God as much as they are 

- bound to do, but that they do more for his sake than 
of bounden duty is required; whereas Christ saith 
plainly: When ye have done all that is commanded 
of you, say, We are unprofitable servants. 


XII. Of Sin after Justification 
~ ¥ 12. Not every sin willingly committed after jus- 
tification is the sin against the Holy Ghost, and un- 
pardonable. Wherefore, the grant of repentance is 
not to be denied to such as fall into sin after justifi- 
eation: after: we have received the Holy Ghost, we 
- may depart from grace given, and fall into sin, and, 
by the grace of God, rise again and amend our lives. 
And therefore they are to be condemned who say they 
can no more sin as long as they live here; or deny the 
- place of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 


2 XIII. Of the Church 

7 13. The visible Church of Christ is a congrega- 
tion of faithful men in which the pure Word of God 
is preached, and the Sacraments duly administered 
according to Christ’s ordinance, in all those things 
that of necessity are requisite to the same. ;

é XIV. Of Purgatory 

¥ {| 14. The Romish doctrine concerning purgatory, 
’ pardon, worshiping and adoration, as well of images 
é as of relics, and also invocation of saints, is a fond 
# thing, vainly invented, and grounded upon no war- 
"rant of Scripture, but repugnant to the Word of God.

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XV. Of Speaking in the Congregation in such a 
Tongue as the People Understand 


f 15. It is a thing plainly repugnant to the Word 
of God, and the custom of the primitive Church, to 
have public prayer in the Church, or to administer 
the Sacraments, in a tongue not understood by the 
people. 


‘ XVI. Of. the Sacraments 


| 16. Sacraments ordained of Christ aré not. only 
badges or tokens of Christian men’s profession, but 
rather they are certain signs of grace, and God’s good 
will toward us, by the which he doth work invisibly 
in us, and doth not only quicken, but also strengthen 
and confirm, our faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our 
Lord in the Gospel; that is to say, Baptism and the 
Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is. to 
say, confirmation, penance, orders, matrimony, and — 
extreme unction, are not to be counted for Sacra- 
ments of the Gospel; being such.as have partly grown 
out of the corrupt following of the Apostles, and 
partly are states of life allowed in the Scriptures, but 
yet have not the like nature of Baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper, because they have not any visible 
sign or ceremony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be 
gazed upon, or to be carried about; but that we 
should duly use them. And in such only as worthily 
receive the same they have a wholesome effect or 
operation: but they that* receive them unworthily, 
purchase to themselves condemnation, as Saint Paul 
saith, I Cor. 11. 29.

XVII. Of Baptism 


{| 17. Baptism is not only a sign of profession and 
mark of difference whereby Christians are distin- 
Zuished from others that are not baptized; but it is 
also a sign of regeneration or the new birth. The 
baptism of young children is to be retained in the 
Church. 


XVIII. Of the Lord’s Supper 


~* J 18. The Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of 
the love that Christians ought to have among them- 
selves one to another, but rather is a Sacrament of 
our redemption by Christ’s death; insomuch that, to 
such as rightly, worthily, and with faith receive the 

_ same, the bread which we break is a partaking of the 

_ body of Christ; and likewise the cup of blessing is 
_a partaking of the blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change of the substance . 

* of bread and wine in the Supper of our Lord, cannot 

be proved by Holy Writ, but is repugnant to the plain 

words of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a 

' Sacrament, and hath given occasion to many super- 

~ stitions. 

The body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten in the 
“Supper, only after a heavenly and spiritual manner. 
“And the means whereby the body of Christ is 

“received and eaten in the Supper is faith. 

_ ‘The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by 
_Christ’s ordinance reserved, carried about, lifted up, 

_ or worshiped. 

5 XIX: Of both Kinds. 


3 {/ 19. The Cup of the Lord is not to be denied. to 
the Lay People; for both the parts:of the Lord’s Sup- 


en 
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per, by Christ’s ordinance and commandment, ought 
to be administered to all Christians alike. 


XX. Of the one Oblation of Christ, finished upon 
the Cross 


| 20. The offering of Christ, once made, is that 
perfect redemption, propitiation, and satisfaction for 
all the sins of the whole world, both original and 
actual; and there is none other satisfaction for sin 
but that alone. Wherefore the sacrifice of masses, in 
the which it is commonly said that the priest doth 
offer Christ for the quick and the dead, to have remis- 
sion of pain or guilt, is a blasphemous fable and 
dangerous deceit. 


XXI, Of the Marriage of Ministers 
{| 21. The Ministers of Christ are not commanded 
by God’s law either to vow the estate of single life, 
or to abstain from marriage; therefore it is lawful 
for them, as for all other Christians, to marry at 
their own discretion, as they shall judge the same 
to serve best to godliness. 


XXII. Of the Rites and Ceremonies of Churches 


{ 22. It is not necessary that rites and ceremonies 
should in all places be the same, or exactly alike; for 
they have been always different, and may be changed 
according to the diversity of countries, times, and 
men’s manners, so that nothing be ordained against . 
God’s Word. Whosoever, through his private judg-- 
ment, willingly and purposely doth openly break the: 
rites and ceremonies of the Church to which he: 
belongs, which are not repugnant to the Word of God,. 
and are ordained and approved by common authority,, 
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ought to be rebuked openly (that others may fear to 
_do the like), as one that offendeth against the com- 
mon order of the Church,: and woundeth the con- 
sciences of weak brethren. : 

Every particular Church may ordain, change, or 
abolish rites and. ceremonies, so that all things may 
be done to edification. 


XXIII. Of the Rulers of the United States of America 


f 23. The President, the Congress, the General As-: 
semblies, the Governors, and the Councils of State as 
the Delegates of the People, are the Rulers of the 
United States of-America,-according to the division 
of power made to them by the Constitution of the 
United States and by the Constitutions of their 
respective States. And the said States are a sovereign 
and independent Nation, and ought not to be subject. 
to any foreign jurisdiction* 

XXIV. Of Christian Men’s. Goods 
24. The riches and goods of Christians are not. 
- common; as touching the right, title, and possession 
of the same, as some do falsely boast. Notwithstand- 
ing, every man ought, of such things as he possesseth,. 
_ liberally to give alms to the poor, according to his. 
ability. 


XXV. Of a Christian Man’s Oath 


25. As we confess that vain and rash swearing

1 As far as it respects civil affairs we believe it the duty of Christians,. 

_ and especially of all Christian Ministers, to be subject to the supreme 

_ authority of the country where they may reside, and to use all laudable. 

“Means to enjoin obedience to the powers that be: and therefore it is 

expected that all our Preachers and People, who may be under the- 

- British or any other Government, will behave themselves as peaceable: 
_ and orderly subjects. :

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is forbidden Christian men by our Lord Jesus Christ 
and James, his Apostle; so we judge that the Chris- 
tian religion doth not prohibit, but that a man may 
swear when the magistrate requireth, in a cause of 
faith and charity, so it be done according to the 
Prophet’s teaching, in justice, judgment, and truth. 


DIVISION II 


THE GENERAL RULES 


The Nature, Design, and General Rules of Our 
United Societies 


| 26. In the latter end of the year 1739 eight or 
ten persons who appeared to be deeply convicted of 
sin, and earnestly groaning for redemption, came to 
Mr. Wesley in London. They desired, as did two or 
three more the next day, that he would spend some 
time with them in prayer, and advise them how to 
flee from the wrath to come, which they saw contin- 
ually hanging over their heads. That he might have 
more time for this great work, he appointed a day 
when they might all come together; which from 
thenceforward they did every week, namely, on Thurs- 
day, in the evening, To these, and as many more 
as desired to join with them (for their number 
increased daily), he gave those advices from time to 
time which he judged most needful for them; and 
they always concluded their meeting with prayer 
suited to their several necessities. 

27. This was the rise of the Unirep Society, 
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first in Europe, and then in America. Such a society 

is no other than “a company of men having the form 

“and seeking the power of godliness, united in order 
_ to pray together, to receive the word of exhortation, 

and to watch over one another in love, that they may 

help each other to work out their salvation.” 

- ff 28. That it may the more easily be discerned 

whether they are indeed working out their own salva- 
tion, each Society is divided into smaller companies, 
_talled Classes, according to their respective places 

of abode. There are about twelve persens in a 
_ Class, one of whom is styled THe’ Leaver. It is his 

duty, 

' § 1. To see each person in his Class once a week 
~ at least; in order, (1.) To inquire how his soul pros- 
pers. (2.) To advise; reprove, comfort, or exhort, as 

occasion may require. (3.) To receive what he is 
willing to give toward the relief of the Preachers, 
— and poor. 

-§ 2. To meet the Ministers and the Stewards of the 
xy once a week; in order, (1.) To inform the 
Minister of any that are sick, or of any that walk dis- 

erderly and will not be reproved. (2.) To pay the 

Stewards what he has received of his Class in the 

week preceding. 

- § 29. There is only” one condition previously 

required of those who desire admission into these 

Societies—“a desire to flee from the wrath to come, 

and to be saved from their sins.” But wherever this is

ARTICLE I. How Composed

of Ministerial and Lay Delegates, to be chosen as 
hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE II. Ministerial Delegates 


_ 38, §1. Each Annual Conference shall be en- 
titled to at least one Ministerial Delegate. The Gen- 
eral Conference shall not allow more than one Min- 
isterial Delegate for every forty-five Members of an 
Annual Conference, nor less than one for every 
ninety; but for a fraction of two thirds or more of 
the number fixed by the General Conference as the 
- ratio of representation an Annual Conference shall be 
entitled to an additional Delegate. 

§ 2. The Ministerial Delegates shall be elected by 
ballot by the Members of the Annual Conference at 
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its session immediately preceding the General Con- 
ference. Such; Delegates shall be Elders, at= least 
twenty-five years of age, and shall have been Mem- 
bers of an Annual Conference four successive years, 
and at the time of their election, and. at, the time of 
the session of the General Conference shall be Mem- 
bers of the Annual Conference | which elected them. 
An Annual Conference may, elect Reserve Delegates, 
not exceeding three in..number, and not. enconsing

§ 8. No Minister shall be counted twice 2 the 
same year in the basis for the election of Delegates 
to the General Conference, nor vote in such election 
where he is not counted, nor vote in two Conferences 
in the same year on a constitutional question. { 608. 


ArTICcLE III. Lay Delegates 


7 39, $ 1A Lay Electoral Conference shall be-con- 
stituted quadrennially, or whenever duly called by 
the General Conference, within the bounds of each 
Annual Conference, for the purpose of electing Lay 
Delegates to the General’ Conference, and for the pur- 
pose of voting on constitutional changes. It. ‘shail 
be composed of-lay members, one from each: Pastoral 
Charge within the bounds of the Annual Conference, 
chosen by the Lay Members of the Charge~ over 
twenty-one years of age, in such manner as the 
General Conference may determine: Each Pastoral 
Charge shall also elect in the same manner one 
Reserve Delegate. _Members not less than twenty- 
one years of age, and holding membership in the 
Pastoral Charges electing them, are eligible to mem- 
bership in the Lay Electoral Conference. 
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§ 2.. The Lay Electoral Conference shall assemble 
at the seat of the Annual Conference on the first 
Friday of the session immediately preceding the 
General Conference, unless the General.

§ 3. The Lay Electoral Conference shall organize 
by electing a President and Secretary, shall adopt its 
own Rules of Order, and shall be the judge of the 
election, returns, and qualifications of its own mem- 
bers.

_ § 4. Each Lay Electoral Conference shall be en- 
titled to elect as many Delegates to the General Con- 
ference as there are Ministerial Delegates from the 
Annual Conference. A Lay Eleétoral Conference may 
elect Reserve Delegates, not exceeding three in num- 
ber, and not exceeding the number of its Delegates. 
These elections shall be by ballot. 


§ 5. Lay members twenty-five years of age, or over, 
holding membership in Pastoral Charges within the 
bounds of the Annual Conference, and, having 
_ been lay members of the Church five years. next pre- 
ceding, shall be eligible to election to the General 
Conference.

ARTICLE IV. Credentials

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adjournment of said Annual or Lay Electoral Con-

ARTICLE V. Sessions 


{ 41, § 1. The General Conference shall meet at 
10 o’clock on the morning of the first secular day in 
the month of May, in every fourth year from the 
date of the first Delegated General Conference— 
namely, the year of our Lord 1812—and at such 
place in the United States of America as shall have 
been determined by the preceding General Confer- 
ence, or by a Commission to be appointed quadren- 
nially by the General Conference, and acting under 
its authority; which Commission shall have power 
also in case of emergency to change the place for 
the meeting of the General Conference, a majority 
of the General Superintendents concurring in such 
change, 

§ 2. The General Superintendents, or a majority 
of them, by and with the advice of two thirds of all 
the Annual Conferences, shall have the power to call 
an extra session of the General Conference at any 
time, constituted in the usual way; such session to 
be held at such time and place as a majority of the 
General Superintendents, and also of the above Com- 
mission, shall designate. 

§ 3. In case of a great emergency two thirds of the 
General Superintendents may call special sessions of 
the Annual Conferences, at such time and place as 
they may think wise, to determine the question of an 
extra session of the General Conference, or to elect 
Delegates thereto. They may also in such cases call 
extra sessions of the Lay Electoral Conferences for 
the purpose of electing Lay Delegates to the General 
Conference.

In all cases of separate voting 
it shall require the concurrence of the two orders 
to adopt the proposed measure; except that for 
changes of the Constitution a vote of two thirds of 
the General Conference shall be sufficient, as pro- 
vided. in Article XI. 


ARTICLE X. Powers and Restrictions

any new standards or rules of doctrine contrary to 
our present existing and established standards of 
doctrine.

Annual amt areery 
with less 'than' twenty-five members.:: ; 

§ 3.'The General Conference’ shall not sehadins nor 
‘alter any part or rule of our government.so as to do 
away Episcopacy, nor destroy the plan of our itin- 
erant’ Géneral ‘Superintendency;* but ‘may elect: ‘a 
‘Missionary’ Bishop or Superintendent for any of our 
foreign’ Missions, limiting his’ Episcopal ‘jurisdiction 
to the same respectively. 

§ 4. The General Conference shall not revoke nor 
change the General Rules of our Church. 

§ 5. The General Conference shall not deprive our 
Ministers of the right of trial by the Annual Confer- 
ence, or by a select number thereof, nor of an appeal; 
nor shall “it deprive “our members ofthe right of 
trial by a committee of members of our Church, nor 
of an appeal. 

§ 6. The General Conference shall not appropriate 
the produce of the Book Concern, nor of the Char- 
tered Fund, to any purpose other than for the benefit 
of the Traveling, Supernumerary, and Superannuated* 
Preachers, their wives, widows, and children. 


ARTICLE XI, Amendments 


747. The concurrent recommendation of two 
thirds of all the members of the several Annual Con- 
ferences present and voting, and of two thirds of all 
the members of the Lay Electoral Conferences pres- 
ent and voting, shall suffice to authorize the next 
ensuing General Conference by a two thirds vote to 


- alter or amend any of the provisions of this Consti- 


_ tution excepting Article X, §1; and also, whenever 
such alteration or amendment shall have been first

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recommended by a General Conference by a two

I. Admission into the Church 


. {| 48, § 1. In order that.the doors of the Church 
~ may be open to any person seeking to be saved 
from his sins, and yet the Church be properly safe- 

' guarded against the hasty admission of any unworthy 
person; and in order that all those who have not 
had previous instruction in the doctrines of the 
Church may have the advantages of. its means. of 
grace, the ritual shall provide two forms for the 
reception of members. 

_  § 2. Preparatory. ‘Membership. All persons _ex- 
pressing a desire to lead a godly life may be received 
into preparatory membership according to the form 
‘in the ritual, 1 555, in which preparatory membership 
they shall be given instruction by the Pastor, or 
properly appointed leaders, in the principles of the 
Christian life, as well as in the rules and regulations 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Such members 
shall be entitled to all the privileges of the Church, 
but may. not become» members of the Quarterly Con- 
ference, nor take part in judicial proceedings except 
as witnesses. .., 

-.-§ 3. Full Membership.. All baptized members un- 
der instruction giving satisfactory evidence of the 
correctness ‘of. their faith and of their knowledge of 

_ the rules, and regulations of the Methodist Episcopal

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Church shall upon recommendation of the Official 
Board or the Board of Stewards and the approval of 
the Pastor be received into full membership, accord- 
ing to the forms in the ritual, 9] 556, 557. 

§ 4. A member in good standing in any orthodox 
evangelical Church who desires 'to unite with us may 
be received into full membership upon giving satis- 
factory answers;to the usual inquiries. ; 

§ 5. An accurate record of membership, including 

all changes of relation in the same, shall be kept; 
‘each entry shall bear its proper date, and the Pastor 
shall report all such changes in membership at each 
Quarterly -Conference. ‘Every Pastor shall keep, in 
connection with the Church records, a constituency 
roll, containing the names and addresses of all per- 
sons related to the membership of his Church and 
Chureh School, either by kinship or preference. _ 

§ 6. Each Church shall provide in addition to such 
records of membership, a Membership Register hav- 
ing space for home address and date and manner of 
admission into membership. Each person at the 
time of admission into membership shall be required 
to sign this Register. This Register shall be a 
bound and not a loose-leaf volume. 


Il. Baptized Children and the Church 
| 49. We hold that all children, by virtue of the 
unconditional benefits of the atonement, are members 
of the Kingdom of God, and therefore graciously 
entitled to Baptism; but; as infant Baptism con- 
templates a course of religious instruction and dis- 
cipline, it is expected of all parents or guardians 
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who present their: children for Baptism: that “they 

will use, all. diligence in bringing them up in’ con- 

formity to the. Word of God; and they should be 
' solemnly admonished of this obligation and earnestly 
exhorted to faithfulness: therein. 

- J 50. We regard all children who have been bap- 
_tized. as placed: ‘in visible govenant relation to God 
and as preparatory members under the special care 
and supervision of the Church. 

{| 51. The Pastor shall make an accurate register 
of the names of-allthe baptized children within his 
pastoral care, giving the dates of their birth and 

baptism, the names of their parents, and the places 
of their residence. He shall also enroll their names 
- as preparatory members. (ff 92,'§ 8.) Should they 

remove, he shall. issue Certificates of Registration to 
the Paster of the Charge within whose bounds they 
' have moved. : 
‘+ 52. The Pastor shall organize the baptized chil- 
dren of the Church when they shall have reached 
the age often years, or at an earlier age when it 
is: deemed’ advisable, into classes or Junior Epworth 

League Chapters, and appoint suitable leaders, whose 
filuty it shall be to meet them once a week and 
‘instruct them in the nature, design, and obligations of 

Baptism, and in the truths of religion necessary to 
make them “wise unto salvation”; to urge them to 
‘give regular attendance upon the means of grace; to 
advise, exhort, and encourage them to an immediate 
consecration of their hearts and lives to God, and to 
‘inquire into the state of ‘their religious experience; 
provided, that unbaptized children shall not be 
‘excluded from such classes or Junior Epworth League 
Chapters. 
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53. Whenever baptized children shall under- 
stand the obligations of religion and shall give evi- 
dence of piety, they may be admitted into member- 
ship in the Church, on recommendation of the 
Official Board or the Leaders and Stewards Meeting, 
with the approval of the Pastor, after publicly assent- 
ing before the Church .to the Baptismal Covenant 
and to the usual questions on Doctrines and Disci- 
pline, as prescribed in the Ritual, 

54. Whenever a baptized child shall be deprived 
of Christian guardianship, by orphanage or otherwise, 
the Pastor shall ascertain and report the facts in the 
case to the Official Board or to the Leaders and Stew- 
ards Meeting; and such provision shall be made for 
the Christian training of the child as the circum- 
stances of the case shall admit or require. 


III. Transfer of Membership 
55, § 1. An acceptable member, of the Church © 
desiring to remove his membership frem one Pastoral 
Charge to another is entitled to be. transferred as 
follows: .'The Pastor, or, if there be no Pastor, the 
District Superintendent, shall send to the: Pastor of 
the Charge to which the member is to be transferred 
a Certificate in the following form:

‘ber without sufficient reason, and for two consecu-

Cer- 
tificate.”” 


VI.. Withdrawals 
4 59, § 1. When any member in good standing pro- 
Deo ses to withdraw from the Methodist Episcopal 
Church he shall: communicate his purpose in writing

is held. On receiving such notice of withdrawal, the 
Pastor shall enter the fact of withdrawal upon the 
record of Church Membership; and such withdrawal 
cannot be retracted except by consent of the Pastor 
and the Quarterly Conference. 

§ 2. Membership in the Church can be terminated 
only by the withdrawal, expulsion, or death of a 
member. A member of the Church who has united 
with another denomination without a Note of Recom- 
mendation shall be recorded as “Withdrawn.” 


VII. Classes and Class Meetings and Units for 
Prayer and Service 

J 60. The design of the organization of Classes 
or Units for prayer and service and the appointment 
of Leaders is: 

§ 1. To establish a system of pastoral oversight 
that shall effectively reach every member and con- 
stituent of the Church with the entire program of the 
Church—spiritual, evangelistic, social, educational, 
and financial. 

§ 2. To encourage and support such meetings for 
social and religious worship and for instruction in 
Church plans and activities as shall be a profitable 
means of grace to the Church, and a means of devel- 
oping intelligent loyalty to all Church enterprises. 

f 61, § 1. The primary object of distributing the 
members of the Church into Classes or Units, in 
addition to securing the subpastoral oversight made 
necessary by our itinerant economy, is to enroll every 
member in definite prayer and service in furthering 
the constructive program of the Church.

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CHAPTER III 
SPECIAL ADVICES 


I. Slavery 


|67. We declare that we are as much as ever 
‘convinced of the great evil of Slavery. We believe 
‘that the buying, selling, or holding of human beings 
as chattels is contrary to the laws of God and nature, 
and inconsistent with the Golden Rule, and with that 
‘Rule in our Discipline which requires all who desire 
to continue among us to “do no harm,” and to “avoid 
evil of every kind.” We therefore affectionately 
admonish all our Ministers and people to keep them- 
Selves pure from this great evil, and to seek its extir- 
pation by all lawful and Christian means. 


II. Dress 
Br és: Let all our people be exhorted to conform 
to the spirit of the apostolic precept, not to adorn 
themselves “with gold, or pearls, or costly array” 
G Tim. 2. 9). 


Ill. Marriage 
«il 69. That Christian standards of marriage may 
prevail and that divorce may be prevented: 

We instruct our Board of Education to prepare 
Courses of Study setting forth the practical and spirit- 
ual values of marriage; such courses to be designed 
for use among young people in all our Church schools, 
colleges, and universities. 


‘ 
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We urge our young people to seek parental, medi- 
cal, and pastoral advice before entering upon a rela- 
tionship so vital to-the maintenance of the home, the 
State, and the Church. : 

We urge legislation in all the States requiring that 
licenses to marry shall be issued only after public 
notice and the lapse of a reasonable period of time 
to be fixed by law. 


IV. Divorce 
70, §1. We hold that true marriage is an insti- 
tution both human and divine, It is the function of 
the State to determine the grounds upon which a 
valid divorce may be granted. We recognize as law-. 
ful a divorce granted by the State. 


§ 2. It is the function of the Church to determine: 
the regulations that shall govern Ministers in the: 
solemnizing of marriage of divorced persons and in 


the reception of divorced persons into Church | mem.- - 
bership. 


§ 3. No Minister shall solemnize the marriage of a. 
divorced person whose divorced wife or. husband is; 
living and unmarried: but this rule shall not. apply’ 
(1) to the innocent person when it is clearly estab- - 
lished in the mind of. the. Minister that the true cause : 
for divorce was adultery, or its full moral equivalent, , 


nor (2) to divorced persons seeking to be reunited in: 
marriage. 


§ 4. A divorced person seeking admission into) 
membership in our Church who manifests a proper ° 


spirit and satisfactorily answers the usual inquiries, , 
may be received. 
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V. Amusements 

971, §1. Improper amusements and excessive in- 
dulgence in innocent amusements are serious bar- 
riers to the beginning of religious life and fruitful 
causes of spiritual decline. Some amusements in. 
common use are positively demoralizing and furnish 
the first easy steps to the total loss of character. We 
therefore look with deep concern on the great increase 
of amusements and on the general prevalence of 
_ harmful amusements, and lift up a solemn note of 
warning and entreaty, particularly against attendance 
upon immoral, questionable and misleading theatrical 
or motion picture performances; against dancing; 
and against such games of chance as are frequently 
associated with gambling; all of which have been 
found to be antagonistic to vital piety, promotive. 
of worldliness, and especially pernicious to youth. 
We affectionately admonish all our people to make: 
their amusements the subject of careful thought and 
frequent prayer, to study the subject of amusements: 
in the light of their tendencies, and to be scrupu-- 
lously careful in this matter to set no injurious: 
example. We adjure them to remember that often. 
the question for a Christian must be, not whether 
a certain course of action is positively immoral, but 
whether it will dull the spiritual life and be an 
unwise example. 

§ 2. We instruct our Board of Temperance, Pro- 
hibition, and Public Morals to lead the Church in a. 
campaign of education which shall reveal to our 
people, both young and old, the dangers lurking in 
the amusements against which we warn. We instruct 
the above-named Board to produce and disseminate. 
from time to time such scientifically prepared litera-

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ture as shall awaken our people to the individual and 
social consequences of improper and excessive 
amusements. We direct all our Bishops, District 
Superintendents, and Pastors to call attention to this 
subject with solemn urgency in our Annual and 
Quarterly Conferences and in all our pulpits, and our 
Editors, Sunday-school Officers, Epworth League 
Officers and Class Leaders, to aid in abating the evils 
we deplore. We deem it our bounden duty to summon 
the whole Church to apply a thoughtful and instructed 
censcience to the choice of amusements, and not to 
leave them to accident, or taste, or passion. We 
affectionately advise and beseech every member of 
the Church absolutely to avoid “the taking of such 
diversions as cannot be used in the name of the Lord 

Jesus,” 

§3. While we are aware that improper amuse- 
ments are a fruitful source of spiritual decline, we 
also believe that the social and recreational instinct 
is God-given and, if properly guided, will strengthen 
rather than injure the spiritual life. The Church 
must no longer allow her youth to “go into nearby 
villages and buy themselves the victuals of social 
life,” but, rather, should say, “Sit down and eat” of 
the clean, wholesome things provided by the Church, 
which seeks to build a social and recreational life 
that is spiritual and a spiritual life that is social 
and recreational. 

We commend, therefore, the successful work done 
in the Epworth League Institutes and the social and 
recreational activities conducted by the Sunday 
School as pointing toward a sane solution of the 
whole question of recreation and amusement for our 
young people, and we earnestly urge our Pastors and 
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Churches everywhere to plan wisely and diligently 
for the social and recreational life of the youth of 
the Church. We plead for the recognition of all 
indoor and outdoor games and sports that are inno- 
cent, clean, and wholesome, that they may be utilized 
to the highest possible degree in gripping not only 
the social life of our young people, but their moral 
and spiritual life as well. We advise that whenever 
possible our Churches be provided with such space 
_ and equipment as, under properly chosen and directed 
leaders, will build up the finest type of social life. 


VI. Temperance 
. 772, §1. Temperance, in its broader meaning, is 

_ distinctively a Christian virtue, enjoined in the Holy 
Scriptures. It requires the subordination of all the 
emotions, passions, and appetites to the control of 
reason and conscience. Dietetically, it means a wise 
use of suitable articles of food and drink, with entire 
abstinence from such as are known to be hurtful. 
Both science and human experience agree with the 
Holy Scriptures in condemning all alcoholic beverages 
as being neither useful nor safe. The business of 
manufacturing and of vending such liquors is also 
against the principles of morality, political economy, 
and the public welfare. We therefore regard volun- 
tary total abstinence from all intoxicants as the obli- 
gation of the citizen and the complete legal prohibi- 
tion of the traffic in alcoholic drinks as the duty of 
civil government. We heartily approve all lawful 
and Christian efforts to save society from the mani- 
fold and grievous evils resulting from intemperance, 
and earnesly advise our people to co-operate with all 
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measures which may seem to them wisely adapted to 
secure that end. We refer to our General Rule on 
this subject (30), and affectionately urge its strict 
observance by all our members. Finally, we are 
fully persuaded that, under God, hope for the ulti- 
mate success of the Temperance Reform rests chiefly 
upon the combined and sanctified influence of the 
Family, the Church, and the State. 

§ 2. We record our solemn judgment that tke habit- 
ual use of tobacco is a practice out of harmony with 
the best Christian life. In the interest of a larger 
Christian influence and service we urge our members 
to abstain from the use of cigarettes and of tobacco 
in all other forms, 


VII. Christian Stewardship 

73, $1. Life is a stewardship; this is the teach- 
ing of Jesus Christ. Fundamentally, this teaching 
throughout the Scriptures is based on God’s owner- 
ship, both by creation and redemption. Thus, stew- 
ardship becomes the Christian interpretation of life 
and is concerned with the Christian’s use of all the 
resources committed to him, of possessions, of per- 
sonality, of prayer. 

§ 2. The following principles of stewardship should 
be recognized by the individual Christians: 


A. Of Possessions 


(1) God is the Sovereign Owner of all things. 

(2) God invites men to subdue the earth and pos- 
sess it. 

(3) Man is a Steward, to acquire and administer 
his possessions as a sacred trust. 
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(4). God’s sovereign ownership’ and man’s stew- 
ardship ought to be acknowledged. ; 

(5) This acknowledgment: requires as:'its mate- 
rial expression the setting apart,’ as an act of wor- 
ship, of'a separated portion of income: 

(6) Biblical history records ‘the setting apart ‘of 
the tenth of income as that: acknowledgment, and in- 
dicates a divine sanction: for the’ practice: and’ the 
amount. 

. % (7)..: The separated portion ought ‘systematically to 
be administered for the kingdom of God, and the 
balance of income treated: as no less a trust. 


B. Of Personality 

(1) God is the Supreme Person in a world of 
persons. 

(2) God invites every person to become a partaker 
of the divine nature. 

(3) Man has nothing which he did not receive; he 
is therefore a steward of every worthy element of 
personality by him possessed. 

(4) This stewardship is acknowledged by worship: 
and the giving of thanks. 

(5) “It is bea hppa by rendering personal hu- | 
man service. 

(6) The’ stewardship of personality is best admin- 
istered by’ setting apart a definite portion of time 
for ‘Christian ‘service, and by undertaking definite 
tasks of human helpfulness. © 


C. Of Prayer 
(1) All authority has been given unto Jesus 
Christ. 
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(2) Jesus Christ invites his friends to ask any- 
thing in his name and it shall be done. 

(3) Christian prayer is therefore a stewardship of 
authority intrusted by Jesus to his friends. 

(4) This stewardship is acknowledged when the 
friendship of Jesus is accepted. 

(5) It is administered by asking intelligently 
according to the will of God. 

(6) The stewardship of prayer is best admin: 
istered by setting apart a definite portion of time for 
prayer, and by observing a thoughtful program of 
prayer as one who would know what his Lord doeth. 

§3. The following methods should be pursued by 
the individual Christian who would administer wisely 
his stewardship of material possessions: 

(1) Upon receipt of income, the portion intended 
as the acknowledgment of God’s ownership should 
first be separated in compliance with the foregoing 
principles. 

(2) In the administration of the separated portion, 
the division should be in harmony with the needs of 
the budgets of the local Church. 

(3) Weekly payments, as far as possible, should 
be offered as an act of worship at the public service. 

(4) There should be careful, intelligent, personal, 
and prayerful consideration of the uses to be made of 
the remainder of income and wealth; this will require 
study of the loeal, national, and worldwide program 


of the Church, and of the full responsibilities of. life 
itself. :

CHAPTER I 


GENERAL CONFERENCE 
The Composition, Organization, Powers, and Re- 
strictions of the General Conference are set forth 
in the Constirution of the Church, Division III, 
_ Chapter II,‘ 37-47. 


{ 74. Rules of Order 


ORGANIZATION 


Rute 1. When a General Conference shall have 
been convened in accordance with the provisions of 
the Constitution, after the Devotional Services, the 
call of the roll shall be made by the Secretary of 
the preceding General Conference in the following 
manner: 

(a) The names of the Bishops who have died dur- 
ing the quadrennium, and the name of every Dele- 
gate-elect who may have died since election. 

(b) The names of the Bishops, followed by the 
names of the-Missionary Bishops. 

(c) The roll of Delegates by Conferences. When- 
ever a Conference is called, the Chairman of the 
Delegation shall report the name of any Delegate 
who is absent. If no absentee is announced, the 
Secretary shall record all the Delegates of that Con- 
ference as present. And, if a quorum is present, 
the Conference shall proceed to organization by the 
election of a Secretary; by ballot if there be more 
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than one nomination, otherwise by acclamation; and 
by the election of such Assistant Secretaries, upon 
nomination of the Secretary, as it may deem neces- 
sary. : 


TIME OF MEETINGS, RECESS, AND ADJOURNMENT 


RULE 2. After the opening session, the General 
Conference shall meet at 8:30 a.m., and adjourn 
at 12:30 p.m. The first half hour of the morning 
session shall be devoted to religious exercises, 
conducted by the Presiding Officer or by some 
other person designated for such service. The Gen- 
eral Conference, however, may alter the time of 
meeting and may adjourn and fix the time to which 
it shall adjourn. A recess of ten minutes shall be 
taken at 10:30 o’clock unless otherwise ordered. 


THE PRESIDENT 


RULE 3. The President shall take the Chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the General Conference 
stood adjourned, and cause the session to be opened 
by the reading of the Scriptures, singing, and prayer. 
On the appearance of a quorum he shall see that the 
business of the Conference proceeds regularly, ac- 
cording to the Rules of Order and such other regu- 
lations as may be adopted by the General Confer- 
ence, : , 

Rute 4. The President shall decide all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the General Con- 
ference. In case of such appeal the question shall 
be taken without debate, except that the appellant 
shall state the grounds of his appeal, and the Presi- 
dent shall state the grounds of his decision. 

Rute 5. The President shall appoint all Commit- 
tees, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 
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RULE 6. On assigning the floor to a Delegate and 
before he speaks, the President shall ascertain and 
distinctly announce his name and the Annual Con- 
ference which he represents. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 
Rute 7. The regular order of business shall be: 
I. DEVOTIONAL SERVICES. 
II. APPROVAL OF THE JOURNAL. 


On the first day of the session a Committee of. 
Five, nominated by the Bishops, shall be elected. 
This Committee shall examine carefully the daily 
Journal of the Secretary, comparing it with the 
stenographic record, and shall report to the Gen- 
eral Conference in either of these forms, strictly 
followed: 

(1) “We have examined the Journal and it is cor- 
rect’’;. or, 

(2) “We ha¥e examined the Journal and it is cor- 
rect except in the following particular or particu- 
lars”: 

If the report of the Committee be in form (1) the 
question shall be submitted, Shall the Journal be 
approved? If the report of the Committee be in 
form (2), The question shall be submitted: 

a. Shall the report of the Committee be adopted? 

bd. Shall the Journal as corrected in accordance 
with the report of the Committee be approved? 

Any error subsequently discovered shall be re- 
ported by the Committee to the General Conference 


for its action. 


III. Reporr oF THE COMMITTEE ON PRIVILEGES. 
On the first day of the session there shall be elected,. 
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on nomination of the Bishops, a Committee of Nine 
on Questions of Privilege. To this Committee any 
Delegate shall submit what: he considers a question 
of privilege relative to the business of the General 
Conference. The Committee shall determine whether 
the matter so submitted is or is not a question of 
privilege. All matters approved by the Committee 
as matters of privilege shall be reported to the Pre- 
siding Officer and acted upon each day immediately 
after the approval of the Journal. The appointment 
of this Committee, however, shall not be construed 
as abridging in any measure the right of any Dele- 
gate to bring forward at any time such matters of 
urgency as involve the rights or welfare of the in- 
dividual Delegate or of the House. (See Rule.11.) 
The following Calls shall be made in 

the order herein given, and shall be sev- 

erally completed before the introduction of 

other business, except by a suspension of 

the Rules. They shall be repeated, in the 

same order, until dispensed with by a for- 

mal vote. 

IV. Catt oF THE CONFERENCES. 

Annual, Central and Central Mission—in alphabet- 
ical order for the presentation of written resolutions 
for immediate passage. 

(1) When a resolution has been presented and 
read under the Call of Conferences, and before the 
Delegate who introduces the resolution shall speak, 
the question of consideration shall be raised by the 
Chair asking: “Is there objection to consideration?” 
If objection be raised, the question of consideration 
shall then be put without debate, and if there is a 
two-thirds vote against consideration the resolution 
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shall'not be entertained; but if consideration be not 
denied, the Delegate introducing the resolution may 
then speak to it. 

(2) If, after the Delegate introducing the resolu- 
tion. has spoken, a motion of reference be immedi- 
ately made, it shall be decided without debate: This 
motion to refer may be amended and such amend- 
ments shall be decided without debate and in the 
reverse order of their presentation. If no motion 
‘to refer be made or if a motion to refer’ has been 
negatived, the proposition shall be regarded as in 
possession of the House and its discussion shall bi 
subject to the rules governing debate. 

(3) A motion to defer consideration and print in 
The Daily Christian Advocate shall be decided with- 
out debate. If sustained by one hundred and fifty 
Delegates it shall -prevail; in which case the reso- 
lution shall be given precedence at the next session 
of the General: Conference immediately after recess; 
provided, however, that a resolution which has been 
refused consideration shall not’ be printed in The 
Daily Christian Advocate or the General Conference 
Journal. 


V. CALENDAR, 

Following every completed. Call of the Confer- 
ences, the reports of the several Standing and Special 
Committees and Commissions shall be called in the 
order in which. they, are filed with the Secretary of 
the General Conference, except as otherwise deter- 
mined by the General Conference. - 


VI. MISCELLANEOUS: BUSINESS. 
- Following the completion of the Call under V, 
there shall be the Call ‘of Miscellaneous Business 
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which shall be conducted under the special rules as 
provided for the Call of the Conferences in IV. 


DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES OF DELEGATES 


RULE 8. No Delegate shall absent himself from the 
sessions of the General Conference without : leave, 
unless he be unable to attend. 

RULE 9. When a Delegate is about to speak in de- 
bate, or to deliver any matter to the General Con- 
ference, he shall. rise and respectfully address the 
President, but shall not proceed until recognized by 
him. The Delegate must address the Chair from his 
place, but he shall speak to the General Conference 
from the speaker’s platform. 

Rute 10. No Delegate shall be interrupted when 
speaking, except by the President to call him to 
order when he departs from the question, or uses 
personalities or other disrespectful language; but any 
Delegate may call the attention of the President to 
the subject when he deems a speaker out of order, 
and any Delegate may explain when he thinks him- 
self misrepresented. 

Rute 11. When a Delegate desires to speak to a 
question of privilege he shall state briefly the ques- 
tion to the President; but it shall not be in order 
for him to speak to the House until the President 
shall have decided that it is a privileged question. 
Questions of privilege are strictly limited to matters 
relating to the rights and welfare of the individual 
Delegate or of the whole body; and must be of such 
immediate urgency as to justify the interruption of 
the regular order. (See Rule 75 EEL): BV 

RULE 12. No Delegate shall speak more than once 
on the same question until every Delegate who 
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chooses to speak shall have spoken; nor shall any 
Delegate speak more than twice on the Same ques- 
tion, nor more than ten minutes at one time, except 
by consent of the General Conference. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rue 13. Resolutions shall be written and pre- 
sented in. duplicate by the mover. A motion shall 
be reduced to writing if the President, Secretary, 
-or a Delegate request it. If the General Conference 
_ shall order a resolution referred to a Committee, the 
mover shall furnish to the Secretary a third copy 
thereof for the use of the Committee. 

Rute 14. Reading. All written motions, reports, 
and communications to the General Conference shall 
be passed to the Secretary, to be read by him to 
the General Conference. 

Rute 15. When a motion is made and seconded, 
or a resolution introduced and seconded, or a report. 
presented and read by the Secretary, or stated by 
the President, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 

Rute 16. The following motions shall be taken 
without debate: 

(1) To adjourn. 

(2) To suspend the rules. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To take from the table. 

(5) To raise the question of consideration. 

(6) To call for the previous question. 

(7) To reconsider a non-debatable motion. 

(8) To refer, only under Rules 7, IV, (2), and 19. 

(9) To defer and print, only under Rule 7, IV, (3). 

Rute 17. No new motion or resolution shall be 
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entertained until the one under consideration has 
been disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection; but one or more of the following mo- 
tions may be made, and they shall have precedence 
in the order in which they are given, namely: 

(1) To fix the time to which the General Con- 
ference shall adjourn (may be amended, 
substituted, or laid on the table). 

(2) To adjourn. 

(3) To take a recess. 

(4) To lay on the table. 

(5) To order the previous question (cannot be 
laid on the table). 

(6) To postpone to a given time. 

(7) To refer. 

(8) To substitute. 

(9) To amend. 

(10) To postpone indefinitely. 

Notre.—The motions ‘‘To Lay on the Table” or “To Postpone In- 
definitely” shall not apply to certain reports from the Committee on 
Judiciary. See Rule 44, § 2 (2). 

RULE 18. Only one amendment to an amendment 
shall be in order, but it shall be in order to move 
a substitute for the main question, and one -amend- 
ment to the substitute, and if the substitute is 
accepted, it shall replace the original proposition. 

Rue 19. It shall be in order to move the previous 
question—that is, that the question be taken with- 
out further debate—on any measure pending, except 
in cases in which moral character is involved. — If 
the call for the previous question be sustained by 
a vote of two-thirds of the Delegates present and 
voting, the main question shall be put; nevertheless, 
under this rule, after the previous question has 
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‘been ordered, it shall be in order to divide, or to 
move to refer or to recommit or to lay on the table. 
It shall not be in order for a Delegate to move the 
previous question or.to move to lay on the table 
or to offer any other motion that closes debate at 
the end of a speech in which he has discussed the 
pending question. 
Rute 20. When a vote is about to be taken any 
Delegate shall have the right to call for the division 
- ef a question, if it be divisible into distinct propo. 
sitions. : 

RuLE 21. The motion to adjourn shall be taken 
without debate, and shall always be in order, except . 

(1) When a Delegate has the floor. 

(2) When ‘a question is actually put, or a vote is 
being taken, or until finally decided. 

(3) When a question is pending on sustaining 
the demand for the previous question. 

(4) When the previous question has been called 
and sustained, and action under it is pending. 

(5) When a motion to adjourn has been nega- 
tived, and no business or debate has intervened. 

(6) When a motion to fix the time to which the 
General Conference shall adjourn is pending. 

Rute 22. Reconsideration. When any motion or 
resolution shall have been acted upon by the Gen- 
eral Conference, it. shall be in order for any Dele- 
gate who voted with the prevailing side to move 
a reconsideration; provided, that a motion to re- 
consider a non-debatable motion shall be decided 
without debate. 

_ Rue 23. Changes of Discipline. All resolutions 
proposing changes in the Discipline shall state the 
wording of the paragraph, the line to be. altered, 
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and the wording to be substituted; and no such 
proposed change shall be considered until it has been 
in the possession of the General Conference for one 
day and shall have been printed in The Daily Chris- 
tian Advocate; but while it is under consideration 
amendments which are germane shall be in order. 
RULE 24. When any Delegate shall move the refer- 
ence of any portion of the Journal of an Annual, 
Central, or Central Mission Conference to any Com- 
mittee he must at the same time furnish a copy of 
the portion he wishes to have referred, prepared as 
provided by Rule 36 in the case of memorials. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS 


RULE 25. Reports signed by the Chairman and 
Secretary, and minority reports signed by at least 
10 members of the Committee or Commission shall 
be considered to be in the possession of the General 
Conference when they shall have been printed in 
The Daily Christian Advocate. In a minority report 
from the Committee on Judiciary one signature shall 
be sufficient. Minority reports shall bear the same 
serial numbers, with proper alphabetical notations, 
as the Committee reports for which they are offered 
as substitutes. If there be two or more such re- 
ports they shall be considered in their alphabetical 
order. All such reports shall be presented to the 
Conference upon paper bearing at the top the num- 
ber of the report, the name of the Committee, the 
total membership of the Committee, the number 
present at the time the report was adopted, the num- 
ber voting for the report, and the number voting 
against the report. Reports of General Conference 
Commissions and Special Committees shall be print- 
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ed in The Daily Christian Advocate before being 
presented to the Conference and shall be read to the 
General Conference only by its order. 

’RuLe 26. When the Chairman of a Committee is 
not in harmony with a report ordered by the Com- 
mhittee, it shall be his duty to state the fact to the 
Committee, and the Committee shall elect one of its 
' members to represent it in the presentation and dis- 
cussion of the report in the General Conference; 
-but, if in such a case the Committee fail to select 
such a representative, the Chairman shall designate 
a@ member to represent the action of the Committee, 
and said representative shall have all the rights 
and privileges of the Chairman in relation to such 
report. 

Rute 27. The Delegate selected by the signers of 
@ minority report for presenting their report shall 
have all the privileges in reference to the minority 
report that are given in Rule 28 to the Chairman 
presenting a Committee report; except that the 
chairman presenting the Committee report shall 
have the right of closing the debate on the question 
of substituting the minority report for the Commit- 
tee report. 

RvuLE 28: In the consideration of reports of Com- 
mittees and Commissions, the Delegate claiming the 
floor shall announce from his assigned’ place upon 
which side he proposes to speak. If that side of the 
question has been presented by the speaker imme- 
diately preceding, and if the floor be immediately 
’ claimed by one upon the other side, the latter claim 
shall be recognized. In any case if a speaker takes 
the platform without challenge he shall be entitled 
to all the rights of debate; provided, however, that 
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no report shall be finally decided or debate upon a 
question be closed without an opportunity for the 
presentation of that side of the question which has 
not. been previously presented. by at least two 
speakers. 5 

Provided, however, that a Committee making a 
report through its Chairman, or one of its members 
selected by the Committee. or by its Chairman, shall 
be entitled to ten minutes to close the debate, either 
to. oppose the motion to lay the report on the table, 
or, this permission not having been used, to close 
the debate on the motion to adopt. The Committee 
shall not be deprived of its right to close the debate 
even after the previous. question has been ordered, 
and, when a report consisting of two or more prop- 
ositions has a seriatim consideration, the Chairman 
or representative of the Committee shall be entitled 
to the same rights and privileges on each proposition, 
thus decided separately, as he would have had if the 
report had been considered.as.a unit. A similar 
privilege is granted to the Delegate-in qharga of a 
minority report. See Rules 26 and 27. 


VOTING 


RULE 29, Every Delegate: who is within the bar 
at the time a question is put. shall vote, unless, for 
special reasons, excused by, the General Conference; 
A Delegate who is not within, the bar at the time'a 
question is put by the President, shall not. be allowed 
to vote except by consent of the General Conference; 
when such Delegate has been necessarily, absent. 

RULE 30, Voting shall. be by the uplifted. hand, 
but, on a division of the House, ai count vote ‘shall 
be taken, the Delegates rising in their places and

standing until they shall have been counted... Votes 
may also be taken by ballot and by AYES and. NOEs. 
~ Rute 31. Ayes and Noes. It shall be in order for 
any Delegate to call for the AYES and. NOES on any 
question before the General Conference, and if the 
call be sustained by one hundred Delegates, the vote 
thereon shall be so taken. If. the call be not sus- 
tained, Delegates voting in the minority may have 
their votes recorded. The AYES and Nors may be 
taken in the following manner: Each Delegate shall 
‘write his name and vote on the official ballot, to be 
inspected and the totals reported by the several 
Chairmen of the Conference Delegations, and passed 
to the Secretary of the General Conference for rec- 
ord. The Secretary of the General Conference shall 
‘ prepare uniform blanks for the taking of such 
ballot, and shall publish the detailed vote by Con- 
ferences in the General Conference Journal and The 
Daily Christian Advocate. 

Rue 32. Order of voting. In voting when there 
is a substitute, and amendments have been proposed 
to the original resolution, the General Conference 
shall pursue the following order, namely: The main 
question shall first be perfected by voting on the 
amendments proposed thereto, and then the General 
Conference shall vote upon the substitute, to which 
one amendment may be made, and finally upon the 
question of adoption. ‘ 

Rue 33. A call for a vote by orders shall be made 
and seconded by Delegates of the same order, and 
_-ghall require the vote of one-third of the Delegates 
of that order present and voting. 

Rute 34. When voting by orders the separation 
shall be merely in regard to the taking, announcing, 
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deciding, and recording the vote of each order on. 
the question on which the separate vote is demand-- 
ed. Any incidental question bearing upon such vote: 
shall be decided by the General Conference acting: 
as one body. In taking a vete by orders it shall be: 
by a count vote, first of the order calling for the: 
separate vote and then of the other order. ;

petitions, and other papers for reference shall pre-- 
pare the papers by writing plainly on the back of! 
them, after folding, the following items in the order:

(1) Name of Delegate presenting paper. 

(2) Conference to which the Delegate belongs. 

(3) Conference, Lay Member, Delegate, or Church: 
from which the paper comes.

Committee on Foreign Missions; all’ 
memorials, petitions, and other documents relating 
to the Board of Foreign Missions, Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary. Society, and all, other matters relating 
to Missionary Work outside the United States. 

(10) To the: Committee on Home Missions and 
Church Extension, all.memorials, petitions, and other 
documents / relating to the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension, Woman’s Home: Missionary 
Society, City Evangelization, the Rural Church, and 
all other matters relating to Home Missionary work. 

(11) To. the Committee:on Education, all memo- 
rials, petitions, and other documents relating: to the 
Board of Education, our higher Institutions of Learn- 
ing, Courses of Study, and all other questions affect- 
ing the educational interests of the Church; relating: 
to Education for Negroes and all other matters affect- 
ing the educational interests of the colored people; 
relating to Church Schools, Methodist Brotherhood, 
Church. School. literature, «and all other matters 
affecting: our Church: School. work; relating to our 
Young People’s: work, the literature of the Epworth 
League, and other matters ——_ the interests: of 
the League.

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Deaconess Work, all memorials, petitions, and other 
documents relating to Hospitals, Homes, and Dea- 
coness Work. 

(14) To the Commiitee on Temperance, Prohibi- 
tion, and Public Morals, all memorials, petitions, and 
other documents relating to Temperance, Prohibition, 
Habit-Forming Drugs, the Social Evil, and other 
questions on the attitude of the Church toward Pub- 
lic Morals. i 

Rute 45. A business quorum of a Standing Com- 
mittee shall be thirty-five, except that for the Com- 
mittees on Judiciary and on Revision a majority of 
all the members of the Committee shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Rute 46. The General Conference shall elect the 
following Special Committees to consist of one Del- 
egate from each Episcopal Area, to be nominated 
by the Bishops at the morning session of the third 
day: American Bible Society, Federation; 

Also Special Committees on Credentials, Com- 
plimentary Resolutions, and Fraternal Delegates, 
to be nominated by the Bishops at the opening 
session. - 

(1) The Committee on Credentials shall consist of 
eleven Delegates. It shall report upon the member- 
ship of the Conference, the absence of Delegates and 
the seating of reserve Delegates, together with all 
other questions directly related to the attendance or 
excuse of Delegates. The report of this Committee 
shall be the basis of settlement with the Delegates in 
the matter of per diem allowance. 

_(2) The Committee on Fraternal Delegates shall 
consist of eleven Delegates. This Committee shall 
see to the entertainment of Fraternal Delegates, their 
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presentation and introduction. . To this Committee 
shall be referred formal communications of greeting’ 
coming from other Churehes or religious bodies. 
Replies to such communications shall be prepared 
by this Committee, and if adopted by the General 
Conference, said replies shall be forwarded in the 
form approved. 

Rute 47. Committees shall not originate business, 
but shall give consideration to all subjects specifi- 
cally referred to them by the General Conference, 
and to all memorials and petitions received not later 
than the eighth business day of the General Confer- 
ence, and report on all subjects coming before them, 
but not necessarily on all memorials. 

RULE 48. No Committee shall consider a matter 
which the General Conference has refused to refer. 

RULE 49. When a matter has been received by the 
General Conference, and referred to a Committee, 
and a report thereon has been made, it shall not be 
in order for another Committee to consider the same 
subject, or for the General Conference to entertain 
a report from another Committee on the same sub- 
ject; but should a Committee ascertain that a sub- 
ject which has been referred to it has been referred 
also to. another Committee, it shall report. the fact 
to the Committee on Reference, which shall assign 
the paper to the proper Committee unless it be in 
doubt, in which case it shall report the matter to 
the General Conference for its decision. 

Rute 50. Whenever in any Committee any change 
in the Discipline is adopted which will affect the 
work of any of the Boards of the Church, whose 
work is under consideration by one of the Standing 
Committees, there shall be a Committee of _Confer- 
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ence, composed of three members from each Stand- 
ing Committee involved, appointed by the Chair- 
‘man of each Committee; which Committee of Con- 
ference shall consider said proposed legislation and 
report back to their respective Committees before 
_ any report on the proposed legislation is made to 
the General Conference. 

RuuLeE 51. There shall not be reported as coming 
from a Committee any matter which has not been 
considered and acted upon by the Committee duly 
~ assembled. 

_ Rute 52. Committee reports which propose changes 

in the Discipline shail recite not only the paragraph 
and the line to be amended, but also the paragraph 
as amended. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rute 53. The roll call at the close of the General 
Conference shall follow the order as provided in 
Rue 1, (b) and (c). 

Rute 54. Demonstrations of approval or disappro- 
_ val during the progress of debate shall be deemed a 
breach of order. 

Rue 55. No persons, except Delegates, ushers, 
and pages, shall stand in the open spaces in the 
room. 

Rue 56. The ushers shall keep the aisles clear 
for their proper use, and none but Delegates shall 
‘be admitted within the inclosure reserved for the 
Delegates. 

Rute 57. In all matters not specified herein the 
proceedings of the General Conference shall be gov- 
erned by Common Parliamentary Law. 

Rue 58. These rules may be suspended at any 
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time by a vote of two thirds of the Delegates present 
and voting.

ANNUAL CONFERENCES 


I. Number and Organization 


175, §1. There are now one hundred and thirty- 
three Annual Conferences, and these shall become 
Severally bodies corporate, wherever practicable, un-— 
der the authority of the laws of the Countries, States, 
and Territories within whose bounds they are lo- 
cated. 

§2. For the purpose of representation on the 
Book Committee, the Administrative Boards, and 
Committees in the General Conference, the Annual 
Conferences shall be grouped into as many Episcopal 
Areas as the General Conference from time to time:

76. All Members of an Annual Conference and 
those on Trial therein shall attend its sessions. 

77. The Bishops shall appoint the times for hold- - 
ing the Annual Conferences; but they shall allow: 
each Annual Conference to sit one week at least. © 

78. Each Annual Conference shall appoint the: 
place of its own session; but should it become nec-- 
essary, from any unforeseen cause, to change the: 
place of its session after it has been fixed by the. 
Conference, the Pastor or Pastors in the place where: 
the Conference was appointed to be held, and the:

(2) This Table of Contents shall be printed in the 
Annual Conference Journal immediately following 
the title page. 

(3) The Journal shall have a title page and shall 
be signed by the President and Secretary of each.

(4) The Journal must be either in manuscript or 
printed and substantially bound; if the latter, in 
quadrennial volumes, and so paged consecutively. 
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(5) If printed and bound, there should be the Sec- 
retary’s Certificate that the volume is a complete and 
correct record of the proceedings, and that it was 
adopted by the Conference as its Official Record. 

(6) There shall be proper headings of pages, mar- 
ginal or subheads, and clearness and accuracy of 
statement of the business transacted. 

(7). Chirography, orthography, and the neat, busi- 
nesslike appearance of the page should be noted; 
. also erasures, interlineations, and pastings. 

(8) Separate items of business shall be placed in 
“separate paragraphs. 

(9) The Journal shall state where the sessions 
were held, the names of makers of motions, and the 
findings of Committees of Trials. The Disciplinary 
Questions shall be properly noted, together with 
their answers; also the action on each motion, and 
the decisions of the Bishop on questions of law. 

(10) Any action adverse to the polity, the unity, 
or the purity of the Church should be carefully 
noted. 

§3. In the preparation of Journals, the Annual 
Conference Secretaries shall keep in view examina- 
tion by the General Conference. , 

§4. The Committee on Itinerancy, after examina- 
tion of the Journals, shall return them to the respec- 


tive Delegations. 


III. Order of Business 
81. The business of the Annual Conference is to

Their names and addresses 
shall be printed at the head of its Statistical Tables 
in the General Minutes and also in the Methodist 
Year Book in the year of service. 

§2. On the first day of the Conference session, 
each Pastor shall present his Statistical and Finan- 
cial Reports, correctly and plainly written, all col- 
lections and other moneys being reported in dollars 
only, without fractions thereof. Provided, however, 
that an Annual Conference may direct that the fiscal 
year of the Conference shall close not less than ten 
days before the time set for the annual meeting of 
the Conference, and require the Pastors to send to 
the Conference Treasurer and Statistician their Finan- 
cial and Statistical Reports, so that the aforesaid 
Conference Officers with their respective staffs may 
tabulate the reports and have them ready for the 
first day’s session of the Conference. 

§3. An Annual Conference may request each 
Pastor to present a separate report for each Church 
or Society in his Pastoral Charge, to be used as a 
supplemental report within the Conference, but the 
report shall be by Charges for the Annual Confarenge 
Journal and General Minutes. 

§ 4. In connection with this report of the amount 
collected for each Benevolence Cause, the.Pastor shall 
deliver to the Conference Treasurer either the money 
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thus collected or a satisfactory voucher for the same; 
and the credit given to his Pastoral Charge shall 
correspond exactly with the money and vouchers 
thus delivered. 

§5. In making his report to the ‘Conference 
Treasurer, the Pastor shall indicate the amount paid 
from his Charge to the District Superintendent, and 
shall include cash, or a proper voucher therefor. 

§6. At the opening of the second day’s session 
- the Bishop presiding shall call upon the Statistician 
and the Conference Treasurer respectively to read 
the names of all Pastoral Charges from which reports 
have not been received, or from which incorrect or 
defective reports have been received. This call shall 
be made at the beginning of each day’s session until 
correct reports have been received from every Pas- 
toral Charge. 

§7. In case any Pastoral Charge fails to make a 
report, the Statistician shall insert the report for the 
preceding year and shall indicate this fact by placing 
the figures in brackets. 

§8. When the name of a Pastoral Charge has 
been changed, the Statistician and Conference Treas- 
urer shall print the former name in parenthesis un- 
der the present name. 

§ 9. The Conference Treasurer shall receive and 
account for such other moneys, additional to the 
regular Benevolence Collections, as the Conference 
may direct; and an Auditing Committee, appoigted 
by the Conference, shall audit his accounts. 

§10. When the provisions of §§ 2 and 4 shall have 
been complied with, the Conference Treasurer shall 
return the “Conference Treasurer’s Report’ to the 
Pastor, with the word “Credited” either written or 
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stamped over the Treasurer’s signature, as a voucher 
to be delivered by the Pastor to the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the contributing Charge.

CHAPTER III 


LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCES 


The Composition, Organization, and Powers of the Lay Electoral 
Conference are set forth in the Constitution of the Church, Division 
III, Chapter II, Articles III and IV, { 39, 40. 


I. Election of Delegates 


795, §1. The first or third Quarterly Conference 
of each Charge for the Conference year within which 
a Lay Electoral Conference is to be convened shall 
appoint one Judge of Election and two Tellers, who 
shall constitute the Election Board of the Charge; 
provided the said Charge be composed of but one 
Church. The Election Board shall fix the time and 
place for the holding of an election for one Lay Dele- 
gate to the Lay Electoral Conference and one Re- 
serve Lay Delegate in accordance with the provisions 
of Division III, Chapter II, Article III, of the Con- 
stitution of the Church. 7 

§ 2. The BHlection Board shall see that suitable 
public notice of the time and place of the election 
shall be given, public announcement of the same be- 
ing made at two regular preaching services at least, 
on different days, within the six weeks immediately 
preceding the election. It shall take charge of the. 
election, receive and count the ballots, and certify 
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the whole number of votes cast and for whom cast, 
to the fourth Quarterly Conference, which shall de- 
clare the result and give to the person receiving the 
highest number of votes for each place a certificate of 
election, which shall be signed by the District Super- 
intendent and the Secretary of the Quarterly Con- 
ference. 

§ 3. In every Pastoral Charge which consists of 
more than one Church or Society, the Quarterly Con- 


_ference shall appoint a Judge of Election and two 


Tellers for each of such Churches or Societies, and 
each of such Boards shall proceed as is provided for 
in the case of the Election Board of a single Church. 
The Quarterly Conference shall proceed in the same 
manner as is provided for Pastoral Charges having 
but one Church or Society. 

§ 4. When duly convened for the election, in case 
of the absence of one or more members of the Hlec- 
tion Board, the lay members assembled shall have 
power to fill vacancies. 

§ 5. The Secretary of the fourth Quarterly Con- 
ference shall certify the result of the ballot without 
delay to the Secretary of the preceding Lay Electoral 
Conference, or to any other person designated by 
said Conference to prepare the roll of the ensuing 
Lay Electoral Conference. Said certificate shall con- 
tain the names of the Lay Delegate and of the 
Reserve Lay Delegate elected, the post office of each 
and the name of the Pastoral Charge. 


II. Laymen’s Associations 
7.96, §1. There may be assembled at the seat of 
the Annual Conference or elsewhere, a Laymen’s 
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Association organized within the bounds of the Con- 
ference, composed of Delegates selected from the 
Charges in such manner as the Laymen’s Association 
may determine. The purpose of such Association 
shall be to advance the local and Conference inter- 
ests of the Church and to enlist all Lay Members in 
the general activities. of the denomination. 

§ 2. There may also be organized a General Con- 
ference Laymen’s Association of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, which may be assembled at the seat of 
the General Conference, or elsewhere in the interim 
of the General Conference sessions, to federate the 
various Laymen’s Associations of the Church. 


CHAPTER IV 


CENTRAL CONFERENCES 


797, §1. (1) Organization. There shall be such 
Central Conferences as have been heretofore author- 
ized, or shall be hereafter authorized by the General 
Conference, or as may develop from authorized 
Central Mission Conferences as set forth in §2 (1) d, 
with the privileges and powers as hereinafter set 
forth, provided that a Central Conference shall have 
at least a total of twenty Ministerial and twenty Lay 
Delegates on the basis of representation as set forth 
in Item (2) hereof. . 

(2) The Central Conferences shall be composed 
of Ministerial and Lay members in equal numbers, 
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chosen in such manner and with such qualifications 
as the Central Conference shall itself determine, 


provided that each Annual Conference, Mission Con- ~ 
ference and Mission shall be entitled to at least two 


Ministerial and two Lay Delegates, and that no 
other selection of Delegates shall be authorized which 
would provide for more than one Ministerial Dele 
gate for every six members of an Annual Confer- 


ence, Mission Conference or Mission, except that a 


fraction of two thirds of the ratio fixed by a Central 


Conference shall entitle an Annual Conference, Mis- 


sion Conference, or Mission to an additional Min- 
isterial Delegate, and to an additional Lay Delegate. 

(3) The first meeting of a Central Conference 
shall be called by the Bishop or Bishops.in charge, 
at such time and place as he or they may select, to 
which all of the members of the Conferences and 
Missions concerned shall be invited, and at which a 
ratio of representation shall be fixed by the Confer- 
ence, provided that in a Central Conference the 
ratio of representation shall not be greater than one 
Ministerial Delegate to every six members, except as 
set forth in Item (2). The time and place of future 
meetings shall be determined by the Central Confer- 
ence. 

(4) Each Central Conference shall meet at least 
once every four years at such time and place as it 
may determine. The sessions of said Conference shall 
be presided over by the Bishops in attendance in such 
order as they may determine. In case no Bishop is 
present, the Conference shall elect a temporary Presi- 
dent from among its own members. The resident 


_ Bishops, or a majority of them, with the concurrence 
of the Executive Committee or other authorized Com- 
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mittee, shall have the authority to call an extra ses-- 
sion of the Central Conference to be held at the time: 
and place designated by them. 

(5) The presiding Officer of the Central Confer-- 
ence shall decide questions of order, subject to ani 
appeal to the Central Conference, and he shall decide: 
questions of law subject to an appeal to the General! 
Conference; but questions relating to the interpre-- 
tation of the Rules and Regulations made by the: 
Central Conference shall be decided by the Central! 
Conference. 

§ 2. Powers. (1) A Central Conference shall! 
have power to make such changes and adaptations as; 
the peculiar conditions on the fields concerned re-- 
quire, regarding church membership, special ad-- 
vices, worship, and the local ministry and shall have:

But if there shall be 
in any Charge more than one Church School Super- 
intendent, Class or Unit Leader, President of the 
Epworth League, Director of Social and Recreational 
Life, Secretary of Good Literature, President of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society, one President of the Methodist. 
Brotherhood or kindred organization, President of' 
the auxiliary of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, or President of the auxiliary of the Woman’s; 
Home Missionary Society, then the Quarterly’ 
Conference shall designate. one of each for this;

§ 10. To meet carefully all the obligations laid 
upon the Quarterly Conference in reference to 
the support of the Ministry and of the Benevolence 
Causes. 

§ 11. To hear formulated complaints and to re- 
ceive and try charges as directed by 11 323-332. 

§ 12. To fill vacancies resulting from death or 
removal of Stewards. 

$13. To constitute a Membership Committee, 
which shall assist the Pastor in keeping the complete 
Membership record of the Pastoral Charge and re- 
port to the first Quarterly Conference as provided in 
1 118, § 2, and shall pay especial attention to con- 
servation of Membership of those persons who re- 
move from the bounds of the Pastoral Charge or ab- 
sent themselves from means of grace. 7 58. 

This committee under the direction of the Pastor 
shall be the Committee upon Lay Evangelism. 
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§14. To constitute a Music Committee, { 65, 
§ 4 (4), which may have in charge: 

a. Development of congregational singing. 

b. Encouragement of attention in the Church 
School to the use of music in worship. 

c. Development of an educational program of choir 
organization using, where possible, junior, interme- 
diate, and adult ehoirs. 

d. Development of professional leadership in 
Church music, employing, when authorized, a Direc- 
tor, Organist, and Solo Quartet. 

§ 15. To constitute a Committee on Religious Ed- 
ucation composed of five or seven members having 
special qualifications for giving general supervision 
to the program of Religious Education in the local 
Church. The Pastor and Director of Religious Edu- 
eation shall be ex-officio members. Wherever prac- 
ticable, representatives of the Auxiliaries of the 
Woman’s Foreign and the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Societies shall be members of this Committee.

§ 19. To constitute a Committee on Pastoral Re- 
lation and Pulpit Supply, which shall co-operate with 
the Pastor regarding Supply Preachers and with the 
District Superintendent and presiding Bishop regard- 
ing Pastoral Relations. 

§ 20.. To constitute a Nominating Committee, of 
which the Pastor shall be Chairman. This commit- 
‘tee shall nominate Stewards and such other officers 
and Committees as the Quarterly Conference or the 
Official Board may direct. Where personal qualifica- 
tions give promise of usefulness a fair proportion of 
the offices of the Church should be given to the 
younger people.

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VI. Disciplinary Financial Plan 
1114, §1. This plan is founded upon the prin- 


- eiples of Christian Stewardship (73). If faithfully 


followed it will provide sufficient financial support for 
the local and world serviee of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. The essential features apply to every 
local Church; the details may be adapted to local 
conditions. 

§ 2. (1) Every Member should be a Recorded Con- 


_tributor, not only that the amount expected of him 


may be recorded but that a definite standard may be 
set up for both members and administration. 

(2) Every member should be fully informed re- 
garding the extent and needs of the local and world 
service of his Church. Personal and thoughtful giv- 


ing enhances in the mind of the giver the cause to 


:

which he contributes. 

(3) Systematic contributions should be sought 
and duplex envelopes provided that contributions 
may be received weekly and credited to Local Budget 
and Benevolence Budget respectively. 

(4) Quarterly or semiannual statements should bé 
issued and arrears collected. Contributions made on 
other than weekly basis if paid early in the fiscal 
year will help offset arrears naturally accumulating 
in summer and later months of the year. 

(5) The ideal ‘Every Member a Recorded Con- 
tributor” may be more nearly achieved when the 
local expense Budget includes the Sunday School 
and the Epworth League. Contributions from chil- 
dren, youth, or invalids, who have no fixed income 
or allowance, should be the portion of their sub- 
stance which they wish to share with their Church. 

(6) Establish the custom of assigning envelopes to 
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each new member taken into the Church; deliver the 
envelope before the following Sunday, with an intro- 
ductory letter explaining briefly the financial plan 
for the support of the Church. 

(7) The requisite of an nancial plan is control. 
Control must be based on accurate knowledge. Con- 
trol of Church finance must further depend upon con- 
fidence. The Financial Secretary should provide the 
facts and the Finance Committee be so constituted 
that it has the confidence and support of every 
department of the Church. Under these conditions 
_ the control of the expenditure of moneys should 
be directly with the Finance Committee and no 
appropriations should be made for items not in- 


cluded in the Local Budget without also providing © 


additional funds for same, unless the Finan¢e Com- 
mittee shall have approved such appropriation. 

§3. The Finance Committee shall consist of not 
less than three members. It shall be the duty of 
the Finance Committee before the close of the fiscal 
year: 

(1) In collaboration with the Financial Secretary, 
to prepare a Local Budget in the form suggested in 
7.114, § 6. 

(2) In collaboration with the representatives of 
the Church School Board to prepare the budget for 
support of the Church School. 

(3) In collaboration with the representatives of 
the Epworth League to prepare the budget for sup- 
port of Epworth League activities. 

(4) In collaboration with the Committee on Ap- 
portioned Benevolences and the Financial ‘Secretary 
to prepare the Budget for Benevolences. 

(5) To present, previous to the end of the fiscal 
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year, the Local .and Benevolence Budgets to a spe- 
cially called meeting of the Official Board for ap- 
proval or revision. 

(6) To proceed immediately by personal canvass 
of the entire membership of Church, congregation, 
Sunday School, Epworth League and other supporters 
of the Church, to secure pledges and to determine 
the probable income for coming year. 

(7) If probable income is insufficient to meet 
~ budgets as made, to report to the First Quarterly Con- 
ference recommendations as to how the balance 
needed can be raised. 

§ 4. The Committee on Benevolences shall consist 
of at least five members with the Pastor as Chairman. 
The several Missionary Societies, especially of the 
Sunday School and Epworth League or Young Peo- 
- ple’s Organization, should be represented on this 
Committee. 

lt shall be the duty of this Committee: 

(1) To inculcate the principles of Christian Stew- 
ardship as presented in {| 73 of the Discipline. 

(2) To arrange continual, periodic, and special 
presentation to the members and various organiza- 
tions of the Church, of the interests and work in- 
cluded in the World Service of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

(3) To ascertain apportionments for the World 
Service, Annual and Quarterly Conference Benevo-: 
lences and with the Finance Committee of the Official 
Board make up the Benevolence Budget. 

(4) Wherever pledges and receipts seem to indi- 
cate failure to raise the complete Benevolence Budget 
to report recommendations to the Official Board. 

(5) The Committee on Benevolences shall con- 
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stitute the Local Church Committee,. entitled ‘World 
Service Committee” or “World Service Council” pro- 
vided for under the Disciplinary Plan for World Serv- 
ice of the Methodist Episcopal Church. { 457, §1, 
(b). 

§ 5. The Financial Secretary. 

The duties of the Financial Secretary are: 

(1) To receive and record in approved classified 
form all moneys coming to the Church, not subject 
to immediate control of the Trustees. 

(2) To keep an account with each individual con- 
tributor. 

(3) To deposit promptly all funds in Bank or Trust 
Company approved by the Official Board, in the name 
of the Church and designated “Local Budget Ac- 
count” or “Benevolence Budget Account” respectively 
and subject to draft of the respective’ Treasurers 
thereof. 

(4) To keep the respective Treasurers informed 
of all deposits or other accessions to such accounts. 

(5) To keep record of all withdrawals by the re- 
spective Treasurers, classified under the same terms 
used in the Budgets. 

(6) Report to each monthly meeting of the Official 
Board and to the Quarterly Conferences as required. 

(7) To assist Finance Committee in forming 
Budget for Local Expense. 

(8) To cooperate with the Committee on Benev- 


olences in promoting the Benevolence interests of 
the Church. 


§6. The Local Budget may include in approved 


classified form, provision for: 


(1) Ministerial support, namely, Pastor’s Salary, 


House Rent (if paid in cash to owners or Trustees), 
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apportionment for District Superintendent, for 


- Bishops and for Conference Claimants. 


(2) Other salaries for music, secretarial, janitor 
or miscellaneous work. 

(3) Church School budget framed by authority of 
the Church School Board approved by the Finance 
Committee. 

(4) Epworth League budget framed by authority 


_-of the Cabinet of the Epworth League approved by the 
Finance Committee. 


(5) Repairs, supplies and expense carefully classi- 
fied in few comprehensive divisions. Include ap- 
portionment of Annual and General Conference Ex- 
pense. 

§ 7. Treasurer of Local Budget. 

The duties of the Treasurer of Local Budget are: 

(1) To disburse moneys from Local Expense Bank 
Account as ordered by the Official Board or Quarterly 
Conference. 

(2) To enable the Financial Secretary to report all 
disbursements to Official Board or Quarterly Confer- 
ence. 

§ 8. The -Benevolence Budget shall include pro- 
vision for: 

(1) World Service Quota asked by authority of 
the Official Board. Let captions under this item be 
worded so as to indicate to some degree the extent 
of the World Service of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

(2) The quotas or amounts sought by authority of 
the Official Board for the several Annual Conference 
Benevolences. ~ 

(3) The quotas or amounts sought by authority 
of the Official Board for Special Benevolences other 
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than those for which special collections are ordered. 

§ 9. Treasurer of Benevolence Budget. 

The duties of the Treasurer of Benevolence Budget 
are to make disbursements from the Benevolence 
Bank Account as follows: 

(1) Monthly, the Benevolences ordered by the 
General Conference which shall be forwarded as 
directed by the General Conference. 

(2) Periodically, the Benevolences ordered by the 
Annual Conference which shall be forwarded as 
directed by the Annual Conference. 

(3) Occasionally, the Benevolences and special col- 
lections ordered by the Quarterly Conference or Offi- 


cial Board and Benevolences provided for by indi-— 


viduals or organizations desiring to give through 
Church channels for credit as “Other Benevolences.” 

(4) To enable Financial Secretary to report all 
disbursement to the Official Board or Quarterly Con- 
ference. 


VII. Official Board 


115, §1. The Quarterly Conference of a Pastoral 
Charge may organize and continue during its 
pleasure, an Official Board to have supervision of the 
Several activities of the Charge. The Official Board 
shall be composed of the Pastor, who shall preside 
over its deliberations; Assistant Pastors if regularly 
appointed to the Charge; the Trustees; the Stewards; 
and such other members of the Quarterly Conference 
as have been elected or approved by that body for 
membership in the Quarterly Conference. Super- 
numerary, Retired, and Local Preachers ghall be 
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eligible for approval by the Quarterly Conference for 
membership in the Official Board. 

-- §2. The Official Board shall elect a Vice-Chairman, 
a Secretary, and a Financial Secretary. The Vice- 
Chairman shall preside in the absence of the Pastor. 
The Secretary shall make record of the proceedings of 
the Official Board, and after examination by the Com- 
mittee on Church Records, shall annually send same 
to the Quarterly Conference for approval. The duties 

_of the Financial Secretary are set forth in 114, § 5. 
The Treasurer of the Local Budget and the Treasurer 
of the Benevolence Budget, elected by the Quarterly 
‘Conference, shall nave duties prescribed in { 114, §§7 
and 9, respectively. 

§3. The Committees of the Official Board shall be 
the Committees appointed by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence (f 110, § 4) together with such other standing 
or special Committees as the Official Board may re- 
quire to facilitate its work. 

$4. In the case of Circuits: a. the Official Board 
shall consist of the Pastor together with the Trus- 
tees, the Stewards, and such other elected or approved 
members of the Quarterly Conference as are attached 
to the respective appointments. b. The provisions of 
§§ 2 and 3 of this Paragraph with consent of the 
‘Pastor may be modified by the Quarterly Conference 
to facilitate orderly supervision of the activities of 
each Church or Society in the Pastoral Charge. 
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CHAPTER IX 


LEADERS AND STEWARDS MEETING

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CHAPTER I 
QUALIFICATIONS AND WORK 


- 


I. Call to Preach 

q117. In order that we may try those persons 
who profess to be moved by the Holy Ghost to preach 
let the following questions be asked, namely: 

§1. Do they know God as a pardoning God? Have 
they the love of God abiding in them? Do they de- 
sire nothing but God? Are they holy in all manner 
of conversation? 

§2. Have they gifts, as well as grace, for the 
work? Have they, in some tolerable degree, a clear, 
sound understanding; a right judgment in the things 
of God; a just conception of salvation by faith? Has 
God given them any degree of utterance? Do they 
speak justly, readily, clearly? 

§ 3. Have any been truly convinced of sin and con- 
verted to God, and are believers edified by their 
preaching? 

§ 4. As long as these marks concur in anyone, we 
believe he is called of God to preach. These we re- 
ceive as sufficient proof that he is moved by the Holy 
Ghost. 


Il. Rules for a Preacher’s Conduct 
1118. Rule 1, Be diligent. Never be unemployed. 
Never be triflingly employed. Never trifle away time; 
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neither spend any more time at any place than is 
strictly necessary. 

9.119. Rule 2. Be serious. Let your motto be, 
“Holiness to the Lord.” Avoid all lightness, jesting, 
and foolish talking. 

7120. Rule 3. Converse sparingly and conduct 
yourself prudently with women (1 Tim. 5.2). 

7121. Rule 4. Believe evil of no one without 
good evidence; unless you see it done take heed how 
you credit it. Put the best construction on every- 
thing. You know the judge is always supposed to be 
on the prisoner’s side. 


122. Rule 5. Speak evil of no one, because your 
word, especially, would eat as doth a canker. Keep 
your thoughts within your own breast till you come 
to the person concerned. 


123. Rule 6. Tell everyone under your care what 
you think wrong in his conduct and temper, and that 
lovingly and plainly, as soon as may be; else it will 
fester in your heart. Make all haste to cast the fire 
out of your bosom, 


124. Rule 7. Avoid all affectation. A Preacher 
of the Gospel is the servant of all. 

125. Rule 8. Be ashamed of nothing but sin. 

7.126. Rule 9. Be punctual. Do everything ex- 
actly at the time. And do not mend our rules, but 
keep them; not for wrath, but for conscience sake. 

7.127. Rule 10. You have nothing to do but to 
save souls; therefore spend and be spent in this 
work; and go always not only to those that want you, 
but to those that want you most. 


Observe! It is not your business only to preach 
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so many times, and to take care of this or that 
Society, but to save as many as you can; to bring as 
many sinners as you can to repentance, and with all 
your power to build them up in that holiness without 
which they cannot see the Lord. And remember! a 
Methodist Preacher is to mind every point, great and 
small, in the Methodist Discipline! Therefore you 
will need to exercise all the sense and grace you 


have. 


1128. Rule 11. Act in all things not according to 
your own will, but as a son in the Gospel. As such, 
it is your duty to employ your time in the manner 
in which we direct: in preaching, and visiting from 
house to house; in reading, meditation, and prayer. 
Above all, if you labor with us in the Lord’s vine- 
yard, it is needful you should do that part of the 
work which we advise, at those times and places 
which we judge most for His glory. 

1129. Smaller advices which might be of use to 
us are perhaps these: 1. Be sure never to disappoint 
a congregation. 2. Begin at the time appointed. 3. 
Let your whole deportment be serious, weighty, and 
solemn. 4. Always suit your subject to your audi- 
ence. 5. Choose the plainest text you can. 6. Take 
care not to ramble, but keep to your text, and make 
out what you take in hand. 7. Take care of any- 
thing awkward or affected, either in your gesture, 
phrase, or pronunciation. 8. Do not usually pray 
extempore above eight or ten minutes (at most) with- 
out intermission. 9. Frequently read and enlarge 
upon a portion of Scripture; and let young Preachers 
often exhort without taking a text. 10. Always avail 
yourself of the great festivals by~preaching on the 
occasion. 
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Ill. Spiritual Qualifications © 

130. The duty of the Preacher is: 1. To preach. 
2. To meet the Societies and Classes. 3.To visit 
the sick. 

131. A Preacher shall be qualified for his charge 
by walking closely with God, and having his work 
greatly at heart, and by understanding and loving 
discipline, ours in particular. 

132. . We do not sufficiently watch over each 
other. Should we not frequently ask each other, Do 
you walk closely with God? Have you now fellowship 
with the Father and the Son? At what hour do you 
rise? Do you punctually observe the morning and 
evening hours of retirement? Do you spend the day 
im the manner which the Conference advises? Do you 
converse seriously, usefully, and closely? To be more 
particular: Do you use all the means of grace your- 
self, and enforce the use of them on all other 
persons? 

7133. The means of grace are either Instituted 
or Prudential. 

134. The INsTITUTED are: 

§1. Prayer: private, family, and public; consisting 
of deprecation, petition, intercession, and thanks- - 
giving. Do you use each of these? Do you forecast. 
daily, wherever you are, to secure time for private: 
devotion? Do you practice it everywhere? Do you. 
ask everywhere, Have you family prayer? Do you. 
ask individuals, Do you use private prayer every’ 
morning and evening in particular? 

§ 2. Searching the Scriptures: 1. Reading: con-- 
stantly, some part of every day; regularly, all the: 


Bible in order; carefully, with notes; seriously, with: 
prayer before and after; fruitfully, immediately prac-- 
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ticing what you learn there. 2. Meditating: ‘at. set 
times; by rule: 3. Hearing: at every opportunity; 
with prayer before, at, after, Have you a Bible 
always about you? 

§ 3: The Lord’s Supper: Do you use this at every 
opportunity? “With solemn prayer before? With 
earnest and deliberate self-devotion? i 

§ 4. Fasting: Do you use as much abstinence and 
fasting every week as your health, strength, and 
- labor will permit? : 

§ 5. ‘Christian Conference: Are you convinced how 
important and how difficult it is to order your con- 
versation aright? Is it always in grace? Seasoned 
with salt? “Meet to minister grace to the hearers? 
Do not converse too long at a time? Is not an 
hour commonly enough? Would it not be well always 
to have a determined end in view? And to pray be- 
fore and after it? i 

7 135. PRUDENTIAL Means we May use either as: 
Christians, as Methodists, or as Preachers. 

§1. As Christians: What particular rules have you 
in order to grow in grace? What arts of holy living? 

§2. As Methodists: Do you ever miss your Class? 

§ 3. As Preachers: Have you thoroughly considered 
your duty? And do you make a conscience of execut- 
ing every part of it? Do you meet every Society and. 
their Leaders? 

7136. These means may be used without fruit. 
But there are some means which cannot, namely: 
watching, denying ourselves, taking up our Cross, 
exercise of the presence of God. 

§1. Do you steadily watch against the world? 
Yourself? Your besetting sin? 

§ 2. Do you deny yourself every useless pleasure of 
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sense? Imagination? Honor? Are you temperate in 
all things? For instance, 1. Do you use only that 
kind and that degree of food which is best both for 
body and soul? Do you see the necessity of this? Do 
you eat no more at each meal than is necessary? Are 
you not heavy or drowsy after dinner? 2. Do you use 
only that kind and that degree of drink which is best 
both for your body and soul? Do you choose and use 
water for your common drink, and only take wine 
medicinally or sacramentally? ; 

§ 3. Wherein do you take up your cross daily? Do 
you cheerfully bear your cross, however grievous to 
nature, as a gift of God, and labor to profit thereby? 

§ 4. Do you endeavor to set God always before you? 
To see his eye continually fixed upon you? 

137. Never can you use these means but a bless- 
ing will ensue. And the more you use them the more 
you will grow in grace. 


IV. Profitable Use of Time 


| 138. As a general method of employing our time 
we advise you, 1, As often as possible to rise at four. 
2. From four to five in the morning and from five to 
six in the evening to meditate, pray, and read the 
Scriptures with notes, and the closely practical part 
of what Mr. Wesley has published. 3. From six in 
the morning till twelve, wherever it is practicable, let 
the time be spent in appropriate reading, study, and 
private devotion. 

| 139. Other reasons may concur, but the chief 
reason that the people under our care are not better 
is because we are not more knowing and more holy. 

| 140. And we are not more knowing because we > 


{ 
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are idle. We forget our first rule: “Be diligent. 
Never be unemployed. Never be triflingly employed. 
Neither spend any more time at any place than is 
strictly necessary.” We fear there is altogether a 
fault in this matter, and that few of us are clear. 
Which of us spend as many hours a day in God’s 
work as we did formerly in man’s work? We talk 
—talk—or read what comes next to hand. We must, 
absolutely must, cure this evil, or betray the cause of 


“God. But how? 1. Read the most useful books, and 


that regularly and constantly: 2. Steadily spend all 
the morning in this employment, or at least five hours 
in the four and twenty. “But I have no taste for 
reading.” Contract a taste for it by use or return to 
your former employment. “But I have no books.” 
Be diligent to spread the books, and you will have 
the use of them. 


V. Necessity of Union Among Ourselves 


1141. Let us be deeply sensible (from what we 
have known) of the evil of a division in principle, 
spirit, or practice, and the dreadful consequences to 
ourselves and others. If we are united, what can 
stand before us? If we divide, we shall destroy 
ourselves, the work of God, and the souls of our 
people. 

142. In order to a closer union with each other, 
1. Let us be deeply convinced of the absolute neces- 
sity of it. 2. Pray earnestly for and speak freely to 
each other. 3. When we meet, let us never part with- 
out. prayer. 4. Take great care not to despise each 
other’s gifts. 5. Never speak lightly of each other. 
6. Let us defend each other's character in everything 
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so far as is consistent with truth. 7, Labor in honor 
each to prefer the other before himself. We recom- 
mend a serious perusal of The Causes, Evils, and 
Cures of Heart and Church Divisions. 


VI. Deportment at Conference 

143. It is desired that all things be considered 
on these occasions as in the immediate presence of 
God; that every person speak freely whatever is in 
his heart. 

144. In order, therefore, that we may best im- 
prove our time at the Conferences, 1. While we are 
conversing let us have an especial care to set God 
always before us. 2. In the intermediate hours let 
us redeem all the time we can for private exercises. 
3. Therein let us give ourselves to prayer for one 
another, and for a blessing on our labor. 


VII. Where and How to Preach 

| 145. It is by no means advisable for us to preach 
in as many places as we can without forming any 
Societies. We have made the trial in various places, 
and that for a considerable time, But all that seed 
has fallen by the wayside. There is scarcely any 
fruit remaining. 

1146. We should endeavor to preach most, 1, 
Where there is the greatest number of quiet and will- 
ing hearers; 2. Where there is most fruit. 

1147. We ought diligently to observe in what 
places God is pleased at any time to pour out his 
Spirit more abundantly, and at that time to send 
more laborers than usual into that part of the harvest. 

| 148. The best general method of preaching is, 
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1.. To convince; 2: To offer: Christ; 3. To invite; 
4. To build up. And to do this in some measure in 
every sermon. ; 
9149. The most effectual way of preaching Christ. 
is to preach him in all his offices; and to declare his 
law, as well as his Gospel, both to believers and unbe- 
lievers. Let us strongly and closely insist upon in- 
ward and outward holiness in all its branches. 


VIII. Pastoral Fidelity 
- § 150. We can further assist those under our care: 
by instructing them at their own houses. What un- 
speakable need is there of this! The world says, “The 
Methodists are no better than other people,” This. 
is not true in the general; but, ea 

§1.. Personal religion, both toward God and man, 
is too superficial among us. We can only touch on a. 
few particulars. How little faith is there among us! 
How little communion with God! How little living 
in heaven, walking in eternity, deadness to every 
creature! How much love of the world! Desire of 
pleasure, of ease, of getting money! How little broth-- 
erly love! What continual judging one another! 
What gossiping, evil-speaking, tale-bearing! What. 
want of moral honesty! To instance only one particu- 
lar: Who does as he would be done by in buying and: 
selling? 

§ 2, Family religion is wanting in many branches.. 
And what avails public preaching alone, though we: 
could preach like angels? We must, yea, every Trav- 
eling Preacher must, instruct the people from house 
to house. ‘Till this be done, and that in good earnest, 
Methodists will be no better. 
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§3. Our religion is not sufficiently deep, universal, 
uniform; but superficial, partial, uneven. It will be 
so till we spend half as much time in this visiting as 
we now do in talking uselessly. Can we find a better 
method of doing this than Mr. Baxter’s? If not, let 
us adopt it without delay. His whole tract, entitled 
Gildas Salvianus; or, The Reformed Pastor, is well 
worth a careful perusal. Speaking of this visiting 
from house to house he says (p, 273), “We shall find 
many hindrances, both in ourselves and the people.” 
1. In ourselves there is much dullness and laziness, 
so that there will be much ado to get us to be faithful 
in the work. 2. We have a base, man-pleasing tem- 
per, so that we let people perish rather than lose their 
love; we let them go quietly to hell lest we should 
offend them. 3. Some of us also have a foolish bash- 
fulness. We know not how to begin, and blush to 
contradict the devil. 4. But the greatest hindrance 
is weakness of faith. Our whole motion is weak, 
because the spring of it is weak. 5. Lastly, we are 
unskillful in the work. How few know how to deal 
with men, so as to get within them, and suit all our 
discourse to their several conditions and tempers, to 
choose the fittest subjects and follow them with a 
holy mixture of seriousness, terror, love, and meek- 
ness! } 

151. But undoubtedly this private application is 
implied in those solemn words of the Apostle: “TI 
charge thee before God and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the dead at his appear- 
ing, to preach the word; be instant in season, out of 
Season; reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long-suffer- 
ing.” 

152. O brethren, if we could but set this work on 
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foot in all our Societies, and prosecute it zealously, 
what glory would redound to God! If the common 
lukewarmness were banished, and every shop, and 
every house, busied in speaking of the words and 
works of God, surely God would dwell in our habita- 
tions, and make us his delight! 

7.153. And this is absolutely necessary to the wel- 
fare of our people, some of whom neither repent nor 
believe to this day. Look around, and see how many 


“of them are still in apparent danger of damnation. 


And how can you walk and talk, and be merry with 
such people, when you know their case? When you 
look them in the face, you should break forth into 
tears, as the prophet did when he looked upon Hazael, 
and then set upon them with the most vehement 
exhortations. O, for God’s sake, and the sake of poor 
souls, bestir yourselves, and spare no pains that may 
conduce to their salvation! .What cause have we to 
mourn before the Lord that we have so long neglected 
this good work! If we had but engaged in it sooner, 
how many more might have been brought to Christ! 
And how much holier and happier might our Societies 
have been before now! And why might we not have 
done it sooner? There were many hindrances; and 
so there always will be. But the greatest hindrance 
is in ourselves, in our littleness of faith and love, 

1.154, But it is objected: 

§1.. “This will take up so much time that we shall 


not have. leisure to follow our studies.” We answer, 


1. Gaining knowledge is a. good thing, but saving 
souls isa better. 2. By this very thing you will gain 
the most excellent knowledge, that of God and eter- 
nity. 3. You will have time for gaining other knowl- 
edge, too, only sleep no more than you need, “and

never be idle, nor triflingly employed.” But, 4. If you 
can do but one, let your studies alone. We ought to 
throw by all the libraries in the world, rather than be 
guilty of the loss of one soul. 

§ 2. “The people will not submit to it.” If some 
will not, others will, and the success with them will 
repay all your labor. O let us herein follow the exam- 
ple of St. Paul! 1. For our general business, Serving 
the Lord with all humility of mind: 2. Our special 
work, Take heed to yourselves and to all the flock: 3. 
Our doctrine, Repentance toward God, and faith to- 
ward our Lord Jesus Christ: 4. The place, I have 
taught you publicly, and from house to house: 5. The 
object and manner of teaching, I ceased not to warn 
everyone night and day, with tears: 6. His innocence © 
and self-denial herein, J have coveted no man’s silver 
or gold: 7. His patience, Neither count I my life dear 
unto myself. And among all other motives let these 
be ever before our eyes: (1) The Church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own blood; (2); 
‘Grievous wolves shall enter in; yea, of yourselves 
shall men arise, speaking perverse things. 

| 155. Write this upon your hearts, and it will do 
you more good than twenty years’ study. Then you 
will have no time to spare: you will have work 
enough. Then likewise no Preacher will stay with 
us who is as salt that has lost its savor. For to such 
this employment would be mere drudgery. And in 
order to do it, you will have need of all the knowledge 
you can procure and grace you can attain. 

156. The sum is, Go into every house in course, 
and teach everyone therein, young and old, to be 
Christians inwardly and outwardly: make every par- 
ticular plain to their understandings: fix it in their — 
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minds: write it on their. hearts. In order to this, 
there must be precept upon precept, line upon ilne. 
What patience, what love, what knowledge is requi- 
site for this! We must needs do this, were it only to: 
avoid idleness. Do we not loiter away many hours. 
in every week? Each try himself; no idleness is con- 
sistent with a growth in grace. Nay, without exact- 
ness in redeeming time you cannot retain the grace 
_you receive in justification. 

157. Why are we not more holy? Why do we not. 
live in eternity? Walk with God all the day long? 
1 why are we not all devoted to God, breathing the 

whole spirit of missionaries? Chiefly because we are 
enthusiasts; looking for the end without using the 
means. To touch only upon two or three instances: 
Who of us rise at four, or even at five, when we do 
not preach? Do we know the obligation and benefit 
of fasting or abstinence? How often do we practice 
it? The neglect of this alone is sufficient to account. 
for our feebleness and faintness of spirit. We are 
continually grieving the Holy Spirit of God by the 
habitual neglect of a plain duty, Let us amend from 
this hour. 

qis5s. In order to guard against Sabbath-break-. 
ing, evil speaking, unprofitable conversation, light- 
ness, expensiveness or gayety of apparel, and con- 
tracting debts without due care to discharge them, 
1. Let us preach expressly on each of these heads. 
2. Read in every Society the Sermon on Evil-speak- 
ing. 3. Let the Leaders closely examine and exhort 
every person to put away the accursed thing. 4. Let 
the Preachers warn every Society that none who is 
guilty herein can remain with us. 5. Extirpate out 
of our Church buying or selling goods which have 
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not paid the duty laid upon them by government. 
Let none remain with us who will not totally abstain 
from evil in every kind and degree. WBxtirpate 
bribery—receiving anything, directly or indirectly— 
for voting at any election. Show no respect to per- 
sons herein, but expel all that touch the accursed 
thing. And strongly advise our people to discounte- 
nance all treats given by candidates before or at elec- 
tions; and not to be partakers, in any respect, of 
such iniquitous practices. 


CHAPTER II 
MEMBERSHIP IN CONFERENCES 


I. Reception on Trial 


| 159. A Preacher is to be received on Trial by an 
Annual or Mission Conference. 185. 

160, §1. He must (1) present a recommenda- 
tion duly signed by the President and Secretary of 
the District Conference, or, where no District Confer- 
ence exists, of the Quarterly Conference, of which 
he is a member; (2) give to the Annual or Mission 
Conference satisfactory evidence of his knowledge of 
the studies prescribed for candidates for Reception 
on Trial; and (3) have previously deposited with 
the Committee on Conference Relations (7.82, § 2) 
written answers to the following questions, namely: 

1. Are you in debt so as to embarrass you in the 
work of the Ministry? Answer: No, 
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2. Will you wholly abstain from the use of 
tobacco? Answer: Yes. 
af aibigh meg: <i also be required of Ministers coming to 

§ 2. Observe! Taking on Trial is entirely different 
from admitting a Preacher into Full Membership. 
One on Trial may be either admitted or rejected with- 
out doing him any wrong; otherwise it would be no 
trial at all. 

161. While he is on Trial the Annual Confer- 
ence alone has jurisdiction over the question of his 
authority to preach; and his continuance on Trial 
shall be equivalent to the renewal of his License to 
preach. If he shall be discontinued, he shall be a 
member of the Quarterly Conference of the Charge 
where he resides at the time; and, if he is not a 
BPeacon or Elder, his License shall expire within one 
year unless it be renewed. 

162. When’ an unordained Preacher is received 
on Trial in an Annual Conference, and, without an 
ordained colleague, is regularly appointed to a Pas- 
toral Charge by the Bishop presiding in said Confer- 
ence; or when a Local Preacher, not on Trial, is 
employed by the District Superintendent to supply a 
Pastoral Charge, in either case and as long as the 
above conditions exist, the Pastor or the Pastoral 
Supply so appointed shall be authorized to administer 
the Sacrament of Baptism; and also to solemnize 
Matrimony, if the laws of the State in which he lives. 
permit. 

1163. At each Annual Conference those who are 
received on Trial or are admitted into Full Member- 
ship shall be asked whether they are willing to devote 
themselves to missionary work; and a list of the 
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names of all those who are willing to do so shall be 
taken and reported to the Corresponding Secretaries 
of the Board of Foreign Missions; and all such shall 
be considered as ready and willing to be employed 
as Missionaries whenever called for by any of the 
Bishops. 


II. Admission into Full Membership 

f/164. A Preacher on Trial who has been em- 
Ployed in the regular itinerant work on Circuits or 
Stations, or as instructor in one of our institutions 
of learning, for two successive years from the time 
he was received on Trial, may be admitted into Full 
Membership in the Annual Conference after he has 
given satisfactory evidence of his knowledge of the 
first two years of the Conference Course of Study, 
and after the examination before the Conference pre- 
scribed in 1165; provided, this shall not be so con- 
strued as to prevent the reception into Full Member- 
ship of one who, while a student in any College or 
Theological Seminary of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church approved by the University Senate, or other 
College or Evangelical Theological Seminary of equal 
rank, has been for the proper length of time regu- 
larly employed as Pastor in a Circuit or Station 
under the appointment of the District Superintendent. 

165. In admitting a Preacher at the Conference 
into Full Membership, after solemn fasting and 
prayer, he shall be asked, before the Conference, the 
following questions, with any others which may be 
thought necessary, namely: i 

1. Have you. faith in Christ? 

2. Are you going on to perfection? 
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-3. Do-you expect to be made perfect in love in this 
life? ret J 

4. Are you earnestly striving after it? 

5. Are you resolved to devote yourself wholly to 
God and his work? : 

6. Do you know the General Rules of our Church? 

7, Will you keep them? 

8. Have you studied the Doctrines of the Methodist 


_ Episcopal Church? 


9. After full examination do you believe that our 
Doctrines are in harmony with the Holy Scriptures? 

10. Will you preach and maintain them? 

11. Have you studied our form of Church Disci- 
pline and Polity? 

12. Do you approve our Church Government and 
Polity? 

13. Will you support and maintain them? 

14. Have you considered the Rules for a Preacher, 
especially those relating to Diligence, to Punctuality, 
and to Doing the Work to which you are assigned? 

15. Will you keep them for conscience’ sake? 

16. Will you diligently instruct the children in 
every place? 

17. Will you visit from house to house? 

18. Will you recommend fasting or abstinence, 
both by precept and example? 

19. Are you determined to employ all your time in 
the work of God? 


Nors.—The candidate for Admission into Full Membership must 
again deposit with the Committee on Conference Relations, written 
answers to the questions set forth in { 160, §1. 


4.166. A Missionary employed in a Mission may 
be admitted into Full Membership, if recommended 
by the Superintendent of the Mission where he labors, 
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without being present at his Annual Conference for 
examination; but whenever practicable he shall be 
asked the questions in £165 in the presence of the 
Members of the Mission at the Annual Meeting, other- 
wise in the presence of the Superintendent. 

167. A Minister who has been located at his 
own request may be readmitted by an Annual Con- 
ference, at its discretion, upon his Certificate of 
Location,and the recommendation of his Quarterly 
Conference and of the Annual Conference from which 
he located (1172, §1). 


III. Ministers from Other Churches 

1168, §1. Ministers duly accredited as in good 
standing in other Evangelical Churches until their 
withdrawal or dismissal therefrom, and having been 
blameless in life and doctrine thereafter, may be 
received into our ministry in the following manner: 

The Quarterly Conference may receive them as 
Local Preachers not entitled to administer the Sacra- 
ments. 

§ 2. Upon the recommendation of the District Con- 
ference, or of the Quarterly Conference where no 
District Conference exists, the Annual Conference 
may at any time thereafter recognize the Orders of 
those thus received; may at any time within two 
years thereafter, upon like recommendation, receive 
them into the Conference, either on Trial or in Full 
Membership; and may, at its discretion, require them 
to pursue, in whole or in part, the Conference Course 
of Study. In case a Minister comes from a Church 
having but a single Order in its ministry, the Con- 
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ference may receive him either as a Deacon or as 
an Elder. 

§ 3. . But the Ministers of the above description may 
apply directly to the Annual Conference, which may 
receive their Credentials from another Church, and, 
finding them of unquestionable validity and suffi- 
ciency, may exercise in behalf of said Ministers all 
the powers conferred in the preceding section. 

§ 4. In all such cases the candidates for Admission 


into Full Membership must answer satisfactorily the 


questions set forth in §165; and candidates who 
come from other than Methodist Churches must take 
upon themselves our Ordination Vows, and give satis- 
factory evidence of their agreement with us in Doc- 
trine and Discipline, before the recognition of their 
Orders. 

§5. The Annual Conference may also admit to 
equal standing Preachers who are on Trial in the min- 
istry of another Methodist Church, using, however, 
special care that before they are admitted to Full 
Membership their examination.be entirely | satisfac- 
tory, 

169. Wherever the Orders of a Minister are rec- 
ognized according to the foregoing provisions, he 
shall be furnished with a Certificate, signed by the 
Bishop, in the following words, namely: 


“This is to Certify that the......... Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, having ex- 
amined the Credentials of the Rev......... Ages. ache 
(an Elder or a Deacon) of the.........- Church, and 


having received other testimonials of his Grace, Gifts, 
and Usefulness, and being satisfied therewith, has 
this day accepted and recognized him in due form 
ASgetescrsees (an Elder or a Deacon) in the Methodist 
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Episcopal Church, entitled to ‘exercise under its 
authority all the functions pertaining to that office, 
so long as his life and doctrine become the Gospel of 
Christ.

7.170. When the Orders of a Minister of another 
Church shall have been duly recognized, his Cer- 
tificate of Ordination by said Church shall be re- 
turned to him with the following inscription written 
plainly across its face:

IV. Ministers in Official Positions 
7.171. Traveling Preachers who are elected to 
official positions by the General Conference shall be 
Members of such Annual Conferences as, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, they may select.

CHAPTER III 


DEACONS 

9.177. A Deacon is constituted by the election of 
the Annual Conference and the laying on of the 
hands of a Bishop. 

178. A Deacon has authority to preach; to con- 
duct Divine Worship; to solemnize Matrimony; to 
administer Baptism; and to assist the Elder in ad- 
ministering the Lord’s Supper. 

179. Preachers of the following classes are eli- 
gible to the Office of Deacon: 

§1. Those who (1) have been Local Preachers for 
four consecutive years; (2) shall present a recom- 
mendation for Deacon’s Orders from the District 
Conference or from the Quarterly Conference where 
no District Conference exists, duly attested by the 
President and Secretary thereof; and (3) shall have 
completed, satisfactorily to the Annual Conference, 
the studies prescribed for Local Preachers who are 
candidates for Deacons’ Orders. 


Nore.—Preachers on Trial in an Annual Conference are for purposes 
of ordination, as for amenability, considered as Local Preachers. 
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§ 2. Those who (1) have been Local Preachers for 
two full. years; and (2) also at and during the same 
time have been regular students in one of our Theo- 
logical Seminaries or in other Theological Semi- 
naries whose standing is approved by our University 
Senate; (3) shall have been received on Trial, or 
shall have been on Trial for at least one year; and 
(4) shall have completed, satisfactorily to the Annu- 
al Conference, the first two years of the Conference 
Course of Study, 

§ 3. Those who (1) have been on Trial in an An- 
nual Conference for two years; and (2) shall have 
completed, satisfactorily to the Annual Conference, 
the first two years of the Conference Course of 
Study. 

§4. Those Preachers on Trial who shall be 
appointed by a Bishop to a foreign Mission, or to a 
remote field in any Conference, or to a Church in a 
foreign country outside of the boundary of a Mission 
or Annual Conference, or to a Chaplaincy in the 
Army or Navy, in a Prison, Reformatory, Sanato- 
rium, or a Charitable Institution, provided, that the 
presiding Bishop and a majority of the District 
Superintendents recommend such election. 


CHAPTER IV 
ELDERS 


180. An Elder is constituted by the election of 
the Annual Conference, and by the laying on of the 
hands of a Bishop and of Elders. 
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181. An Elder has authority to preach; to con- 
duct Divine Worship; to solemnize Matrimony; and 
to administer the Sacraments of Baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper. 

1182. Preachers of the following classes are eli- 
gible to the Office of Elder: 

§1. Those who (1) have been for four consecu- 
tive years Local Deacons, or shall have served as regu- 
larly appointed Supply Pastors for two full years 


- after having been ordained Deacons; (2) shall pre- 


sent a recommendation for Hlder’s Orders from thé 
District Conference or from the Quarterly Conference 
where no District Conference exists, duly attested by 
the President and Secretary thereof; and (3) shall 
have completed, satisfactorily to the Annual Con- 
ference, the Studies prescribed for Local Deacons 
who are candidates for Elder’s Orders. 

Nore 1.—Preachers on Trial in an Annual Conference are for pur- 
poses of ordination, as for amenability, considered as Local Preachers. 


Norr 2.—The Election of such Preachers to Elder’s Orders properly 
precedes their Admission to Full Membership. 


§ 2... Those who (1) have been elected to Full Mem- 
bership in the Annual Conference; (2) have been for 
two consecutive years immediately preceding such 
election Local Deacons; and (3) have completed, sat- 
isfactorily to the Annual Conference, the first two 
years of the Conference Course of Study. | 

§ 3, Those who (1) have been in Full Member- 
ship in the Annual Conference for two successive 
years; and (2) also Deacons during the same time; 
and (3) shall have completed, satisfactorily to the 
Conference, the Conference Course of Study. 

§ 4, "Those who (1) have been received on *Trial, 
and elected to the office of Deacon under the pro- 
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vision of 179, 72; (2) have completed, satisfac- 
torily to the Conference, the Conference Course of 
Study; (3) have been Deacons at least one year, and 
(4) have been admitted into Full Membership. 

§5. Those who (1) are members of, or have been 
received on Trial in an Annual Conference; and (2) 
have been appointed to a Chaplaincy in the Army, 
or Navy, or to a foreign Mission, or to the Pastorate 
of a Church in a foreign country outside of a Mis- 
sion or Conference, or to a Mission among foreign 
people within an English-speaking Conference. 

| 183. When a Preacher shall have passed his 
examination, and shall have been admitted into Full 
Membership, and elected to the Office of Deacon, but 
fails of his Ordination through the absence of the 
Bishop, his eligibility to the Office of Elder shall 
count from the time of his election to the Office of 
Deacon. 

| 184. The Annual Conferences in India are au- 
thorized, with the concurrence of the Bishop presid- 
ing, to elect to the Office of Deacon or Elder, Local 
Preachers who have been engaged in the regular 
work for two years, or four years, respectively. 


CHAPTER V 
COURSES OF STUDY 


I. General 


1185, § 1. The General Conference earnestly recom- 
mends to all candidates for the Ministry of our 
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Church that they complete a full collegiate course of 


- study, and, if possible, a course in one of our Theo- 


logical Schools, before applying for admission to an 
Annual Conference. 

§ 2. No candidate shall be admitted to an Annual 
Conference on trial until he shall have completed a 
Course of Study equivalent to the University Senate 
requirements for admission to college. 

§3. The Annual Conference cannot excuse a 


’ Preacher on Trial from the legally preseribed Confer- 


ence course of study or admit him into full member- 
ship without satisfactory examination. upon such 


- Course of Study. 


§ 4. When a Preacher in full connection fails to 
be advanced in his work in the Conference Course of 
Study for a given year, said year shall not be counted 
as a year of effective service unless he is in atten- 
dance upon an approved school or is excused by a two- 
thirds vote of his Conference upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Ministerial Training. 

§5. No candidate shall be permitted to remain 
longer than four consecutive years on trial nor 
longer than eight consecutive years in the Course of 
Study after being admitted on trial unless extension 
of time shall be recommended by a two-thirds vote 
of the Board of Ministerial Training and authorized 
by a two-thirds vote of the Annual Conference. 


‘Failure to complete the first two years of the Course 


of Study within four years shall automatically dis- 
continue the candidate on trial, and failure to com- 
plete the entire four years of the Course of Study 
within eight years shall automatically locate a mem- 
ber of the Conference unless extension of time shall 
be granted as indicated above. In no case shall a per- 
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son have a larger total than ten years in the Course 
of Study. This section, however, shall not apply to 
men carrying regular work as students in college or 
seminary, for the period of such work. 


II. Credits and Exemptions 

7186, §1. Graduates of college who are also 
graduates of one of our Theological Schools approved 
by the University Senate shall be exempt from exam- 
ination in the Conference Course of Study except on 
the Discipline. Graduates from other than Meth- 
odist Episcopal Schools of Theology may be exempt 
from examination in the Conference Course of Study, 
except on the Discipline and Christian Doctrine. This 
section shall apply only to Graduate Schools of The- 
ology. 

§2. Credits from Graduate Schools of Theology 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and other educa- 
tional agencies approved by the University Senate, 
submitted by students who have not completed the 
theological course, shall be accepted by the Confer- 
ences on the basis of studies pursued in the same 
text or of equivalent courses in the same subject. 
However, all candidates shall be examined in the 
Discipline. 

§ 3. Credits from other Methodist Episcopal Theo- 
logical Schools, not of graduate rank, may be ac- 
cepted on the basis of studies pursued in the same 
text or of equivalent courses in the same subjects. 

§ 4. Credits from other than Methodist Episcopal 
Colleges may be accepted in studies not biblical or | 
theological, if the Schools are of equal grade with © 
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those approved by our University Senate, and in 
American history from regularly approved high 
schools or academies. 

§5. Credits from other than Methodist Episcopal 
Schools of Theology may be accepted in all subjects 
except the Discipline and Christian Doctrine, but this 
shall apply only to Graduate Schools of Theology of 
recognized standing. 

§6. A certificate testifying that the candidate has 

_ ‘completed satisfactorily at least two years of College 
work in any College approved by our University 
Senate or any other College of equal grade may be 
accepted in place of an examination, in the textbook 
on English prescribed in the course. 

§7. Credits shall be accepted only on the basis of 
certificates issued by the schools in question, stating 
the time when the courses were taken and the stand- 
ing attained, the latter to be not less than seventy 
(70) on the scale of 100. 


Ill. Method of Conducting Ministerial Training 
for Students in the Conference Courses 


of Study 


187, §1. In each Annual Conference a Board of 
Ministerial Training for students in the Conference 
Courses of Study shall be appointed by the Presiding 
Bishop, consisting of not less than eight nor more 
than twenty-four members, care being taken to select 
men with special qualifications for the work, to 
which shall be referred all Preachers, both traveling 
and local, pursuing the Course of Study with a view 
of ordination or Conference membership. This 
Board shall be continued for a term of four years, 
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subject to re-appointment. Vacancies shall be filled 
by the Bishop at each session of the Annual Con- 
ference. 

§ 2, This Board shall organize by electing one of 
its members. Chairman and another Registrar, the 
latter to keep a permanent record of the standing of 
the students, and report to the Conference when re- 
quired. This record shall include the credits allowed 
students for work done in Theological Seminaries 
and Colleges described in ] 186. The Commission has 
prepared an official Registrar’s Record Book. — It 
should be ordered through The Book Concern and its 
directions carefully followed. : 

§3. The Chairman shall assign to each Instructor 
the books or subjects in which he is to give instruc- 
tion by correspondence and final examination. 
Vacancies occurring in the Board of Ministerial 
Training during the year may be filled by the Chair- 
man until the ensuing Annual Conference. 

§4. Examinations shall be in writing, and all 
work shall be graded on the scale of 100. All “re- 
quired written work” indicated in the “Directions 
and Helps” shall be marked on the same seale. The 
final mark in a subject where there are both exam- 
inations and required written work shall be. deter- 
mined by averaging the marks on these two. The 
minimum passing mark in any subject shall be 70. 

§5. The Board of Ministerial Training, under 
authorization of the Annual Conference, may appoint 
time and place for examinations between Conference 
sessions, and may require attendance of Undergrad- 
uates at the same. The Commission on Conference 
Courses of Study, or any Conference or group of Con- 
ferences, may astabligh Summer Schools for Minis- 
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terial Training for the further training of Under- 
graduates, and attendance of Undergraduates at such 
schools wherever established is required. Likewise 
the Annual Conference may require Undergraduates 
to carry on the work of the Course of Study by cor- 
respondence as facilities for the same may be pro- 
vided by the Commission. 

§6. The Board of Ministerial Training shall con- 
vene at the seat and time of the Annual Conference, 


“the day before the session opens, to review and com- 


plete the work of the year and to arrange for the 
work of the year to come. The provision for mid- 
year examinations shall not deprive any candidate 
for Admission on Trial from being examined at the 
seat and time of the Annual Conference. 

§ 7. Local Preachers who are Supplies and who 
are giving their full time to Pastoral work under the 
District Superintendents shall be required to take 
the Local Preachers’ Course of Study year by year, 
under the Annual Conference Board of Ministerial 
Training, this rule to apply to all men under forty 
years of age and likewise to all Local Preachers who 
shall be newly employed beginning with the fall of 
1920. Any Supply Pastor who shall refuse to observe 
the requirements of this section shall not be em- 
ployed by the District Superintendent.

Bishop, or an Evangelist at Large (257, § 4 (9) 
258), without first obtaining the written consent 
of his District Superintendent. ({ 239, § 23.) . 
| 234. No preaching place shall be’ discontinued

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Conference without the consent and advice of the 
Quarterly Conference and of the District Superinten- 
dent; and if thus discontinued, the names of the 
members shall be transferred to such contiguous 
Classes as the members may select. 


CHAPTER VII 
LEAVE OF ABSENCE 


7.235. Any Minister who has been in effective rela- 
tion to any Annual Conference or Conferences for 
ten consecutive years may have a leave of absence 
for one year without losing his relationship as an 
Effective Minister. This is to permit travel, study, 
rest, etc. This leave of absence may be granted by 
the Bishop on vote of the Annual Conference to which 
the Minister belongs, after said Minister has given 
written notice to his District Superintendent, or after 
the District Superintendent has given notice to the 
Bishop, not later than the first day of the session 
of the Annual Conference, of his intention to request 
such leave of absence. It shall not be granted to any 
one man more frequently than one year in seven. 


CHAPTER VIII 
SUPERNUMERARY MINISTERS 


7236. A Supernumerary Minister is one who, be- 
cause °of impaired health, or other equally sufficient 
reason, is temporarily unable to perform full work, 
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or who engages in any form of detached service not 
listed among the appointments the Bishop may make. 
This relation shall not be granted for’more than five 
years in succession except by a two-thirds vote of the 
Conference, upon recommendation: of the Committee 
on Conference Relations, and a statement of the rea- 
sons for such recommendation. He may receive an 
appointment, or be left without one, according to the 
judgment of the Annual Conference of which he is a 
Member; and he shall be subject to all the limitations 
of the Discipline in respect to reappointment and 
continuance in the same Charge that apply to Effec- 
tive Ministers. In case he has no Pastoral Charge 
he shall have a seat in the Quarterly Conference, and 
all the privileges of membership, in the place where 
he resides. He shall report to the fourth Quarterly 
Conference and to the Pastor all Marriages solem- 
nized and all Baptisms administered. Should he re- 
side beyond the bounds of his Annual Conference, 
he shall forward to it annually a certificate similar 
to that required of a Retired Minister, and in case 
of failure to do so the Annual Conference may locate 
him without his consent. He shall have no claim on 
the Conference funds except by vote of the Confer- 
ence. If approved, such claim shall be paid out of the 
necessitous fund. 


CHAPTER IX 


RETIRED MINISTERS

CHAPTER X 


DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


| 238. District Superintendents are to be chosen 
and appointed by the Bishops. { 257, § 2. 


| 239. The duties of a District Superintendent are: 

§ 1. To travel throughout his District. 

§ 2. In the absence of a Bishop to take charge of 
all the Traveling Ministers, Local Preachers, and Ex- 
horters in his District, as the Discipline directs. 

§3. To change the appointments of the Preachers 
in his District, if necessary, during the interval be- 
tween the sessions of the Conference, in the absence 
of a Bishop. 

§4. To preside in the District Conference in the 
absence of a Bishop. { 102. 

§ 5. To be present as far as practicable at all the 
Quarterly Meetings, and at each to call together the 
Quarterly Conference to transact the business as- 
signed to it by the Discipline. 

§ 6. To issue Licenses and to renew them, in ac- 
cordance with the action of the District or Quarterly 
Conferences. { 269, § 1. 

§ 7. To oversee the spiritual and temporal business 
of the Church in his District. 

§ 8. To see that all Charters, Deeds, and other con- 
veyances of Church property in his District conform 
strictly to the Discipline and to the laws, usages, and 
forms of the Country, State or Territory within 
which such property is situated. 
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§9. To see that all Church property is well in- 
sured. 

§ 10. To promote by all proper means the interests 
of Foreign Missions, Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension, Education, Church Schools, ‘ Conference 
Claimants, Epworth League, Junior Epworth League, 
Temperance, and Ladies’ Aid Societies, to administer 
the rules of the Church as to these and other 
Benevolence Causes, and to secure conformity thereto 
on the part of both Pastors and Quarterly Conferences 
and to report in open Conference whether or not the 
provisions of the Discipline for the support of the 
various Benevolences of the Church have been carried 
out in his District. 

§ 11. To inquire carefully in every Charge if the 
apportionment for the Episcopal Fund has been 
paid in accordance with the provisions of the 


Discipline. 


$12. To inquire carefully in every Charge if the 
apportionments for the expenses of the General Con- 
ference and other general expenses of the Church 
have been paid. 

§ 13. To report to the Annual Conference the con- 
dition and statistics of the Literary and Theological 
Institutions under the care of our Church, which are 
located in his District. 

§ 14. To inquire carefully at each Quarterly Con- 
ference if the rules respecting the instruction of 
children, including instruction in Temperance, have 
been observed. 

§15. To make diligent inquiry at each Quarterly 
Conference as to the social and recreational program 
provided for the young people. — 

$16. To inquire carefully at each Quarterly Con- 
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ference if the provisions for the pro rata division’ of' 
the several claims for Ministerial Support have been, 
observed.  {f] 88, 372. 

§17..To see in his District that every part of our: 
Discipline is enforced. 

§18. To decide all Questions of Law involved in: 
proceedings pending in a District or Quarterly Con-- 
ference, subject to an appeal to the President of the: 
next Annual Conference. But in all cases the appli- 
cation of law shall be with the Conference, 

§ 19. To attend the Bishop when he is present in. 
the District, and when he is absent to give him by ° 
letter all necessary information as to. the state of the: 
District. , ’ 

§ 20. To furnish to the Board of Foreign Missions: 
and to the Board of Home Missions and Church Ex-- 
tension, prior to the annual meetings of the said. 
Boards, a written statement of the condition of the: 
Missions under his care and of their pecuniary needs. . 

§ 21. To direct the attention of candidates for the: 
Ministry to the advantages of a thorough training in, 
the Literary and Theological Schools of the Methodist : 
Episcopal Church, and..also to direct those who are} 
admitted on Trial in the Annual Conference to the: 
Courses of Study prescribed, by the Bishops, 

§ 22. To explain to Preachers on Trial, as well ass 
to those who are to be proposed for reception on. 
Trial, that the Annual Conference may refuse to) 
admit them to Full Membership without doing them, 
any wrong. 

§ 23..To recommend to the Pastors on his District : 
such Evangelists as he deems advisable, provided |

5 7240. If any Pastor absent himself from his

MISSIONARY BISHOPS 


243. A Missionary Bishop is a Bishop elected 
for a specified Foreign Mission field, with full 


z powers, but with Episcopal jurisdiction 
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‘limited to the Foreign Mission field for which he was 
elected. 
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| 244. A Missionary Bishop is amenable for his; 
conduct to the General Conference, as is a General! 
Superintendent, and shall receive his support from: 
the Episcopal Fund, as authorized by the General! 
Conference. 

{ 245. A Missionary Bishop is not, in the mean-- 
ing of the Discipline, a General Superintendent. 

246. The election of a Missionary Bishop car-- 
ries with it his assignment to a specified Foreign: 
Mission field, and such Bishop cannot be made ar 
General Superintendent except by a distinct election 
to that office. 

| 247. When two or more Missionary Bishops are 
located in the same Foreign Mission field they shall 
have coordinate authority. 

248. A Missionary Bishop is not subordinate to 
the General Superintendents, but is of coordinate 
authority in the field to which he is appointed. In 
the practical application of this coordinate authority, 
when the General Superintendents are making their 
assignments to the Conferences, any Missionary 
Bishop who may be in the United States shall sit 
with them when his field is under consideration; } 
and arrangements shall be made so that once in 
every quadrennium, and not oftener unless a serious 
emergency arises, every Mission over which a Mis-: 
sionary Bishop has jurisdiction shall be administered: 
conjointly by a General. Superintendent and th 
Missionary Bishop. In case of a difference of judg; 
ment between them the existing status shall continue,: 
unless overruled by the General Superintendents, 
who shall have power to decide finally.

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CHAPTER XII 
BISHOPS 


I. How Constituted 


[ 253. A Bishop shall be constituted by the elec- 
tion of the General Conference and the laying on of 
the hands of three Bishops, or at least of one Bishop 
and two Elders. 

254. If by death, or otherwise, there be no 
Bishop remaining in our Church, the General Confer- 
ence shall elect a Bishop, and the Elders, or any three 
of them who shall be appointed by the General Con- 
ference for that purpose, shall consecrate him ac- 
cording to the Ritual. 


II. Amenability 


255. A Bishop is amenable for his conduct to 
the General Conference, which also shall have power 
to order the manner of a trial. 


III. Duties 


256. The duties of a Bishop are: 

§ 1. To preside in the Annual Conferences. 

§2. To form the Districts according to his judg- | 
ment, after consultation with the District Superin- 
tendents, and after the number of the same has been 
determined by the vote of the Annual Conference. 
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§ 3. To fix the appointments of the Preachers under 
the provisions and limitations stated in { 257. 

§ 4. To appoint the Deaconesses. { 532, §5 (20) 
and § 6. 

§ 5. To fix, either within their own Conference or 
within the Conference where they attend school, the 
Quarterly Conference membership of all Ministers - 
who are left without appointment to attend some one 


_of our schools. 


§ 6. In the interval between the sessions of the 
Annual Conference, to change the appointments of 
the Preachers, as necessity may require and the Dis- 
cipline direct. 

§ 7. To travel through the Connection at large. 

§ 8. To oversee the spiritual and temporal busi- 
ness of the Church. 

§ 9. To preside in the District Conference. 

§ 10. To consecrate Bishops, and Ordain Elders and 
Deacons. 

§11. To decide all Questions of Law involved in 
proceedings pending in an Annual Conference, sub- 
ject to appeal to the General Conference. But in all 
cases the application of law shall be with the Con- 
ference. 

§12. (1) To transfer a Member of an Annual Con- 
ference only on the recommendation of a majority of 
the District Superintendents of the Conference to 
which the transfer is proposed.* 

(2) To send immediately to the Secretaries of 
both the Conferences involved, written notices of the 
transfer of a Member, and his standing in the Con- 
ference Course of Study if an Undergraduate. 


1 The requirement of the recommendation of a majority of the Dis- 
trict Superintendents is postponed to May 2, 1932. 
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§ 13. To organize such Annual Missions as shall 
have been authorized by the General Conference. 

257. The following provisions and limitations 
shall be observed by the Bishop when fixing the ap- 
pointments: 

§ 1. He shall appoint Preachers to Pastoral Charges 
* annually after consultation with the Superintendents 
of the Districts in which such charges are located. 

§ 2. He shall choose and appoint the District Super- 
intendents annually. He shall not allow a District 
Superintendent to preside in the same district more 
than six consecutive years, nor more than six years 
in any consecutive twelve in the same Annual Con- 
ference. If there shall be a vacancy between the 
sessions of the Annual Conference, after consultation 
with the District Superintendents he shall appoint 
an effective Elder to serve until the next session of 
the Annual Conference. District Superintendents in 
either Missions or Mission Conferences, or in Annual 
Conferences in fields outside the United States, may 
be continued on the same District for more than six 
consecutive years. . 

§3. He may make the following appointments an- 
nually, provided that no Member of an Annual Con- 
ference shall be appointed to any form of service 
outside the regularly constituted organizations of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church except Chaplains in the 
Army and Navy, unless such appointment is recom- 
mended by the District Superintendents and con- 
firmed by a two-thirds vote of the Conference to 
which he belongs:

responding Secretaries, and Recording Secre- 
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taries of our Connectional Benevolence Boards

(3) The Editors and Assistant Editors.

: Prisons, Reformatories, Sanatoriums, and 
Charitable Institutions. 

(5) Preachers for Seamen. 
(6) Ministers for Community and Federated 

-*% Churches. 

4 (7) Ministers in the service of the American Bible 
Society, or of any State Bible Society auxiliary 
thereto; oy of the Sunday League of America. 

(8) The Presidents, Principals, and Teachers of 

: Institutions of Learning under our auspices. 

(9) The Secretaries and Superintendents of City 
Missions. 

§ 4. On the recommendation of the District Super- 
intendents, confirmed by a two-thirds vote of the 
Annual Conference, he may appoint: 

(1) An agent to travel throughout such Conference 

for the purpose of distributing Tracts. 

(2). An Agent or Agents to promote the cause of 
? Temperance. 

(3) Instructors in Institutions of Learning not 


4 under our auspices, 

: (4) An Agent or Agents for the benefit of our 
. 4 Institutions of Learning. 

é (5) An Agent for the German Publishing Fund. 

“ (6) Superintendents, Secretaries and Agents of 
s - .Hospitals and Homes under our auspices. 

4 (7) Agents for other Benevolence Institutions. 


(8) Editors of unofficial papers or magazines pub- 
lished in the interest of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church; provided, that in no such case 
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shall the Church incur any financial responsi- 
bility. 

(9) A Bishop may appoint one or more Members 
of an Annual Conference to do evangelistic 
work on Charges or in neglected territory when 
requested to do so by the Annual Conference, 
two thirds of the Members thereof present and 
voting. Members of the Conference appointed 
to do this shall be Conference Evangelists. 
They shall labor under the direction of Dis- 
trict Superintendent; provided, that the evan- 
gelistic work done on any Charge shall be 
with the consent of the Pastor. It shall be the 
duty of each Conference Evangelist, at the end 
of the Conference year, to make a full written 
report to his Annual Conference concerning 
his meetings, employment of his time, results 
and compensations. 


IV. Powers 

/258. The Board of Bishops may appoint a lim- 
ited number of members of Annual Conferences, who 
shall be Evangelists-at-large. It shall be the duty of 
each Evangelist-at-large, at the end of the Conference 
year, to make a full report to his Annual Conference 
concerning his meetings, employment of his time, 
results and compensation. 

| 259, §1. There shall be a Permanent Commission 
on Courses of Study, to be appointed as follows: 
Three Bishops, and three other Ministers, to be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Bishops; three members 
from the faculties of the Educational Institutions of 
the Church, nominated by the Board of Education, to 
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be appointed by the Board of Bishops, and the Book 
Editor, ex officio. The members of this Commission 
shall hold office until their successors are duly ap- 
pointed. 

§ 2. The Commission shall prescribe the Courses of 
Study upon which those applying for License to 
Preach, for Orders as Local Preachers, and for Re- 
ception on Trial, respectively, shall be examined ; 


also a Course of Study for Local Preachers extend- 


ory 
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ing through four years; and a Conference Course of 
Study extending through four years to be pursued 
by those who have been received on Trial in the 
Annual Conference; it being understood that only 
such books shall be prescribed as are in full and 
hearty accord with those doctrines and that outline 
of faith established in the Constitution of the Church; 
and that the Discipline, with some special emphasis 
upon the Articles of Religion, and the standard ser- 
mons of John Wesley, recognized as standards in 
American Methodism, shall be included in the Con- 
ference Course. It shall bring its recommendation 
as to the constitution of these’ Courses and the texts 
to be used to the Board of Bishops for final approval. 
It shall at the same time communicate them to any 


-member of the Church who may make such request. 


It may provide means for carrying on the work of 
the Conference Course of Study by correspondence, 
and may also provide a Postgraduate Course of Study 
for use in the Annual Conferences. 

_ § 3. This Commission shall co-operate in every pos- 
sible manner with the Conference Board of Minis- 
terial Training, giving such assistance aS may be 
desired in directing and aiding students in their 
study, in the matter of the plans and methods of ex- 
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amination, and in any other way that will help to. 
make these Courses an effective means of training. 

260. A Bishop may leave without appointment 
a Preacher on Trial or a Member of an Annual Con- 
ference who desires to attend any College or Theolo- 
gical Seminary of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
approved by the University Senate, or other College 
or Evangelical Theological Seminary of equal rank, 
or whenever he shall be requested to do so=by the 
Annual Conference and it shall seem to him ex- 
pedient; provided, however, that the time thus spent 
in school shall not count on that required for Trial 
in the Annual Conference, except when at least two 
full years shall have been spent. in regular work 
under appointment by a District Superintendent who, 
together with the Quarterly Conference, certifies to 
the efficiency of his work. A Preacher thus left with- 
out appointment may be employed as a Supply in 
another Conference by a District Superintendent 
without being transferred. 

261. Bishops are relieved from the duty of in- 
vestigating and reporting upon charges of erroneous 
teaching in our Theological Schools ; but when 
charges of that nature are made to or laid before 
them, they may refer the same without action there- 
on to the Annual Conference of which the accused 
is a member for such proceeding as such Conference 
may deem appropriate in the premises. If, however, 
the Teacher be a Layman, the charges shall be sent 
to his Pastor and he shall be brought to trial accord- 
ing to the provisions of 1309 of the Discipline. But 
in case the complaints affect the manner of teaching, 
or personal fitness, and not doctrinal soundness, the 
Bishops, after due consideration, shall communicate

262. A Bishop, when he judges it necessary, may 
unite two or more Pastoral Charges for Quarterly 
Conference purposes, without affecting their separate 
financial interests or pastoral relations. 

A General Superintendent who by rea- 
son of impaired health is temporarily unable to per- 


- form full work may be released by the. General Con- 


ference from the obligation to travel through the 
Connection at large. He may choose the place of his 
residence, and the Bishops shall be at liberty to 
assign him to such work as he may be able to per- 
form. He shall receive his support as provided in 
373, §1.

§2. If a Bishop cease from traveling at large 
among the people without the consent of the General 
Conference he shall not thereafter exercise, in any 
degree, the Episcopal Office in our Church.

I. General Superintendents 


7265, §1. A General Superintendent who has 
reached the age of seventy years may be released 
both from the obligation to travel through the Con- 
nection at large, and from that of residential super- 
vision, by giving notice in writing to the Board of 
Bishops that he so elects; and when a General Super- 
intendent has been released, in this manner, the 
Board of Bishops shall report the fact to the Book

§ 2. A General Superintendent, at the close of the 
General Conference nearest his seventy-third birth- 
day, shall be released from the obligation to travel 
through the Connection at large, and from residential 
supervision. 

§3. A General Superintendent at any age and for 
any reason deemed sufficient by the General Ccnfer- 
ence, may be released by that body from the obliga- 
tion to travel through the Connection at large, and 
from residential supervision. 


II. Missionary Bishops 


| 266, §1. A Missionary Bishop who has reached 
the age of seventy years may be released from the 
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obligation to travel through the Foreign Mission field 
for which he was elected, by giving notice in writing 
to the Board of Bishops, the Board of Foreign Mis- 
gions, and the Book Committee; and when a Mis- 
sionary Bishop has been released in this manner, the 
Board of Bishops shall report the fact to the next 
General Conference. 

§2. A Missionary Bishop, at the close of the Gen- 


_ eral Conference nearest his seventy-third birthday, 


shall be released from the obligation to travel through 
the Foreign Mision field for which he was elected. 

§3. A Missionary Bishop, at any age and for any 
reason deemed sufficient by the General Conference, 
may be released by that body from the obligation to 
travel through the Foreign Mission field for which 
he was elected. 


Ill. General Provisions 


267, §1. A General Superintendent who has been 
released from the obligation to travel through the 
Connection at large in accordance with any of the 
foregoing provisions shall not preside thereafter over 
any Annual. Conference, Mission Conference, or Mis- 
sion, nor make appointments, nor preside at the Gen- 
eral Conference, but may take the chair temporarily 
in any Conference if requested to do so by the Bishop 
presiding. He shall be an advisory member of the 
Board of Bishops. : 

§ 2. When a Missionary Bishop is released in any 
of the cases aforesaid, he shall not preside there- 
after in any Conference nor make appointments. 

§3. A General Superintendent or a Missionary 
Bishop who has been released under any of the 
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foregoing provisions may continue to exercise all the 
rights and privileges which pertain to the Episcopal 
office, except as herein otherwise provided. 

§ 4. The point of time midway between two Gen- 
eral Conferences shall be deemed to fall at the divi- 
sion between May 15 and May 16 of the second 
calendar year following the year of the regular ses- 
sion of the General Conference.

~ 
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CHAPTER I 
LOCAL PREACHERS 


268. Wherever a District Conference exists, the 
powers hereinafter conferred on Quarterly Conferences 


* in relation to Local Preachers and Exhorters shall 


be exercised only by the District Conference; but it 
shall not license any persons to preach, nor renew 
the License of any persons to preach or exhort, nor 
recommend any Local Preachers to the Annual Con- 
ference for Orders or for Recognition of Orders or 
for Reception on Trial, without the previous recom- 
mendation of the Quarterly Conference, or of the 
Leaders and Stewards’ Meeting of the Pastoral Charge 
of which such persons or Preachers are members, and 
no member of the Church shall be at liberty to preach 
without a license. 

269. The Quarterly Conference, where no Dis-- 
trict Conference exists, shall have authority: 

§1. To license proper persons to preach; provided, 
they shall have been previously recommended by the 
Society of which they are members, or by the Leaders: 
and Stewards’ Meeting, or the Official Board; shall 
have passed a satisfactory examination in the studies 
prescribed for candidates for License to preach; shall 
have been: examined in the presence of the Quarterly 
Conference on the subject of Doctrine and Discipline; 
and also shall have answered satisfactorily the ques- 
tions, “Will you wholly abstain from the use of 
tobacco?” and “Are you in debt so as to embarrass 
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you in the work of the Ministry?” $160, §1, (3), 1 
and 2. 

§ 2. To examine Local Preachers in the Course of 
Study prescribed for them, except in case of Supply 
Pastors as provided for in 187, § 7; to inquire into 
the gifts, labors, and usefulness of each by name, and 
to renew their licenses annually when in the judg- 
ment of the Conference their gifts, grace, and useful- 
ness, and their faithfulness and proficiency in study, 
warrant such renewal. In the case of Local Preachers 
who are candidates for the Traveling Ministry, exami- 
nations may be suspended while they are pursuing 
regular courses of study in our Theological Semi- 
naries or in Universities or Colleges approved by the 
University Senate. 

§3. To recommend to the Annual Conference 
Local Preachers who are suitable candidates for 
Deacons’ or Elders’ Orders (7.179, §1; 182, §1), for 
Recognition of Orders (7168, §§1, 2), for Readmis- 
sion (167), or for Reception on Trial ( 160, §1); 
such candidates having been previously examined in 

’ the presence of the Quarterly Conference on the sub- 
jects of Doctrine and Discipline. 

§4. To try, Suspend, deprive of Ministerial Office 
and Credentials, expel, or acquit any Local Preacher 
of the Circuit or Station against whom Charges shall 
have been preferred. {§ 328, 325-331.

| 270,81. Local. Preachers, ;.ordained or un- 
ordained, not having a Pastoral Charge, shall be 
members of, and amenable to, the Quarterly Confer- 
ence where they reside. When they shall change 
their residence they shall procure from the Pastor of 
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the Charge from which they remove, or from the Dis- 
trict Superintendent, a Certificate of their Official 
Standing and of Dismissal, and shall present it to 
the Pastor of the Charge to which they remove. If 
they neglect to do this they shall not be recognized 
nor use their office as Local Preachers in the Charge 
to which they have removed; and they shall continue 
to be amenable to the Quarterly Conference of the 


_ Charge from which they have removed, which, if the 


’ neglect be long continued, after due notice may try 
them for persistent disobedience to the order of the 
Church, and upon conviction thereof deprive them of 
Ministerial Office and Credentials. 

§ 2. Local Preachers appointed to a Pastoral 
Charge shall procure from the Pastor of the Charge 
from which they remove, or from the District Super- 
intendent, a Certificate of their Official Standing and 
of Dismissal, and at its next session shall present it 
to the Quarterly Conference of the Pastoral Charge to 
which they have been appointed, and their Church 
and Quarterly Conference membership shall be in 
that Charge. 

§ 3. Unordained Local Preachers, only while serv- 
ing as regularly appointed Pastors of Charges, shall 
be authorized to administer the rite of Baptism, and 
when the laws of the State permit, to solemnize 
Matrimony, but in all foreign mission- fields, power 
to authorize them to solemnize Matrimony shall rest 
with the Central Mission Conferences in which they 
are Pastors. 

§ 4. Whenever a Preacher is located or discon- 
tinued by an Annual Conference, he shall thereupon 
hold his Quarterly Conference membership where he 
resides at the time of location or discontinuance. 
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§5. Whenever Local Preachers, ordained or uner- 
dained, shall sever their relation with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church by removal therefrom by note of 
recommendation, or withdrawal, or in any other way, 
they shall deposit their credentials with the proper 
authorities. 

271. District Superintendents and the Pastors 
are required to arrange the appointments, wher- 
ever it is practicable, so as to give the Local Preach- 
ers regular and systematic employment on the 
Sabbath. 

1272. Local Preachers shall be enrolled in 
Classes or Units, and meet therein. They shall 
make to the District or Quarterly Conference a report 
of their labors, as follows: 1. Number of Sermons 
preached. 2. Number of Prayer Meetings attended. 
3. Number of Class Meetings attended. 4. Number of 
Church Schools attended. 5. Number of Funerals 
conducted. 6. Miscellaneous Items. They shall also 
report (1) the Number of Marriages solemnized, 
with the names of persons married; and (2) the 
Number of Baptisms administered, with the names 
and ages of the persons baptized, that due entry may 
be made by the Pastor in the Church Records. 

273. Local Preachers filling the place of Pas- 
tors, with the approbation of the District Superin- 
tendent, shall be paid for their time a sum propor- 
tioned to the allowance of the Pastor, which sum shall 
be paid by the Charge at the next Quarterly Meeting, 
if the Pastor whose place has been filled was either 
sick or necessarily absent; and in other cases, out of 
the allowance of the Pastor. 

274. Local Preachers who are distressed in tem- 
poral circumstances on account of their service in a 
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Pastoral Charge, may apply to the Quarterly Con- 
ference, which may give such relief as is judged 
proper, after the claims for Ministerial Support shall 
have been paid. 

275. Authority is hereby given to the Annual 
Conferences to take such measures as they may deem 
wise to create a Permanent Endowment Fund, or to 
raise money for annual distribution for Retired Local 


. Preachers who may have served fifteen consecutive 


years or more (giving their entire time as Pastors 
to the work of the Church), and for the widows and 
minor children of such deceased Local Preachers. 
The Annual Conference shall administer the funds 
and distribute the income to necessitous cases 
through its Board of Stewards, as the Annual Con- 
ference may determine. { 515, § 6. 

9276. Women are included in the provisions of 
{| 268-275, except in so far as they apply to candidates 
for the Traveling Ministry. 


CHAPTER II 
EXHORTERS 


_277. Exhorters shall be constituted by the 
recommendation of the Class of which they are mem- 
bers, or of the Leaders and Stewards Meetings of the 
Charge, and a License signed by the Pastor. 


_ §|278. The duties of an Exhorter are, to hold 


meetings for prayer and exhortation wherever oppor- 
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tunity is afforded, subject to the direction of the 
Pastor; to attend all the sessions of the District and 
Quarterly Conferences, and to present a written 
report to the same. An BPxhorter shall be subject to 
an annual examination of character in the Quarterly 
Conference, and a renewal of License, to be signed 
by the President thereof. 


CHAPTER III 


DEACONESSES 
(1 522-538.) 


I. Deaconesses 

7279, §1. A Deaconess is a woman of suitable 
qualification who has been led by the Holy Spirit to 
devote herself to Christlike service under the direc- 
tion of the Church; and who, after proper training 
and probation, has been duly licensed and consecrated. 

§ 2. No vow of perpetual service is required of a 
Deaconess; nevertheless, Deaconess work should be 
considered a life service, not to be discontinued 
except for good and sufficient reasons and after due 
notice. 

§3. The Deaconess comes, as did her Master, not 
to be ministered unto but to minister, and to that end 
she will give herself to any form of service which will 
further the kingdom of God. 


II. The Probationary Deaconess 
280, §1. Every candidate is urged to take the 
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full course in one of the duly recognized training 
schools before presenting herself for active training. 


-~ §2. A candidate who meets the following require- 


ments may be received on probation by the Confer- 
ence Deaconess Board. 
(1) She must be recommended by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Church of which she is a member. 
(2) She must present a satisfactory health certifi- 


_-cate, according to the form prescribed by the Board 
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of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 

(3) She must have at least one of the following 
qualifications: 

a. Graduation from an approved training school 
recognized by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work. 

b. Graduation from the training school of a regis- 
tered hospital of our Church, or any other hospital 
approved by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Dea- 
coness Work, provided she pass satisfactory exami- 
nations in the Bible, Church history, and the Disci- 
pline. 

c. Certificate of satisfactory examination in the 
studies prescribed by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, 
and Deaconess Work. Such certificates must be 
granted by the Conference Deaconess Board on recom- 
mendation of the Committee of said Conference Board. 

281. A probationer may be continued in that 
relation if approved annually by the Conference 
Deaconess Board on recommendation of the form of 
administration or other organization with which she 
serves, and will be expected to pursue such Course of 
Study as may be prescribed by the Board of Hospi- 
tals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. The period of 
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probation shall be not less than two years nor more 
than five years. 

282, §1. The wearing of the distinctive garb 
shall be determined by the form of administration or 
other organization with which the probationer serves. 

§ 2. She shall be entitled to the same allowance 
as the licensed Deaconess. 


III. The Deaconess 


| 283, §1. License. A Deaconess License shall be 
granted by the Conference Deaconess Board only to a 
probationer who has served effectively at least two 
years; has completed her deaconess Course of Study 
authorized by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work as prescribed by the Discipline; has 
presented a satisfactory health certificate according 
to the form prescribed by the Board of Hospitals, 
Homes, and Deaconess Work; is unmarried; and has 
presented a recommendation from her Quarterly 
Conference and from the administration or organiza- 
tion with which she serves. She may not be less than 
twenty years of age, and if over forty years of age 
she shall be accepted only on a three-fourths vote of 
the Annual Conference Deaconess Board, subject to 
the approval of the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work. 

§2. A licensed Deaconess is entitled to consecra- 
tion in accordance with the Ritual of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and unless in exceptional cases 
authorized by her own Annual Conference Deaconess 
Board, a Deaconess shall be consecrated in the Con- 
ference in which she is employed. 
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§ 3. When thus duly licensed and consecrated a 
Deaconess becomes a member of the Conference Dea- 
coness Board (532, §1) and may be employed in 
any form of Christian work within the bounds of that 
Conference, in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions of the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Dea- 
coness Work. 

§ 4. Transfers. (a) Transfers between Conferences. 


- A Deaconess to be transferred from one Conference to 


another shall be transferred by her Annual Confer- 
ence Deaconess Board upon the written request of 


the Annual Conference Deaconess Board to which she 


wishes to be transferred, and with the written 
approval of the Bishops of the respective areas con- 
cerned and the administrations, institutions or other 
organizations responsible for her employment and 
support. The transfer shall not be complete until 
reported for final registration by the Board of Hos- 
pitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 

(b) Transfers between administrations. A Dea- 
coness to be transferred from one form of admin- 
istration to another shall be transferred by the Per- 
sonnel Department of the Board of Hospitals, Homes, 
and Deaconess Work, upon the written request of the 
form of administration with which she is connected 
and with the written approval of the form of admin- 
istration to which she desires to be transferred, Such 
transfer shall be consummated within ninety days 
from the time the request is made. ; 

284. The wearing of the distinctive garb by 
licensed Deaconesses shall be determined by the form 
of administration or other organization served. 

285. A Deaconess, if serving a Church, shall be 
a member of such Church and of its Quarterly Con- 
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ference. In all other cases her Quarterly Conference 
membership shall be designated by the Bishop when 
making the appointment, and necessarily her Church 
membership shall be in the same Church. 

286, §1. Leave of Absence. A Deaconess at her 
request may be granted annually, a leave of absence 
by the Conference Deaconess Board on recommenda- 
tion of the administration, institution or organization 
with which she is connected. Such leave shall not 
be granted for more than three years consecutively 
without the approval of the Board of Hospitals, 
Homes, and Deaconess Work, and on reinstatement 
after more than one year’s leave of absence the Dea- 
coness shall present a satisfactory health certificate 
before reinstatement is granted. A Deaconess may be 
granted leave of absence for the following reasons: 

a. Personal illness or illness of relatives. ‘ 

b. Personal financial reasons or indebtedness. 

c. Other reasons approved by the administration 
with which the Deaconess is affiliated and by the 
Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, 

A Deaconess on leave of absence is not granted 
credit on annuity years for the purpose of determin- 
ing pension allowances. 

§ 2. Sabbatical Year. Sabbatical leave may be 
granted for purposes of rest, study, professional 
training or travel. Annuity credit is granted for each 
Sabbatical Year. 

§3. Awaiting Appointment, A Deaconess on rec- 
ommendation of the administration or organization 
with which she has served may be so listed for the 
following reasons: NaF 

a. Pending transfer between Conferences or 
administrations. 
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bd. For attendance at school or special training 
previous to eligibility for Sabbatical leave. 

e. Difficulty in placement. 

d. Pending consideration by the Annual Confer- 
ence Deaconess Board. 

e. Other reasons approved by the Board of Hospi- 
tals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 

Annuity credit will be granted for the time during 


_which a Deaconess is listed as awaiting appointment. 


{ 287. A Deaconess in good standing, and on her 
request, may be granted honorable discharge by the 
Conference Board, on surrender of her License and 
Certificate of Consecration. These credentials may be 
returned to her after the President of the Con- 
ference Deaconess Board has indorsed on each the 
fact and date of such discharge. A Deaconess who 
has thus been honorably discharged may be re- 
stored by action of any Conference Deaconess Board 
providing she presents a satisfactory health certificate, 
and an acceptance by the form of administration or 
other organization with which she desires to be con- 
nected. : 


IV. The Associate Deaconess 

{| 288, §1. A woman who desires to serve in the 
capacity of a Deaconess for a limited period of time, 
or in some special field of service, may be elected an 
Associate Deaconess by the Conference Deaconess 
Board, provided she meets the following require- : 
ments: 

(1) She must be recommended by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Church of which she is a member. 

(2) She must present from a form of administra- 
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tion or other organization, a request for her services, 
with assurance of suitable support. 

§ 2. For continuance it is necessary each year that 
she be re-elected by the Conference Deaconess Board, 
after such report of her work as that Board shall 
desire. 


V. The Retired Rawannel 


| 289, §1. A Deaconess when unable to continue 
her regular work on account of age, loss of health, 
er other disability, certified to by medical author- 
ity approved by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, 
and Deaconess Work, may be retired by the Board 
of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, on recom- 
mendation of the Conference Deaconess Board of 
which she is a member, and the form of administra- 
tion or other organization with which she is con- 
nected. 

§2. There shall be a Deaconess Pension Fund 
which shall be controlled and administered by the 
Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, 
and which the Board shall seek to increase by contri- 
bution, bequest, and otherwise. 

§ 3. Every Deaconess retired by the Board of Hos- 
pitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, shall have a 
claim upon the pension fund, which claim shall be 
proportionate to the number of years she has been 
_in active service, including the two years of proba- 
tion. 

§ 4. The amount of the allowance to Retired Dea- 
conesses shall be determined by the Board of Hospi- 
tals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 
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VI. The Deaconess and Temporary Relief 

| 290, §1. A Deaconess who is compelled to cease 
her work temporarily because of illness shall be 
suitably provided for by the form of administration 
or other organization with which she serves. This 
when desired may be done through the Board of 
Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess’ Work. 

'§$2. Whenever such temporary relief is given 


through the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Dea- 


-eoness Work the form of administration or other 
- organization concerned shall furnish the necessary 
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funds. 

§3. A Deaconess who is not a member of any 
form of administration may secure temporary relief 
from the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess 


Work, 
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CHAPTER I 
TRIAL OF A BISHOP 


I. Investigation 


(291. If a Bishop shall be accused of any viola- 


‘tion of the moral law in the interval between sessions 


of the General Conference, the District Superinten- 
dent within whose District the offense is said to have 
been committed shall call to his aid four Traveling 
Elders, which five Ministers shall carefully inquire 
into the case; and if, in their judgment, there is rea- 
sonable ground for such accusation, they, or a major- 
ity of them, shall prepare and sign the proper charges, 
unless such charges have already been prepared, shall 
send a copy of the same to the accused, and shall 
give notice thereof to one of the Bishops, furnishing 
him also with a copy of the charges. The Bishop 
so notified shall convene a Committee of Investi- 
gation to be composed of the Triers of Appeals, 
to-be appointed as hereinafter provided, of four 
neighboring Conferences, over which Committee 
a Bishop shall preside. The accused shall have 
the right of peremptory challenge, yet so as not to 
reduce the number of the Committee below thirteen. 
The presiding Bishop shall appoint a Secretary, who 
shall keep a correct record of the proceedings and of 
the testimony. The Committee thus constituted shall 
have full power to investigate the charges in the 
case, and if it finds them sustained, shall suspend the 
accused from all ministerial functions and Church 
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privileges until the ensuing General Conference. The 
President and Secretary shall sign the records when 
properly approved, and the President shall transmit 
the same, including the charges, specifications, docu- 
ments, and evidence, to the General Conference, on 
which, and such other evidence as may be admitted, 
the case shall finally be determined. Additional 
charges and specifications may be presented to the 
General Conference; provided, the accused has been 
given due notice of the same. 

/292. A Bishop suspended from all ministerial] 
functions in accordance with the provisions of § 291 
shall have no claim upon the Episcopal Fund for sal- 
ary, house rent, or any other expenses from the date 
of such suspension; but in case he is thereafter found 
by the General Conference not guilty of the charge 
or charges for which he was suspended his claim 
upon the Episcopal Fund for the Suspended period 
shall be paid to him. 

/293. In case of imprudent conduct, the District 
Superintendent within whose District the alleged 
offense is said to have occurred shall take with him 
two Traveling Elders, and, if in their judgment there 
is sufficient ground for such accusation, shall admon- 
ish the Bishop so offending. If he persists in his 
imprudence, the matter shall be investigated in the 
manner provided in { 291, or he may be brought to 
trial before the General Conference. 

294. If it be alleged that a violation of the 
moral law or an imprudence has been committed 
beyond the bounds of any District, the District Super- 
intendent within the bounds of whose District the 


Bishop resides shall proceed as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 
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295. Ifa Bishop be charged with disseminating, 
publicly or privately, doctrines which are contrary 
to our Articles of Religion or our other present exist- 
ing and established standards of doctrine, the same 
procedure shall be observed as is prescribed in { 291, 
or he may be brought to trial before the General Con- 
ference. Complaints or charges under this paragraph 
shall be designated, “Teaching contrary to the Stand- 


' . ards of the Church.” 


{ 296. Complaint against the administration of a 
Bishop may be forwarded to the General Conference, 
and entertained there; provided, that in its judgment 
he has had due notice of such complaint. Complaints 
or charges under this paragraph shall be designated 
“Maladministration.” 

297. Charges against a Bishop for “Teaching 
contrary to the Standards of the Church,” or for 
“Maladministration,” shall be entertained if signed 
by at least five Traveling Elders. 


II. Trial 

q 298, $1. When a Bishop has been suspended by 
a Committee of Investigation, the General Conference 
shall try the accused in due form, appointing for this 
purpose a Select Number of its own Members, who 
shall be Ministers, to consist of not more than seven- 
teen nor fewer than eleven, the accused having the 
right of challenge for cause. Over this Court a Bishop 
shall preside, and one of the Secretaries of the Gen- 
eral Conference shall act as Secretary. The Court 
as thus constituted shall have full power to try the 
accused Bishop and to suspend him from the func- 
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tions of his office, to depose him from the Ministry, 
or to expel him from the Church, as it may deem his 
offense requires. Its findings shall be final, subject 
to appeal to the General Conference as hereinafter 
provided, and shall be reported to the General Con- 
ference for entry on its Journal; and the records of 
trial shall be placed in the custody of the Secretary 
of the General Conference, together with all the docu- 
ments in the case, for preservation with the papers 
of the General Conference and for use in case of 
appeal. 

§ 2. When charges against a Bishop are presented 
directly to the General Conference, said charges shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the General Conference 
in the same manner as memorials and shall be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Episcopacy, which Com- 
mittee shall duly consider said charges and shall 
make report to the General Conference with recom- 
mendations, either that the charges be not entertained 
or that trial be ordered under provisions of § 1, this 
paragraph. 


CHAPTER II 
TRIAL OF A MISSIONARY BISHOP 


I. Investigation 


[299. Ifa Missionary Bishop be accused of a vio- 
lation of the moral law during the interval. between 
the sessions of the General Conference, the District 
Superintendents of the Annual ‘Conference Within 
which the offense is alleged to have been committed 
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_ghall inquire into the same. If in their opinion the 


accusations appear to be well founded, they shall pre- 
pare and sign the proper charges in the case, and 
shall send the same to the nearest Bishop or Mission- 
ary Bishop, and a copy thereof to the accused. The 
said Bishop or Missionary Bishop shall call not less 
than nine or more than fifteen Effective Hlders, all of 
whom shall be Foreign Missionaries of the Methodist 


. Episcopal Church, to form a Committee of Investiga- . 


tion, and a Bishop or a Missionary Bishop shall pre- 
side over the same. The accused shall have the right 
of peremptory challenge, yet so as not to reduce the 
number below seven. If this Committee shall find 
the charges sustained, it shall suspend the accused 
until the ensuing General Conference. 

300. A Missionary Bishop suspended in accord- 
ance with the provisions of { 299 shall have no claim 
upon the Episcopal Fund. for salary, house rent, or 
any other expenses from the date of such suspension ; 
but in case he is thereafter found by the General 
Conference not guilty of the charge or charges for 
which he was suspended, his claim upon the Episco- 
pal Fund for the suspended period shall be paid. 

7.301. If a Missionary Bishop be accused of im- 
prudent conduct, the District Superintendent within 
whose District the alleged offense is said to have 
occurred shall take with him three Effective Elders, 
and, if in their judgment there is sufficient ground 
for such accusation, shall admonish the Missionary 
Bishop so offending. If he persist in his imprudence, 
the case shall be investigated in the manner pre- 
scribed in %299, or the offender may be brought to 
trial before the General Conference. 

302. If a Missionary Bishop be charged with 
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disseminating, publicly or privately, doctrines which 
are contrary to our Articles of Religion, or our other 
present existing and established standards of doc- 
trine, the same procedure shall be observed as is 
prescribed in { 299 or 303. 


II. Trial 

303. When a Missionary Bishop has been sus- 
pended by a Committee of Investigation, or when 
charges against a Missionary Bishop are presented 
directly to the General Conference, the General Con- 
ference shall try the accused in the same manner as 
is prescribed for the trial of a Bishop. 

304. Complaint against the administration of a 
Missionary Bishop may be forwarded to the General 
Conference, and entertained there; provided, that in 
its judgment he has had due notice that such com- 
plaint would be made. s 


CHAPTER III 


TRIAL OF A MEMBER OF AN ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE 
Notp.—In all matters of Judicial Administration the rights duties, 


and responsibilities of Members of Mission Conferences are the same 
as those in Annual Conferences, and the procedure is the same. 


I, Preliminary Investigation 
305, $1. Ifa Member of an Annual Conference, 
in the interval between sessions of that body, be 
accused of any violation of the moral law, his District 
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Superintendent, or the Superintendent of the District 
within the bounds of which such acts are alleged 
to have taken place, shall call not less than five nor 
more than nine Members of the Annual Conference 
to investigate the same, and, if possible, bring the 
accused and accuser face to face. He shall preside 
throughout the proceedings, and shall certify and 
declare the judgment of the Committee, 

§ 2. If the accused be a District Superintendent, 
three of the senior Effective Elders of his District 
shall inquire into the character of the allegations, 
and, if they deem an investigation necessary, shall 
call in the Superintendent of any District of the An- 
nual Conference, who shall appoint a Committee of 
not less than five nor more than nine Elders of the 
Annual Conference of which the accused is a Member, 
to investigate the case; and he shall preside at the 
investigation; but in case there be only one District 
Superintendent in the Conference, or if the other 
District Superintendents be so related to the case as 
to make it improper for any one of them to serve, 
then the matter shall be reported by the three senior 
Effective Elders to the Bishop in Charge, who shall 
appoint an Elder to act in the case. 

§ 3. If in either case the charge be sustained, the 
accused shall be suspended by the Committee from 
all ministerial services and Church privileges until 
the ensuing session of the Annual Conference. 

§ 4. If in any such investigation the Committee 
finds that the evidence does not sustain the charge 
of immorality, but does show that the accused has 
been guilty of imprudent and unministerial conduct, 
it may so declare, and may suspend the offender from 
all ministerial functions until the ensuing session of 
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his Annual Conference, at which the whole case shall 
be disposed of as the said Conference may determine. 

306. Any Member of an Annual Conference who 
shall hold religious service within the bounds of any 
Pastoral Charge, when requested by the Preacher in 
Charge not to hold such service, shall be deemed 
guilty of imprudent conduct; and if, after admonition 
by the Superintendent of the District within which 
the offense has been committed, he shall not refrain 
from such conduct, he shall be liable to charges and 
investigation, or trial. H 

/307. If a Member of an Annual Conference be 
charged with disseminating, publicly or privately, 
doctrines which are contrary to our Articles of Re- 
ligion, or our other existing and established stand- 
ards of doctrine, the same procedure shall be observed 
as is prescribed in 305, $1. If, after the charge 
is sustained, the Minister so offending shall solemnly 
promise the Committee of Investigation not to dis- 
seminate such erroneous doctrines in public or pri- 
vate, the Committee may waive suspension, that the 
case may be laid before the next Annual Conference, 
which shall determine the matter, 

308. Whenever specific complaint is made in 
writing and signed by five responsible persons, Mem- 
bers or Ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
charging a Teacher in one of our Theological Schools, 
who is a Minister, with violating his pledge to the 
Bishops of loyalty to our doctrine and polity, said 
complaint shall be lodged with the Superintendent 
within whose District the accused holds his Quarterly 
Conference membership, who shall carefully consider 
the same; and if in his opinion the complaint is 
of sufficient gravity to require an investigation, he 
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shall immediately proceed according to the provisions 
of the Discipline in § 305. 

7.309. If the Teacher referred to in 1308 be a 
Lay Member or a Local Preacher, the complaint shall 
be lodged with the Preacher in Charge of the Church 
to which the said Teacher belongs, who shall pro- 
ceed in accordance with the provisions of the Disci- 
pline for the investigation or trial of members or 


- Local Preachers. 


310. If, in the interval between the sessions of 
his Conference, a Member of an Annual Conference 
fail to do the work to which he was duly appointed, 
except in case of sickness, serious disability, or other 
unavoidable circumstances, the District Superinten- 
dent shall proceed as directed in 1305, §1. If the 
District Superintendent fails so to do, he shall be 
accountable therefor to the next Annual Conference. 

7.311. In cases of improper temper, words, or ac- 
tions, the Minister so offending shall be admonished 
by his senior in office. Should a second transgres- 
sion take place, one, two, or three Ministers are to. 
be taken as witnesses. If he continue to offend, the 
District Superintendent shall proceed as directed in 
7 305, § 1. 

|312. When a Member of an Annual Conference 
fails in business, or contracts debts which he is not - 
able to pay, the District Superintendent shall appoint 
two judicious Members of the Church and one Min- 
ister to inspect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the supposed delinquent; and if, in their 
opinion, he has acted dishonestly or contracted debts 
without a reasonable probability of paying, the case 
shall be disposed of according to 1305, §1. 
 §313. Any Member of an Annual Conference re-

siding beyond the bounds of his own Conference shall 
be subject to the investigation prescribed in { 305, 
under the authority of the Superintendent of the Dis- 
trict within which he resides or within which he is 
employed, by a Committee of Members of that Confer- 
ence, If he reside or be employed within the bounds 
of a Mission, he shall be subject to investigation un- 
der the authority of the Superintendent of the Dis- 
trict within which he holds his Quarterly Conference 
Membership or of the Superintendent of the Mission 
and a Committee of Members of the same. If he be 
the Superintendent of the Mission, the Bishop or Mis- 
sionary Bishop in charge shall appoint an Elder to 
act in the case. 

314. In all the foregoing cases the papers, in- 
cluding the record of the investigation, charges, evi- 
dence, and findings, shall be transmitted to the 
ensuing session of the Annual Conference of which 
the accused is a Member; on which papers, and on 
such other evidence as may be admitted, and also upon 
such other charges or specifications as may be 
presented, due notice of the same having been given 
to the accused, the case shall be determined. 

7.315. An Annual Conference may entertain and 
try charges against its Members though no investiga- 


’ tion upon them has been held, or though the investi- 


gation has not resulted in suspension, due notice 
having been given the accused. 

1316. When it is alleged of a Member of an An- 
nual Conference that he is so unacceptable, inefficient, 
or indifferent, or that he is so seriously impaired 
by unministerial conduct or by other reasons as 
to be no longer useful in the ministry, or that he 
engages in secular business, except the ill 
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health of himself or his family disqualify him for 
pastoral work, his case shall be referred to a 
Committee of five or more Members of his Con- 
ference for inquiry; and if said Committee shall find 
the allegation sustained, and shall so recommend, the 
Conference may request him to surrender his Min- 
isterial Office. If he shall refuse, and the conditions 
complained of continue, the Conference, at its next 
- session, by process of trial, may deprive him of the 
Ministerial Office and require that his Credentials be 
returned to the Conference (174). He shall have 
the right of appeal within six months to a Judicial 
Conference. 


II. Maladministration 

1317, §1. A Minister shall be answerable to his 
Conference on a charge of corrupt, negligent, or par- 
tisan administration, but not for errors in judgment. 
The violation of the advice concerning Divorce, in 
170 of the Discipline, shall be considered an act of 
Maladministration. 

-§2. Errors or defects in Judicial Proceedings shall 
be duly considered when presented on appeal. But 
Errors of Law or Administration connected with in- 
vestigations under {305 which are not followed by 
Trials at Conference, and Errors of Law made by a 
District Superintendent in cases of appeal, are to 
be corrected by the President of the next Annual Con- 
ference on appeal in open session, and the Conference 
may also order just and suitable remedies, if injury 
has resulted from such errors. 

§ 3. Errors of Administration not connected with 
Judicial Proceedings may be presented in writing 
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to the Annual Conference, for its judgment thereon; 
and the Annual Conference may order just and suit- 
able remedies when the rights of Ministers or mem- 
bers of the Church have been injuriously affected by 
such errors. 


Ill. Trial 


318. The Annual Conference, at its discretion, 
may try an accused Member by one of the following 
methods: 

§1. The trial, including the examination of wit- 
nesses, may be by the Conference in full session. 

§2. The Bishop may appoint an Elder as a Com- 
missioner to take the evidence in the case, in whole 
or in part; and said Commissioner shall cause a cor- 
rect record of the proceedings in the case and of the 
evidence, signed by the witnesses respectively, to be 
laid before the Annual Conference; upon which evi- 
dence and such other evidence as may be admitted 
the case shall be determined. 

§3. The Conference may appoint from its Mem- 
bers a Select Number of not less than nine nor more 
than fifteen, to try the accused, who shall have the 
right of challenge for cause; which Select Number, 
in the presence of a Bishop, or of a Chairman whom 
the President of the Conference shall have appointed, 
and one or more of the Secretaries of the Conference, 
shall have full power to consider and determine the 
case according to the rules which govern in such 
proceedings; and they shall make a faithful report in 
writing of all their proceedings, duly attested by the 
President and Secretary of the Select Number, to the 
Secretary of the Annual Conference before its’ final 
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adjournment, and deliver up to him therewith the bill 


_ of charges, the evidence taken, and the decision ren- 


dered, with all documents brought into the trial. 

§ 4. But if a case cannot be tried during the session 
for want of testimony, the Annual Conference may 
refer it to one of the District Superintendents, who 
shall proceed as directed in 1305, §1, and the Con- 
ference shall determine whether the case seems to be 


_ of such gravity as to require that the Minister be left 


without appointment until investigation shall be held. 

319. When a Minister is tried on a charge of 
immorality, and the Annual Conference, or the Select 
Number, shall find that this charge is not sustained 
by the evidence, but that the Minister has been 
proven guilty of “high imprudence and unministerial 
conduct,” it may declare this fact, and may by this 
finding reprove the offender, or may subject him to 
suspension, or deprivation of his Ministerial Office 
and Credentials. 

1320, §1. In case any Member of an Annual Con- 
ference shall have been deposed from the Ministry 
without being expelled from the Church, he shall 
have his membership in the Church where he resided 
at the time of his deposition. 

§ 2. In case any Member of an Annual Conference 
shall have been deposed from the Ministry or expelled 
from the Church for teaching publicly or privately 
doctrines contrary to our Articles of Religion, or our 
other present existing and established standards of 
doctrine, he shall not again be licensed to preach 
until he shall have satisfied the Conference from 
which he was deposed or expelled, and shall have 
promised in writing to desist wholly from dissemi- 
nating such doctrine. 
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/321. After a Minister shall have been tried regu- 
larly and expelled he shall have no Privileges of 
Society or Sacraments in our Church, without con- 
trition, reformation, and confession, satisfactory to 
the Annual Conference by which he was expelled. 

322. When a Member of an Annual Conference 
is accused of immorality and desires to withdraw 
from the Church, the Annual Conference may permit 
him to withdraw; in which case the record shall be 
“Withdrawn under Complaints.” If formal charges 
of immorality have been presented, he may be per- 
mitted to withdraw; in which case the record shall 
be, “Withdrawn under Charges”; and if thus “With- 
drawn under Complaints,” or “Withdrawn under 
Charges,” his relation to the Church shall be the same 
as if he had been expelled. 


CHAPTER IV 


TRIAL OF A PREACHER ON TRIAL 


323. A Preacher on Trial in an Annual Confer- 
ence, in reference to Amenability and Appeal is con- 
sidered as a Local Preacher; but in his case the Dis- 
trict Superintendent shall perform the duties which 
are assigned to the Preacher in Charge in the case 
of an accused Local Preacher. 
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CHAPTER V 


TRIAL OF A DEACONESS 


1324, §1. When a Deaconess is accused of any 
violation of a moral law, the District Superintendent 
under whose supervision she works, shall call a Com- 
mittee of three or more for investigation. This Com- 
mittee shall consist of one representative of the 
Deaconess administration under which the accused 
serves, and two or more members of the Annual Con- 
ference Deaconess Board of which the accused is a 
member. She shall appear before’ this Committee 
and if charges are sustained, she shall be suspended 
from all deaconess services until the next regular 
meeting of the Annual Conference Deaconess Board, 
or until a special meeting of said Board shall be held. 
If the accused be found guilty, the Annual Conference 
Deaconess Board shall suspend, or deprive her of 
office and credentials. A Deaconess may be tried 
by an Annual Conference Deaconess Board without 
preliminary investigation, provided due notice shall 
have been given her. 

§ 2. In case of improper temper, words, actions or 
disloyalty to the rules and regulations of the admin- 


- istration or other organization with which she serves, 


the Deaconess so offending shall be admonished by 
the President of the Annual Conference Deaconess 
Board, If she continues to offend, the case shall be 
investigated as provided in §1, or she shall be 
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tried at the next meeting of the Annual Conference 
Deaconess Board or at a special meeting of the Annu- 
al Conference Deaconess Board and if found guilty 
and impenitent, she shall be expelled from her 
Deaconess relationship. 

§ 3. If a Deaconess shall contract debts which she 
is not able to pay, the president of the Annual Con- 
ference Deaconess Board shall appoint three judicious 
members of the Annual Conference Deaconess Board 
to consider her accounts, contracts, and circumstances. 

If, in their opinion, she has behaved dishonestly, or 
contracted debts without the probability of paying, 
the same procedure shall be followed as defined in 
$§1 or 2 of this Chapter. 


CHAPTER VI 


. TRIAL OF A LOCAL PREACHER 


{| 325. When a Local Preacher, ordained or unor- 
dained, is accused of any violation of the moral law, 
the Preacher in Charge shall calla Committee of In- 
vestigation, consisting of three or more Local Preach- 
ers, before which it shall be the duty of the accused 
to appear, and by which, if the charge be sustained, 
he shall be suspended from all ministerial services 
and Church privileges until the next District or Quar- 
terly Conference; which Conference shall try the case, 
and if the accused be found guilty the Conference 
shall suspend, deprive of ministerial office and creden- 
tials, or expel him. 269, §4. But. a Local 


a 
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Preacher may be tried by a District or Quarterly Con- 


_ ference without preliminary investigation, pee 


due notice shall have been given him. 

| 326. Should the District Conference having juris- 
diction in the case of an accused Local Preacher 
judge it expedient to try him by a Select Number, it 
may appoint not less than nine nor more than fifteen 
of its Members for that purpose, the accused having 
the right of challenge for cause; which Select Num- 


‘ber, in the presence of the President of the District 


Conference, or of an Elder appointed by him, and a 
Secretary appointed by the said Conference, shall 
have full power to consider and determine the case 
according to the rules applicable thereto; and the 
Secretary shall make a correct report in writing of all 
the proceedings and evidence to the Secretary of the 
District Conference, and shall deliver to him all the 
papers in the case, 

327, §1. In case of improper temper, words, or 
actions, the Local. Preacher so offending shall be 
admonished by the Preacher in Charge. Should a 
second transgression take place, one or two mem- 
bers of the Church are to be taken as witnesses. If 
he continue to offend, the case shall be investigated 
as provided in {325, or he shall be tried at the 
next District or Quarterly Conference, and, if found 
guilty and impenitent, he shall be expelled from the 
Church, 

§ 2. If, on due trial by the District or Quarterly 
Conference, a Local Preacher be found neglectful of 
his duties as a Local Preacher or unacceptable in 
his Ministry, he may be deprived of his ministerial 
office; in which case, if he be ordained, the District 
Superintendent shall require him to deliver up his 
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credentials, that they may be returned to the Annual 
Conference. 

§ 3. A Local Preacher who shall hold religious 
services within the bounds of a Pastoral Charge 
when requested by the Preacher in Charge not to do 
so, shall be deemed guilty of imprudent conduct, and 
if he persist, after admonition by the Superintendent 
of the District within which the offense has been 
committed, he may be brought to investigation or 
trial, either or both of which may take place in the 
Charge and under the proper officers of the Church 
where the forbidden service has been held. 

328. If a Local Preacher disseminates, publicly 
or privately, doctrines which are contrary to our 
Articles of Religion, or our other present existing 
and established standards of doctrine, the same pro- 


cedure shall be observed as is prescribed in {§ 325, 
326.

|329. If a Local Preacher shall fail in business, 
or contract debts which he is not able to pay, the 
Preacher in Charge shall appoint three judicious 
members of the Church to inspect the accounts, con- 
tracts, and circumstances of the supposed delinquent; 
and if, in their opinion, he has behaved dishonestly, 
or contracted debts without a reasonable probability 
of paying, the same procedure shall be observed as 
is prescribed in 17325, 326. 

330. If, in the judgment of the District Super- 
intendent, a fair and impartial trial cannot be had 
in the Quarterly Conference where the accused holds 
his membership, the District Superintendent may 
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refer the case for trial to some other Quarterly Con- 
ference within the bounds of his District. 

331. If the trial is by the Quarterly Conference, 
the accused shall have the right of challenge for 
cause. If by reason of said challenge or other cause 
the number of the members of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence present shall fall below seven, which number 
shall be required for a quorum in any such trial, 
the Quarterly Conference, if the District Super- 
- intendent so request, shall adjourn to a subsequent 
date, to be named by him, to try the case; or, the 
District Superintendent may refer it to some other 
Quarterly Conference in his District. 

1332, §1. In Missions in the United States, its 
Territories, and insular possessions the power to try 
Local Preachers shall remain with the respective - 
Quarterly Conferences; but Local Preachers so tried 
and convicted shall have the right of appeal to the 
Annual Meeting of the Mission. 

§ 2. The Ministerial members of the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension shall constitute a 
Judicial Conference to hear appeals of Local Preach- 
ers convicted at an Annual Meeting of a Mission. A 
Bishop shall preside over such Judicial Conference. 
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CHAPTER VII 
TRIAL OF A CHURCH MEMBER 


I. Immoral Conduct 


333, §1. A member of the Church accused of 
& violation of the moral law shall be brought to trial. 

§ 2. A member of the Church, who, after private 
reproof and admonition by the Pastor or Class 
Leader, persists in using, buying, or selling intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage, or who signs a petition 
in favor of granting a license for the sale of such 
liquors, or who signs a petition of consent for the sale 
of such liquors, or who applies for a license for the 
sale of such liquors, or who procures a license for 
the sale of such liquors, or who becomes bondsman 
of any person or persons engaged in such traffic, or 
who rents his property as a place in which, or on 
which, to manufacture or sell intoxicating liquors, 
shall be brought to trial, and if found guilty he 
evinces no real humiliation, he shall be expelled. ° 


II. Imprudent Conduct 


334. In cases of neglect of duties of any kind; 
imprudent conduct; indulging in sinful tempers or 
words; “taking such diversions as can not be used 
in the name of the Lord Jesus”; or disobedience to 
the order and Discipline of the Church; on the first 
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oifense, let private reproof be given by the Pastor 
or Class Leader, and if there be an acknowledgment 
of the fault and proper humiliation, the person may 
be borne with. On further offense the Pastor or 
Class Leader may take with him one or two discreet 
members of the Church. On continued offense let 
him be brought to trial, and if found guilty he evinces 
no real humiliation, he shall be expelled. ({ 71.) 


Ill. Neglect of Means of Grace 

{| 335. If a member of the Church shall habitually 
neglect the means of grace, such as the Public Wor- 
ship of God, the Lord’s Supper, family and private 
Prayer, searching the Scriptures, Class Meeting, and 
Prayer Meeting, the Preacher in Charge shall visit 
him and explain to him the consequences if he con- 
tinue his neglect, If he does not amend, he shall be 
prought to trial, and if found guilty of willful neglect, 
he shall be expelled. 2 


IV. Causing Dissension 

1336. If a member of the Church shall be accused 
of endeavoring to sow dissension in the Church by 
inveighing against its. Doctrines or Discipline, its 
Ministers or Members, or in any other manner, the 
person so offending shall first be reproved. by the 
Preacher in Charge; and if he persist. in such perni- 
cious practice, he shall be brought to trial, and, if 
found guilty, shall be expelled. : ; 
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V. Disagreement in Business—Arbitration 

337. In case of any disagreement between two or 
more members of the Church concerning business 
transactions, which cannot be settled by the parties, 
the Preacher in Charge shall inquire into the cir- 
cumstances of the case, and shall recommend to the 
parties that such disagreement be submitted to arbi- 
tration, If this method of settlement be agreed upon, 
two arbitrators shall be chosen by one party, and 
two by the other, which four shall choose a fifth. 
The said arbitrators shall be members of our Church, 
who have no personal or pecuniary interests in the 
result. The Preacher in Charge shall preside, and 
the Disciplinary forms of trial shall be observed. If 
either party refuse to abide by the judgment of the 
arbitrators, he shall be brought to trial, and if he 
fail to show sufficient cause for such refusal, he shall 
be expelled. 


1338. If any member of the Church, in case of 
debt or other dispute, shall refuse to refer the matter 
to arbitration, when recommended to do so by the 
Preacher in Charge, or shall enter into a lawsuit 
with another member before these measures are 
taken, he shall be brought to trial, and if he fail 
to show that the case is of such a nature as to 


require and justify such a course, he shall be ex- 
Pelled. 


1339. If, in the case of debt or dispute, one of 
the parties is a Minister, the duties assigned to the 
Preacher in Charge in the foregoing paragraphs shall 
be performed by the District Superintendent of the 
Minister concerned. If both be Ministers, the District 
Superintendent of either may act in the case. 
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VI. - Insolvency 

1.340, §1. Preachers in Charge are required to ex- 
ecute faithfully the rules against all frauds, and par- 
ticularly against dishonest insolvencies, suffering no 
one to remain in the Church who is found guilty of 
fraud. 

§2. To prevent scandal, when any member of the 
Church fails in business, or contracts debts which 


_he is not able to pay, two or three judicious members 


of the Church, designated by the Preacher in Charge, 
shall inspect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the supposed delinquent; and if they be- 
lieve that he has behaved dishonestly, or borrowed 
money without a reasonable probability of paying, 
he shall be brought to trial, and, if found guilty, shall 
be expelled. 

341. In all the foregoing cases of trial enumer- 
ated in this chapter the accused member shall be 
brought to trial before a Committee of not less than 
five members of the Church. They shall be chosen by 
the Preacher in Charge, and, if he judge it neces- 
sary, he may select them from any part of the Dis- 
trict. The accused may challenge for cause. The 
Preacher in Charge shall preside at the trial. 


VII. Penalties 
342. If the accused person be found guilty by 
the decision of a majority of the Committee, the 
Preacher in Charge shall then and there pronounce 
the sentence of expulsion. 
1.343. But if, in view of mitigating circumstances 
and of humble and penitent confession, the Committee 
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find that a lower penalty would be proper, it may im- 
pose censure on the offender, at its discretion, or 
suspend him from all Church privileges for a definite 
time. 

[ 344. An expelled person shall have no Privileges 
of Society or of the Sacraments of the Church with- 
out confession, contrition, and satisfactory reforma- 
tion. 


CHAPTER VIII 


‘APPEAL OF A BISHOP 


345, §1. A Bishop or Missionary Bishop shall 
have the right to appeal to the General Conference 
in case of an adverse decision by the trial court here- 
inbefore prescribed in such cases; provided, that 
within thirty days after his conviction he notify the 
Secretary of the General Conference of his intention 
to appeal. All such appeals shall be heard and deter- 
mined by the General Conference Committee on the 
Judiciary. 

2. If during the session of a General Conference 
~ a Bishop or a Missionary Bishop shall have been con- 
victed, the General Conference shall extend the term 
of service of the Committee on the Judiciary until 
it shall have disposed of a Possible appeal in the 
case, 

§ 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
General Conference, on receiving notice of such ap- 
peal, to inform the senior effective Bishop, whose 
duty it shall be, after conference with the parties 
in interest, to fix the time and place for the hearing 
of the appeal, and to instruct the Secretary of the 
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General Conference to give due notice of the same 


to all concerned. 


CHAPTER IX 


APPEAL OF A MEMBER OF AN ANNUAL

CONFERENCE—JUDICIAL CONFERENCE 


346, §1.. The several Annual Conferences shall 
at each session select five Elders, men of experience 


and sound judgment in the affairs of the Church, who 


shall be known as Triers of Appeals, and also two 
reserve Triers of Appeals. The reserves shall serve 
in the absence or disqualification of the principals. 

§2. In Foreign Missions or Foreign Mission Con- 
ferences, remote from other Missions or Conferences, 
let there be not less than nine nor more than thirteen 
Elders selected as Triers of Appeals, and also three 
reserves, and from these, thus selected, shall be chosen 
the Triers of Appeals to constitute the Judicial Con- 
ference for said body. The proceedings shall comply 
with the requirements of { 305. 

347. When notice of an appeal has been given to 
the President of an Annual Conference, he shall pro- 
ceed, with due regard to the wishes and rights of the 
Appellant, to designate three Annual Conferences con- 
veniently near to that from the decision of which the 
appeal is taken, and the Triers of Appeals of such 
Conferences shall constitute a Judicial Conference. 
He shall fix also the time and place of its sessions. 
He shall also give notice thereof to the said Triers 
of Appeals and to all others concerned. Such Judi- 
cial Conference shall be competent to hear appeals 
which may ‘be presented to it from any Conference 
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conveniently near, due notice having been given to all 
concerned. 

7.348. The Appellant shall have the right of per- 
emptory challenge, yet so that the number of Triers 
of Appeals present and qualified shall not fall below 
nine, which number shall be required for a quorum. 

| 349. A Bishop shall preside in a Judicial Con- 
ference and shall decide all questions of law arising 
in its proceedings, subject to an appeal-to the Gen- 
eral Conference. The Judicial Conference shall ap- 
point a Secretary, who shall keep a faithful record 
of all the proceedings, and at the close of the hearing 
shall transmit the records made and the papers sub- 
mitted in the case, or certified copies thereof, to the 
Secretary of the General Conference, to be filed for 
use by the General Conference in case of appeal. In all 
cases the findings of the Judicial Conference shall be 
reported by its Secretary to the Secretary of the 
Annual Conference whose membership is affected 
thereby, and if no further appeal shall have 
been taken on a question of law, the same shall 
be published in the Journal of said Annual Confer- 
ence. 

350. In all cases of trial and conviction of Mem- 
bers of an Annual Conference, an appeal shall be 
allowed to a Judicial Conference, constituted as here- 
inbefore prescribed, provided that the intention to 
appeal shall be signified in writing to the Secretary 
of the Annual Conference within thirty days after 
the conviction. Special cases in which six months 
are allowed for appeal are covered in { 316. 

351. Appeals from an Annual Conference within 
the United States, not easily accessible, at the dis- 
cretion of the President thereof may be heard by a 
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Judicial Conference selected from among more ac- 
cessible Conferences. Appeals from an Annual or 
Mission Conference not in the United States may be 
heard at the discretion of the Bishop in charge there- 
of, due regard being had to the rights and interests 
of all concerned, either by a Judicial Conference 
called by said Bishop from neighboring foreign Con- 
ferences, or by a Judicial Conference called by him 
_to meet at or near New York, or by the General Con- 
ference through a special Appellate Committee 
appointed for the purpose. 

1352. When the case of any Minister who has been 
suspended or expelled is remanded for a new trial, 
his suspension from all ministerial functions shall 
continue until the next ensuing session of the Annual 
Conference. 

1.353. Should a Member of an Annual Conference 
be suspended by a Committee of Investigation in the 
interval between the sessions of his Conference, and 
subsequently be found guilty by his Conference and 
expelled, his claim upon the funds of the Conference 
shall cease from the time of his suspension. Should 
a Member of an Annual Conference be suspended and 
afterward be restored, he shall have no claim upon 
the Pastoral Charge nor upon the funds of the Con- 
ference during the period of such suspension. 

354. The General Conference, on appeal, or on 
complaint, shall carefully review the decisions of 
Questions of Law contained in the records and docu- 
ments transmitted to it from Judicial Conferences; 
and in case of serious error therein, shall take such 
action as justice may require. The papers submitted 
shall be returned by the Secretary of the Committee 
on Judiciary to the Chairman of the Delegation of 
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the Annual Conference of which the accused is a 
Member. 


CHAPTER X 


RESTORATION OF CREDENTIALS 


I. When Voluntarily Surrendered 


1355. When an ordained Minister of any class 
who is in good standing shall surrender his Creden- 
tials for any reason, the Annual Conference at any 
subsequent time may restore the same upon the 
recommendation of the District or Quarterly Con- 
ference of the Charge in which he has membership 
as a Local Preacher. 


II. When Involuntarily Surrendered 


1.356. When a Member of an Annual Conference 
shall have been deprived of his Credentials, by ex- 
pulsion or otherwise, they shall be filed with the 
papers of his Conference, In case the said Member 
has come from another Church, so that he holds 
the certificate of our Church, and his original Cre- 
dentials indorsed by our Church, he shall be required 
to surrender to ‘his Conference both the certificate 
of our Church and the original Credentials bearing 
our indorsement. If at any future time he shall give 
satisfactory evidence to said Annual Conference of his 
ameudment, and procure a certificate from the Quar- 
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terly Conference of the Charge in which he resides, 
or from an Annual Conference which may have re- 
ceived him on Trial, recommending to the Annual 
Conference of which he was formerly a Member the 
restoration of his Credentials, the said Annual Con- 
ference may restore them. 

| 357. When a Local Eider or Deacon shall have 
been expelled or deprived of his Ministerial Office, 


the District Superintendent shall require of him the 


Credentials of his ordination, to be filed with the 
papers of the Annual Conference within the bounds 
of which the expulsion has taken place. Should he, 
at any future time, produce to the Annual Conference 
a certificate of his restoration, signed by the Presi- 
dent and countersigned by the Secretary of his Quar- 
terly Conference, his Credentials may be restored to 
him. 


CHAPTER XI 


APPEAL OF A DEACONESS 


* 1358, §1. In case of conviction, a Deaconess shall 
be allowed to appeal to the Board of Hospitals, Homes, 
and Deaconess Work, provided that within thirty days 
after her conviction, she shall signify in writing to 
the District Superintendent or President of the An- 
nual Conference Deaconess Board by which she was 
tried, her determination to appeal. The Board 
of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, in full 


session; or by a special Committee of not less than 


seyen nor more than nine, shall hear the appeal, and 
its decision shall be the final determination of the 
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case, subject only to an appeal to the General Con- 
ference by either party on questions of law. 

§ 2. An appeal by a Deaconess from an Annual 
Conference Deaconess Board within the jurisdiction 
of a Mission Conference, shall be to the Board of 
Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 

§3. Any bills of charges shall be according to 
forms prescribed in { 616. 


CHAPTER XII 


APPEAL OF A LOCAL PREACHER 


1359. In case of conviction, a Local Preacher shall 
be allowed to appeal to the next Annual Conference; 
provided, that within thirty days after his convic- 
tion he shall signify in writing to the President or 
Secretary of the District or Quarterly Conference by 
which he was tried, his determination to appeal; 
and the said Annual Conference, in full session, or 
by a Select Number of not less than nine nor more 
than fifteen, shall hear the appeal. If the hearing 
be by a Select Number, the Appellant shall have the 
right of peremptory challenge. The decision of said 
Annual Conference shall be the final determination 
of the case, subject only to an appeal to the General 
Conference by either party on Questions of Law. 

/360. An appeal by a Local Preacher from a 
Quarterly Conference within the jurisdiction of a 
Mission shall be to the Annual Meeting. of the said 
Mission, : 
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CHAPTER XIII 


APPEAL OF A CHURCH MEMBER—COURT OF 
APPEALS 

361, §1. At the Fourth Quarterly Conference of 
each year each Pastoral Charge shall select from 
“among the members of the Church one person of 
experience and sound judgment in the affairs. of the 
Church, who shall be known as a Trier of Appeals 
for Members. 

§ 2. When due notice of appeal has been given to 
the Superintendent of any District, he shall proceed, 
with due regard to the wishes and rights of the 
Appellant, to convene a Court of Appeals, which 
shall be constituted of such of the Triers of Appeals 
on his District as he shall summon, the number so 
summoned by him to be not more than fifteen nor 
less than nine; but the Trier of Appeals of the Charge 
to which the accused member belongs shall not be 
one of the number so summoned. The District Su- 
perintendent shall give not less than ten nor more than 
thirty days’ notice of the time and place at which 
the Court of Appeals will assemble, and such notice 
shall be given to all concerned. The Appellant shall 
have the right of peremptory challenge; provided, 
that the Triers of Appeals present and ready to pro- 
ceed with the hearing shall not fall below seven, 
which number shall constitute a quorum. The District 
Superintendent shall preside. 

§3. Said Court of Appeals shall be competent to 
hear appeals which may be presented to it from any 
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Pastoral Charge on the District, due notice having 
been given to all concerned. 

§ 4. If the District Superintendent shall find the 
convening of such a Court to be impracticable, or 
seriously inconvenient to the parties involved, with 
due regard to the rights and wishes of the Appellant, 
he shall have the appeal heard by a Quarterly Con- 
ference within his District; in which case no one 
who was in any way connected with the trial shall 
sit as a member of the Quarterly Conference, to hear 
the appeal. 

362. Any member of the Church against whom 
judgment is rendered by a Committee on Trial may 
appeal from such judgment to the Court of Appeals 
for Members as hereinbefore constituted, by giving 
written notice of his intention to the Preacher in 
Charge and to the District Superintendent within 
thirty days after said judgment is rendered. 


CHAPTER XIV 
GENERAL DIRECTIONS 


I. Testimony and Notice 


363, §1. The testimony of a witness who is not 
a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church shall 
not be rejected on that account. 

§2. The testimony of an absent witness may be 
taken before the Preacher in Charge where such wit- 
ness resides, or before a Preacher appointed by the 
District Superintendent of the District within which 
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such witness resides; provided, that sufficient notice 
of the time and place of taking of such testimony shall 
have been given to the adverse party. 

§3. If in any case the accused person, after due 
notice has been given him, shall refuse or neglect to 
appear at the time and place set for a hearing, the 
investigation or. trial may proceed in his absence. 


II. Records 


{ 364, §1. In all investigations or trials the rec- 
ords should be accurate and full; they shall include 
the proceedings in detail and all the documents ad- 
mitted, together with the charges, specifications, and 
findings, and shall be approved and attested by the 
President and Secretary. In all investigations the 
Presiding Officer shall appoint a Secretary to keep 
a record of the proceedings and documents, of which 
records, when properly attested, the said Presiding 
Officer shall be the custodian. The custodian shall 
deliver the entire record to the President or Secre- 
tary of the Conference or Committee to which the case 
shall go for final disposition. 

§ 2. In the trial of a member of the Church the 
Preacher in Charge shall appoint the Secretary, and 
the said Preacher in Charge shall be the custodian of 
the records, when properly attested. If no appeal be 

_ taken, he shall deliver the records to the Recording 

Steward for preservation. If an appeal be taken, he 

- ghall deliver the records to the President of the 

proper Appellate Court, and after they have been used 

-in this Court they shall be returned by the Secretary 

- to the Recording Steward of the Charge from which 
_ they came. 
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§3. The Secretaries of Quarterly, District, and An- 
nual Conferences and of the General Conference shall 
be the custodians of the records, which in all cases 
shall be made by them or their Assistants, of all 
trials occurring in their bodies respectively; and in 
case of appeal, they shall deliver said records to the 
President or Secretary of the proper Appellate Court. 
After the said appeal has been heard, the records shall 
be returned to the Secretary of the Conference from 
which they came. 


III. Counsel 


365. In all cases of investigation or trial where 
counsel has not been provided for either the Church 
or the accused, such counsel shall be appointed as 
follows: 

§ 1. In the investigation of a Bishop or of a Mis- 
sionary Bishop, counsel shall be appointed by the 
officer presiding; and in case of a trial, counsel shall | 
be appointed by the General Conference. Such coun- 
sel shall be either Ministers or members in good | 
standing in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§ 2. In the investigation of a Member of an Annual 
Conference, counsel shall be appointed by the Dis- 
trict Superintendent; and in case of trial the appoint- 
ment shall be by the Annual Conference. In either 
case such counsel shall be Members of an Annual 
Conference. 

§ 3. In all other cases, counsel shall be appointed 
by the Presiding Officer and shall be Ministers or : 


members in good standing in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 
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IV. Charges 

7366, §1. In no case shall charges or testimony 
be held as privileged so as to protect the accuser from 
the consequences of false and malicious prosecution; 
and both Ministers and Members should be warned 
against making hasty or insufficiently supported 
charges. 

§ 2. Amendments may be made to a bill of charges 
-up to the time of the opening of the trial, at the dis- 
cretion of the Presiding Officer, provided they relate 
to the form of statement only and do not change the 
nature of the alleged offense and do not introduce 
new matter of which the accused has not had due 
notice. 

§ 3. Amendments to charges against Members of 
an Annual Conference shall be presented in the Con- 
ference and ruled upon by the Bishop presiding be- 
fore the case is committed to the Select Number for 
trial. 

§ 4. A charge of slander shall not be entertained 
unless signed by the person alleged to have been 
slandered. 


V. Trials 

1367, §1. In all cases of investigation or trial the 
required notification to persons accused and to such 
witnesses as either party may name shall be in writ- 
ing, and shall issue in the name of the Church and 
be signed by the President or the last appointed Sec- 
retary of the tribunal which is to investigate or try 
the case. Said notification shall be delivered person- 
ally or sent by registered mail to the last known 
post-office address of the person to be notified. 
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§ 2. In all cases, sufficient time shall be allowed for 
the person to appear at the given place and time, 
and for the accused to prepare for the investigation 
or trial. The President of the tribunal to investi- 
gate or try the case shall decide what constitutes 
“sufficient time.” 

§3. In all cases of investigation or trial both par- 
ties shall have the right of challenge for cause. 
It shall be the duty of the Presiding Officer to see, if 
possible, that there be present a sufficient number of 
properly qualified persons as substitutes to prevent 
the number from being reduced below that required 
for the investigation or trial. 

§ 4. In case of investigation, trial, or appeal the 
Presiding Officer shall not deliver a charge, review- 
ing or explaining the evidence or setting forth the 
merits of the case. He shall remain and preside 
until the judgment is expressed, the findings com- 
pleted, and the record signed; but without expressing 
any opinion on the law or facts unless the parties in 
interest be called in. 


VI. Appeals 

368, §1. An appeal shall not be allowed in any 
case in which the accused has failed or refused to be 
present in person or by counsel at his trial. But 
appeals, regularly taken, shall be heard by the proper 
Appellate Court unless it shall appear to the said 
Court that the Appellant has forfeited his right to 
appeal by misconduct, such as refusal to abide by the 
finding of the Trial Court, withdrawal from the 
Church, or failure to appear in person or by counsel 
to prosecute the appeal. 
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.§2. The right of appeal when once forfeited -by 
neglect or otherwise cannot be revived by any sub- 
sequent Appellate Court. : 

§ 3. The right to take and to prosecute an appeal 
shall not be affected by the death of the person en- 
titled to such right, His heirs or legal representa- 
tives may prosecute such appeal as he would be en- 
titled to do if he were living. 

§ 4. In no case shall an appeal operate as a suspen- 
sion of sentence. The finding of the Trial Court 
must stand until it is modified or reversed by the 
proper Appellate Court. 

§5. The records and documents of the trial, and 
these only, shall be used as evidence in the hearing 
of any appeal. 

§ 6. In all cases where an appeal is made, and 
admitted by the Appellate Court, after the charges, 
findings, and evidence have been read and the argu- 
ments concluded, the parties shall withdraw, and the 
Appellate Court shall consider and decide the case. 
It may reverse, in whole or in part, the findings of 
the Trial Court, or it may remand the case for a new 
trial. It may determine what penalty, not higher than 
that affixed at the trial, shall be imposed. If it 
neither reverse, in whole or in part, the judgment of 
the Trial Court, nor remand the case for a new 
trial, nor modify the penalty, that judgment shall 
stand. But the Appellate Court shall not: re- 
verse the judgment, nor remand the case for a new 
trial, on account of errors plainly not affecting the 
result. 

§7. In all cases the right of appea] shall be ex- 
hausted when the case has been heard once on its 
merits in the proper Appellate Court; but Questions 
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of Law may be carried on appeal, step by step, to the 
General Conference. 

§8. If in any case of appeal of a Member of an 
Annual Conference, of a Bishop, or of a Missionary 
Bishop, the Appellate Court is convinced that new 
evidence has been discovered material to the issue, 
it may remand the case for a new trial. 

§ 9. If, within sixty days after the conviction of a 
member of. the Church, he shall make application in 
writing to the Preacher in Charge for a new trial 
on the ground of newly discovered evidence, and 
submit therewith a written statement of the same, 
and if it shall appear to the Preacher in Charge that 
such evidence is material to the issue involved, he 
shall grant a new trial. 

§ 10. In no case shall a new trial be granted upon 
newly discovered evidence which could have been 
obtained for the trial in the exercise of due diligence, 
or which is merely cumulative in its effect. 

§11. In all cases of appeal the Appellant, at the 
time he gives notice of his appeal, shall furnish to 
the officer receiving such notice, and to the counsel 
for the Church, a written statement of the grounds 
of his appeal; and the hearing in the Appellate Court 
Shall be limited to the grounds set forth in such 
statement. 

§12. When any Appellate Court shall reverse, in 
whole or in part, the findings of a Trial Court, or 
remand the case for a new trial, or change the 
penalty imposed by that court, it shall return to the 
Annual Conference or to the secretary of the Trial 
Court a statement of the grounds of its action. 

§ 13. The order of appeals on Questions of Law 
shall be as follows: From the decision of the Preacher 
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in Charge to the District Superintendent presiding 
in the Quarterly or District Conference; from the 
decision of the District Superintendent to the Bishop. 
presiding in the Annual Conference; and from the 
decision of the Bishop to the Judicial Conference, in 
case of appeal; otherwise to the General Conference. 
§14. When an appeal is taken on a Question of 
Law, written notice of the same shall be served on the: 
Secretary of the body in which the decision has been 


“ rendered, whose duty it shall be to see that an exact 


statement of the question submitted and the ruling 
of the Chair thereon be entered on the Journal. He 
shall then make and certify a copy of the said ques- 
tion and ruling and transmit the same to the Sec- 
retary of the body to which the appeal goes. The 
Secretary who thus receives said certified copy shall 
present the same in open Conference and as soon as 
practicable lay it before the Presiding Officer for his. 
ruling thereon; which ruling must be rendered be- 
fore the final adjournment of that body, that said 
ruling together with the original question and ruling 
may be entered on the Journal of that Conference. 
The same course shall be followed in all subsequent 
appeals.

CHAPTER I 


MINISTERIAL SUPPORT 


I. Annual Meeting 


7369, §1. There may be held annually in con- 
nection with the Quarterly Conference next preced- 
ing the Annual Conference a meeting of the members 
of the Church. The District Superintendent, or in 
his absence the Pastor, shall preside at this Annual. 


* Meeting. 


§2. The regular business of the Annual Meeting 
shall be: = 

(1)To hear the annual reports of organizations and 
activities of the Church. 

(2) To elect, upon nomination of the Nominating 
Committee, the Stewards for the ensuing year. 


II. Quarterly Conference Stewards 


370, §1. There shall be elected in each Pastoral 
Charge by the Annual Meeting, members over twenty- 
one years of age only voting, not less than five nor 
more than thirty-five Stewards, except that in Charges 
of over five hundred members there may be added 
one Steward for each additional one hundred mem- 
bers. Where no Annual Meeting is held, the Stewards 


shall be elected by the Quarterly Conference. 
§ 2. In case two or more Pastoral Charges shall be 
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united, the Stewards of the several Charges shall hold 
office until the first Annual Meeting of the new Pas- 
toral Charge. 

§3. Quarterly Conference Stewards, commonly 
designated as “Stewards” of a local Charge shall be 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at least 
twenty-one years of age, competent to transact the 
temporal business of the Charge. In institutional 
Churches, foreign-speaking Churches, or Mission 
Churches, members in good standing in any evan- 
gelical Church who have become affiliated members 
of the Pastoral Charge may be elected Stewards. 

§ 4. The duties of Stewards, whether in Leaders 
and Stewards Meeting, J 116, the Official Board, § 115, 
or the Quarterly Conference, J 107-114, are such as these 
several organizations require. 


III. Ministerial Support Defined 

1371. The claim for ministerial support from 
each Pastoral Charge shall include provision for sup- 
port of Bishops, District Superintendents, Pastors, 
and Conference Claimants. 792, § 4. 

| 372. The specific amounts for the several forms 
of ministerial support shall be determined as herein- 
after provided. These amounts shall be pro rata 
claims and no one claim may be paid in greater pro- 
portion than the other claims are paid. f 88. 


IV. Support of Bishops 


373, §1. It shall be the duty of the Book Com- 
mittee to make an estimate of the amount necessary 
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to furnish a competent support for each effective 
Bishop. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the Book Committee, in 
fixing the allowance of Retired Bishops and of the 
widows of Bishops and minor or helpless children of 
deceased Bishops, to inquire carefully into the finan- 
cial condition of each and to fix the allowance in 
every case at such a sum as may be required for a 


_ comfortable support; provided, that the amount so 


fixed for a Retired Bishop shall not exceed one-half 
the amount allowed for the support of Effective 
Bishops, excluding house rent and clerical assistance. 

374. The Bishops are authorized to draw on 
the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund for the amounts 
allowed to them, inclusive of properly authorized 
amounts for official travel, clerical assistance, and 
house rent, or maintenance, as provided by the Book 
Committee. { 605. 

9.375. The Book Committee shall apportion the 
aggregate sum required to be raised for these purposes 
among the Annual Conferences, on the basis of the 
total amount raised in the respective Annual Confer- 
ences for Pastoral Support, including rental value of 
the parsonages, but exclusive of Missionary appro- 
priations, and the Annual Conferences shall apportion 
the same to the several Districts. 

376. The Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund shall 
be elected quadrennially by the Book Committee; he 
shall charge the sums paid to the Bishops, and to the 
widows and minor or helpless children of deceased 
Bishops, to the Episcopal Fund; and all collections 
received from the different Charges for the support 
of the Bishops shall be credited to said fund. The 
Treasurer shall report annually to the Book Com- 
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mittee and Annual Conferences the amount received 
from the several Annual Conferences on account of 
said fund, and also the expenditures made; and shall 
also make to the General Conference a full and de- 
tailed exhibit of such receipts and expenditures for 
the preceding four years. 


V. Support of District Superintendents 


The support of District Superintendents shall be 
provided by either of two plans: 


Plan No. 1—District Stewards Meeting 

377, §1. There shall be held annually a meet- 
ing of District Stewards: 

(1) To estimate amount necessary to provide com- 
fortable and equitable support for the District Super- 
intendent, and suitable provision for expenses. 

(2) To receive the claims for support of Bishops 
as apportioned to the District by the Annual Confer- 
ence. 

(3) To apportion the support of Bishops and 
Superintendents among the Pastoral Charges of the 
District. 

§ 2. The District Stewards shall elect a District 
Treasurer, and shall determine when payments shall 
be due, provided at least quarterly there shall be a 
Settlement Day, on which date pro rata payments shall 
be made by the Treasurer of the Local Budget of each 
Pastoral Charge for all claims for ministerial support. 
The support of District Superintendents and Bishops 
shall be forwarded to the District Treasurer. The 
District Treasurer shall remit to the District Super- 
intendent and to the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund. 
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Plan No. 2—Commission on Finance 

§ 378, §1. An Annual Conference may establish 
a Commission on Finance to consist of the several 
District Superintendents, together with one Minister 
and two Laymen from each District. 

§ 2. The Ministerial Member, and, after the first 
year, one lay member, shall be elected annually by 
the Annual Conference, each to serve until his suc- 


_ cessor is chosen. 


§ 3. The Commission shall organize by electing its 
own officers. These shall be a President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer. The Treasurer shall be bonded in an 
approved surety company, in an amount fixed by and 
at the expénse of the Commission. There may be a 
Financial Secretary in each district to collect the 
funds of that district. 

§4. It shall be the duty of the Commission on 
Finance to make an estimate of the amount neces- 
sary to furnish a sufficient and equitable support for 
the District Superintendent of each District in the 
Conference, including suitable provision for expenses. 

§5. The Commission on Finance shall make 
provision that the Treasurer may be able to and shall 
remit monthly to the several District Superintendents. 

§6. The Commission on Finance shall apportion 
the sum required to be raised for this purpose among 
the Pastoral Charges on such basis as the Annual 
Conference may direct. On the same basis the 
Commission shall apportion to the Pastoral Charge 
the amount apportioned to the District by the Annual 
Conference for the support of the Bishops. 

§7. The Commission on Finance shall, when 
directed by the Annual Conference, include in its 
duties the apportionment to Pastoral Charges of 
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General Conference Expenses, { 432, §1, and make 
provision for collection. 

§ 8. The Commission on Finance shall, when 
directed by the Annual Conference, apportion to the 
several Pastoral Charges the Annual Conference 
Expenses and make provision for collection. 

§9. The Commission on Finance, when ordered 
by an Annual Conference, shall provide for a Sus- 
tentation Fund to assist in support of Pastors serving 
Charges where the salary is inadequate, apportioning, 
collecting and disbursing same as the Annual Con- 
ference may direct. 


VI. Support of Pastors 

1379, §1. It shall be the duty of the Quarterly 
Conference of each Pastoral Charge at the session 
immediately preceding the Annual Conference, to 
determine the minimum amount the Charge shall 
pay for Pastoral Support for the ensuing year. 

§ 2. In case it may seem desirable to increase this 
amount, the Finance Committee, after conferring with 
the Pastor, shall report the amount of support agreed 
upon for that year to the First Quarterly Conference, 
to the action of which the report shall be subject. 

§3. The Traveling and Moving Expenses of a 
new appointee to a Pastoral Charge shall be a_sep- 
arate additional claim upon that Pastoral Charge. 

1380. Should a Pastoral Charge served by a Mem- 
ber of an Annual Conference fail to pay the amount 
agreed upon for Pastoral Support, the Member may 
present a claim for the same to the Annual Con- 
ference. 

The Conference may authorize the Conference Stew- 
ards to pay a part, or all, of said claim out of funds 
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at its disposal for such purpose, and shall include in 
its report the name of the Pastoral Charge with the 
amount paid. In no case, however, shall the Church 
or the Conference be held accountable for a final. 
deficiency. 

381. It shall be the duty of each Annual Con- 
ference, whenever practicable, to organize Conference 
Sustentation Fund Societies to supplement the inade- 
quate ministerial support in those Pastoral Charges 


‘-which are unable to furnish a sufficient support. 


(Note—For apportionment for Conference Claim- 
ants, see {| 385.) 


VII. Support of Conference Claimants 
1. CiLaIm 


/382, §1. The claim to a comfortable support 
inheres in the Gospel Ministry and rightfully inures 
to the benefit of the Preacher in the Methodist Epis-. 
copal Church, when he is admitted to membership in 
an Annual Conference. Such claim is not invalidated 
by his being retired, and at his death passes to the 
dependent members of his family. ; 

§2. Retired Ministers, the widows of Ministers, 
during their widowhood, and while they remain mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and their 
children under sixteen years of age, are Conference 
Claimants and beneficiaries of the moneys as here- 


inafter provided. 


2. ANNUAL CONFERENCE ORGANIZATIONS 
383. Annual Conferences are authorized to estab- 
lish and maintain investment Funds; Preachers’ Aid 
Societies; and organizations and funds of similar- 


~ 
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character, under such names, plans, rules, and regu- 
lations as they may determine, the income from which 
shall be applied to the support of Conference Claim- 
ants. It is recommended that each Annual Confer- 
ence provide an incorporated Board to administer its 
permanent funds, 


3. ANNIVERSARIES 


J 384, §1. Conference Anniversary. Each Annual 
Conference shall hold one service during its session, 
to be known as the Conference Claimants’ Anniver- 
sary, for the promotion of the interests of Confer- 
ence Claimants. 

§ 2. Joint Session. The Annual and Lay Electoral 
Conferences are recommended to hold a Joint Session 
quadrennially in the interests of Conference Claim- 
ants, and, jointly, to adopt such measures as shall 
promote the active cooperation of Preachers and peo- 
ple in the liberal support of this cause. 

§3, Veterans’ Day. Each Congregation shall ob- 
serve annually one Sunday as Conference Claimants’ 
Day. The second Sunday in May shall be so observed, . 
unless another day be substituted by the Annual 
Conference, and shall be known as “Veterans” Day.” 


4, APPORTIONMENT 


385. The Annual Conference, through its Stew- 
ards, shall determine the total amount required to 
pay the annuity and necessitous claims, first comput- 
ing the amount required for all the Conference Claim- 
ants, and then subtracting from such amount the 
income received during the previous year from the 
Chartered Fund, The Book Concern and the Board 
of Pensions and Relief and from all other sources 


é 
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for this purpose, except the receipts from the Pas- 
toral Charges. The remainder shall be equitably ap- 
portioned by the Conference Stewards to the several 
Pastoral Charges; provided, however, that the amount 
asked for the necessitous cases shall be subject to the. 
approval of the Annual Conference. 


5. ESTIMATING COMMITTEE 


386. The Quarterly Conference of the Pastoral 
. Charge to. which a Conference Claimant is related 
shall require its Committee on Estimating Minis- 
terial Support to estimate also the amount necessary 
to provide a comfortable support for such Confer- 
ence Claimant, giving full information in case of 
special need. After this estimate has been considered 
and approved by the Quarterly Conference, it shall be 
certified by the president and secretary thereof and 
sent to the Secretary of the Conference Stewards for 
their guidance. 


6. CONFERENCE STEWARDS 


_387, §1.. Each Annual Conference shall elect 
Conference Stewards, who may be either ministers 
in the effective relation or laymen, arranged in classes 
so that one third of the Members shall be elected 
each year. 

§ 2. The Conference Stewards shall ascertain what 
Claimants are in special need, i. e€., whose needs re- 
quire more than can be paid to them from the An- 
nuity Distribution, and, using aS a general basis the 
estimates received from the Quarterly Conferences 
and other available information, shall make an equit- 
able allowance to them, which shall be paid pro rata 
from moneys available for that purpose. 

§ 3.- The Conference Stewards may also consider

and act upon any claim which the Quarterly Confer- 
ence may have overlooked. 

§ 4. Each Annual Conference shall determine 
whether or not.its Conference Stewards shall make a 
preliminary report; and, if so, whether or not it shall 
be read in open Conference, or the action of the Con- 
ference Stewards be final. 

§ 5. An Annual Conference shall have authority 
to recognize as Claimants the widow and minor chil- 
dren of a former Member by agreement with the Con- 
ference of which he was a Member at the time of his 
death. 

§6. The amount received each year from the Pas- 
toral Charges shall be divided between the Annuity 
and Necessitous Distribution in proportion to the 
amount asked at the previous session of the Annual 
Conference. 

§7. An Annual Conference may authorize its 
Board of Stewards to pay the annuity claim of its 
Claimants annually, semiannually or quarterly. 

§ 8. The Conference Stewards shall forward to the 
Board of Pensions and Relief a certified copy of 
their Report, made on blanks furnished by said 
Board, in which shall be shown the annuities and 
allowances made to each Conference Claimant, to- 
gether with additional data for the guidance of the 
Board of Pensions and Relief in making its appro- 
priations for Connectional Relief and in preparing its 
Annual Report;- and certifying to the total annuity 
years of the several Conferences, for the guidance of 
the Book Committee. { 442. 


7. MetHops or DistRIBUTION 
388, §1. There are three methods for the dis- 
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tribution of moneys raised for the support of Con- 
ference Claimants, viz.: 


1. The Annuity Distribution to Conference Claim- 
ants, by Annual Conferences. { 389. 


2. The Necessitous Distribution to Conference 
Claimants, by Annual Conference. { 391. 


3. The Connectional Relief Distribution to Annual 
Conferences, by the Board of Pensions and Relief. 
“71. 392, 518, 519. 


§02. Moneys for the above mentioned purposes shall 
be derived from public collections, private gifts, be- 
quests, and other sources; and that the Church may 
effectually meet the sacred obligation to provide a 
comfortable support for Conference Claimants, the 
rules and regulations for obtaining and administer- 
ing the funds established for such purpose shall be 
observed by all Pastors, District Superintendents, 
and Bishops, and by all Pastoral Charges, Quarterly, 
District, and Annual Conferences. 


1. The Annual Conference Annuity Distribution 


_§ 389. The Annual Conference Annuity Distribu- 
tion shall be made to Conference Claimants by the 
Conference Stewards according to the following reg- 
ulations: 

§1. Retired Ministers are entitled to annuities for 
their years of service in the effective relation in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, provided they have 
reached the age of sixty-five years or more at the 
time of retirement, or have been retired because of 
disability. Ministers who have been or may be re 
tired for any reason other than these, may be granted 
relief from the funds for Necessitous Distribution, 
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but shall have no claim on the funds for Annuity 
Distribution. 

§ 2. The annuity claim of a Retired Minister shall 
be determined on the basis of an annuity rate to be 
fixed by his Annual Conference. This rate shall not 
be less—(it may be as much more as his Annual Con- 
ference may determine)—than one per cent (1%) of 
the average salary, including house rent at a valua- 
tion equivalent to fifteen per cent (15%) of the cash 
Salary, of the Members of his Conference in the effec- 
tive relation who are Pastors or District Superinten- 
dents, multiplied by the number of his years of servy- 
ice in the Effective Relation in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, adding thereto two years on trial, as 
a pastor or District Superintendent, or under appoint- 
ment to an institution or organization under the con- 
trol or auspices of the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
excepting those institutions or organizations which 
provide an annuity or other income for years of sery- 
ice in them. This provision shall not apply ad- 
versely to years of service rendered prior to May 29, 
1924. However, when any Annual Conference shall 
pay Twenty-five Dollars ($25) per year for each year 
of effective service, then it shall be considered to 
have met the requirements of this paragraph. 

§3. The annuity claim of a widow shall be deter- 
mined by the number of years during which she was 
the wife of a Preacher while he was in the effective 
relation, as a Member of an Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, including two years on 
trial, regardless of any intervening period of widow- 
hood, and shall be three fourths of the annuity claim 
of a Retired Minister for such term of years, pro- 
vided, however, that such years of service shall have 
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been rendered while her husband was serving in a 
pastorate or District Superintendency or under ap- 
pointment to an institution or organization under the 
control or auspices of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, excepting those institutions or organizations 
providing for years of service in them, and, further- 
more, provided that this section shall not apply ad- 
versely to years of service rendered prior to June 1, 


1928. The annuity claim of a widow shall take effect 
~ upon her husband’s death. 


§ 4. Each widow claimant, unless asking through 
a Quarterly Conference for relief from the funds for 
necessitous distribution, shall forward annually to 
the Board of Conference Stewards a certificate from 
the Pastor of the charge where she holds her mem- 
bership, stating that she is not remarried and is a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church. A cer- 
tificate shall be furnished annually for each depen- 
dent orphan, showing a valid right to the claim, and 
if between sixteen and eighteen years of age and at- 
tending school or college, an additional certificate 
from the Principal of such school showing enroll- 
ment and regular attendance. 

§5. The term of a father’s effective service shall 
determine the annuity claim of his child, which shall 
be one fourth of the claim of a Retired Minister, 
for such term. In case a dependent child is con- 
tinued in school or college, the age limit may be in- 
ereased from sixteen to eighteen years. This provi- 
sion shall apply to a child legally adopted by a mem-- 
ber of an Annual Conference before time of retire- 
ment. The annuity claim of a dependent child of a 
minister shall take effect upon the death of the 


father. 
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§6. The minimum annuity rate shall be deter- 
mined for an Annual Conference on the basis of the 
ministerial support of the year during which the 
General Conference is held and shall be the minimum 
annuity rate for the succeeding four years. 

§ 7. Whenever a Conference Claimant shall be in 
debt to The Book Concern, the Conference shall have 
power to appropriate the amount of the annuity 
claim, or any part thereof, to the payment of such 
debt. 

§8.. For a year at a time and without prejudice to 
their rights, Conference Claimants may voluntarily 
relinquish their claims. 

§9. Upon recommendation of the Conference 
Stewards, after opportunity has been given for a 
statement by the Claimant, any annuity claim may 
be disallowed in whole or in part by majority action 
of the Annual Conference for any of the following 
causes: (1) receipt of a pension from other sources 
for certain years of service included in the claim; 
(2) service as a Pastor or Pulpit Supply in another 
denomination at a salary equal to or greater than 
one half of the current average cash salary of the 
Annual Conference; (3) employment by a District 
Superintendent as a Supply at a salary which if 
added to the annuity payable to him would produce 
a total income in excess of the current average cash 
salary of the Annual Conference; (4) any other cause 
cited by the Conference Stewards ; provided, that for 
such other cause approval shall be given of two thirds 


of the Annual Conference present and voting. When ° 


a claim has been disallowed it can be reconsidered at 
any subsequent Conference session, but only upon 
recommendation of the Conference Stewards. 
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$10. Failure in Conference Studies may invali- 
date claim. See 185, § 4. 

§11. On January 1, 1929, all liability for annuities 
on account of service in the Effective Relation ren- 
dered prior to said date shall rest with the Annual 
Conference in which membership is held on Decem- 
ber 31, 1928, and liability for annuities on account of 
service in the Effective Relation performed on and 

_after January 1, 1929, shall rest with the Annual 
Conferences respectively, or their legal successors, in 
which the service shall be performed. 

7390. Moneys designated for Annuity Distribu- 
tion shall be distributed on the basis of service, and 
shall consist of: 

§1. The dividends of The Book Concern and the 
Chartered Fund. 

§2. The income from any investments made by 
the Annual Conference for Annuity Distribution and 
held in trust for this purpose. 

§3. Such gifts and bequests as are made for An- 
nuity Distribution. : 

§ 4. Such proportion of the money received from 
the Pastoral Charges for Conference Claimants as is 
for Annuity Distribution. 


2. The Annual Conference Necessitous Distribution 
7391. Moneys designated for Necessitous Dis- 
tribution shall be distributed by the Conference 
Stewards on the basis of special need and shail 
consist of: 
§1. The annual appropriation for Connecticnal 
Relief paid to the Annual Conference by the Board of 


Pensions and. Relief. 
§ 2. Such proportion of the money received from 
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the Pastoral Charges as is for Necessitous Distribu- 
tion. 

§3. The income from such gifts and bequests as 
are made for necessitous distribution. 

§ 4. Gifts and bequests made for immediate dis- 
tribution. 

§5. Income arising from investments made by 
Relief and Aid Societies of Annual Conference, if so 
determined by them. 


3. Connectional Relief Distribution 


392. (a) For the Connectional Relief Distribu- 
tion to Annual Conferences by the Board of Pen- 
sions and Relief, see 518, 519. 


(b) For the relief of Supply Pastors, see { 515, § 6. 


CHAPTER II 


CHURCH PROPERTY 


I. Trustees—Appointment and Duties 
393. Each Board of Trustees of our Church 
property shall consist of not less than three nor 
more than nine persons, each of whom shall be not 
less than twenty-one years of age, and two thirds 
of whom shall be members of the Methodist Epis- 

copal Church. i 
394, §1. In all cases where the law of the State 
or Territory or Country fixes the mode of election, 
qualifications of voters and trustees, or any other 
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matters pertaining to their election, let its require- 
ments be carefully observed. 

§ 2. In all other cases the Trustees may be elected 
by. ballot by members of the Church not less than 
twenty-one years of age, at a meeting called for that 
purpose at a date near to and not later than the 
fourth Quarterly Conference. Ten or more members 
of the required age must unite in a written request 
for such meeting, and shall present it to the Pastor, 


_ or, if there be no Pastor, to the District Superintend- 


POG best 


ent, who shall thereupon fix the date and place of 
the election, and notice thereof shall be given pub- 
licly from the pulpit for two Sundays prior to the 
date fixed. 

§ 395. But in Churches which do not come under 
the provisions of { 394, § 2, and when no such written 
request shall have been made by the members, the 
Trustees shall be elected annually by the fourth 
Quarterly Conference of the Charge. One third of 
the Trustees may be elected each year to serve for 
three years. In case of failure to elect at the proper 
time a subsequent Quarterly Conference may elect. 
Trustees shall hold their office until the close of the 
Quarterly Conference at which their successors shall 
have been elected. 

9396, §1. All the foregoing provisions shall 
apply both to the creation of new Boards and to the 
filling of vacancies, whether for houses of worship or 
for dwellings for the Preachers. 

§ 2. Charters obtained for Church property, in the 


1 Wherever the general State law does not meet the needs of our 
Church administration, the Annual Conference, through its Board 
of Trustees, or otherwise, is authorized to seek such enactments as will 
recognize the authority of our Church laws wherever they may not 
conflict with the Constitution of such State. 
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manner of creating and filling Boards of Trustees, 
shall conform to the provisions of this chapter. 

397. The Board or Boards of Trustees in any 
Charge shall hold all Church Property, using so much 
of the proceeds as may be needful to pay debts or 
to make repairs, and shall be amenable to the Quar- 
terly Conference. They shall hold all trusts and 
invest Trust Funds coming under their control, in 
conformity with the laws of the Country, or State, 
or Territory, and shall deposit trust funds in savings 
banks, or invest them only in securities which are 
lawful for Savings Banks or Trustees. They shall 
make their annual report in writing for their last 
fiscal year to the first Quarterly Conference, which re- 
port should be previously adopted by the Board of 
Trustees. This report shall embrace the following 
items: 1. Number of churches and parsonages. 2. 
Their probable values. 3. Other real estate and per- 
sonal property held. 4. Title by which each piece of 
real estate is held. 5. Income therefrom and how 
expended. 6. Receipts from congregation and how 
expended. 7. Amount raised during the year for 
building and improving churches and parsonages. 
8. Debts and how contracted. 9. Amount of insur- 
ance on each property and whether restricted by 
coinsurance or other limiting conditions. 10. Who is 
custodian of, and where are the legal papers kept? 
11. Detailed list of trusts: funds, where invested; 
incomes, how applied. 

1.398. Trustees, or other Church Officers, having 
charge of our Church property shall not prevent or 
interfere with the legal and proper uses of such prop- 
erty as intended by the laws and usages of the de- 
nomination, and they shall not use the property for 
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purposes not in harmony with the law and the inten- 
tion for which the property was created. They shall 
not prevent or interfere with the Pastor or other 
duly authorized Ministers of the denomination in the 
use of said property for religious services or other 
proper meetings recognized by the law and usage of 
the denomination: Further, no Pastor or other Offi- 
cer shall abolish or prevent a service in the Church 
' property which has been ordered by, or according to 
-Church law or authority. 

399. In no case shall the Trustees of Church or 
Parsonage property mortgage or encumber the real 
estate for the current expenses of the Church. 


II. Conveyance of Church Property 

400. Churches may become incorporated in all 
cases where the law of the land permits, and it is 
deemed that the welfare of the Churches will be pro- 
moted thereby. The articles of incorporation or 
Charter shall provide that the corporation shall sup- 
port the doctrine, and shall be subject to the law,. 
usages and ministerial appointments of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, as from time to time established, 
made and declared, by the lawful authority of the 
said Church. The officers of the corporation shall be 
a Board of Trustees, elected and organized according 
to the law of the Methodist Episcopal Church, unless 
otherwise determined by the paramount law of the 
land. The Charter shall also provide that the cor- 
' poration shall have power to acquire, hold, improve, 
encumber, exchange, sell and convey, and dispose of 
property, both real and personal, in fee simple or 
- otherwise. 
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1401. Property for Church purposes should be 
acquired and held by an absolute title, in fee simple, 
if possible. In the case of incorporated Churches, the 
conveyance should be made directly to the corpora- 
tion. In other cases, the conveyance should be made 
to Trustees, heirs, and assigns; or, to Trustees, their 
successors, and assigns, as the law-of the land may 
require; in either case setting forth the names of the 
Trustees. Whether conveyed to a corporation, or to 
trustees, the deed of Conveyance shall contain a 
trust clause in the following words, or in words to 
this effect, to wit: “In trust for the use of the A. B. 
Methodist Episcopal Church [giving the name of the 
Church acquiring the property, incorporated or un- 
incorporated, as the case may be]; subject to the doc- 
trines, law, usages, and ministerial appointments of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, as from time to time 
established, made and declared, by the lawful author- 
ity of the said Church; and if the said property shall 
be sold or encumbered, the procceds of the sale or 
encumbrance shall be applied to the use aforesaid i 
subject, however, to the provisions of the law of the 
Church relating to abandoned Church property; and 
of that forbidding the mortgaging of real estate for 
current expenses,” 

402. Churches, incorporated or not, may encum- 
ber, sell, and dispose of their real estate for the use 
aforesaid, when they deem it advantageous; in all 
cases observing the requirements of the law of the 
land, and of the Methodist Episcopal Church. In all 
transactions affecting real estate, Church officers 
should be careful to obtain and follow the direction 
of competent advisers, as to the substance, form, ex-. 
ecution and recording, of all contracts, deeds, mort- 
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gages and other instruments of writing, involved in 
~the said transactions. 
403, §1. Wherever it shall be found by any Dis- 
trict Superintendent that it is impracticable to incor- 
porate a local Society, or to form a Board of Trus- 
tees, at places where work should be undertaken and 
maintained, property acquired for Church or Par- 
_ sonage purposes may be deeded to the Annual Con- 

ference within the bounds of which the property is 
~ located, if the laws of the Country, or State, or Terri- 
tory will permit, in trust for the local Society exist- 
ing or in contemplation. In similar cases where the 
law of the Country or State requires Church property 
to be held by Boards of Trustees, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Annual Conference may hold the prop- 
erty in trust for the local Society until such time as 
the local Society shall form a Board of Trustees, or 
until other Disciplinary disposal of the property shall 
be made. 

§ 2. When a donation is received from the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension in case the 
property involved is held in trust by the Board of 
Trustees of the Annual Conference no trust bond and 
mortgage shail be required by the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension, provided the Board 
of Trustees of the Annual Conference agrees, with 
the approval of the Annual Conference, that the 
property shall not be re-deeded without protect- 
ing the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
- gion, and that the annual appropriation to the Con- 
ference may be withheld, if need be, for such pro- 
tection. : 

§ 3. For donations in sums not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, the Board of Home Missions and Church 
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Extension is authorized to accept a contract in place 
of a Trust Bond and Mortgage. 


III. Boards of Church Location 


/404. There shall be in each District of an An- 
nual Conference a Board of Church Location, consist- 
ing of the District Superintendent and three Minis- 
ters and three Laymen nominated by the District 
Superintendent and elected by the Conference. It 
shall be the duty of this Board to prevent the selec- 
tion of improper sites, and to consider and determine 
all questions relating to the selection of new Church 
and Parsonage locations which may be referred to it 
by the District Superintendent or by the vote of any 
Quarterly Conference. The decision of said Board 
shall be final, unless overruled by the Annual Con- 
ference. It also shall be the duty of this Board, 
when requested by the District Superintendent or the 
Quarterly Conference of a Church considering the 
erection or extensive remodeling of a Church or Par- 
sonage, to study carefully the entire situation, and 
report to the District Superintendent and the 
Quarterly Conference its opinion as to the feasibility 
of the enterprise. 


IV. Building Churches 


1405, §1. Let all our Churches be plain and de- 
cent, and with free seats wherever practicable; and 
not more expensive than is absolutely unavoidable, 

§2. In order more effectually to prevent our 
people from contracting debts which they are not 
able to discharge, it shall be the duty of the Quar- 
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terly Conference of every Charge where it is con- 
templated to build a house or houses of worship, to 
secure the ground or lot on which such house or 
houses are to be built, according to our Deed of 
Settlement, which Deed must be legally executed ; 
and said Quarterly Conference, upon nomination of 
the Pastor, shall appoint a judicious Committee 
of not less than three nor more than seven members 
of our Church, who shall form an estimate of the 
“amount necessary to build; and one half of the 
money required, according to such estimate, shall be 
secured or subscribed before any such building shall 
be commenced. 

406. In all cases where debts for building houses 
of worship have been, or may be, incurred contrary 
to, or in disregard of the foregoing recommendation, 
our members and friends are requested to discoun- 
tenance such a course by declining to give pecuniary 
aid to any agents who shall travel beyond their own 
Circuits or Districts for the collection of funds for 
the discharge of such debts; except in such peculiar 
cases aS may be approved by an Annual Conference, 
or in case of such agents as may be appointed by 
their authority. 


V. Mortgaging and Sale of Church Property 

407. If the Trustees of Church property, or any 
of them, have advanced any sum or. sums of money, 
or are responsible for any sum or sums of money, on 
account of said property, and they, the said Trustees, 
are obliged to pay the said sums of money, they, or a 
majority of them, shall be authorized to raise the: 
said sum or sums of money, by a mortgage on the 
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said premises, or by selling the said premises, after 
notice given to the Pastor or Minister of the congre- 
gation attending divine service on the said premises, 
if the money due be not paid to the said Trustees, or 
their successors, within one year after such notice is 
given. If such mortgaging or sale take place, the 
said Trustees or their successors, after paying the 
debts and other expenses which are due from the 
money arising from such mortgaging or sale, shall 
pay the balance, if not needed and applied for the 
purchase or improvement of other property for the 
use of the Church, to the Annual Conference within 
whose bounds such property is located. In case of a 
reorganization of said society, and the erection of a 
new Church building, on a site to be selected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of { 404, within five 
years after such transfer of funds, then the said 
Annual Conference shall repay the said new corpora- 
tion the moneys which it has received from the 
Church or society. 

408. Whenever it shall become necessary for the 
payment of debts, or with a view to reinvestment, to 
mortgage or make a sale of Church property that 
may have been conveyed to Trustees of the Church 
corporation for either of the foregoing purposes, said 
Trustees or their successors, upon application to 
Quarterly Conference, may obtain an order for the 
mortgage or sale—a majority of all the’ members of 
such Quarterly Conference concurring, and the Pas- 
tor and the District Superintendent of the District 
consenting—with such limitations and restrictions as 
said Quarterly Conference may judge necessary; and 
said Trustees so authorized may mortgage or sell and 
convey such property; 
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Provided, that in Countries, States or Territories 
where the civil or statute law provides any manner 
of alienation, conveyance, and control of real estate 
inconsistent with the foregoing, such mortgages, sale, 
alienation, or control may be effected pursuant to the 
provisions of the laws of such Country, State or 
Territory; and : 

Provided, that in all cases the proceeds of the mort- 
gage or sale after the payments of debts, if any, if 
- not applied to the purchase or improvement of other 
property for the same uses, and deeded to the cor- 
poration in the same manner, shall be held by such 
corporation subject to the order of the Annual Con- 
ference within the bounds of which such property is 
located, or of the Trustees of the Conference fund; 
and 

Provided, that nothing contained in this or the last 
preceding paragraph shall prevent the establishment 
and maintenance of an Endowment Fund for the use 
and benefit of the existing Church Society or Socie- 
ties, and said fund shall not be subject to the order 
of the Annual Conference or the Trustees of the Con- 
ference Fund, except as provided in { 410. 

_409. Whenever a local Society in the United 
States is no longer able to maintain itself without 
encumbering or making liable its real estate for cur- 
rent expenses, or whenever by reason of the reduc- 
tion of its membership or the changing character of 
the community or population which the Church is 
intended to serve, or whenever by reason of the over- 
lapping of fields of service in the same territory by 
Evangelical denominations, it shall seem desirable or 
necessary to discontinue or abandon such location, 
the District Superintendent of the district within 


23 
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whose bounds the society is located shall call together 
the district Board of Church Location for a thorough 
study of the situation. If, in the judgment of the 
Board of Church Location, the discontinuance or 
abandonment of said location shall seem to be for the 
best interest of the Methodist Episcopal Church, this 
Board of Church Location shall so report to the 
Annual Conference at its next session. If the Annual 
Conference, with the consent of the presiding or resi- 
dent Bishop, and of the Majority of the District 
Superintendents shall authorize and direct by a two- 
thirds vote of the Annual Conference, the discontinu- 
ance of said location, it shall be the duty of the 
Trustees of said local Society to sell such property 
upon such terms as may be determined by the Annual 
Conference, and if, for any reason, the said local 
Board of Trustees refuses, or is unable to act in such 
matter, the Board of Trustees of the Annual Confer- 
ence is hereby authorized and empowered to sell and 
convey said property in accordance with the direc- 
tions of the Annual Conference. 

The proceeds of the sale of such property shall 
be paid to the Annual Conference to be held and used 
by it in accordance with the provisions of the Disci- 
pline. 

Provided, however, that said local Society may 
elect, in the first instance, to convey such property to 
the Annual Conference and in such event, said An- 
nual Conference shall sell or administer such prop- 
erty in accordance with the provisions of the- Dis- 
cipline. 

Such disposition of said property or the proceeds 
of the sale thereof, or the disposition of the proceeds 
of the sale of any abandoned property coming within 
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the provisions of { 410, may be made by the Annual 
_ Conference as in its judgment will best promote the 
work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Con- 
ference concerned, preferring, if possible, the inter- 
ests of the community in which, or- more nearly to 
which, the said Church property was originally lo- 
cated. Provided, the action of the Annual Conference 
has the approval of the Resident Bishop and the 
majority of the District Superintendents, any such 
property, or the proceeds of the sale thereof, may be 
used in the erection or the improvement of other 
Church property, or may be transferred to a duly 
organized and incorporated City or Rural Society or 
to a duly constituted Trustee for such uses. 

Provided further, that in States or Territories 
where the civil or statute laws provide any manner of 
alienation, conveyance, and control of real estate, 
inconsistent with the foregoing, such mortgage, sale, 
alienation, or control may be effected pursuant to 
the provisions of the laws of such State or Terri- 
tory. 

7.410, §1. In all cases where Church property is 
abandoned, or no longer used for the purpose origi- 
nally designed, it shall be the duty of the Trustees, 
if any remain, to sell such property and pay over the 
proceeds to the Annual Conference within the bounds 
of which it is located; and where no such lawful 
Trustees remain, it shall be the duty of said Annual 
Conference to secure the custody of such Church 
property by such means as the laws of the Country 
or State may afford, subject to return in the same 
manner and upon the same contingencies as named 
in 99 407, 408. 

§ 2. Houses of worship and Parsonages may be 
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removed from one place to another on the same con- 
ditions as those on which they may be sold. 

§ 3. When a Church or Society is separated from 
a Charge owning a Parsonage and united with a 
Charge which does not own a Parsonage, said Church 
or Society shall be entitled to receive its just share 
of the value of the Parsonage in which it had invested 
funds. The equity of said Church shall be determined 
by a committee of three persons, appointed by the 
District Superintendent, who shall not be members of 
either interested Church, and the finding of said com- 
mittee shall be final. 


VI. Transfer of Property of Merging Charges 

7411. When a non-English-speaking Charge 
merges with one or more English-speaking Charge 
or Charges, thereby abandoning its Church and Par- 
Sonage property, such property, by vote of the Quar- 
terly Conference, a majority of all the members of 
such Quarterly Conference concurring, may be con- 
veyed prior to such merger to the Trustees of the 
Annual Conference within whose Seographical terri- 
tory the property is located at the time of the merger, 
in trust for the benefit of the Conference Claimants 
of said Annual Conference. 


VII. Building and Renting Parsonages 
/412. It is recommended by the General Confer- 
ence that our Ministers advise our friends in general 
to purchase a lot of ground in each Charge, to build 


a Parsonage thereon, and to furnish it with at least 
heavy furniture. 
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413. The General Conference recommends to 
each Charge, in case it is not able to comply with the 
above request, to rent a house for its married Pastor 
and his family, and that the Annual Conference. as- 
sist in providing the rental of such houses as far as 
it can, when the Pastoral Charges cannot do it. 

414. Wherever there are two or more Societies 
on a Pastoral Charge a separate Board of Trustees, 
consisting of not less than three nor more than nine 
persons, shall be elected by the Societies on said 
Charge, to be the custodians of the Parsonage prop- 
erty on such Charge. Such Trustees shall have 
the qualifications required by { 393 for Trustees 
of Church property, and shall become bodies cor- 
porate wherever practicable under the laws of the 
Countries, States and Territories within whose 
bounds such Parsonage property is located. 

415. The Stewards in each Charge shall be a 
standing Committee, where no Trustees are consti- 
tuted for that purpose, to provide houses for the fam- 
ilies of our married Ministers, or to assist the Minis- 
ters to obtain houses for themselves, when they are 
appointed to labor among them. 

(416. It shall be the duty of the District Superin- 
tendents and Ministers to use their influence to carry 
into effect the above rules, respecting building and 
renting houses for the accommodation of Ministers 
and their families. In order to accomplish this, un- 
less other measures be adopted, each Quarterly Con- 
ference shall appoint a Committee, which, with the 
advice and aid of the Ministers and District Super- 
intendents, shall devise such means as may seem wise 
to raise moneys for that purpose. And it is recom- 
mended to the Annual Conferences to make a special 
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inquiry of their Members respecting this part of their 
duty. 


VIII. Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church 

/417. There shall be an incorporated Board ot 
Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church, located 
at Cincinnati, compose@ of twelve members, divided 
into classes of three Ministers and three Laymen 
each. The term of office shall be eight years. Each 
General Conference shall elect one class, and fill 
vacancies caused by death, resignation, cessation of 
membership in the Church, or otherwise. Vacancies 
occurring in the interval of the General Conference 
shall be filled for the remainder of the quadrennium 
by the Bishops. 

1/418. The Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, located at Cincinnati, Ohio, and incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Ohio, pursuant to the 
action of the General Conference, should not be con- 
founded with local Boards of Trustees of Church 
property referred to in {ff 398-399 of the Discipline, 
which local Boards have the care only of Church 
property within the several Pastoral Charges to which 
they are related, and are amenable to their respective 
Quarterly Conferences. The Trustees of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church are constituted by the General 
Conference and made amenable thereto, in order that 
the Church may have competent representation in 
legal proceedings and have an authorized ‘body to care 
for and administer all the property conveyed to it, 
or committed to it. in trust, within the jurisdiction 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the United 
States of America, and to intervene and take all nec- 
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essary legal steps to safeguard and protect the inter- 
ests and right of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
anywhere in all matters relating to property and 
right to property, whether arising by gift, devise, or 
otherwise, or where held in trust or established for 
the benefit of the Methodist Episcopal Church or its 
membership; or abandoned church property where 
Annual Conference Trustees neglect to take neces- 
_ sary steps to protect the interests of the members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in such property. 

7419. This corporation shall hold in trust, for the 
benefit of the Methodist Episcopal Church, any and 
all donations, bequests, gifts, grants, and funds in 
trust, ete., that may be given or conveyed directly to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church or to the Corporation 
for the benefit of said Church or for the benefit of 
Conference Claimants, or for the benefit of any of the 
benevolent. Societies or other Institutions under the 
patronage ‘or direction of the Church, or for any 
other benevolent purpose that the Corporation may 
judge to be in harmony with the purposes for which 
it was instituted, and to administer the said funds, 
and the proceeds of the same, in accordance with the 
directions of the donors, and the interests of the 
Church contemplated by said donors; provided, that 
any sums thus donated or bequeathed, but not espe- 
cially designated for any penevolent object, shall be 
added to the “Permanent Funds”; and provided, also, 
that the Corporation shall not be required to accept 
any gift, bequest, or trust to which may be attached 
conditions deemed by the Corporation to be unreason- 
able or inconsistent with the terms of the trust, or 
likely to produce embarrassment in administration ; 
and having accepted any gift or bequest in trust, it 
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shall be responsible only for the careful and econom- 
ical administration of the same, and shall not be held 
to account to any beneficiary for either the principal 
or income therefrom beyond what may be secured 
by fidelity and diligence. Each trust shall be charged 
with the expense necessary to its care and admin- 
istration. ‘ 

/420. It shall be the duty of the Pastor within 
the bounds of whose Charge any donation, bequest, 
gift, grant, or trust is made directly to the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, or to this Corporation—the 
Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church—to give 
prompt notice thereof to the said Trustees, in order 
that they may protect and administer the same with- 
out delay. 

421. This corporation shall make to each Gen- 
eral Conference a full report in which shall be shown 
the Funds and Properties held in trust and the re- 
ceipts and disbursements during the quadrennium. 

/422. There shall be a Fund known as “The Per- 
manent Fund,” to be held by the Trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, the principal of which 
shall be intact forever, and which shall be invested 
by said Trustees on first-class securities, and at 
as favorable rates as can be legally secured. 

1423. It shall be the duty of all Ministers to 
obtain, as far as practicable, contributions to said 
Fund, by donations, bequests, and otherwise. 

424. The interest accumulating from said Fund 
shall be subject to the order of the General Confer- 
ence for the following purposes: 1. To pay the ex- 
penses of the General Conference. 2. To pay the ex- 
penses of Delegations appointed by the General Con- 
ference to Corresponding Bodies. 3. To make up any 
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deficiencies in the salaries of the Bishops. 4. To re- 
lieve the necessities of the Retired Ministers, and of 
the widows and children of those who have died in 
the work. 


1X. Auditing and Bonding 

425. All persons holding trust funds, securities 
-and moneys of any kind, belonging to the General 
“Conference or to an Annual Conference or Mission 
Conference or to organizations under the Control of 
-an Annual or Mission Conference, shall be bonded in 
a reliable company in a good and sufficient sum, as 
the Conference may direct, and the Conference shall 
pay the expense of said bonding. These accounts 
shall be audited at least once a year.

CHAPTER III 


LADIES’ AID SOCIETIES 


71426, $1. For the promotion of the financial, 
social and spiritual interests of the Church, Ladies’ 
Aid Societies, or Societies of similar designation and 
purpose, may be organized in the local Charge, which 
Societies shall be under the control of the Quarterly 
Conference. 

§2. The President of a Ladies’ Aid Society shall 
be elected by the Society and confirmed by the Quar- 
terly Conference. If a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, she shall then become a Member 
of the Quarterly Conference if approved by it for 
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membership therein. It shall be her duty to present 
to the fourth Quarterly Conference a report of her 
Society, together with such other information as the 
Quarterly Conference may require and she may be 
able to give. i 

§ 3. It shall be the duty of the District Superin- 
tendents when holding District or Quarterly Confer- 
ences to inquire into the condition of the Ladies’ Aid 
Societies, and to ascertain if they are conducting 
their affairs in harmony with the purpose and Disci- 
pline of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of Pastors to organize 
and maintain Ladies’ Aid Societies, if practicable.

CHAPTER I 
THE METHODIST BOOK CONCERN 


1. Composition and Functions 


427, §1. The Methodist Book Concern comprises 
the publishing interests of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, as set forth in the Discipline and in its 
articles of incorporation, under the corporate name, 
The Methodist Book Concern, and consists of the Main 
Establishments located in New York City, Cincinnati, 
and Chicago respectively; the Depositories connected 
therewith; the books, periodicals, and publications 
of the Church; and such other property, equipment, 
and appliances for their production, sale, and dis- 
tribution, as the General Conference or the Book 
Committee from time to time may authorize and 
direct. 

§ 2. The objects and purposes for which The Meth- 
odist Book Concern was established and is carried 
on are: the promotion of Christian education; the 
dissemination of moral and religious literature; the 
spread of Christianity by the publication, sale, and 
distribution of moral and religious literature; the 
transaction of such other business as is properly con- 
nected with book-publishing, book-making, and book- 
selling; the produce of the same to be applied for 
the benefit of the Traveling, Supernumerary, and 
Retired Preachers, their wives, widows, and children, 
in accordance with the Constitution and Discipline 


of the Church. 
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II. Book Committee 


7428, §1. The General Conference shall elect 
quadrennially a Book Committee consisting of one 
member from each of the Episcopal Areas in the 
United States into which the Annual Conferences are 
distributed, and eleven members of the Executive 
Committee as provided for in §2 hereof. The Pub- 
lishing Agents shall be ex officio members but without 
vote. The Areas shall be arranged alphabetically 
and numbered from one to twenty-one. The mem- 
bers of the Book Committee elected from the Areas 
designated by odd numbers shall be elected for a 
term of eight years, and those from the Areas 
designated by even numbers for a term of four 
years; and hereafter each General Conference shall 
elect for a term of eight years one member from 
each Area in the United States, who shall be nomi- 
nated by the delegations representing that Area, 
to take the place of the member whose term is then 
expiring, or to fill any vacancy in the Committee 
for the unexpired term; provided that in any 
such case the person elected to. fill such vacancy 
in an Area membership shall be from the Annual 
Conference to which the retiring member belonged, 
or within the bounds of which he resided. Any 
vacancy occurring in the Area membership of the 
Book Committee by a member’s removal from the 
Area from which he was elected, or by any other 
cause whatsoever, shall be filled by the Book Com- 
mittee until the next session of the General Confer- 
ence. 


§2. The BPxecutive Committee shall consist of 
eleven members. The General Conference shall elect 
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five members of the Executive Committee from 
New York City and the territory contiguous thereto; 
three of whom shall serve for four years and two 
for eight years; and three members from Cincin- 
nati and the territory contiguous thereto, two of 
whom shall serve for four years and one for eight 
years; and three members from Chicago and the 
territory contiguous thereto, two of whom shall 
-serve for eight years and one for four years; one 
at least of ‘each group shall be a Minister. = 

Each General Conference shall elect for eight 
years, members from the respective territories 
to take the places of those whose terms shall have 
expired, and shall fill for the unexpired term any 
vacancy by the election of a member from the terri- 
tory in which the vacancy occurs. \The Standing 
Committee on Book Concern of the General Confer- 
ence shall nominate the eleven members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Any vacancy occurring in the 
membership of the Executive Committee shall be 
filled by the Book Committee until the next session 
of the General Conference. 

The Chairman of the Book Committee shall be ex 
oficio’.a member of the Executive Committee, with 
voice and vote in all of,its proceedings. 

The Publishing Agents shall be ex officio members 
of the Executive Committee, but without vote. 

429, §1. The Book Committee shall have gen- 
eral supervision and direction of the publishing inter- 
ests. The Committee shall meet immediately after 
the adjournment of the General Conference and 
organize by the election of a Chairman, a Secretary, 
and such other Officers as may be required by the 
laws of the States under which its articles of incor- 
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poration are obtained. It may also appoint such 
other Officers and Committees and adopt such rules 
and regulations for the transaction of its affairs as it 
may deem necessary The Officers shall perform such 
duties as are usually performed by similar officers. 

§ 2. The annual meeting of the Book Committee 
shall be held on the third Wednesday in April, or 
eat such other time as the Book Committee May de- 
termine, and special meetings may be held at such 
times and places as the Committee may appoint, or 
at the call of the Chairman, or upon the written re- 
quest of ten members of the Committee. At all meet. 
ings of the Book Committee a majority of the mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. 

1430, §1. The Book Committee shall keep a cor- 
rect record of its proceedings and shall examine 
carefully into the condition of the affairs of The Book 
Concern and make report thereof to the Annual Con- 
ferences and to the General Conference. 

§2. The Methodist Book Concern shall not buy, 
sell, nor exchange any real estate except. by order of 
the General Conference or, between the sessions of 
the General Conference, except by a two-thirds vote of 
all the members of the Book Committee; nor shall 
the Book Committee authorize any new buildings or 
make any improvements, alterations, or repairs to 
existing buildings to cost in excess of $50,000, except 
by order of the General Conference or, between the 
sessions of the General Conference, except by a two- 
thirds vote of all the members of the Book Committee. 
In either case such vote shal] be taken: at a regular 
or called meeting of the Committee, and if at a called 
meeting the purpose of this meeting shall have been 
stated in the call. 
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The erection of a new building, or the improve- 
- ment, alteration, or repair of an existing building; 
involving an expenditure of not more than $50,000, 
may be authorized by the vote of a majority of the 
Executive Committee. These provisions shall not 
prevent the making of investments on mortgage 
security or the protection of the same, or the collec- 
tion of claims and adjustments. 

§3. The Book Committee shall have full power to 
discontinue any Depository, periodical, or publication 
when, in its judgment, the interests of the Church 
or The Book Concern demand it; but said action shall 
not be taken except by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers of the Committee, and after due notice of such 
contemplated action shall have been given to the 
Publishing Agents and Editors concerned. The Book 
Committee shall have power to order expenses cur- 
tailed in any of the departments of The Book Concern, 
and when such action.as above specified shall have 
been taken, the Publishing Agents shall proceed at 
once to carry out the instructions of the Committee. 
The Book Committee shall also attend to all matters 
referred to it for action or counsel by the Publishing 
Agents or: Editors. ; 

§ 4. The Book Committee shall annually fix the 
salaries of the Bishops, Publishing Agents, and all 
official Editors elected by the General Conference or 
the Book Committee, not otherwise provided for, and 
shall determine the amount and the distribution of 
the Correspondence Fund allowed to the official peri- 
odicals. 

§5. Im case a vacancy occurs in either the pub- 
lishing, editorial, or other official departments of The 
Book Concern authorized by the General Conference, 
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it shall be the duty of the Book Committee, two at 
least of the General Superintendents being present, 
and a majority of those present concurring, to fill 
such vacancy as soon as possible, by election, until 
the next session of the General Conference. 

431. The Book Committee shall elect: quadren- 
nially a Book Editor, whose duties are defined in 
q 444. 

432, §1. At the beginning of each quadrennium 
the Book Committee shall estimate the amount of 
.-money necessary to meet the expenses of the next 
General Conference, Judicial Conferences, General 
Conference Commissions, Committees of Investiga- 
tion in the event of charges against a Bishop or a 
Missionary Bishop, and such other expenses as ‘the 
General Conference may have authorized to be paid 
from this fund. An equitable apportionment of. the 
total amount estimated as necessary for the General 
Conference expenses shall be sent to the District 
Superintendents of each Annual Conference, The 
District Superintendents, within sixty days after ‘the 
adjournment of their respective Annual Conferences 
in the first year of the quadrennium, shall make an 
equitable apportionment of the amount asked from 
their Districts for the quadrennium, and send a copy 
of this apportionment to the Charges of the District 
and to the Treasurer of the General Conference Ex- 
pense Fund. Should any District Superintendent 
fail to make such an apportionment within the time 
named above, the Treasurer of the General Confer- 
ence Expense Fund is authorized to make the appor- 
tionment on the basis ordered by the Book Com- 
mittee. One third of the full amount of the appor- 
tionment shall be raised in each of the three Confer- 
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ence years preceding -the session of the General Con- 
ference and shall be promptly remitted to the Treas- 
urer of the General Conference Expense Fund. The 
Treasurer of the General Conference Expense Fund 
shall be elected quadrennially by the Book Committee. 
His compensation shall be fixed by the Book Com- 
mittee and he shall report to and be amenable to that 
Committee. He shall present a final détailed state- 

_ment of the receipts and expenditures of this Fund at 
each General Conference. 

§ 2. Any part of the apportionment unpaid at the 
close of the Annual Conference session preceding the 
General Conference shall be reapportioned and raised 
within the coming year. 

§ 3. All sums collected by the Pastor for the Gen- 
eral Conference Expense Fund shall be paid promptly 
to the Treasurer of the General Conference Expense 
Fund, who shall give a voucher for the same. 


III. Executive Committee 

7.433. The members of the Executive Committee 
of the Book Committee, constituted as above pro- 
vided, shall assemble as soon after their election as 
practicable and organize by the election of a Chair- 
man, a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary, an Assistant Sec- 
retary, and such other Officers and such Subcommit- 
tees as they may require. In the absence of the Chair- 
man or Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
said Committee may elect a Chairman pro tem. As di- 
rected by the Book Committee, the Executive Com- 
mittee shall have general supervision and direction 
of all the affairs of the Main Establishments and De- 
positories of The Book Concern. During the intervals

of the Book Committee meetings the Executive Com- 
mittee shall perform such duties as commonly belong 
to an Executive Committee of a Board of Trustees. 

434. The Executive Committee shall meet bi- 
monthly to examine into the affairs under its charge, 
and shall keep correct records of its proceedings, and 
when requested it shall submit its records to the 
Book Committee. Special meetings of the Executive 
Committee may be called by the Chairman, or upon 
the written request of any five members of the Com- 
mittee. A majority of the members of the Executive 
Committee shall constitute a quorum. 

1435, §1. At the beginning of the quadrennium 
the Executive Committee shall value all the real 
estate under its supervision; which value shall be 
entered in the records and shall not be changed dur- 
ing the quadrennium, except as property may be 
purchased, improved, sold, or destroyed. 

§ 2. The Executive Committee shall have power to 
suspend a Publishing Agent or an Editor for cause 
to it deemed sufficient, and in such case a time and 
Place of the hearing shall be fixed at as early a date 
as practicable. Due notice in writing of the time and 
place of the hearing and of the nature of the charges 
Shall be given by the Chairman of the Book Com- 
mittee to such Publishing Agent or Editor, and also 
to the Bishops through their Secretary. The Bishops 
thereupon shall select one of their number to be 
present and preside at the hearing. 

§3. This hearing shall be before the members of 
the Book Committee elected from the Areas, who be- 
tween the sessions of the General Conference, by a 
two-thirds vote may remove from office said Publish- 
ing Agent or Editor. 
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IV. Publishing Agents 

436, §1. The-General Conference shall elect 
quadrennially three Publishing Agents who, under the 
Supervision and direction of the Book Committee, 
shall have authority as the Administrative Officers 
of The Book Concern to regulate the production and 
distribution of the publications and to conduct the 
affairs of The Book Concern. They shall, subject to 

_-the approval of the Executive Committee, determine 
the classes of business to be carried on by the several 
Main Establishments. 

§2. At the meeting for organization the Book 
Committee shall designate one of the Publishing 
Agents, who shall have immediate charge and admin- 
istration of the publishing interests at New York 
City, one with like duties at Cincinnati, and one with 
like duties at Chicago. 

437, $1. It shall be the duty of the Publishing 
Agents to publish, purchase, sell, and distribute such 
books, tracts, periodicals, and publications as are 
authorized by the General Conference or the Book’ 
Committee. f 

§2. Tracts supplied to the different societies of 
the Church by order of the Book Committee shall be 
charged at the actual cost of publication. 

7438, §1. The Publishing Agents. shall keep the 
accounts of The Book Concern by such uniform 
system as shall be authorized by the Book Com- 
mittee. 

§ 2. The Publishing Agents shall annually take a 
complete inventory, including therein all assets of 
whatever nature belonging to the respective depart- 
ments under their charge, and by a uniform system 
accurately determine their cash value; and shal] 
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include the real estate at the valuation made by the 
Executive Committee at the beginning of each Quad- 
rennium, noting any changes made therein and the 
reasons therefor. The annual account shall be sub- 
mitted to the Book Committee at its first session, and 
shall contain a full and detailed statement of all 
assets and liabilities, income and disbursements in 
the respective departments of The Book Concern. 

§3. The Publishing Agents shall deliver to their 
successors in office such statements of assets and 
liabilities as shall be ordered, approved and certified 
by the Book Committee. 

1439, §1. The Publishing Agents shall keep a 
Separate account with the several departments of 
The Book Concern under their charge, including real 
estate, and in their reports of the same to the Book 
Committee, to the Annual Conferences, and to the 
General Conference shall set forth the amount of 
sales, receipts, and expenditures for books and 
periodicals, including sales by the. Depositories 
under their management. 

§2. The Publishing Agents shall furnish to the 
Executive Committee a full and satisfactory state- 
ment of the transactions of each month, and when 
the Executive Committee requires shall present for 
examination proper vouchers for all payments made 
by them during the period specified, and shall afford 
said Executive Committee every possible means and 
facility for a full and intelligent understanding of 
the affairs of the several departments under their 
care. : 

440, §1. The Publishing Agents shall send to 
the Annual Conferences a statement of the accounts 
due The Book Concern from the several Members 
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thereof and early in the session the Conference shall 
appoint a Committee on Periodicals, Publications, and 
Collections, composed of one Pastor for each Super- 
intendent’s District, which Committee shall assist in 
the collection of the accounts forwarded, and pay all 
collections to the Publishing Agent or his represen- 
tative, if present; and if not present, the Committee 
shall make prompt and accurate return for the same 
to the Main Establishment from which they were re- 
* ceived, and shall receive a voucher for the same. 
This Committee shall make a careful canvass of the 
Preachers in each of the Districts and ascertain what 
periodicals are supplied by The Book Concern, and 
what publications issued by other societies in 
the Church are taken, reporting the names and 
number of these publications in open Conference; 
and shall also send a copy of said report to the 
Publishing Agent by whom the accounts are 
‘issued. f 87. 

§ 2. Every District Superintendent and Pastor, 
when requested by the Publishing Agents, shall do 
all in his power to collect debts due The Book Con- 
cern; and should any Minister or member of our 
Church who is indebted to The Book Concern refuse 
or neglect to make payment, or to effect a just settle- 
ment of his account, he*shall be reported and dealt 
with in the same manner as in other cases of debt 
or disputed accounts. 

441. No books shall hereafter be sold on com- 
mission, either from New York, Cincinnati, Chicago, 
or any’ Depository or establishment under direction 
of The Book Concern; provided, however, that this 
shall not prohibit the Publishing Agents from opening 
up limited “On Sale” accounts with our Ministers, the

same to be governed by the general rules of credit 
of The Book Concern. 

442. The produce of The Book Concern, after the 
Book Committee has determined and retained a suffi- 
cent amount with which to carry on its affairs, shall 
be regularly applied to the benefit of the Traveling, 
Supernumerary and Retired Preachers, their wives, 
widows and children. The division of the produce of 
The Book Concern available for distribution accord- 
ing to this paragraph shall be made equitably to the 
Annual Conferences upon the basis of the ratio of 
the total annuity years of the several Annual Con- 
ferences to the total annuity years of the entire 
Church, as shown in the reports made by the Con- 
ference Stewards to the Board of Pensions and Relief, 
such reports to be carefully checked by the Corre- 
sponding Secretary and properly certified to the Book 
Committee, which shall have charge of the distribu- 
tion. In making this distribution the Publishing 
Agents shall forward to each Annual Conference, 
during its session, a statement showing the amount 
due the Conference, together with a draft for the 
same. 


V. Depositories 

443, $1. There shall be Depositories for the sale 
and distribution of books and other publications of 
The Methodist Book Concern at Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania; Boston, Massachusetts; Detroit, Michigan; 
Kansas City, Missouri; Portland, Oregon; and San 
Francisco, California. The Book Committee shall es- 
tablish other Depositories as the General Conference 
may from time to time direct. All Depositories, sub- 
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ject to the direction of the Book Committee, shall be 
under the supervision of the Executive Committee. 
Each Depository shall be supplied with a full stock 
of the Books of the General Catalogue, Sunday school 
books, Sunday school supplies, and tracts, to be sold 
for the Main Establishments supplying such stock. 

§ 2. After the expenses incident to the transpor- 
tation, management, and sale of Books and publica- 
tions at the Depositories shall have been paid out of 
~ the sales, the net proceeds for the same shall be 
forwarded to the Main Establishments by which they 
were supplied; to which Main Establishments full 
statements of the amounts of sales and expenses shall 
be made at the dates fixed, cash sales being distin- 
guished from those on credit. Statements of the 
amount of stock shall also be made and sent to the 
Main Establishments when required. 


VI. Editors 


444. The Book Editor shall have editorial super- 
vision of all manuscripts and printed matter in- 
tended for publication in book form, or intended to 
bear the imprint of The Methodist Book Concern, as 
hereinbefore provided. The Book Editor shall also 
be the editor of the tracts published by The Book 
Coneern. t 

| 445. The General Conference shall elect quad- 
rennially by ballot an Editor for each of the follow- 
ing periodicals: The Methodist Review, The Chris- 
tian Advocate, the Southwestern Christian Advocate, 
Der Christliche Apologete, an Editor for The Hpworth 
Herald, who shall edit all Epworth League publica- 
tions under the provisions hereinafter defined, and 
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an Editor of Church School Publications under the 
provisions hereinafter defined. Nominations of 
Editors for the foregoing publications shall be sent 
to the Secretary’s desk in writing. 

446, §1. There shall be elected by the General 
Conference, on nomination of the Book Committee 
after consultation with the Editorial Council, a Con- 
tributing Editor, who shall be responsible for the 
uniform matter to be published in all the Official 
Advocates. 

§2. There shall be elected by the General Con- 
ference, on nomination of the Book Committee after 
consultation with the Editorial Council, an Editor of 
the National Methodist Press. 

‘| 447. The Editor of the Pittsburgh Christian Ad- 
vocate shall be elected quadrennially by ballot by the 
General Conference, on nomination of the Delegatés 
of the patronizing Conferences. 

| 448, §1. The General Conference, on nomina- 
tion by the several Districts as herein provided, shall 
elect the Editors of the following periodicals: “The 
Western Christian Advocate, the Northwestern Chris- 
tian Advocate, the Central Christian Advocate, the 
Pacific Christian Advocate, the California Christian 
Advocate, and the Western Christian Advocate, 
Southern Edition. 

§2. For the purpose of making nominations of 
Editors for these Advocates, the Annual: Conférences 
naturally tributary to the séveral publications shall 
be divided into nominating districts as follows: 

Western Christian Advocate.—Ohio, Indiana, North 
Indiana, Northwest Indiana, Southern Illinois, and 
Kentucky Conferences. 

§ 3. Northwestern Christian Advocate.—Rock 
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River, Illinois, Wisconsin, West Wisconsin, Minne- 
_sota, Northern Minnesota, Dakota, North Dakota, 
Upper Iowa, Des Moines, Iowa, and Northwest Iowa 
Conferences. 

§4. Central Christian Advocate.—Saint Louis, 
Missouri, Kansas, Northwest Kansas, Southwest Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Colorado, Wyoming State, 
and Southern Conferences. 

§ 5. Pacific Christian Advocate.—Columbia River, 

~ Oregon, Puget Sound, Idaho, and Montana State Con- 
ferences. 

§6. California Christian Advocate—California 
and Southern California Conferences. 

$7. Western Christian Advocate, Southern Edi- 
tion.—Holston, Alabama, Blue Ridge-Atlantic, Cen- 
tral Tennessee, Georgia, and Saint Johns River Con- 
ferences. 

§ 8. The General Conference Delegates from each 
of the nominating districts above described shall 
place in nomination before the General Conference 
one or more persons for Editor of the Advocate re- 
lated to such district, the number thus nominated to 
be governed by the desire of those representing such 
districts and present at a regular meeting thereof to 
be called by the Secretary of the General Conference. 

. The General Conference shall then elect by ballot the 
Editor of, each Advocate... While the privilege of 
nomination shall. reside in these several districts, the 
right of any. member of the General Conference to 
vote for whomsoever he pleases as Editor of any one 

of these publications, shall not be abridged. 

§ 9. In the above distribution of the Annual Con- 
ferences, the former North Ohio portion of the North- 
East Ohio Conference shall be considered as common 
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patronizing territory for the Pittsburgh and the West- 
ern Christian Advocates; and the Northwest Indiana 
Conference, as common patronizing territory for the 
Western and the Northwestern Christian Advocates. 

§10. There shall be published in all the Official 
Advocates from six to ten pages of uniform matter 
exclusive of advertising. The Epworth Herald, Meth- 
odist Review, and Der Christliche Apologete are not 
included in this requirement. The Book Committee 
shall determine the number of pages of uniform 
matter to be published in the Southwestern Christian 
Advocate. The present names of all the Advocates 
shall be continued, with authority in the Book Com- 
mittee upon approval of a majority of the Editors of 
the Official Advocates, to change the names so as to 
secure as soon as possible a uniform name for all 
editions with a distinctive subtitle for each of the 
several editions. The composition of uniform ma- 
terial and the publishing of the several editions of 
the Advocates shall be determined by the Book Com- 
mittee and the Publishing Agents. 

§11. There shall be an Editorial Council for con- 
ference and cooperation, which shall be composed of 
the Editors of all the Official papers, the Contributing 
Editor and the Editors of such other publications as 
are named in § 12. This Council shall meet once a 
year at the time and place of the Annual meeting of 
the Book Commitee and shall be presided over by 
one of their number elected each year by the Edi- 
torial Council. Special meetings shall be called by 
the President on the request of four members of the 
Council. 

§12. The Epworth Herald, Der Christliche Apolo- 
gete, the Pittsburgh Christian Advocate, Zion’s 
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_ Herald, and the Michigan Christian Advocate may 
_ Teceive the uniform matter at cost. 

$13. All costs, editorial, manufacturing, promo- 
tion, and selling, shall be budgeted under the direc- 
tion of the Book Committee and the Publishing 
Agents, and each department shall be directed to pro- 
_duce definite results at a cost within the budget. 

§14. The Publishing Agents and the Editorial 
Council shall designate one Sunday each year as 
-Good Literature Day, at which time the Pastors shall 
be requested to present the merits of the papers and 
receive subscriptions. 

|449. The Book Committee may elect such Edi- 
tors of publications conducted by The Methodist Book 
Concern as have not been elected by the General Con- 
ference, 

450. The Editors shall perform such duties as 
properly belong to the editorial office, and in such 
manner as the interests of the Church may require, 

_ the General Conference may authorize, or the Book 
Committee in its business relations to the Editors 
may direct; and they shall give their undivided at- 
tention to these duties. 

451. There shall be a Publishing Committee for 
the Pittsburgh Christian Advocate, elected by the 
General Conference, consisting of three members 
from the Pittsburgh Conference, three from the Erie 
Conference, three from the North-East Ohio Confer- 
ence, and three from the West Virginia Conference. 
Such Publishing Committee shall fix the salary of the 

: Editor, keep an account of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the paper, and report annually its financial 
condition to the patronizing Conferences. A copy of 
said report shall be sent also to the Publishing Agent 
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at New York, and any balance remaining after de- 
fraying current expenses shall be subject to the order 
of said Publishing Agent. 

452. The Annual and District Conferences are 
earnestly requested not to establish or encourage the 
establishing of Conference or local Church papers, 
except such as are approved and authorized by the. 
General Conference or the Book Committee; and 
where such papers exist the Conferences are re- 
quested to discontinue the same, when it can be done 
consistently with existing obligations. They are also 
requested to discourage the display or sale of other 
than our own publications at the sessions of the 
Annual Conferences. 


VII. Circulation of Religious Tracts 


453. It is recommended to our people every- 
where to form Tract Societies for the distribution of 
tracts and religious literature. 

1454. It shall be the duty of each District Su- 
perintendent to bring the subject of tract distribu- 
tion before the fourth Quarterly Conference in each 
Charge within his District; and said Conference shall 
appoint a Committee, of which the Pastor shall be 
Chairman, whose duty it shall be to devise and exe- 
cute plans for local tract distribution. 
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CHAPTER IT 


WORLD SERVICE 


I. World Service Commission 
_ §[ 455, $1. Composition and Election. There shall 
be a World Service Commission composed as follows: 

One Layman and one Minister from each Episcopal 
Area in the United States, nominated by the General 
Conference Delegates of the respective Areas and 
elected by the General Conference; six members at 
large, three Ministers and three Laymen, nominated 
by the Bishops and elected by the General Confer- 
ence, and three Bishops, elected by the Bishops. The 
Commission shall be elected for the quadrennium. 
Vacancies in the Episcopal membership of the Com- 
mission shall be filled by the Bishops. Other va- 
cancies shall be filled by the Executive Committee 
from the respective group or groups in which such 
vacancies oceur. With the exception of the Bishops, 
no member of the World Service Commission shall 
have official connection with any of the Constituent 
Boards, or be employed in an administrative capacity 
by any Institution or Agency receiving financial sup- 
port from a Constituent Board. 

As advisory members there shall be one represen- 
tative of the American Bible Society, two members 
each from the Woman’s Home Missionary. Society 
and the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Methodist’ Episcopal Church, three representatives 
from the fields outside the United States to be ap- 
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pointed by the Bishops annually from such repre- 
sentatives of these fields as may happen to be in the 
United States at the time of the meeting of the Com- 
mission, and the Corresponding Secretaries of the 
constituent Benevolence Boards. 

§2. Oficers. The officers of the World Service 
Commission shall be a President, a Vice-President, 
and a Recording Secretary, elected annually by the 
Commission. Their duties shall be such as. are 
usually connected with these offices. 

The Commission shall elect for the quadrennium 
a Treasurer who shall be an advisory member of the 
Commission and of the Co-operating Staff. It shall 
establish a central receiving treasury which shall 
receive and disburse to the several Boards according 
to the ratio of funds established by the Commission. 

§3. Meetings. The World Service Commission 
shall meet annually at such time and place as it may 
determine. Special meetings may be called by the 
Executive Committee or upon the request of one 
fourth of the members of the Commission. 

§4. Executive Committee. There shall be an 
Executive Committee of fifteen, elected from the 
membership of the Commission; at least two mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee shall be Bishops. 
The Corresponding Secretaries of the respective 
Boards shall be advisory members of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least 
Quarterly and shall represent the Commission and 
exercise its powers in the interim of the meetings of 
the Commission, but it shall not take action contrary 
to or in conflict with any action or policy of the 
World Service Commission. 
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§5. “Authority end Functions. The World Service 
Commission shall have authority to: ; 
“ (1) Fix:total budgets for Constituent Boards. 

\(2) Fix plan and ratio of division of' funds: 

(3) Determine all questions of. Credit, including 
designated gifts’ under: conditions hereinafter" pro- 
vided. 

(4) Correlate work of Bhards in interest of cO- 
operation, economy, and efficiency. 

(5) Aid in standardizing annuity rates. 

(6). Decide questions of common policy of Boards 
so as to prevent needless overlapping in presentation 
to the Churches. 

(7) Encourage and aid in the formation of World 
Service Councils in Areas, Districts, and local 
Churches. 

(8) Set: up from the income of the regular funds. 
an Equalization Fund for’ the relief of any Board 
which might otherwise suffer rege shortage of 
funds. 

(9) ‘Present to the: sauté General Goatemets a re- 
port of its activities and suggest a ‘program foul the- 
quadrennium next:succeeding::| + 

§6. Gifts and Credits. (1) Reaviat Budeet Gifts. 

(a) Pastors and officials shall. constantly emphasize: 
through the Church and in the mind of the member- 
ship, that effective and. wisely directed administra- 
tion of the Benevolences. depends upon, securing, the 
largest possible amount for the funds.to be, distributed. 
among. the Constituent Boards... - , 
. (0); The; ratio ‘of the, amount,of the aiacued 
asking for any Board to the total approved askings. 
forall the Boards,shall determine thei percentage. of 
the, distribution of regular funds; to, each Board. 
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Total undesignated receipts for World Service, 
together with funds raised by the Parish Plan for 
work at home or abroad, shall be distributed among 
the several Boards in. accordance - with the ratios 
fixed by the World Service Commission in agree- 
ment with the preceding provisions. It is under- 
stood that the term “Parish Plan” is intended to 
. cover all gifts made by a local Church or any 
organization within a local Church or other groups, 
which gifts are to be applied to some specific work or 
project within the regular program and budget of 
some Constituent Board. 

(2) Special Gifts. Gifts by individual donors to 
specific objects under any Constituent Board, if and 
when accepted by the Board, shall be applied directly 
to the object specified, and shall not be shared in any 
proportionate distribution among the Several Boards. 
But no Bishop, District Superintendent, District, 
Church, Pastor, Treasurer, Official Board or any other 
person or group shall designate or report as desig- 
nated money which has been contributed ‘without 
designation by the donor at time the gift is made. 

(3) Oredit. (a) Regular World Service Credit. 
Credit shall be given to the local Church on its appor- 
tionment for all payments to World Service, either 
regular budget gifts or special gifts, if and when ac- 
cepted by any Constituent Board, subject to such regu- 
lations as the World Service Commission may from 
time to time establish, except that such credit shall not 
be given for moneys received from bequests or estate 
notes, or for permanent funds, or that is subject to 
annuity contract. 

(6) Annuities, bequests, the proceeds of estate 
notes and gifts to permanent funds shall be acknowl- 
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edged by what shall: be known as an “Honor Voucher” 
and shall be listed in an additional World Service 
Column in the Conference Journal headed “Annu- 
ities, Bequests, Etc.” 

(c) When a Bishop or any General Officer or any. 
representative of any Constituent Board shall re- 
ceive money for the support of the work of any Board 
from the membership or Constituency of any local 
Church he shall be required to account for the same 


‘to the Board or to the Treasurer of the World Serv- 


ice Commission and shall issue a receipt for the 
amount to the donor or the donor’s Pastor, and when 
the amount shall have been duly accredited by the 
Board or the Treasurer of the World Service Com- 
mission, a World Service Voucher shall be issued toe 
the local: Church. 

§ 7. Equalization Fund. The World Service Com- 
mission shall be authorized to set aside if needed out 
of undesignated moneys an Equalization Fund for 
the relief of any Board which, through shortage of 
income, is suffering hardship, it being understood 
that such relief is for the purpose of meeting a bona 
fide necessity; such fund shall not at any time exceed 
two per cent of the annual undesignated income. Any 
unused portion of the Equalization Fund shall be dis- 
tributed to the Constituent. Boards at the end of each 
World Service fiscal year, in accordance with the es- 
tablished. ratio. 

§ 8. Hapenses. The expenses of the World Service 
Commission and of the Central Treasury shall be 
paid out of World Service Receipts. 


II. Promotional Agencies 
7456, §1. Co-operating Constituent Boards. 
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There shall be the following units of service, other- 
wise called the Boards: 

(1) Board of Foreign Missions. > 

(2) Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

'(3) Board) of. Education. 

(4) Board of Pensions and Relief. 

(5) Board of Temperance, Prohibition, and Public 
Morals. 

(6) Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess 
Work. 

(7) There shall be included the responsibility of 
the Methodist. Episcopal Church to the American 
Bible Society. 

§ 2. Co-operating Staff. The Secretaries. of the 
Constituent Boards shall constitute a Co-operating 
Staff, for the education and the cultivation of the 
field—for which education and cultivation they shall 
be responsible. Under this Staff shall be such De- 
partments as the Staff may determine. The Con- 
stituent Boards shall operate as they may plan in 
this Staff, through the regularly constituted officials, 
including Bishops, District Superintendents, Pastors, 
and local Church Councils or Committees. 

§3. BHxecutive Secretary. The Co-operating Staff 
shall elect an Executive Secretary from outside their 
own number who shall work under their direction. 

§ 4. Hxpenses. The expenses of the co-operative 
work of the Constituent Boards shall be borne by the 
respective Boards on the basis of the total amount 
received by each from regular and special gifts for 
which World Service Credit is authorized. The total 
budget of such expenses shall be determined by the 
Secretaries of the Constituent Boards subject to the 
approval of the World Service Commission. 
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Ill. Local Organization 

7 457, §1.. World Service Councils. 

(a) There shall be a World Service. Area. Council 
in each Area of the United States, consisting of the 
resident Bishop, District Superintendents, members 
of the World Service Commission resident within the 
Area, one Minister, and one Layman from each Dis- 
trict, and such other Area representatives as may be 
nominated by the Bishop. and District Superinten- 
‘ dents and approved by the Council, The Ministers 
shall be elected annually by the Conference or Dis- 
trict which they represent, provided, however, that 
in the interest of economy in the very extensive ~ 
Areas a reduced representation may be formed as 
may be agreed upon by the Bishop and the District 
Superintendents of the Area. The Laymen shall be 
elected annually by the Laymen’s Association, or in 
such other manner as may be locally determined. 

(b) There shall be a World Service Council in 
each District and local Church, to be constituted as 
the World Service Commission may advise or the 
District or Church may determine. In the District 
Council, Ministers and Laymen shall be represented 
in equal numbers. An Annual Conference Council 
may be organized where desired, : 

§2. World Service. Askings. When the World 
Service Commission has fixed the total budget of the 
askings for the Constituent Boards, it shall inform 
the Area World Service Council, through the resident 
Bishop, what the proportionate share of that Area is, 
listing the askings separately foreach Constituent 
Board. These amounts shall. then be considered by 
the Area Council, and the amounts to. be asked, of 
each District shall be determined. The District 
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Council shall then fix the askings to be made of the 
several Charges, listing the askings separately for 
each Constituent Board according to the ratios 
established. 

The District Superintendent, at the next Quarterly 
Conference following receipt by him of the askings 
for his District, shall request each Quarterly Con- 
ference to set a sum for the giving to World Service 
for the current year, urging each Charge to make its 
goal a reasonable advance over the giving of the pre- 
vious year. 

$3. Canvass and Remittances. The local Church, 
* through its local organizations, is urged to arrange 
for an Annual Every-Member canvass for the World 
Service budget, after it has conducted a thorough 
campaign of education covering the needs of the 
Constituent Boards. The collections shall be remitted 
monthly to the Central World Service Treasury. 

§4. For Promotion. It shall be the duty of the 
Area, District, and Local Church Councils to promote 
the program of World Service in co-operation with 
the other organized agencies of the Church. ‘These 
Councils shall represent the needs of the various 
causes of the Constituent Boards. 

$5. In the fields outside the United States, in 
territories that have a Central Conference, authoriza- 
tion is given to create a Central World Service Coun- 
cil. Such Council shall consist of the Bishop or 
Bishops resident in the territory concerned, and at 
least five other members chosen in such a manner 
as the Central Conference shall determine. Such 
Council shall have authority to make adjustments in 
askings, and in distribution of funds for a given 
country or group of Conferences, Mission Conferences, 
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and Missions within the territory of the Central Con- 
ference; provided that such an adjustment shall not 
exceed in distribution of funds, the total current 
appropriation to the whole territory concerned. 

§ 6. Expenses. All expenses of the Area World 
Service Councils shall’ be provided for by the re- 
spective Areas. 

§ 7. Area Secretary. Each Area shall determine 
whether it desires an Area Secretary, who shall be 
' supported by the Area in such manner as it may 
devise. 


CHAPTER III 
; BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS 


I. Aim 

458. The supreme and controlling aim of For- 
eign Missions is to make the Lord Jesus Christ 
known to all men as their Divine Saviour, to per- 
suade them to become his disciples, and to gather 
these disciples into Christian Churches which shall 
be, under God, self-propagating, self-supporting and 
self-governing; to co-operate so long as necessary 
with these Churches in the evangelizing of their 
respective countries, and to bring to bear on all 
human life the spirit and principles of Christ. 


II. Incorporation 


1459, §1. There shall be a Board of Foreign 
Missions, duly incorporated according to law, and 
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having its office in New York City. Said Board of. 
Foreign: Missions shall have committed..to it the 
general supervision ofall work in fields, outside. of 
the jurisdiction of the United States, in harmony) and 
cooperation, with the constituted authorities: of the 
Church. in said fields;.and similarly,'in such places 
subject to the sovereignty of the United. States as 
may be assigned to it by the General Conference from 
time to time;,and it.shall be subject.te such rules and, 
regulations as the General Conference may prescribe. 

§2. Other denominational agencies shall under- 
take work in the fields indicated only in co-operation 
with this Board. 


Ill. Constitution 

1460. Articte I.—Name and Object. The name of 
this organization shall be the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Methodist Episcopal Chufeh. | Its objects 
are religious, philanthropic, and educational, designed 
to diffuse more generally the blessings of Christian- 
ity, by the promotion and Support of all phases of 
Church work and missionary activity in foreign 
countries; and also in such other places subject to 
the sovereignty of the United States, but not on the 
continent of North America or the islands adjacent 
thereto, as may be committed to the care of such 
organization by the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, under such rules and regula- 
tions as said General Conference may from time to 
time prescribe, 


461. Articte Il—Life Members and Honorary 
Managers. §1. Members of the Foreign Missionary 


é 
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Soeiety who, contribute. $1,000 at one. time’ shall be- 
come Life. Members and may attend the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Board, but without vote. ng 

§ 2. Honorary Managers not to exceed twenty in 
number,.may be elected by:the General Conference, 
and, .in.,case of vacancies, may be elected: by the 
Board of Managers. during the interval between the 
sessions of the) General Conference, said Honorary 
Managers. being entitled to speak in the: meetings of 
’ the Board.of Managers, but not: to vote. 


462.  Arricre III—Board of Managers. §1. The 
Management and disposition of the affairs-and prop- 
erty of the Board of Foreign Missions, the making of 
appropriations, and the administration of appropria- 
tions and all other funds, shall be vested’ in a Board 
of Managers. This Board shall determine what fields 
shall. be occupied as Foreign: Missions and the 
amount necessary for the support of each, and shall 
make appropriations for the same, including an emer- 
gency fund of $50;000, provided that the Board of 
Managers: shall not appropriate for a given year, in- 
cluding: the emergency appropriation of! $50,000, more 
than the total income for, the preceding year. 

‘§ 2. The Board of Managers ‘shall consist of thirty- 
two Traveling Ministers of the Methodist. Episcopal 
Church and thirty-two Laymen’ of the ‘Methodist Epis- 
eopal Church elécted by ‘the General Conference upon 
nomination of the’ Bishops: Al the Effective Bishops 
shall be e# oficié' members of said Board: In con- 
stituting this Board of Managers; the’ Bishops 
shall nominate one representative from each Area 
in the United States, “preserving ‘as’ nearly ‘as 
possible ‘an’ equality’ inthe number of Ministers and 
Laymen. RPE PO a 
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§ 3. The Board of Managers shall meet annually 
at such time and place as the Executive Committee 
shall determine. Due notice of such time and place 
shall be given to each member. ; 

§ 4. The Board of Managers shall elect an Execu- 
tive Committee consisting of twenty-one members. 
This Committee shall meet monthly at the head- 
quarters of the Board of Foreign Missions in New 
York City, unless otherwise ordered by the Board. 

§5. Vacancies in the Board of Managers shall be 
filled as the Charter provides. The Board shall have 
authority. to make By-Laws, not inconsistent with 
this Constitution or the Charter; to print books, peri- 
odicals, and tracts for Foreign Missions; to elect a 
President, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
and such Assistants as may be necessary, a Record- 
ing Secretary, and such Assistant and other Secre- 
taries as may be necessary; to fill vacancies that may 
occur among the officers elected by the Board; to 
organize Departments for the administration of the 

“work of the Board; to invite the co-operation of other 

agencies where such co-operation will increase the 
efficiency. of the work in the foreign field. The funds 
of the Board shall be administered on the mission 
field by agencies which the Board shall approve. It 
shall present a statement of its transactions. and 
funds to the Church in its annual report, and shall 
lay before the General Conference a report of its 
transactions for the preceding four years, and the 
state of its funds. 

§6. The Board of Foreign Missions shall have 
power to suspend a Corresponding Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Assistant Treasurer, or any elected officer of 
the Board of Managers, for cause to it sufficient. For 
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the investigation of the official conduct of-the person 
against. whom complaint shall have been made, a 
time and place shall be fixed by the Board of Man- 
agers, at as early a day as practicable. Due notice 
shall be given by the Board to the Bishops, who shall 
select one of their number to preside at the investiga- 
tion, which shall be before a Committee of twelve 
persons, six Ministers and six Laymen, none of whom 
shall be members of the Board of Managers. Said 
‘Committee shall be appointed by the Bishop selected 
to preside at the investigation. In the interim be- 
tween General Conferences, two thirds of said Com- 
mittee shall have power to remove from office the 
official against whom complaint has been made. 

§ 7. In case a vacancy shall occur in the office of 
Corresponding Secretary, the Bishops shall have 
power to fill the vacancy if the Board of Managers 
shall so request, and until they do so the Board of 
Managers ‘shall provide for the duties of the office. 

$8. Thirteen’ members present at any meeting of 
the Board of Managers shall be a quorum. 

§ 9. The Board shall have authority to solicit and 
receive funds for the publication and distribution of 
tracts. 

1463. Arrictx IV.—Corresponding Secretaries. 
§ 1.:There may be two Corresponding Secretaries, 
having co-ordinate power, who shall be the executive 
officers of the Board of Foreign Missions, The Sec- 
retary or Secretaries shall be elected by the General 
Conference quadrennially. 

§ 2. They shall be subject to the direction of the 
Board of Managers, and their salaries, which shall 
be fixed by the Board of Managers, shall be paid out 
of the treasury. They shall be employed exclusively

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in conducting the correspondence of the Board, in 
furnishing the Church with missionary intelligence, 
in promoting the work committéd to this Board and 
the general interests of the cause by correspondence, 
travel,, and such’ other activities as’ the service in- 
volves and the Board may approve. 

| 464. Arricre V.—§ 1. Election of Officers. ‘The of- 
ficers to be elected by the Board shall be chosen and 
hold their office for the term of one year, or until their 
successors shall be elected; or, if a vacancy should 
occur during the year by death, resignation, or other- 
wise, it may be filled at any regular meeting of the 
Board. The first election of each Quadrennium ghall 
be held at the regular meeting of the Board next suc- 
ceeding the General Conference. 

§ 2. Presiding Officer. At. all meetings of the Board 
the President shall preside. But if he should be 
absent, one of the Vice-Presidents shall take his 
place. In the absence of the President and of all the 
Vice-Presidents, a member appointed by the meeting 
for the purpose shall preside. The minutes of each 
meeting shall be signed by the Chairman and by the 
Recording Secretary of the meeting at which the 
Same are read and approved. 

1465. Articte VI.—Appointment and Support of 
Missionaries. §1. A person ghall be acknowledged 
as a Missionary or receive support as such from the 
Funds of the Board of Foreign Missions only when 
such person has been approved by the Board of Man- 
agers and has been assigned to some definite field 
except as provided in § 2. Ministerial Missionaries 
shall be constituted by the joint action of a General 
Superintendent and the Board. Lay Missionaries 
shall be appointed by. the Board of Managers. 
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§2. The. Board may. provide: for) the support of 
retired. Missionaries and of the widows and orphans 
of Missionaries who may not be provided for by their 
Annual Conferences respectively; provided they shall 
not receive more than is usually allowed retired Min- 
isters, their widows and orphans in home Conference. 
In this matter, the Board shall as far as practicable 
base its procedure upon provisions similar to those 
prescribed for Annual Conferences. 

466. Arricte VII.—Field Finance Committees. 
§1. In a mission field of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in which there may be an Annual Conference, 
Mission Conference or an organized Mission, there 
shall be a Committee on Finance, consisting of the 
following .members, ex officio: the resident Bishop, 
the Mission Treasurer, and the Mission Superintend- 
dents. The Committee shall also include such other 
persons, some of whom may be Laymen, as the 
Annual or Mission Conference or Mission may elect, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions. The Committee shall elect its own Chairman. 
The Committee shall be responsible to the Board, of 
Foreign Missions for the administration of the funds 
provided by the Board. 

§ 2. In territory of a Central Gantantias or a Cen- 
tral. Mission. Conference said Conferences may 
prescribe the method of constituting such Finance 
Committees, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. These Committees shall be respon- 
sible to the Board of Foreign Missions for the admin- 
istration of its funds. 

7.467... ArticLte VIII,—Amendments.: This Consti- 
tution shall be subject :to amendment or alteration 
only by the General Conference. 
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IV. Foreign Missionary Society 
468. Auxiliary to the Board of Foreign Missions 
shall be organized the Foreign Missionary Society, 
of which all members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church shall be members. 


V. Administration of Foreign Missions 

| 469, §1. When a Mission is established in a for- 
eign country, outside of an Annual Conference, the 
Bishop having Episcopal supervision of the same may 
appoint a member of the Mission as Superintendent 
whe may also be a District Superintendent. It shall 
be the duty of the Superintendent, in the absence of 
a Bishop, to preside in the Annual Meeting of the 
Mission and to arrange the work and tare general 
supervision of the entire Mission. Also, from time to 
time, he shall represent the state of the Mission and 
its needs to the Bishop in charge and to the Corres- 
ponding Secretaries. 

§ 2. The Bishop having Episcopal supervision of a 
Mission shall designate annually a time at which all 
the members of the Mission and also the native 
Preachers employed as Supplies or Helpers in the 
Mission shall come together for the purpose of hold- 
ing an Annual Meeting. This meeting shall have, in all 
ecclesiastical matters, the duties and powers of a 
District Conference; and shall transact such other 
business as may be assigned to it by the Board or 
srow out of the local interest of the work. In the 
absence of a Bishop or the Superintendent, the Annual 
Meeting shall choose its presiding Officer in the man- 
ner provided for District Conferences, 
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§. 3. ._When a Mission in a foreign country is organ- 
ized into a Mission Conference or an Annual Confer- — 
ence the administration of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall not be disturbed thereby, but shall be con- 
tinued as in other Foreign Missions. 

470, § 1.» The Missionaries in Japan while retain- . 
ing their membership in their home Annual Confer- 
ences and.without impairing their relationship to the 
_ Board of Foreign Missions and the appointing author- 
ity of the Methodist Episcopal Church, shall, while in 
service as Missionaries in Japan, be free to accept 
the rights and privileges in the Annual Conferences 
of the Japan Methodist Church as offered to. them by 
that Church. ; 

§ 2... The Missionaries of the Board of Foreign 
Missions, appointed to work among the Japanesé, are 
organized into a Mission Council, known as the Japan 
Mission Council of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§ 3... The Japan Mission Council of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church is authorized to elect and send 
one of its members to the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal ‘Church as its representative— 
said representative to be accorded the privilege of 
sitting with the Committees of the General Confer- 
ence with the right to speak when questions relating 
to our work in Japan are being discussed. 


VI. .Membership of Laymen, Missionaries, in Annual 
Conferences 

471: Laymen, Missionaries of the Board of 

Foreign Missions, may be invited to sit as associate 

members of their respective bodies, and be permitted 

the privileges of the floor, and the right to vote on all 
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questions not ministerial or constitutional, and shall 
be eligible for election to the Mission or Conférence 
Finance and other Committees. ; 


VII. Annual Conference Board 

7472, §1. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference to organize within its bounds an Annual 
Conference Board of Foreign Missions. °This Annual 
Conference Board shall consist of the District Super- 
intendents, District Missionary Secretaries, and Dis- 
trict Epworth League Presidents, ex oficio, and one 
Church’ School Superintendent, and one Lay member 
frém each District, to be elected by the Annual Con- 
ference on the nomination of the District Superin- 
tendénts. The Annual Conference Shall ‘elect ‘the 
officers of the said Board from among its’ members, 
on the nomination of the District Superintendents. 

§ 2. The said Board shall present an annual re- 
port to the Annual Conference through its President; 
and shall have charge of the Annual Conference 
anniversary of the Board of Foreign Missions, to 
which an entire evening shall be given. 

§ 38. There shall be at least one meeting of the 
Annual Conference Board of Foreign Missions each 
year for the consideration and furtherance of the 
interests of Foreign Missions within the bounds of 
the Conference, at which meeting a Corresponding 
Secretary or other representative of the Board of 
Foreign Missions shall be present if possible, and 
the said Board shall provide for thé consideration 
and furtherance of the interests of Foreign Missions 
within the bounds of the Conference, and may ar- 
range for conventions. 
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VIL. District Board®: ri 
7473, $1. There’shall be in each District bib? 
tendent’s’ District’ a’ District Board of’ Foreign’ Mis- 
sions Composéd of the members of ‘the ‘Annual Con! 
ferenee’ Board of Foreign Missions from the District:

§2. The said District Board shall aid the Pastors 
in the presentation of the catise of Foreign’ Missions 
within*the District, and may arrangé for conveutions. 


IX. District Missionary Secretaries 

474. The presiding Bishop, on nomination of the 
District Superintendent, shall appoint a Member of 
the Annual Conference as Missionary Secretary for 
each District Superintendent’s District, who shall 
serve without salary, and whose duty it shall be to 
assist the District. Superintendent in furthering the 
interests of Foreign Missions on the District. By 
correspondence and otherwise, he shall aid in. secur- 
‘ing the distribution of missionary literature in every 
Pastoral Charge, co-operate with the Board and other 
agencies of the Church in the promotion of Mission- 
ary education, and keep the Board informed as to 
foreign missionary conditions on the District. 


X. District Superintendents 


9.478, $10 It shall be the duty of the District su- 
perintendent to see that ‘the provisions of the Disci-

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pline concerning Foreign Missions are faithfully ex- 
ecuted in his District. He shall inquire at each 
session of the several Quarterly Conferences, what 
has been done toward raising funds for the support 
of Foreign Missions during the preceding quarter, 
and particularly what has been done in the Church 
Schools.for this cause. 

§ 2.. It.shall be the duty of the District Superin- 
tendent to see that there be appointed at the fourth 
Quarterly Conference of each Pastoral Charge a Com- 
mittee on Foreign Missions, consisting of five or 
more persons, including one Church School Super- 
intendent and one Epworth League President, of 
which Committee the Pastor shall be Chairman. Its 
duty shall be to aid the Pastor in disseminating mis- 
sionary information, Planning .for the Annual 
Foreign Missionary Day, and securing a thorough 
canvass of the members of the Churches and Con- 
gregations in the interest of Foreign Missions. 


XI. Pastors and Churches 


476, §1. The support of Foreign Missions is com- 
mitted to Pastors, Congregations, Church Schools, 
and Epworth Leagues. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the Pastor, aided by 
the Committee on Foreign Missions, to provide for 
the diffusion of missionary information among the 
members of his Church, Congregation, Church School, 
and Epworth League. 

§3. It shall be the duty of the Pastor, aided by 
the Committee on Foreign Missions, to institute a 
monthly missionary prayer meeting or missionary 
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address in his Pastoral Charge, for the purpose of 
imploring the divine blessing upon Missions through- 
out the world, and for the diffusion of missionary 
intelligence among the people. 

§4. The Pastor, aided by the Committee on 
Foreign Missions, shall arrange for an ° Annual 
Foreign Missionary Day, when the Pastor or some 
one invited by him shall present the cause of Foreign 
Missions, at which time it is earnestly recommended 

' that a self-denial or thank offering be taken for the 
work of the Board of Foreign Missions exclusively. 

§5. It shall be the duty of the Pastor to see that 
each Church School on his Pastoral Charge is organ- 
ized into a, Missionary Society, and that Missions be 
presented and an offering received on at least one 
Sunday in each month. It shall be the duty ‘of the 
-Church School Missionary Society, with the consent 
of the Church Sehool Board, to provide brief mission- 
ary exercises on the day that is set apart for the 
monthly missionary offering, to cause suitable litera- 
ture to be distributed in the Church Schools, and to 
arrange for occasional missionary concerts. The 
Church School Missionary Society shall include For- 
eign Missions, Home Missions and Church Extension, 
and the Board of Education. 

§ 6. It shall be the duty of the Pastor to organize 
Missionary Study Classes on his Charge where prac- 
ticable. 
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CHAPTER IV 
WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


7477, §1. For the development and maintenance 
of Christian work among women in foreign lands, 
there shall be an organization known as the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

§ 2. It shall be governed and regulated by its con- 
stitution; which may be altered or amended by the 
General Conference as the necessities of the work 
may require. 

§3. In respect to fields of labor, policies, and 
Standards and qualifications: of missionary candi- 
dates, the Society shall work in harmony with the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist: Episco- 
pal. Church.: Its appropriations shall be reported to 
the Board of Foreign Missions at its annual meeting. 
The Society shall have a Standing Committee which 
shall meet at. stated intervals with a. similar Com- 
mittee from the Board of Foreign Missions for con- 
sultation on all matters. of mutual interest. 

§, 4... The acceptance,,, assignment, remuneration, 
and recall of missionaries of the Society shall be de- 
termined by the General Executive Committee of the 
Society. 

§5. All Missionaries sent out by this Society 
shall labor under the direction of the particular Con- 
ferences or Missions of the Church in which they 
may he employed. They shall be appointed annually 
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by the President of the Conference or Mission, and 
shall be subject to the same rules of removal that 
govern other Missionaries, and they shall be members 
of the Church and Quarterly Conference and the 
District Conferences where they reside. 

§ 6. All the work of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society in foreign lands shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Conferences ‘or Missions and ‘theit Com: 
mittees in exactly the same manner as the work of 
‘the Missionaries of the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. The Superinten- 
dent or District Superintendent shall have the same 
relation to the work and the person in charge of it 
as he would have were it a work in the Pastoral 
Charge of any member of the Conference or Mission. 

-§7. The funds of the Woman’s Foreign’ Mission- 
ary Society shall be provided by’ annual, life, 
honorary, memorial, and extension memberships; by 
constituting life managers and life patrons; by gifts, 
annuities, bequests, and devises; by collections from 
audiences convened in the interests of the Society; 
- and by such other methods as the Constitution of the 
Society shall provide.’ None of these shall interfere 
with the contributions of the Church, Church 
Schools and Epworth League to the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The amounts so collected shall be reported to the 
Annual Conference through the Preachers in charge, 
entered among the Benevolence Collections and pub- 
lished in the» Annual Conference Journal and the 
General Minutes. 
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CHAPTER V 


BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION 


I. Incorporation 

478. There shall be a Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension of the Methodist. Episcopal 
Church, incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Pennsylvania, Its headquarters shall be in the city 
of Philadelphia. Its purpose shall be to prosecute 
missionary work in accordance with the terms of its 
Charter, in the United States and its possessions, 
not including the Philippine Islands. 


II, Organization and Functions : 

{479, §1.. The Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension of the Methodist ‘Episcopal Church 
Shall be composed of the Bishop resident at Phila- 
delphia, the Corresponding Secretary elected by the 
General Conference, who shall be ex oficio members, 
twenty Ministers and twenty-three Laymen nomi- 
nated by the Board of Bishops and’ elected by the 
General Conference. In constituting the member- 
ship of said Board the Bishops shall nominate one 
representative from each Area, preserving as nearly 
as may be equality in the number of Ministers and 
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Laymen chosen from the Areas. All the other Effec- 
tive Bishops resident in the United States shall be ex 
officio members without a vote. The Superintendents 
of the four Departments shall be advisory members. 
The terms of office shall begin at the adjournment 
of the General Conference and continue for one 
quadrennium or until their successors are chosen. 

§ 2. The Board may declare vacant the seat of any 
member for inattention to duties or other sufficient 
reason, and any vacancy, however caused, shall be 
filled by the Board of Bishops. 

§3. The annual meeting and special meetings 
shall be held as the Board may determine, and special 
meetings may also be held at the call of the Execu- 
tive Committee; provided, that the Corresponding 
Secretary may call a special meeting of the Board 
within three months after any General Conference. 
At all meetings of the Board twenty-five shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

{|/480. The Board shall cansider plans for increas- 
ing its receipts and extending its work; shall receive 
reports from the several: Departments; shall deter- 
mine what total amount shall be appropriated for 
the work during the ensuing year, provided it shall 
not exceed the total available net income for the pre- 
ceding fiscal year; shall determine what amounts 
shall be appropriated for (1) Administration; (2) 
Publicity; (3) Contingent Fund; (4) Work in Col- 
leges and Universities; (5) The Education of Mis- 
sionaries for work in foreign languages; (6) The 
several Departments of Work, subdivisions of these 
Departments, and Annual Conferences.

§ 2. The President, the Vice-Presidents and the 
Recording Secretary shall be elected annually by the 
Board, from among its members.

§.4.. The Superintendents of Departments shall be 
elected by the Board, with the coneurrence of the 
Corresponding Secretary.

He shall communicate to any Bishop’ as- 
signed to’ the presidéncy of a Mission, Mission ‘Con- 
ference, or Annual Conference, at ‘the time of his 
assignment and during his presidency;'such informa- 
tion’ as the office may possess, touching said Mission, 
Mission Conference or Annual Conference, for the 
guidance of the Bishop in administration, especially 
concerning the appropriation of missionary grants to 
Districts or Charges, the appointments of Superin- 
tendents of Missions, and other appointments to Dis- 
tricts or Charges receiving Home Missionary Appro- 
priations. In the case of a vacancy in the interim of 
the General Conference, the Board shall have power 
to provide for the duties of the office, until it Shall 
be filled by the Bishops. 

§ 9. Each Superintendent of a Department’ shall 
have supervision of the particular Department of 
work for which he was specifically chosen. 

1 483, §1. The Board shall have power to provide 
for and administer a Loan Fund, and Annuity Funds 
either in connection with or separate from the Loan 
Fund, as it may determine; to take and hold in trust 
for the Methodist Episcopal Church any real or per- 
sonal property; to dispose of the same for the use 
and benefit of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and 
generally to do all and singular the matters and 
things which shall be necessary and lawful in the 
execution of its trust; provided, however, that all 
amounts received on the Loan Fund shall be used 
only for loans on adequate security; and provided 
further, that the aggregate amount of annuities 
which the Board shall assume to pay shall never be 
allowed to exceed the annual interest receivable on 
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the loans made, The expenses incurred in the admin- 
istration of such funds shall be charged to and de- 
frayed out of the income received therefrom. 

§ 2. The Board shall organize and administer a 
Trust Department, with a Trust officer in. charge, 
which shall have custody of all trust funds held by 
the Board, and of all its deeds, securities and col- 
lateral. Separate books and bank accounts shall be 
kept of all transactions in this Department. 

§3.. The Board shall have authority (1) to organ- 
ize such bureaus. as may be necessary for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the work; (2) to elect Field 
Secretaries, with the concurrence of the Correspond- 
ing Secretary; (3) to aid either by donation or loan, 
or both, the building of Churches and Parsonages; 
(4) to make By-Laws for the regulation of its pro- 
ceedings. 

§4. The Board shall report its proceedings and 
the state of its funds quadrennially to the General 
Conference. 

484, §1. The more effectually to accomplish the 
purposes of the Board there shall be organized four 
Departments of work, viz.: the Department of Church 
Extension, the Department of City Work, the Depart- 
ment of Rural Work, and the Department of Evan- 
gelism, 

§ 2. Each Department, as organized by the Board, 
shall consist of the Superintendent, five Ministers 
and five Laymen, The Board shall have power to 
add to the membership of any Department at the re- 
quest of the Superintendent. The members of the 
Department may or may not be members of the 
Board, 


§3. The Board may organize a Bureau for Work 
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among Negroes, which Bureau shall co-operate with 
all the Departments as their activities may affect 
the Negro population of the country. 

§ 4. The Board shall elect a representative who 
shall reside within the territory formerly covered by 
the Department of Frontier Work, and who shall 
supervise the work of the Board under the direction 
of the Corresponding Secretary and with whom the 
Department Superintendents shall co-operate in said 
territory. 


III. Department of Church Extension 

485, $1. The Department of Church Extension 
shall encourage the erection of churches in new com- 
munities not already adequately supplied; shall as- 
sist in the building of Churches and Parsonages 
where assistance is most needed; and shall give 
special attention to Church architecture, helping all 
our societies, when erecting Churches, to build struc- 
tures adapted to their requirements. 

§2. All applications for Church Extension aid 
shall be made through the Annual Conference Board. 
Appropriations shall be granted by the Board or the 
Executive Committee, upon recommendation of the 
Department. 


IV. Department of City Work 
7 486, §1. The Department of City Work shall 
further in every practicable way the organized re- 
‘ligious and social work in places having City Socie- 
ties, as hereinafter provided. 
§ 2. It shall promote the organization of City So- 
cieties wherever opportunity offers. 
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§ 3. It shall aid in making surveys in our cities 
with special reference to the religious conditions of 
foreign-speaking people, the necessary changes in the 
location and adaptation of Church buildings and the 
relation of the Church to needy and congested com- 
munities. It shall also aid in ‘the organization and 
development of adequate religious centers in the 
heart of great cities. It shall administer such ap- 
propriations as shall be committed to it by the 
Board. 

§ 4. All City Societies duly organized shall report 
annually to this Department their requests for ap- 
propriations, indicating the special purposes for 
which grants are to be used. 

§5, All askings for work in cities shall be re- 
viewed by the Department of City Work. Appro- 
priations for such work shall be administered by 
said Department and shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Conference Board, except where there is a City 
Society duly organized and in active operation, in 
which case all appropriations shall be payable to the 
Treasurer of the City Society. 

§6. All City Societies shall be auxiliary to the 
Board, and shall make each year to the Department 
of City Work a detailed statement, which shall in- 
clude, (1) Number of Ministers or Missionaries sup- 
ported in whole or in part, the amount paid to each, 
and the kind of work in which’! each is engaged; (2) 
Expenses of administration; (3) The total amount 
raised by the Society and how expended. The report 
shall also include such’ other items as the Depart: 
ment shall require. The summary. jof such! reports 
may be published in connection ‘with the annual re- 
port of the Board. 
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§ 7. The Department of City’ Work shall. maintain 
a Bureau of Goodwill Industries, which shall consist 
of ‘the Superintendent of the Department of City 
Work and sixteen other persons. 

The object: of the Bureau shall be to provide for 
the religious, educational, social, and industrial wel- 
fare of the unfortunate. ; 

The Bureau may make such changes in the rules 
and regulations for the conduct of the Bureau and 
-the Auxiliary Goodwill Industries as shall first. be 
approved by the Department of City Work. The 
Bureau shall review all askings for Goodwill Indus- 
tries, and administer all appropriations. The Bureau 
shall support and indorse only those local Industries 
which are organized and conducted according to its 
established rules and regulations, and these local In: 
dustries shall be administered, as far as practicable, 
in co-operation with local City Societies. 

The Bureau shall provide for Institutes of Good- 
will Industries, composed of the members of. the 
Bureau and two delegates from each duly organized 
Auxiliary or co-operating Goodwill Industries. These 
Institutes shall, if practicable, meet once a year in 
regional or union meetings in the interest of train- 
ing, promotion, co-ordination and _ co-operation, 
provided no expense shall be incurred by the Bureau 
in connection therewith which cannot be paid out of 
the income received by the Bureau from local Good- 
will Industries. 

A Council of Goodwill Industries of the World may 
' be held quadrennially to consist of such representa- 
tives and with such power as the Bureau of Good- 
will Industries of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension and the Bureau of Goodwill In-

dustries of the Board of Foreign Missions shall de- 
termine. ; 

487. City Societies. In order to promote evan- 
gelization and to co-ordinate the work of our Church 
in cities and in their contiguous communities it is 
recommended that, wherever such centers of popula- 
tion shall have three or more Pastoral Charges, and 
where, in the judgment of their resident Bishop or 
Bishops and the District Superintendent or Superin- 
tendents concerned, it is deemed advisable, a City 
Society shall be organized, under such name and. 
control as it may determine. All Bishops, District 
Superintendents, and Superintendents of Missions or 
Mission Conferences having jurisdiction in the geo- 
graphical territory covered by the Society, and all 
Pastors therein, shall be ex oficio members of said 
Society or of its Board of Managers. Each Quarterly 
Conference shall also be entitled to at least one Lay 
representative in the Society or Board. 

1488, §1. The City Society may include in its 
work the organization of Church Schools, and the 
organization, but not the constituting, of Churches, 
the aid of weak Churches, the acquisition of real 
estate, and the erection of buildings, the adaptation of 
downtown Churches to their altered environment, the 
securing and holding of endowments for the City 
Society and dependent Churches, the conducting of 
missions among foreign-speaking peoples, the develop- 
ment of well-organized open-air Evangelism, the main- 
tenance of kindergartens and industrial schools, the 
promotion of social and settlement work, the sup- 
port of rescue missions and of institutions for the 
relief of the sick and the destitute. A City Society

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may also devise plans for promoting the: connectional 
life of Methodism, and for co-operation and federation 
with other denominations. 

§2. A City Society may elect, either from within 
or from without its membership, not more than three 
persons, members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
as members of the Quarterly Conference of any 
Church under its supervision or the object of its bene- 
factions. The persons so chosen shall enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of Quarterly Conference Mem- 
bership when so approved by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence. 

§ 3...In Annual: Conferences, where there exists a 
City Society having an Executive Official giving his 
entire time to the work, it is recommended that said 
Executive Official shall be invited into consultation 
with the Bishop and District Superintendents in the 
consideration of the appointments that affect. Mis- 
sions or Churches administered or aided by said 
Society. 

§4. A City Society shall have authority in the 
territory covered by its Constitution or Charter, to 
make apportionments upon the Pastoral Charges, and 
to collect and disburse moneys for all the objects 
contemplated in its organization. 

§5. It is recommended that any Church eithei 
its territory expecting to receive aid for building or 
improvement from the City Society, be required. to 
secure, as a condition to receiving such aid, the 
approval of the City Society with respect to location, 

' plans and methods of financing: 

§ 6. A City Society, in order to receive appropria- 
tions from the Board, shall meet the following con- 
ditions: (a@) it shall be organized according to the 
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Discipline; (b) it shall have an Executive Committee 
meeting at least once every quarter; (c¢) it shall be 
actively at work; (d) it shall have made a report as 
required ‘by the Department of City Work; (e) it 
shall raise annually by colleetions or otherwise an 
amount at least equal to that appropriated to it by 
the Board, exclusive of appropriations made for work 
among foreign-speaking peoples. 

§ 7. There shall be a Council, or Councils, of 
Cities, composed of the Corresponding Secretary, the 
Superintendent of the Department of City Work, and 
two delegates from each duly organized City Society. 
The Department of City Work may convene the Coun- 
cil or Councils annually at such time and place and 
under such conditions as said Department shall de- 
termine, at least four weeks’ notice having been 
given to the City Societies. 

489, §1. It shall be the duty of the District 
Superintendent whose District covers in whole or in 
part a city, or contains communities contiguous to 
each other in» which ‘there are three or more 
Churches, to co-operate with the Department of City 
Work in securing, whenever practicable, ‘the organ- 
ization of a City Society as herein provided. Churches 
in communities adjacent to a city,' and ‘not attached 
to any other Society, maybe included in the Society 
of the adjacent city. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of each’ Pastor’ whose 
Charge lies within the: territory ‘of a City Society, 
once each year to present the interests of the Society 
to his congregation, take a collection for thé Same, or 
provide for the amount apportioned” in! the’ Benevo- 
lence Budget, and report the enanet received to “ 


Annual Conference. 4 
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§ 3. The Annual Conferences are directed to take 
such friendly interest in the City Societies within 
their bounds as shall promote their efficiency and 
facilitate their work; to arrange for the publication 
of their reports in the Conference Journal and to 
provide a separate column in connection with the 
statement of the Benevolence Collections for the 
itemized report of the offerings for this work. 


V. Department of Rural Work 

7 490, §1. The Department of Rural Work shall 
have the following powers and duties: To encourage 
the organization of Rural Societies as hereinafter 
provided, and to co-operate with them when estab- 
lished. 

§2. To make surveys in rural Church fields in 
order to ascertain their resources and needs and to 
determine the centers where permanent Church en- 
terprises might be established which would serve the 
whole community. 

§ 3. To apportion such funds as may be appropri- 
ated for this purpose to strategic centers widely dis- 
tributed throughout the country for a given period 
of years and thus to demonstrate the service such a 
Church enterprise can render. 

§4. To recommend to the responsible organiza- 
tions cases where denominational exchanges should 
be made and where co-operative or federated plans 
could be worked out to prevent overlapping by com- 
peting denominations, and also to point out where 
Churches of our own denomination should be united. 

§5. To promote the study of rural sociology 
among our Ministers, and in our Colleges and Theo-

logical Schools, and to plan complete Courses of 
Study in our denominational Colleges for the pre- 
paration of those who catch the vision and feel the 
€all to life-work in the rural field. 

§ 6. To co-operate with all the allies of the Church 
in the great task of improving the economic, social, 
educational, and religious life of the people in the 
rural sections. 

§7. To have such further powers and duties as 
will help to keep our Church fully abreast of the 
best thought and experience of the day concerning 
rural life. 

§ 8, All askings for Rural Work shall be reviewed 
by the Department of Rural Work. Appropriations 
for such work shall be administered by this Depart- 
ment and shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Con- 
ferecce Board, except where there is a Rural Society 
duly organized and in active operation, in which case 
all appropriations shall be payable to the Treasurer 
of the Rural Society. 

7491. Rural Societies. §1. Rural Societies with 
the District Superintendent as a member, ex officio, 
may be organized on any District of any Annual Con- 
ference. They shall be auxiliary to the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension, and report to 
the same. 

§ 2. Such Societies may select their own name, 
determine their own organization, and prosecute 
such work as they deem best, under the advice of the 
Superintendent of the Department of Rural Work. 

§3. In order that all Conferences, Missions, or 
other interests concerned in Missionary Work shall 
have representation, all Bishops, District Superin- 
tendents and Superintendents of Missions having 
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jurisdiction in the geographical territory covered by 
the District Rural Society, and all Pastors therein, 
shall be ex officio members of said Society or of its 
Board of Managers or Executive Committee. Each 
Quarterly Conference shall also be entitled to at 
least one Lay. representative in the Society or 
Board. 

§ 4. .These Societies shall give special attention to 
the survey of their fields, to the development of a 
*" more efficient rural ministry, to religious and social 
work in neglected communities, and especially among 
non-English-speaking people, to the establishment of 
new Churches where needed, to the consolidation of 
Churches in over-churched communities, to the en- 
couragement of a spirit of unity among our own 
Churches and co-operation and federation with other 
denominations. 

5. There shall be a Council or Councils of Rural 
Work composed of two Bishops to be appointed by 
the Boards of Bishops, the Corresponding Secretary 
and the Superintendent of the Department of Rural 
Work and two Delegates from each duly organized 
Rural. Society. The Department of Rural Work may 
convene the Council or Councils annually at such 
time and place and under such conditions as said 
Department shall determine, at least six weeks’ 
notice having been given to the officials of the Rural 
Societies. 

§ 6. These Societies may, wherever it is desirable, 
create a Comity Commission, composed of the Dis- 
trict Superintendent, and of Ministers and Laymen 
in equal numbers, for the purpose of meeting and 
conferring with like Commissions, or bodies, of other 
evangelical denominations, to make such arrange- 
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ments and agreements as may be necessary either to 
vacate, or take over, or exchange Charges or proper- 
ties, in order to promote the religious care and wel- 
fare of such communities. Such arrangements and 
agreements shall be made with due regard for the 
denominational investments and interests involved 
in such properties, and shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Annual Conference, 


VI. Department of Evangelism 

492, §1. The Department of Evangelism shall be 
established for the purpose of promoting aggressive 
evangelism throughout the Home Field. 

§ 2. Its special mission shall be to inspire the 
Church to more earnest pastoral and personal evan- 
gelism, including intercession and family worship; 
to prevent as far as possible the loss of members 
through the nonresident plan; to co-operate with Dis- 
trict Superintendents, Pastors and City and Rural 
Societies in evangelistic campaigns where most 
needed; to assist the Board of Education in prose- 
cuting evangelistic work in Colleges and Universities 
and Secondary Schools: to promote and assist the 
work of Chaplains in the army and navy, and reli- 
gious work among coast guards; and to establish a 
Bureau through which to utilize the services of ac- 
credited Methodist Evangelists, 

§3. The Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension shall co-operate with the Board of Education 
in providing for the religious training of Methodist 
students at tax-supported, independent, and other 
Educational Institutions not under the control of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, by naming five of its

members to serve with a like committee of the Board 
of Education, to have general supervision over all 
such work, to make grants of money from available 
funds, and to assist in campaigns for raising funds 
fer the support of such work. 

The Corresponding Secretaries respectively of the 
Board of Education and the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension shall be additional members. 
ex officio of this Joint Committee, which shall be 

’ officially known as the Wesley Foundation Joint Com- 
mittee. 


VII. Foreign Language Work in the United States 

1493, §1. Bilingual Mission. (1) For the pur- 
poses of united administration and the appointment. 
of Ministers and Missionaries, a Mission shall be or- 
ganized to be known as the Bilingual Mission, to com- 
prise all foreign language work being carried on in. 
connection with English-speaking Conferences in the. 
United States, including also those Churches whose 
chief activities are among foreign-language groups. 
In the merging of a_ foreign-language Conference, 
Mission Conference, or Mission, such Churches or 
Mission Centers not yet ready to merge on account. 
of language conditions shall be placed in the Bilin- 
gual Mission. Whenever five or more such Churches. 
or Mission Centers desire it a group may be formed 
and such leadership assigned as may be deemed wise 
by the Bishop in charge of the Bilingual Mission and 
the Bishops of the Conferences involved. 

(2), The statistical reports from the Charges in 
the Bilingual Mission shall be printed in the Official 
Journal of the Mission, published annually. 
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(3) In order to maintain mutual sympathy and 
interest between the English-speaking and foreign- 
language work, the Quarterly Conferences in the 
Bilingual Mission shall be held by the District Su- : 
perintendents of the white English-speaking Confer- 
ences in whose geographical territory the various 
Churches and Mission Centers are located. Ministers 
of the Bilingual Mission shall be members of the 
English-speaking Annual Conferences in which their 
various Charges are located. They shall assemble 
for such meetings, either as a whole, or in such na- 
tional groups as may be deemed wise by the Bishop 
in whose Area the Mission is placed, for the purpose 
of fellowship, the discussion of common tasks, and 
such other activities as may be assigned them by the 
Bishop. 

§2. (1) The Local Approach. To insure a na- 
tion-wide sense of responsibility on the part of Meth- 
odist Episcopal leadership everywhere, it shall be the 
duty of the District Superintendent and Pastor to 
place before the Quarterly Conference of each Eng- 
lish-speaking Church in America the fact of its rela- 
tionship and responsibility to any foreign-language 
peoples resident in the Parish. 

(2) A Foreign Language Committee shall be created 
in each Quarterly Conference to give attention to 
the needs of any group or groups of foreign-language 
people found in the community not already included 
in our foreign-language Conferences, Mission Confer- 
ences, or Missions; such Committee to communicate 
with the District Superintendent and the Bishop or 
Superintendent of the Bilingual Mission for develop- 
ing a program to meet the needs of the situation. In 
view of the varying conditions in different com- 
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munities, one of three methods of approach is sug- 
gested: - 

First: Where the numbers are not sufficiently 
large to constitute a grave problem of assimilation, 
evening classes shall be organized for instruction in 
the principles of Christianity and good citizenship 
of those of foreign birth; the Superintendent and 
other leaders of the Church School shall organize 
classes in the Church School for the instruction of 
‘adult immigrants and children of foreign parentage, 
and provision shall be made for the reception of 
these peoples into the regularly organized activities 
and membership of the local Church. 

Second: Where the numbers and conditions are 
such as to warrant a more intensive program and 
where a neighboring Church is conveniently located, 
a foreign-language department shall be organized in 
such local Church under the direction of the Foreign- 
Language Committee of the Quarterly Conference. 

Third: Where racial or polyglot colonies are of 
such size, or where there is no neighboring Church 
to foster a departmental program, the District Super- 
intendent shall report such need to the Bishop or 
Superintendent of the Bilingual Mission and give 
co-operation in the development of the field through 
an organized language Church or Mission Center. 

§3. (1) Bureau of Foreign Language Work. 
The Bureau of Foreign Language Work of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension shall 
be constituted as follows: the Bishops having juris- 
diction over foreign-language Conferences, Mission 
Conferences, or Missions, five Ministers and five lay- 
men selected by the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension, and the Corresponding Secretary 
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of the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion; also that the Superintendents of Departments 
of the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion be made advisory members of the Bureau. 

(2) The Bureau thus constituted shall have the 
following powers and duties: 

First: To formulate general policies and prin- 
ciples for work among foreign-language peoples. 

Second: To recruit and make provision for the 
necessary training of leaders to be employed in work 
among foreign-language peoples, 

Third: To review the askings from the field, and 
recommend appropriations for foreign-language 
work. 

Fourth: To conserve and place upon a missionary 
basis foreign-language Churches and Mission Centers 
which should continue in their Specialized task. 

Fifth: To co-operate with other organizations and 
agencies which are working among foreign-language 
peoples, 

§4. Area Adjustments. Our foreign language 
‘Conferences, Mission Conferences and Missions shall 
be grouped in not more than five Episcopal Areas. 

§5. We recommend to the Board of Bishops that 
the Bilingual Mission, as heretofore, be related to one 
of the regular Areas of the Church with the proviso 
that the number of regular Annual Conferences allo- 
cated to that Area be reduced sufficiently so as not 
to constitute an overload for the Bishop of that 
Area, ; 

§6. Administration of Home Missions and Ohurch 
Extension Funds. All Home Missions and Church 
Extension funds appropriated for use in the promo- 
tion of foreign language work in the United States 
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shall be administered through the regularly con- 
stituted channels of the Church. : 

§7. For further statement of principles relating 
to the Bureau of Foreign Work, see Discipline for 
1924, J 571. 


VIII. Annual Conference Boards 
7 494, §1. In each Annual Conference there shall 


' be a Conference Board of Home Missions and Church 


Extension, composed of the District Superintendents 
ex officio, and an equal number of Ministers and Lay- 
men elected by the Annual Conference on nomina- 
tion of the District Superintendents. Such Board. 
shall have a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and. 
Treasurer. These officers, together with the District. 
Superintendents, shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee, with authority to recommend contingent or 
emergency appropriations, and to distribute all Home: 
Mission Funds at the disposal of the Annual Confer-. 
ence. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Annual Conference to send the names of these officers. 
to the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten-. 
sion, and to publish them in the Conference Journal.. 

§ 2. The Conference Board shall hold its Annual 
Meeting at the call of the President, and other meet-- 
ings may be called by the President, or any three 
members, on due notice. The transactions of the- 
year shall be reported by the President to the Annual 
Conference. : 

§ 3. The Board of Home Missions and Church Ex-- 
tension, in making payments to meet appropriations,,. 
shall send drafts to the Secretary of the Conference 
Board, payable to the Treasurer; but duly organized: 
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City Societies or Rurai Societies shall receive their 
remittances direct. 

§ 4. In Mission Conferences there shall be a Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension constituted 
as in an Annual Conference, and having the same 
duties and powers. 


IX. Administration of Missions 


495, §1. A Mission shall meet annually at the 
time and place appointed by the Bishop in charge, 
who shall preside, if present. In the absence of the 
Bishop the Superintendent of the Mission shall pre- 
side. The Presiding Officer shall bring forward the 
regular business of the meeting, and arrange the 
work. This Annual Session shall possess the func- 
tions and powers of a District Conference, although 
the authority to license Local Preachers, and to re- 
new the licenses of Local Preachers and Exhorters, 
shall remain with the Quarterly Conferences. 

§2. The Bishop in charge of a Mission may ap- 
point a Superintendent of the Mission, or as many 
Superintendents as, in the judgment of the Bishop, 
may appear necessary or wise and for whom support 
has been provided. The Bishop shall determine the 
Groups or Charges over which the respective Super- 
intendent or Superintendents shall have supervision. 

496, §1. In case of a Mission using more than 
one foreign language, and extending over a wide geo- 
graphical territory, the Bishop may assemble in 
Annual Sessions the Members of the Mission on a 
racial or geographical basis. The Mission may dele- 
gate to such sub-groups the work of examining and 
recommending to an Annual Conference candidates 
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for Admission on Trial, under such limitations as 
the Discipline provides. 

§ 2. In Annual Missions using a language other 
than English, examinations of Local and Traveling 
Preachers shall be held by the Mission, and certified 
to the Annual Conference concerned. The Mission 
shall also make the recommendations for Admission 
on Trial in an Annual Conference. 


CHAPTER VI 
WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


7497, §1. There shall be an organization known 
as the Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, for the purpose of en- 
listing and organizing the efforts of Christian women 
and young people in behalf of all native and foreign 
groups, needy childhood, and community welfare, 
throughout our country, and to co-operate with other 
societies and agencies in Educational, Missionary, and 
Deaconess work. 

§2. It shall be governed and regulated by its 
Constitution, which may be altered or amended by 
the Board of Managers, such changes to be presented 
in proper form, approved by the Annual Meeting of 
the Board of Managers of the Society and then by 
the General Conference. 

§ 3. Its field of labor, general plan of work, and 
-appropriations shall be submitted for approval to 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
at its Annual Meeting.’ 
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§ 4. The appointment of Missionaries serving with 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society shall be made 
by the Board of Trustees of the Society. 

Deaconesses serving with the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society shall be appointed according to the 
provisions of the Discipline. 

§ 5. The funds of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society shall be raised» by receiving Annual, Life, 
Honorary, and Perpetual Members; by gifts, annui- 
ties, bequests, and devises; and by offerings from 
audiences convened in the interests of the Society. 
The amounts so received shall be reported to the 
Annual Conference through the Preachers in Charge, 
in order that they may be entered among the Beney- 
olence collections and published in the Annual Con- 
ference Journal and the General Minutes. 


CHAPTER VII 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


I, Organization and Functions 


498, §1. The Board of Education shall serve as 
the authorized agency of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church for the promotion of religious and general 
education in the United States and shall co-operate 
with other Boards of the Church in educational work 
under their care, seeking to diffuse the blessings of 
Christian learning and culture. 

§ 2. This Board shall have an advisory relation to 
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_ the business and educational management of all the 
Schools, Colleges, Theological Schools, and other edu- 
cational institutions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the United States. It shall devise ways 
and means for the aid of such educational: institu- 
tions; shall receive and disburse funds which from 
time to time may be committed to it for their aid; 
may serve as a Board of Reference or Arbitration; 
and when necessary it may take measures to protect 
’ the property interests of our educational institutions. 
It may establish and conduct Schools in the United 
States in communities in which facilities for educa- 
tion are not adequately provided. It shall seek to 
promote the religious training of students at insti- 
tutions of the Methodist Episcopal Church and of 
Methodist students at tax-supported and other insti- 
tutions not under the patronage of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. It shall promote the cause of edu- 
cation throughout the Church by collecting and dis- 
tributing statistics and other information, by fur- 
nishing plans for educational buildings, and by giv- 
ing counsel concerning the location and organiza- 
tion of educational institutions. It may also serve 
as a general medium of communication between 
teachers desiring employment and institutions need- 
ing their services. 

§ 3. In furthering ministerial education the Board 
shall co-operate with the Board of Bishops in the 
work of the Commission on Courses of Study and 
shall nominate to the Board of Bishops three mem- 
bers from the faculties of the educational institutions 
of the Church to represent the Board of Education 
on said Commission (ff 259, 592,°§1). The work of the 
Commission shall be reported to the annual meeting 
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of the Board of Education, and the Board shall serve 
as the repository of the records of the Commission. 
The Board shall provide funds as may be found 
necessary, and as may be approved by the Board, 
for the work of the Commission. 

§ 4. For the moral and religious education of our 
children and young people and for the promotion 
of knowledge of the Bible among all our people the 
Board shall have general oversight of the Church 
School’ interests of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the United States and shall co-operate with other 
Boards in the interest of Church Schools outside the 
United States. The Board may establish Church 
Schools in needy communities in the United States 
and may contribute toward their support. It shall 
seek to inform the Church on all phases of Church 
School work; shall determine the curriculum of 
studies, including the courses for leadership train- 
ing; and in general shall endeavor to give impulse 
and direction to the study of the Bible in the Church. 
The Board shall have direction of week-day religious 
education and shall promote the establishment of 
vacation and week day Church Schools. 

§5. The-Board shall have oversight of the Young 
People’s Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
known as the Epworth League, the purpose of which 
shall be to promote intelligent and vital Christian 
living among young people and to train them for 
leadership in the Christian Church. The Board shall 
promote the interests of the Epworth League by aid- 
ing in the establishment of local Chapters through- 


1The term “Church School” is understood to include “Sunday 
Schools,” ‘‘Week-Day Church Schools,” ‘Vacation Church Schools,”’ 
“Leadership Training Schools.” 
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out the Church and in the promotion of District, Con- 
ference, and Area organizations. It shall encourage 
the holding of Institutes and Conferences and shall 
furnish suggested programs of activity, discussion, 
and study. The Board may prepare and distribute 
leaflets, quarterlies, manuals, and other helps for 
the work of local Chapters and of Institutes 
and may contribute from available funds toward 
the support of District, Conference, and Area organ- 
- izations. 

§6. The Board of Education shall have general 
supervision of all Brotherhoods, Men’s Councils, and 
kindred organizations, to the end that wise and 
responsible leadership may be furnished the men’s 
movement in the Church, and that its different organ- 
izations may be correlated under a unified program 
for aggressive Christian service. 

§ 7. The Board of Education shall co-operate with 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
in the religious care and training of Methodist stu- 
dents at tax-supported, independent, and other edu- 
cational institutions not under the patronage of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, by naming five of its 
members to serve with a like committee of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension to have 
general supervision over all such work. The corres- 
ponding Secretaries of the Board of Education and 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
shall be additional ex-officio members of this Joint 
Committee, which shall be officially known as the 
Wesley Foundation Joint Committee. The Board of 
Education may make grants of money from available 
funds for the support of such work; provided, that 
any institution or foundation thus aided shall first 
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submit to the Board carefully prepared reports on 
budget forms provided by the Board. 

7499, §1. The management of the affairs and 
properties of the Board of Education shall be vested 
in a Board of Trustees, which shall consist of forty- 
five members elected by the General Conference for 
the ensuing quadrennium and until their successors 
are elected, on the nomination of the Board of 
Bishops. Both Ministers and Laymen shall be 
eligible for membership in the Board of Trustees, 
provided that at least twenty members of the Board 
shall be Laymen and that not more than five Minis- 
terial members shall be Bishops. The said Board of 
Trustees shall constitute the Board of Education of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, a corporation exist- 
ing under the laws of the State of New York. 

§ 2. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the 
Bishops or a majority of them, the persons so ap- 
pointed to serve until the next succeeding General 
Conference, 

§3. The officers of the Board shall be a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, a Corresponding Secre- 
tary, a Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer. These 
officers, other than the Corresponding Secretary, shall 
be elected by the Board at the first regular meeting 
following the General Conference, to serve through 
the quadrennium and until their successors are 
elected. They shall be chosen from the Board, except 
that the Treasurer may be chosen from outside the 
Board. Other officers or agents may be elected from 
time to time as the Board may direct. The salaries 
and duties of all officers and employees shall be fixed 
by the Board. 

§4. The Corresponding Secretary shall be elected 
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by the General Conference. Subject to. the pro- 
visions of the Discipline and the direction of the 
-Board, he shall conduct the correspondence and busi- 
ness of the Board. In all his official relations he 
shall be subject to the authority and control of the 
Board. His time shall be employed in the manage- 
ment of its affairs and in promoting its general in- 
terests. 

§5. Any vacancy in the office of Corresponding 
Secretary caused by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
‘shall be filled temporarily by the Board, and the 
person so appointed shall hold office until the next 
succeeding General Conference. 

§6. The Board shall hold an annual meeting at 
such time and place as it may determine, subject to 
the provisions of the Act of Incorporation, and may 
hold such special meetings as from time to time may 
be necessary. Twelve members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

7 500, §1. The Board shall organize such Depart- 
ments and appoint such Committees as may be neces- 
sary for the proper discharge of its business. It may 
' from time to time adopt By-laws for the regulation 
of the affairs of the Board and of its several Depart- 
ments and Committees, not inconsistent with the Act 
of Incorporation or with General Conference legisla- 
tion. 

§2. The Board may appoint an Executive Com- 
' mittee from among its members of such number as 
it may determine and may commit to said Executive 
_ Committee such business and confer on it such 

powers as are not inconsistent with the Act of Incor- 
poration or with General Conference legislation. 
Minutes of all proceedings of the Executive Com-

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mittee shall be kept and shall be submitted to the 
Board for approval. } 

§3. The Board shall appoint a Finance Committee 
consisting of five members of the Board with whom 
may be associated two additional persons not mem- 
bers of the Board. The Treasurer shall be an addi- 
tional ex officio member of the Finance Committee. 
To this Committee shall be intrusted the care and 
management of the funds of the Board and their 
proper investment under such regulations as the 
Board may adopt. It shall fix the official bond of the 
Treasurer and of other officers intrusted with the 
handling of funds and shall consider and approve 
the administrative budgets of the Board and its 
several Departments and Committees, within the 
appropriations fixed from time to time by the Board. 
Minutes of all proceedings of the Finance Committee 
shall be kept and shall be submitted to the Board for 
approval. « 

§4. The Board shall appoint a Curriculum Com- 
mittee of such number and in such manner as it may 
determine, always including the Book Editor, the 
Editor of Church School publications, and the Editor 
of The Epworth Herald. It shall be the duty of the 
Curriculum Committee to determine standard curri- 
cula for all Church Schools, including Vacation and 
Week-day Schools, the Epworth League, and other 
agencies within the local Church, and to recommend 
to the Board books and other literature which may 
be found desirable for use in religious education and 
in the training of leaders and teachers. 

1501. §1. The Board of Education shall receive 
such funds as are contributed for educational pur- 
poses through the general Benevolences of the 
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Church and shall appropriate the same for the main- 
tenance of the work committed to it, under such 
rules as the Board may adopt, provided they are in 
accord with General Conference legislation. 

§ 2. The Board shall have power to administer 
any and all funds, gifts or bequests which have been 
or which may be committed to it for educational pur- 

' poses, and shall be authorized to solicit and create 
any special funds deemed wise in carrying out 
the objects and purposes of the Board and to ad- 
minister the same under such rules and regulations 
as it may adopt, provided the purposes for which 
funds are committed to the Board shall be sacredly 
maintained. 

§3. The Board may solicit, create, and admin- 
ister a Fund which shall aid in providing retiring 
allowances or pensions for the Presidents, Professors, 
and other members of the faculties of the educational 
institutions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
Imay adopt rules and regulations for the administra- 
tion of such Fund. 

$4. In making appropriations toward the support 
of educational institutions, the Board of Education 
shall give due consideration to the actual current 
needs of such institutions as shown in carefully pre- 
pared reports presented by them on budget forms 
provided by the Board. Institutions with limited 
endowment but rich in their contribution to the re- 
ligious leadership of the Church are especially com- 
mended to the favorable consideration of the Board. 

- Appropriations to institutions from funds at the dis- 
position of the Board shall not debar them. from 
soliciting additional support from their patronizing 


territory. 
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§5. No institution hereafter established or ac- 
quired shall be aided by the Board unless the Board 
shall have been consulted and shall have approved 
the establishment or acquisition of such institution, 
and the University Senate shall have approved its 
proposed classification before the project was under- 
taken. 

§6. The Board of Education shall maintain and 
administer institutions for Christian education 
among the Negroes of the Southern States and else- 
where as the Board may determine. Such institu- 
tions shall be located and developed with due regard 
to a system which will provide for the educational 
needs of the people with the greatest efficiency and 
economy, To this end, the Board shall have author- 
ity to adopt plans by which schools sponsored by it 
may co-operate with or may unite with schools of 
other denominations or under independent control, 
provided the interests of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church are adequately protected. Special effort shall 
be made to secure permanent endowment for schools 
under the direction of the Board, and whenever the 
Board is assured that their support will be adequate 
and that their property will be conserved and per- 
petuated, the schools may be transferred to local 
Boards of Trustees. 

§7. As a means of educating the Church on the 
needs of Negro schools, the Sunday nearest the birth- 
day of Abraham Lincoln shall be observed as Lin: 
coln Sunday, at which time the interests of Negro 
education shall be presented. The Board shall re- 
ceive all moneys derived from the observance of this 


day and use the same for the advancement of Negro 
education. 
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II. The Student Loan Fund 

7.502, §1. The Board shall administer a Student 
Loan Fund for the purpose of assisting meritorious 
young persons, members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, to secure a more advanced education. Such 
assistance shall be given only in the form of' loans, 
but by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
-yoting the Board shall have power to cancel such 
loans in’ whole or in part for reasons which may 
Seem to it sufficient. Funds for this’ purpose shall 
be derived from: 

(a) The income from the invested fund known 
as the “Sunday School Children’s Fund of 1866.” (See 
§ 2.) 

(6) The Children’s Day Fund. (See §3.) 

(c) Moneys repaid by borrowers from this fund. 

(d) Interest received from student loans. 

(e) Gifts for the purposes of the Fund. 

§ 2. The Board suall receive and separately invest 
the moneys contributed, prior to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1885, for “The Sunday School Children’s Fund 
of 1866.” The income thereof, aside from such funds 
as may be appropriated for the necessary expenses 
of its administration, shall be devoted to the purpose 
of assisting meritorious Church» School scholars, 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in ob- 
taining more advanced education, preference being 
given to the aid of young persons preparing for the 
Ministry or for the Home or Foreign - Missionary 
work of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§3. The Board shall receive the moneys derived 
from the collections taken annually in all the 
churches on Children’s Day, the second Sunday in 
June, or such other day as may be more convenient. 
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The money received from this collection shall consti- 
tute “The Children’s Day Fund.” After proper pro- 
vision has been made by the Board for the promo- 
tion and administration of this Fund it shall be 
appropriated year by year for loans to needy students 
who are members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§ 4. Each Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church shall be entitled to share equitably 
in the income of the “Sunday School Children’s Fund 
of 1866” and in the distribution of moneys annually 
received from the Children’s Day collections; pro- 
vided, the annual collections for the said purpose are 
taken in the Church Schools within its bounds and 
are forwarded to the Board of Education. 


III. Educational Institutions 

1503, §1. The educational institutions in the 
United States under the patronage of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church are classified as follows: 

. Universities. 

. Schools of Theology. 

. Other Professional Schools. 

. Colleges of Liberal Arts. 

. Junior Colleges. 

. Secondary Schools. 

. Training Schools for Religious Workers. 

- Primary Schools and Religious Day Schools. 

- Wesley Foundations and other Auxiliaries. 

It shall be the duty of the President or other ad- 
ministrative officer of each educational institution 
to furnish to the Board and to the University Senate 
such statistics and other information as may be > 
necessary to a proper classification of that institu- 
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tion. No institution having been classified by the 
University Senate shall announce a different classi- 
fication without having first secured the approval of 
the Senate and of the Board. 

§ 2. No educational institution or foundation of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church shall hereafter be 
established until after its plans and organization have 
been submitted to the Board of Education for ap- 
proval and to the University Senate for the approval 
_of its proposed classification. 

§ 3. An Annual or Mission Conference by vote of 
such Conference may have under its patronage one 
or more secondary Schools, Colleges, Universities, or 
other educational institutions, provided such institu- 
tions have the approval of the Board of Education 
and meet the requirements of the University Senate, 
and provided further that no Annual or Mission Con- 
ference in the United States may establish or acquire 
a secondary School, College, University, or other edu- 
cational institution, without the approval of the 
Board of Education nor without reasonable assur- 
ance of financial support sufficient for its equipment 
and maintenance in accordance with the require- 
ments of the University Senate. Institutions so 
placed under the patronage of one or more Annual 
or Mission Conferences are recognized as having a 
special appeal for financial support in the territory 
of such Conferences. 

§ 4. The Theological Schools of the Church are 
established and maintained for the training of Min- 
‘isters. They exist for the benefit of the whole 
Church, and the Church recognizes its obligations 
for their maintenance and support. For the purpose 
of carrying out the provision for the better support 
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of the Theological Schools of the Church the Board of 
Education, in consultation with the administrative 
officers of these Schools, shall establish budget ask- 
ings for their adequate support. The amount neces- 
sary for such support shall be added as a separate 
item to the annual askings of the Board of Education 
from the Benevolence funds; and when approved by 
the World Service Commission, the World Service 
appropriations to the Board of Education shall be 
increased by the amount so approved, and shall be 
paid proportionately with other appropriations. No 
Theological School or Department of Theology in a 
College or University shall be established without 
first securing the approval of the Board of Education. 

§5. Educational societies or foundations created 
by Annual Conferences may be recognized as auxil- 
iaries of the Board of Education when their objects 
and purposes, their articles of incorporation, and 
their methods of administration are approved by 
the Annual Conference within whose bounds they 
are incorporated and by the Board of Education. All 
auxiliaries thus formed shall be required to send 
annually a report of their fiscal and administrative 
affairs to the Board of Education. 

§6. The Board of Education shall publish at least 
quadrennially a list of all the educational institu- 
tions under the patronage of the Methodist Epis- - 
copal Church, classified by the University Senate in 
accordance with the provisions of this paragraph. 

; a 


IV. Church Schools 


7504, §1. The Church Schools of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church shall be under the supervision of 
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local Church School Boards and shall be auxiliary 
to the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. . 

§ 2. The local Church School Board shall consist 
of the Pastor, who shall be ez-oficio Chairman; the 
Director of Religious Education; the Director of 
Social and Recreational Activities; the Superinten- 
dent, who shall be ez-officio Vice-Chairman; the 
Quarterly Conference Committee on Religious Edu- 
cation; and all officers and teachers in the Church 
Schools elected or confirmed by the Board. In case 
' of the withdrawal of officers or teachers from the 
School, they shall cease to be members of the Board. 

§ 3. The Director of Religious Education in the 
local Church shall have direction and supervision of 
all the educational interests of the local Church, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Pastor and of the Com- 
mittee on Religious Education. The Director of Re- 
ligious Education shall work under the direction of 
the Pastor and the Quarterly Conference. 

§ 4. The Superintendent of a Church School shall 
be elected annually by ballot by the local Church 
-School Board, subject to confirmation by the 
Quarterly Conference. In case of a vacancy the Pas- 
tor shall serve as Superintendent or shall fill the 
vacancy temporarily until a Superintendent is elected 
and confirmed in the regular way. Other officers of 
a Church School shall be elected by the local Church 
School Board. 

§5. The teachers in a Church School shall be © 
nominated by the Superintendent with the concur- 
rence of the Pastor, and shall be elected annually by 
the local Church School Board. The place of any 
teacher or officer may be declared vacant by a vote 
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of two thirds of the local Church School Board, for 
habitual neglect, inefficiency, improper conduct, or 
for teaching contrary to the accepted doctrines of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§ 6. A Quarterly Conference may commission and 
publicly set apart to be Teachers of Religion in the 
Church Schools, persons who, by Christian experi- 
ence, natural ability, and training are properly quali- 
fied to be Teachers of Religion in the local Church 
Schools. This recognition shall be given especially 
to such persons as have met the educational require- 
ments set forth in the standards established by the 
Board of Education. Appropriate forms for public 
recognition and commission shall be provided by the 
Board of Education. 

§7. It shall be the duty of the local Church 
School Board to maintain the standard requirements 
for Methodist Episcopal Church Schools as deter- 
mined by the Board of Education, and especially 
shall it be the duty of the local Church School Board 
to provide for the training of officers and teachers 
in the principles and methods of religious education 
and Church School work, 

§ 8. It shall be the duty of the Church School 
Superintendent, together with the local Church 
School Board, to observe Rally Day annually on the 
first Sunday of October, or on such other day as may 
be found more convenient, in each school under his 
care, and to take a collection in each school on that 
day for the use of the Board of Education in the ad- 
vancement of Church School work. This collection 
shall be forwarded to the Board of Education, with 
credit on World Service apportionment. Anaual Con- 
ferences whose Conference Board of Education

is promoting a program of Religious Education 
under the leadership of a Director of Religious Edu- 
cation accredited by the Board of Education, ‘shall 
receive annually from the Board of Education a sum 
not less than the total Conference Rally Day offering, 
or so much of said offering as may be needed for the 
promotion of the Annual Conference program. 7 507, 
§ 2. 

§ 9. It shall be the duty of the local Church School 
Board, wherever practicable, to organize the School 
or Schools under its care into Temperance Societies, 
under such rules and regulations as the local Board 
may prescribe. Such Societies shall provide that 
temperance instruction shall be imparted in the 
Church Schools and shall secure, as far as possible, 
the pledging of their members to total abstinence. 


V. The Epworth League 

7.505, §1. A standard Epworth League Chapter is 
a voluntary fellowship of young people in a local 
Church organized with a President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and the following Departments, or their equiv- 
alents, each of which shall be under the direction of 
a Vice-President and a Committee: 

(1) Spiritual Work. 

(2) World Evangelism. 

(3) Social Service. 

(4) Recreation and Culture. 

The Cabinet of a local Chapter shall consist of the 
' Officers of the Chapter, with the Pastor as an ez officio 
member. The Chapter shall be under the direction 
and approval of the Quarterly Conference and the 
Pastor. 
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§ 2.. Any young people’s society connected with 
a local Methodist Episcopal Church may become .an 
affiliated Chapter of the Epworth League by adopt- 
ing the aims of the League, provided the Pastor and 
the Quarterly Conference shall approve its officers 
and general plans of work, and provided it is en- 
rolled as an affiliated Chapter with the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

§ 3. The President of an Epworth League Chapter 
shall be a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and shall be elected by the Chapter and confirmed 
by the Quarterly Conference. He may become a 
member of the Quarterly Conference by vote of that 
body. It shall be his duty to report the work of the 
local Chapter to the Quarterly Conference. 

§ 4.. It shall be the duty of the officers of the Chap- 
ter to observe Anniversary Day on the third Sunday 
ef May in each year and to take a collection for the 
use of the Board: of Education-for the advancement 
of the. work of the Epworth League. 


VI. Co-operation of Church Schools and 
Epworth League 

506. It shall be the duty of the officers of the 
Church School and the officers of the local Chapters 
of the Epworth League to co-operate in the prepara- 
tion of their programs for young people so as to pre- 
vent duplications and to secure the enlistment of the 
largest possible number of young people in the activ- 
ities of the Church. 


VII. Annual len rte: 
{507. §1. It shall be the duty of each hema 


# 
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Conference to organize within its bounds an Annual 
Conference Board of Education which shall be aux- 
iliary to the Board of Education of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. This Board shall consist of an 
equal number of Ministers and Laymen, the number 
to be determined by the Annual Conference. The 
Board shall organize by electing such officers and 
Committees as may be deemed necessary. It shall 
meet as frequently as the requirements of its work 
May demand. 

§ 2. Wherever practicable, the Annual Conference 
shall provide through the Conference Board of BHdu- 
cation, in co-operation with the Board of Education, 
for the appointment of a Conference Director of Re- 
_ ligious Education, who shall have general super- 
vision of the program of religious education within 
the bounds of the Annual Conference. The Director 
of Religious Education shall be appointed by the 
presiding Bishop upon the request of the Annual 
Conference. { 504, § 8. 

§ 3. The Conference Board of Education shall pro- 
vide for a public presentation of the Educational in- 
terests of the Church at the sessions of t.e Annual 
Conference, and shall report its findings and recom- 
mendations to the Annual Conference. 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the Conference Board 
of Education: : 

(a) To promote the cause of Religious Education 
and training through the Church Schools and Ep- 
worth Leagues of the Conference and wherever prac- 
ticable to provide for the appointment of a Confer- 
ence Director of Religious Education. 

(b) To take special interest in the education of 
young people who are looking toward the Ministry 
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and other forms of Christian service as their life- 
work. 

(c) As the Conference may direct, to co-operate on 
behalf of Methodist students with such Wesley 
Foundations established at tax-supported and other 
educational institutions. 

(d) To co-operate with the educational institu- 
tions of the Church under the patronage of the Con- 
ference in promoting the cause of Christian Educa- 
tion throughout the Conference, in. awakening in- 
terest on their behalf, and in encouraging their con- 
stituencies to afford them adequate support. 

(e) To provide for the appointment by the Annual 
Conference of Visitors to the educational institu- 
tions under the patronage of the Annual Conference, 
who shall report their findings to the Annual Con- 
ference Board of Education. 

(f) To receive annually from each educational 
institution under the patronage of the Annual Con- 
ference an annual report of its educational and finan- 
cial affairs. 


VIII. District Superintendents 

508. It shall be the duty of the District Su- 
perintendent to bring the subject of Christian educa- 
tion before the Quarterly Conference of each Pastoral 
Charge within his district. The Quarterly, Confer- 
ence shall provide for a Committee that shall co- 
operate with the educational institutions under the 
patronage of the Conference, also a committee on 
Religious Education which shall seek to secure the 
co-operation of all the teaching and training activ- 
* ities of the Church. 


2 
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IX. Pastors 

509, §1. The Pastor shall have general super- 
vision of Religious Education in the local Church. 
It shall be his responsibility to develop in the Church 
or Churches of his Charge a definitely formulated 
program of Religious Education, organized in har- 
mony with the Disciplinary provisions and in such 

' way as effectively to carry out the curriculum of 
studies approved by the Board of Education. He 

Shall give attention to the training of teachers and 
leaders and to the enlistment of children and young 
people in the work of the Church, and on appropriate 
occasions shall present the claim of full-time Chris- 
tian service. 

§2. The Pastor shall provide for the observance 
annually of Lincoln Day, of Children’s Day, and Rally 
Day in Church Schools, and of Anniversary Day of 
the Epworth League as provided in the Discipline, 
(17 500, § 7; 502, § 3; 504, § 8: 505, § 4), and shall take 
such other collections for the cause of education as 
are ordered by the Annual Conference. 


X. Editor of Church School Publications 


[510, §1. The Editor of Church School Publica- 
tions, elected quadrennially by the General Confer- 
ence, shall prepare and edit all books and other liter- 
ature included in the Church School curriculum and 
such other Church School Publications as are recom- 
“mmended by the Curriculum Committee and approved 
by the Board of Education. 

§2. The Editor of Church School Publications 
shall be ex officio a member of the Curriculum Com- 
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mittee of the Board of Education and of the Board’s 
Standing Committee having supervision of Church 
Schools. 


XI. Editor of Epworth League Publications 

7511, §1. The Editor of The Epworth Herald, 
elected quadrennially by the General Conference, in 
addition to his duties as editor of The Epworth 
Herald shall have editorial supervision of such books 
and other literature as may be recommended by the 
Curriculum Committee and approved by the Board 
of Education for use in local Chapters and in In-. 
stitutes of the Epworth League. 

§ 2. The Editor of The Epworth Herald shall be: 
ex officio a member of the Curriculum Committee of! 
the Board of Education and of the Board’s Standing; 
Committee having supervision of the Epworth League.. 


XII. Publication 
512. Curriculum material for Church Schools; 
and the Epworth League, approved by the Board of 
Education and prepared and edited as provided in 
7510 and 511, when in form for publication shall be 
submitted by the Board to the Book Committee and 
in case differences should arise as to publication they) 
shall be referred for consideration and adjustment to 
representatives of the Board of Education and. of 
the Book Committee acting jointly. 


XIII. The University Senate - 


513, §1. The University Senate of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church shall be appointed quadrenniallyy 


a 
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_by the Board of Bishops, and shall be composed of 
twenty-three persons actively engaged in the work 
of education, and fitted by training and experience 
_ for the technical work of establishing standards and 
evaluating educational. institutions in accord with 
those standards. In making appointments to the 
University Senate more consideration shall be given 
_ to the qualifications of the persons so appointed than 
to their geographical distribution. If, in consequence 
_of the retirement of a member from educational work, 
or from any other cause, a vacancy occurs in the 
-Senate during the quadrennium, it shall be the duty 
of the Bishops at their next semiannual Ineeting to 
fill such vacancy: 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the University Senate 
to maintain and enhance the quality of the educa- 
tional work of the Church. The Senate shall have 
authority to establish standards for the various edu- 
cational institutions and foundations in the United 
States under the patronage of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and shall have advisory oversight of 
the educational work conducted under the several 
Benevolence Boards of the Church with a view to de- 
termining its quality and effectiveness. 

§3. The Senate shall determine and at least 
quadrennially revise the minimum requirements to 
be maintained for admission, for graduation, and for 
promotion to baccalaureate degrees, in the educa- 
tional institutions under the patronage of the Church. 
The gequirements thus established shall provide in 
-all cases for the historical and literary study of the 
Bible. 

§ 4. At the request of the President and Corre- 
sponding Secretary of the Board of Education or at

the written request of five of its own members the: 
University Senate shall investigate the scholastic re-. 
quirements and methods of any designated educa-.- 
tional institution or foundation claiming or ad-- 
judged to be under the patronage or supervision of!

§5. At the request of the President or the Cor- 
responding Secretary of any of the Benevolence 
Boards of the Church, or at the written request of 
five of its own members, the University Senate shall 
examine the quality and standards of the educa- 
tional work done under the auspices of such Board 
and shall report to the Board concerned its estimate 
of the merit of such educational work, and its recom- 
mendations as to what changes or improvements, if 
any, should be adopted. | 

$6. The Corresponding Secretary of the Board of 
Education shall be the Executive Secretary of the 
University Senate, and the necessary expenses of the 
University Senate in the conduct of its work shall be 
borne by the Board of Education, except that ex- 
penses incurred on behalf of any other of the Be- 


nevolence Boards of the Church shall be borne by that 
Board. 
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§7. The University Senate shall meet in regular 
Session at least twice in each quadrennium. 


XIV. Co-operation in Religious Education 
514. The International Council of Religious 
Education is recognized as the accredited agency 
through which the Methodist Episcopal Church co- 
operates with other Evangelical Churches in the field 
- of Religious Education. 


CHAPTER VIII 


BOARD OF PENSIONS AND RELIEF 


I. Authorization 

515, §1. There shall be a Board of Pensions and 
Relief,, nominated by the Bishops and elected by the 
General. Conference, consisting of one_ effective 
Bishop, who. shall, be President of the Board, nine 
other Ministers, and nine Laymen; also the Corre- 
sponding Secretary, who shall be a member of the 
Board. ez officio. No Annual Conference shall have 
more than one representative on the Board. 

§ 2. The Bishop and the Corresponding Secretary 
shall be elected quadrennially by the General Con- 
ference. The other members of the Board shall be 
divided into. three classes: 

Class I shall, consist of three Ministers and three 
Laymen, who shall be elected by the General Con- 
ference of 1928.to serve for four years. |. 
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Class II shall consist of three Ministers and three 
Laymen, who shall be elected by the General Con- 
ference of 1928 to serve for eight years. 

Class III shall consist of three Ministers and three 
Laymen, who shall be elected by the. General Con- 
ference of 1928 to serve for twelve years. 

§ 3. The General Conference of 1932 and subse- 
quent Conferences shall elect for a term of twelve 
years the class whose term of service shall expire at 
that time. 

§ 4. Vacancies in the membership of the Board or 
in the office of Corresponding Secretary, occurring 
during the interim of the General Conference shall 
be filled for the unexpired term by the Board of 
Pensions and Relief. Vacancies in the office of 
President shall be filled by the Board of Bishops. 

§5. The Board of Pensions and Relief shall be 
duly and legally incorporated, according to the laws 
of the State of Illinois, with such powers and prerog- 
atives as shall be needed for the accomplishing of the 
objects of the Board, as herein stated. This Board is 
authorized to adopt such measures as in its judgment 
are necessary to build up and administer a Connec- 
tional Permanent Fund which is hereby established; 
to increase the revenues for the benefit of Conference 
Claimants; to receive in trust and to administer 
endowments and other funds for the benefit of An- 
nual Conference Deaconesses, Medical Missionaries, 
Teachers, and other Church workers who are not 
members of an Annual Cenference;: and to admin- 
ister the same in accordance with such trust. Seven 
members shall constitute a quorum. The office of os 
Board shall be in Chicago, Illinois. 

§6. The Board of Pensions and Relief is hereby 
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authorized to take such measures;as may be neces- 
sary to establish a Permanent Fund for the relief of 
Aged and Disabled Supply Pastors who have served 
as Pastors for fifteen years or more, ten years of 
which shall have been consecutive, giving their 
entire time as Pastors to the work of the Church, 
and for their widows. The income of such fund shall 
be distributed directly to the beneficiaries on the 
basis of necessity, the allowances to be approved by 
~the District Superintendent and by one of the 
Officers of the Board of Conference Stewards. 


II. Officers 


“516, §1. There shall be a Corresponding Secre- 
tary who shall be elected by the General Conference, 
and who shall be the chief executive officer of the 
Board. Under the provisions of the Discipline and 
the authority, direction and control of the Board, he 
shall conduct the correspondence and business, and 
promote the general interests, of the Board. 

§ 2. The other officers of the Board shall be a Pres- 
ident, a Vice-President, a Recording Secretary, a 
Treasurer, and an Assistant Treasurer, who shall be 
elected annually by the Board and shall perform the 
duties usually pertaining to their respective offices. 
The Board may elect a Recording Secretary, a Treas- 
urer, and an Assistant Treasurer outside of its own 
membership, or may elect as Treasurer any respon- 
sible bank or trust company, duly organized and in- 
corporated under the laws of the United States or of 
any State. 
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Ill. Administration 

7517. The Board of Pensions and Relief at its 
annual meeting shall determine what amount shall 
be required for maintaining and promoting the work 
of the Board and shall present this amount to the 
World Service Commission to be included in the 
askings of the Commission, in common with those of 
the other Boards. 


IV. Connectional Relief 

7518, §1. Connectional Relief for Conference 
Claimants is established that the Preachers and 
people of the stronger Annual Conferences may be 
united with those of the weaker Conferences in one 
connectional or general plan in order that, by such 
co-operation, a more equitable and general support 
may be secured for Retired Ministers and other Con- 
ference Claimants, especially for those in the more 
needy Conferences. 

§ 2. Such Connectional Relief shall consist of (1) 
The income from the Connectional Permanent Fund; 
(2) The income from all other sources the use of 
which is not otherwise designated and which is not 
required for the maintenance of the Board. 

§3. Moneys for Connectional Permanent Endow- 
ment shall be held by the Board of Pensions and 
Relief, located at Chicago, Illinois, and shall be ad- 
ministered through its connectional Permanent Fund. 
The Board of Pensions and Relief shall also admin- 
ister all gifts and bequests the income of which is 
intended for the use of Conference Claimants. 

§ 4. Moneys contributed to the Board of Pensions 
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and Relief for the Connectional Permanent Fund 


-may be sent to the Treasurer of the Board, Chicago, 


Illinois, who shall issue a voucher for the same; or 


_ they may be paid to the Treasurer of the World Sery- 


ice Commission; or to the Treasurer of the Annual 
Conference, who shall receipt therefor and forward 
the amount so received to the Treasurer of the Board 


- of Pensions and Relief. 


V. Administration of Connectional Relief 

7519, §1. Moneys for Connectional Relief shall 
be distributed by the Board of Pensions and Relief 
at its annual meeting to the Annual Conferences or 
at any time to individual Ministers or Claimants 
whose claims are presented with the indorsement of 
the Secretary or Treasurer of the Board of Stewards 
of the Annual Conference to which such Minister or 
Claimant belongs. 

§ 2. The Board of Pensions and Relief, in deter- 
mining the appropriation for Connectional Relief, 
shall ascertain from the authorized reports of the 
Conference Stewards of the several Annual Confer- 
ences what Conferences are in need of Connectional 
Relief, and shall make the distribution to such Con- 


_ ferences according to their need as this shall appear 


from such reports. 
§3. The remainder of the available funds shall be 


- distributed among the other Conferences as the 
_ Board of Pensions‘and Relief may-determine to be 


wise and equitable in view of all the data in its pos- 


- session.

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VI. Reports . 
‘520. The Treasurer of the Board of Pensions 
and Relief shall send to the Treasurer of the Annual 
Conference a draft for the Appropriation for Con- 
nectional Relief, together with the last Annual Re- 
port of the Board, in which shall be shown the re- 
sources of the Board, the amount and distribution 
of its income, and such other information concerning 
the work of the Church in behalf of Conference 
Claimants as the Board may obtain. 


CHAPTER IX 


BOARD OF TEMPERANCE, PROHIBITION, AND 
PUBLIC MORALS 


521, §1. In order to make more effectual the 
efforts of the Church to create a Christian public 
sentiment, which will relate the principles of the 
gospel of Christ to the economical, political, indus- 
trial and social relations of life, and which will 
crystallize opposition to all public violations of the 
moral law and to all attempts to undermine or 
destroy established civil and religious liberties, the 
General Conference hereby authorizes the organiza- 
tion of a Board of Temperance, Prohibition, and Pub- 
lic Morals, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, with 
headquarters at Washington, D. C. The Board shall 
incorporate under this title and work under the 
following Constitution: 


Constitution of the Board 


§2. Arricte I. The object of this Board is to pro- 
mote voluntary total abstinence from all intoxicants > 
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and narcotics, to enforce, existing statutory laws and 
- constitutional provisions that suppress the liquor 
traffic, to secure the speedy enactment of such legis- 
lation throughout the world, and to promote and 
maintain established civil and religious liberties. 

§3. Articte II. The management of this Society 
shall be vested in a Board of Managers consisting of 
a Bishop, who shall be the President, and twenty 
persons, at least two thirds of whom shall reside in 
the territory near or convenient of access to Wash- 
ington, D. C., and ten advisory members. The Board 
shall be nominated by the Board of Bishops and 
elected by the General Conference. The Board of 
Managers shall meet annually, and at such annual 
meetings shall fill vacancies in the Board caused by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, and shall enact such 
By-Laws and shall employ such representatives in its 
work as it may deem necessary. ; 

§ 4. Articte III. The officers of the Board shall be 
a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and a General Secretary. The President shall be a 
Bishop, chosen by the Board of Bishops, and all other 
officers shall be elected quadrennially by the Board 
of Managers at its first meeting, to be held within 
three months of the adjournment of the Gen- 
eral Conference. The General Secretary shall be 
elected quadrennially by the Board of Managers and 
shall be ex officio a member of the Board and its 
executive officer. This Board. shall have power at 
its annual meetings, on the nomination of the Gen- 
eral Secretary, to fill any vacancies in these offices 
other than that of the President, and to employ such 
additional field and office representatives as it shall 
need. An Executive Committee consisting of seven 
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members of the Board of Managers shall be elected 
by the Board and shall have power in the interim to 
fill any vacancies in the field and office representa- 
tives, and to transact such business as is necessary 
in the interim of the annual meetings and report its 
work for confirmation annually. 

§5. Articte IV. It shall be the duty of the Board 
of Managers to represent the Church officially in 
every wise movement for the promotion of voluntary 
personal total abstinence and the securing of legal 
prohibition of the liquor traffic; to promote public 
morals; to publish, approve and distribute literature 
on the liquor traffic, the use of narcotics and manu- 
factured articles containing a large per cent of alco- 
holie liquors; to devise such plans and make such 
advices as shall enable the Church most successfully 
to compass the overthrow of that great foe of society, 
the legalized liquor traffic; to make such use of the 
money paid into its treasury as the work demands, 
and to publish an annual report of its work and to 
make a quadrenial report to the General Conference. 

§6. ArticLteE V. Each Annual Conference shall 
form within its bounds a Conference Board of Tem- 
perance, Prohibition, and Public Morals, which shall 
elect its own officers who shall be subordinate to the 
General Board and in harmony with its plans shall 
promote reforms within said Conference boundaries. 
It shall elect a Conference Committee in each Dis- 
trict consisting of the District Superintendent, and 
two others nominated by the District Superintendent 
and elected by the Conference. It shall be the duty 
of the District Committee to co-operate with all 
reliable reform organizations and to give all possible 
aid’ in movements for human betterment. At. each 
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session of the Annual Conference an anniversary or 
mass meeting shall be held, if. practicable, in the 
interest of public morals under the direction of the 
General Board of the Church. 

§ 7. Articte VI. It shall be the duty of Pastors, 
with the aid of the Committee on Temperance, to 
present annually to each congregation the cause of 
temperance and to take a public collection, which 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the World Service 
_-Commission and reported to the Annual Conference in - 
the same manner as other Benevolences. It shall be 
the duty of Pastors to see that each Church School 
is organized into a Board of Temperance, that temper- 
ance instruction be given, and that, as far as possible, - 
the members of the School and the young people 
within the reach of the Church shall be pledged to 
total abstinence. The District Superintendent; at the 
fourth Quarterly Conference, shall inquire if these re- 
quirements have been. observed. 


CHAPTER X 


BOARD OF HOSPITALS, HOMES, AND 
DEACONESS WORK 


I. Purpose and Constitution 


522... Organization and Purpose. For the promo- 
motion and general supervision of an advisory char- 
acter. of all hospitals, homes, or other organizations 
and institutions for the care of the sick, incurables, 
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other dependents, and child welfare work, and to 
have general supervision of all Deaconess Work in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church and legal control of 
all the Deaconesses in said Church, there shall be a 
Board known as the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work, incorporated according to law and 
subject to the control of the General Conference. 

7.523. Affiliation. All institutions or organiza- 
tions seeking to affiliate with this Board must have 
- the indorsement of the Annual Conference within 
whose bounds they are located. Institutions or 
organizations of similar character operating under 
the Boards seeking affiliation with this Board, must 
secure the consent of their Board, the recommenda- 
tion of the Annual Conference within whose bounds 
they operate, and the approval of this Board. 

524. Government. The management shall vest in 
a Board which shall consist of twenty-three members, 
including three Bishops appointed by the Board of 
Bishops, one of whom shall be President of the 
Board. The remaining members shall consist of 
eight Ministers and twelve Lay Members, which total 
number of twenty shall include both a Deaconess and 
an official representative of each form of Deaconess 
Administration, All members shall» be nominated 
by the Board of Bishops and elected by the General 
Conference. The term of office shall be for one quad- 
rennium. 

1525. Oficers. §1. The officers of the Board shall 
be a President, a Vice- President, and a Correspond- 
ing Secretary who shall be ex officio a member of the 
Board, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, and such 
other officers and agents as the Board ae “me to. 
time may determine. 
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§ 2.. The Corresponding Secretary shall be elected 
quadrennially by the Board subject to confirmation 
by the Board of.Bishops. He shall in all his official 
conduct be subject to the authority and control of 
the Board, by which his salary shall. be fixed and 
paid. His time shall be employed in. promoting its 
general interests by traveling or otherwise. 

§ 3. Any vacancy in this office, caused by death, 


_resignation, or otherwise, shall be filled by the Board 


until the next succeeding General Conference. 

1526. Meetings. §1.. The Board shall hold an 
annual meeting at such time and place as it may de- 
termine and such special meetings as may from time 
to time be deemed necessary by the Executive Com- 
mittee. Nine members of the Board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 

§ 2. The Board shall also appoint an Executive 
Committee of such number.as it may determine, and 
may commit to said Committee such business or con- 
fer upon it such powers as are not inconsistent with 
the Charter or this Constitution. 

527. Activities. §1. This Board shall sustain 
an advisory relation to institutions or organizations 
within its jurisdiction, but shall not provide direct 
supervision over them, except when specifically re- 
quested. 

§2. It may make surveys, disseminate informa- 
tion, suggest. plans for securing funds, maintain a 
bureau for the purpose of securing experts in all 
lines of work, provide architectural data, and render 
assistance in the promotion and establishment of 
new. institutions. It shall encourage and assist all 
institutions within its. jurisdiction in attaining the 
highest possible standards. This Board may admin- 
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ister any and all funds vested in it for general or 
specific purposes and shall have power, in co-opera- 
tion with the other Benevolence Boards and in the 
same manner, to secure special funds to carry out 
and execute its purposes. 

§ 3. Each Annual Conference shall form within its 
bounds a Conference Board of Hospitals and Homes, 
‘which shall elect its own officers, and shall exercise 
under the General Board such authority within the 
bounds of the Annual Conference as is necessary to 
promote the interests of the Hospitals and Homes 
within the bounds of said Annual Conference. 

7.528. Finance. At the annual meeting the Board 
shall prepare a budget of administrative expense of 
the Board, and shall submit the same to the World 
Service Commission for its consideration in deter- 
mining what shall be the askings for Hospitals, 
Homes, and Deaconess Work. 

529. By-Laws. This Board may from time to 
time adopt By-laws for the regulation of its affairs 
not inconsistent with the Charter or Constitution. 

530. Amendments. This Constitution may be 
amended by the Board with the approval of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

531, $1. Maintenance. It shall be the duty of 
every Pastor to see that his Charge makes an an- 
nual contribution for the work of the Board of 
Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, in harmony 
with the plans of the Church for its Benevolence 
Boards. 

§ 2. White Cross. In recognition of the American 
White Cross Society, wherever possible the Sunday | 
before Thanksgiving Day shall be observed in the 
Churches as Hospitals and Homes Day. : 
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II. Conference Deaconess Board 

532, $1. In each Annual Conference in. which 
there is Deaconess Work there shall be a Conference 
Deaconess Board consisting of all the licensed 
Deaconesses within the Conference, the District Su- 
perintendents and four other members of the Con- 
ference, nominated by the Conference Deaconess 
Board and elected by. the Annual Conference, and 
three. representatives from the Board of Managers 
- of each Deaconess institution within the bounds of 
the Conference. 

§ 2. The Conference Deaconess Board shall have 
the oversight of all Deaconess work within the 
bounds of the Conference. It shall have authority to 
receive Probationers and continue them as Proba- 
tioners; to license Deaconesses and approve annually 
their standing as Deaconesses; to select associate 
Deaconesses annually; and to transfer Deaconesses 
on recommendation of the institutions or forms of 
administration concerned, the transfer to be consum- 
mated only when reported to the Board of Hospitals, 
Homes, and Deaconess Work. It shall encourage and 
promote Deaconess work within the bounds of the 
Conference. It shall see that all Charters, Deeds and 
other conveyances of the property of Deaconess insti- 
tutions conform strictly to the Discipline, and to the 
laws, usages, and forms of the State or Territory 
within which such property is situated. It shall see 
that all property is well insured. : 

§3. The officers of the Conference Deaconess 
Board shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents; a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer; each to be elected 
annually and to: assume office with the adjournment 
of the annual meeting. The President shall preside 
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at all meetings. He shall secure information con. 
cerning appointments, certify to the Board of Hos- 
pitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work answers to the 
membership questions, and perform such other 
duties as his office may demand. The duties of the 
other officers shall be such as are usually performed 
by such officers. 


§ 4. There shall be an Executive Committee com- 
posed of the officers of the Board, and others if the 
needs of the work should require. The Executive 
Committee shall have power to act in the interim 
of the annual meetings of the Conference Board. 

§5. The Conference Deaconess Board shall meet 
annually, preferably at the seat of the Annual Con- 
ference, or at a time and place to be fixed by the Con- 
ference Deaconess Board in consultation with the 
Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work.

§ 6. The appointment of Deaconesses to their re- 
spective fields of labor, or to an institution, shall be 
made by the Bishop presiding at the Annual Confer- 
ence upon recommendation of the officers of the form 
of administration or other organization with which 
they serve. These appointments shall be read by 
the Bishop. 


§7. The Minutes of the Conference Deaconess 
Board shall be reported to the Annual Conference for 
publication in the Conference Journal. 


III. District Supervision 


533. The District Superintendent shall include 
the Deaconess work on his District as under his care 
and supervision. He shall make such report and 
suggestion to the Conference and to the Conference 
Deaconess Board and to the form of administration 
concerned as he may deem advisable, 
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IV. Deaconess Institutions 
9.534, §1. A Deaconess institution is a home, 
school, hospital, or other organization, permanently 
_ established, and administered by Deaconesses or main- 
tained primarily for the care or education of Dea- 
conesses, or for the promotion of the Deaconess work 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

§ 2. The Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deacon- 
“ess Work, on request of the Conference Deaconess 
Board and the Annual Conference, shall have power 
to authorize the establishment of a Deaconess institu- 
tion. Should the proposed institution be a school, 
authorization shall be given only after approval by 
the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work shall satisfy itself that there is need 
of the proposed institution in the locality designated; 
that the site selected is suitable for the work in- 
tended; that it would not be likely to affect un- 
favorably any existing institution; that there is good 
prospect of its adequate support; and that its prop- 
erty, of whatever form, is not unduly encumbered. 

§ 3. No institution for the prosecution or mainte- 
nance of any form of Deaconess work shall be 
recognized as a Deaconess institution of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church until application for recogni- 
tion has been made by the Conference Deaconess 
Board and, by the Annual Conference, and authoriza- 
tion given by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work. 

§4. All property for Deaconess institutions shall 
be held in trust for the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and this may be done by a corporate body authorized 
by the General Conference, or by a local Board of

Trustees. In whatever name property is held, all 
deeds of conveyance shall contain the clause, “To be 
held in trust for the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

$5. The Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess 
Work shall establish a standard for entrance into 
training schools under its care, provided it shall be 
equivalent to a high-school course, and shall prescribe 
the Courses of Study for Deaconesses. It shall have 
authority to determine and settle all questions arising 
between individuals and the institutions under its 
supervision. It shall seek to promote general inter- 
est in Deaconess work, approve rules for the govern- 
ment of both institutions and Deaconesses, prescribe 
a distinctive garb for Deaconesses, determine the 
minimum allowance for active Deaconesses, fix amount 
of pension for retired Deaconesses and perform such 
other service as the work may demand. 

§6. Training schools duly recognized as Deacon- 
ess institutions of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
shall be as free to secure students from the whole 
Church as are other educational institutions. 

§ 7. Hach Deaconess institution shall report to the 
Conference Deaconess Board before the annual meet- 
ing such information as may be requested by either 
the Conference Deaconess Board or the Board of Hos- 
pitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work. 


V. Deaconess Work in Mission Conferences 


| 535, §1. In Missions and Mission Conferences in 
the United States the form and method of Deaconess 
administration shall be according to such plan: as 


may be arranged by the Board of Hospitals, Homes, 
and Deaconess Work. 
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§2. The relation of-each Deaconess assigned to 
work in Missions and Mission Conferences in the 
United States shall continue in the form of admin- 
istration and Conference Deaconess Board from which 
her assignment is made; to which shall be sent 
annually a report of her standing. 


VI. Deaconess Work in Europe 


536, §1. All Deaconess work in Europe shall be 
under the general supervision of the Board of Hos- 
pitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work and the interested 
Mission Board. : 

§ 2. In those parts of Europe where the Deaconess 
work is legally incorporated with an inspector ap- 
pointed by the Annual Conference, any of the fore- 
going provisions not compatible with the articles of 
such legal corporation shall be inoperative. . 

§ 3. But in case of a Mission Conference or a Mis- 
sion, the Conference Deaconess Board therein, for 
administration purposes, shall be recognized: as hav- 
ing the status of an Annual Conference Deaconess 
Board. 


_ VII. Deaconess Work in Foreign Mission Fields 


537, §1. All Deaconess: work in foreign mission 
fields shall be under the general supervision of the 
Board of Hospitals, Homes, and Deaconess Work, 
and the interested Foreign Mission Board. 

§ 2. For the administration of Deaconess work in 
foreign mission fields there shall be a Commission 
on Deaconess Work composed of a Bishop and four 
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other members, two at large and two from the 
Woman’s. Foreign Missionary Society. 

§ 3. The Commission on Deaconess Work shall be 
named by the Bishop residing in the field where the 
Deaconess work is conducted. . 

§ 4. Any vacancy in the Commission on Deaconess 
Work may be filled by the Bishop residing in the 
field where the vacancy occurs. 


VIII. Pensions for Deaconesses 


1538, §1. The Commission on Deaconess Work is 
instructed to continue the study of Pensions for 
Deaconesses, and to make recommendaticus to the 
General Conference in 1932. 

§ 2. For the ensuing quadrennium, in addition to 
the $24,000 accruing as income from the Deaconess 
Endowment Pension Fund and an adequate allow- 
ance from the Board of Hospitals, Homes, and 
Deaconess Work, the following contributory plan for 
additional income is adopted, the money to be raised 
jointly from the Deaconesses and the Institutions 
and Churches served by Deaconesses: 

One per cent from each Deaconess on the basis of a 
maximum allowance of $35 per month, and 

One per cent on the same basis to be paid by the 
Institution or Church served by the Deaconess. 


CHAPTER XI 


THE CHARTERED FUND 


539, §1. To make further provision for distressed 
_ Effective Ministers, for the families of Effective 
Ministers, for Retired Ministers, and for the widows: 
and orphans of Ministers, there shall be a Chartered 
Fund, to be supported by voluntary contributions; 
the principal of which shall be funded under the 
direction of Trustees chosen by the General Confer- 
ence, and the interest applied under the direction of 
the General Conference, according to the following 
regulations, namely: 

§2. The District Superintendents and the Pastors 
shall be collectors and receivers of subscriptions for 
this fund. 

§3. The money shall be sent to the Publishing 
Agents, who shall pay it to the Trustees of the 
Fund. Otherwise it shall be brought to the ensuing 
Annual Conference. 

§4. The interest shall be divided into as many 
equal parts as there are Annual Conferences, and 
each Annual Conference shall have authority to draw 
one of these parts out of the Fund; and if one or 
more Conferences shall draw out of this Fund in any 
given year less than one of these parts, then in such 
case or cases the other Annual Conferences held in 
the same year, shall have authority, if they judge it 
necessary, to draw out of the Fund such surplus of 
the interest as has not been drawn by the former 
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or 


Conferences. The Bishops shall bring. to the Con- 
ferences the necessary information of the state of 
the interest of the Fund, respecting the year in 
question. 

§5. All drafts on the Chartered Fund shall be 
made on the Treasurer of the said Fund, by order of 
the Annual Conference, signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary of the said Confer- 
ence. 

§ 6. The money subscribed for the Chartered Fund 
may be lodged, on proper securities, in the respective 
Countries or ‘States in which it has been subscribed, 
under the direction of deputies living in such Coun- 
tries or States respectively; provided, that such 
securities be accepted and such deputies be appointed 
as shall be approved by the Trustees in Philadelphia, 
and the stock in which it is proposed to invest the 
money be sufficiently productive to give satisfaction 
to the Trustees. 

§7. The Board of Trustees shall have power to 
fill amy vacancy or vacancies that may occur by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, subject, however, to 
the approval of the next succeeding General Confer- 
ence.

severally, over which one of the Bishops shall pre- 
side, of which one of the General Conference Secre- 
taries shall be the Secretary, and of which Committee 
thirty-five shall be a quorum. All matters pertaining 
to Conference and Mission lines shall be referred 
to this Committee; and when the Committee shall 
have fixed the boundaries of all the Conferences and 
_ Missions, it shall submit its report to the General 
Conference, which shall immediately act upon the 
same as a whole without amendment and without 
debate; provided, however, that in accordance with 
the provisions of 97, §2 (6), and 98, §2 (6), Cen- 
tral Conferences and Central Mission Conferences 
may fix the boundaries of the Annual Conferences 
and Missions within their bounds, the General Con- 
ference first having determined the number of 
Annual Conferences that may be allowed in that 
field. ; 

§2. Any two or more Conferences or Missions 
which may be mutually interested in the readjust- 
ment of their common boundaries, may at any time 
raise a Joint Commission, consisting of five: members 
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from each Conference or Mission directly interested; 
and the decision of such Joint Commission, in which 
it shall be necessary for a majority of the five mem- 
bers representing each of said Conferences or Mis- 
sions to concur, when it shall be approved by the 
Bishop or Bishops who may preside at these Confer- 
ences or Missions at their session next ensuing, shall 
be final. The boundaries thus established shall be 
reported immediately by the Chairman of the Joint 
Commission to the Secretary of the General Confer- 
ence, together with a copy of the proceedings of the 
Joint Commission: provided, however, that the Con- 
ference or Mission desiring the readjustment of their 
common boundaries, may bring the matter directly 
to the General Conference by means of memorials 
concerning such readjustment. 

§ 3. No division or absorption of Annual Confer- 
ences or Mission Conferences, or the organization of 
new Annual Conferences, out of the territory already 
occupied by organized Conferences, shall be effected 
until the General Conference shall have approved 
such division, absorption, or organization; except in 
the case of Central Conferences and Central Mission 
Conferences as provided for in 97, §2 (6) and 
98, §2 (6); and except in the case of foreign lan- 
guage Conferences, Mission Conferences, Missions, 
Churches, or Mission Centers in the United States, 
being merged with or transferred into English-speak- 
ing or other Conferences. 

§ 4. No petition, resolution, or memorial involv- 
ing readjustment of boundaries of Annual Confer- 
ences, or Mission: Conferences or Missions; or the 
division or absorption of Annual Conferences or Mis- 
sion Conferences, or Missions or the organization of 
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new Annual Conferences-or ‘Mission Conferences or 
Missions out of the territory already occupied by 
_ organized Conferences, shall be entertained by the 
Committee on Boundaries until legal notice (| 607) 
shall have been given by the Secretary of the An- 
;nual Conference or Conferences, the Mission Con- 
ference or Missions desiring such change, or by a 
majority of the District Superintendents and Mis- 
sion Superintendents thereof to the Secretaries of 
- all the Annual Conferences and Mission Conferences 
_ or Missions affected thereby; provided, however, that 
upon a petition of a majority of the delegates repre- 
senting the Annual Conference or Conferences to be 
affected thereby, the Committee on Boundaries may 
adjust the matters involved in such petition, subject 
to the approval of, all the Annual and Mission Con- 
ferences or Missions named in such petition at their 
annual sessions next succeeding the General Con- 
ference.

Pennsylvania Conference; on the north by the north 
line of Dauphin, Schuylkill, Carbon, and Monroe 
Counties, excepting Ashland, and the Beaver Mead- 
ows Circuit. 

(67) PirrsBURGH CONFERENCE shall be bounded on 
the north by the Erie Conference; on the east by the 
Central Pennsylvania Conference; on the south by 
the West Virginia Conference; on the west by the 
North-East Ohio Conference. 

(68) Puget Sounp CONFERENCE shall include all 
that part of the State of Washington lying west of 
the summit of the Cascade Mountains; all of Klicki- 
tat County except Bickleton and Alderdale, and all 
the work in the Territory of Alaska.

’ charge of said Conference in the fall of 1928 shall 
convene said Conference, attend to all necessary busi- 
-ness, declare the Conference dissolved and proceed 
to organize the New Mexico Mission. 

New Mexico Mission shall include the State of New 
Mexico, excepting Chama; also it shall include the 
County of El Paso, Texas, in the State of Texas. 

(7) New York and New York East Conferences 
may during the quadrennium unite to form one. Con- 
ference, with the consent of the Bishop or Bishops 
presiding and under the usual Disciplinary condi- 
tions. 

(8) Norwegian and Danish Conference may during 
the quadrennium, should the Norwegian and Danish 
Mission dissolve, extend its boundaries to the Atlan- 
tic Coast; and instead of the wording “between 
the Allegheny and the Rocky Mountains” it shall 
read “between the Atlantic Coast and the Rocky 
Mountains.” This action is subject to the usual 
Disciplinary conditions. 

(9) Pacific German Conference may during the 
quadrennium unite with the Oregon Conference with 
the consent of the Bishop or Bishops presiding and 
under the usual Disciplinary conditions. It is ex- 
pressly understood that this does not authorize the 
creation of a separate District for German work.

Wharton and Colorado Counties to the north point 
of Colorado County; thence north until it strikes the 
Southern Pacific Railroad at Calvert; thence along 
the line of the railroad to the northern boundary of 
Texas, excluding Calvert and all the towns of said 
road.

Let us pray.

Faith and the nature of the Christian life. And ye 
shall call upon him to give reverent attendance upon 
the appointed means of grace, such as the ministry 
of the Word, and the public and private worship of 
God; and that in every way, by precept and example, 
ye shall seek to lead him into the love of God and 
the service of our Lord Jesus Christ.

that they all, being in this life thy holy children, 
may be admitted into the Church of the first born in 
heaven, through the merits of thy Son, our Saviour 
and Redeemer.

Then may the Minister offer extemporary Prayer.

Then shall the minister speak to the Persons to be 
baptized on this wise: 


Well Beloved, who have come hither desiring to re- 
ceive Holy Baptism, you have heard how the Congre- 
gation hath prayed that our Lord Jesus Christ would 
vouchsafe to receive you, to bless you, and to give 
you the kingdom of heaven, and everlasting life.

Then shall the Minister say:

Grant that they, being here dedicated to thee in 
holy baptism, may also be endued with heavenly vir- 
tues, and everlastingly rewarded through thy mercy,

Almighty, Everliving God, regard, we beseech thee, 
our supplications; and grant that the persons now 
to be baptized may receive the fullness of thy grace, 
and ever remain in the number of thy faithful and 
beloved children, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 


Then the Minister, asking the name of each Person, 
shall baptize him, saying: 


N., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit.

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CHAPTER II 
RECEPTION OF MEMBERS

as Preparatory Members 


[The use of this form is discretionary with the minister-] 


Those who are to be received into the Church as 
Preparatory Members may be called forward by 
name, and the Minister, addressing the Congrega- 
tion, shall say: 


DEARLY BetoveD BRETHREN, that none may be ad- 
mitted hastily into the Church, we receive persons 
who seek fellowship with us on profession of faith 
into a preparatory membership; in which proof may 
be made, both to themselves and to the Church, of 
the sincerity and depth of their convictions and of 
the strength of their purpose to lead a new life. 

The persons here present desire to be so admitted. 
You will hear their answers to the questions put to 
them, and if you make no objection they will be re- 
ceived. 

It is needful, however, that you be reminded of your 
own responsibility, as having previously entered this 
holy fellowship and now representing the Church 
into which they seek admission. Inasmuch as they 
should find in you holy examples of life and loving 
help in the true serving of their Lord and ours, I 
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beseech you so to order your own lives that these 
new disciples may take no detriment from you, but 
that it may ever be to them a cause for thanksgiving 
to God that they were led into this fellowship. 


Then, addressing the Persons seeking Admission as 
Preparatory Members, the Minister shall say: 


Dearly Beloved, you have, by the grace of God, 
made your decision to follow Christ and to serve him. 
Your confidence in so doing is not to be based on any 
notion of fitness or worthiness in yourselves, but on 
the gracious promise of God, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who loved us and gave himself for us. 

That the Church may know your purpose, you will 
answer the following questions: 

Have you an earnest desire to be saved from your 
sins? 

Answer. I have. 


Will you guard against all things contrary to the 
teaching of God’s Word, and endeavor to lead a holy 
life, following the commandments of God? 

Answer. I will endeavor so to do.

The Minister shall then welcome the Candidates 
as Preparatory Members, and may assign them to 
classes. 


Then may the Minister offer extemporary Prayer. 
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7.556. Form for Receiving Persons into the Church 
from Preparatory Membership after 
Required Instruction Has Been Given 


On the day appointed, all that are to be received into 
the Church shall be called forward, and the Min- 
ister, addressing the Congregation, shall say: 


DraRLY BeELoveD, the Scriptures teach us that the 
Church is the household of God, the body of which 
Christ is the head; and that it is the design of the 
gospel to bring together in one all who are in Christ. — 
The end of this fellowship is the salvation of men 
and the establishment of the kingdom of God upon 
earth. As helps thereto the Church is charged with 
the maintenance of sound doctrine and of the ordi- 
nances of Christian worship, and with the exercise of 
that power of godly admonition and discipline which 
Christ has committed to her for the promotion of 
holiness.

The Minister shall say one or more of these Sen- 
tences, during the reading of which the Persons 
appointed for that purpose shall receive the Offer- 
ing for the Poor: 


Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the earth, 
where moth and rust consume, and where thieves 
break through and steal: but lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where neither moth nor rust

doth consume, and where thieves do not break 
through nor steal: for where thy treasure is, there 
will thy heart be also. [Matt. 6. 19-21.] 

All things therefore whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you, even so do ye also unto them:

Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father who is in heaven. [Matt. 7. 21.) 

Zaccheus stood, and said unto the Lord, Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor; and 
if I have wrongfully exacted aught of any man, I 
restore fourfold.

He that soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly;

Godliness with contentment is great gain: for we 
brought nothing into the world, for neither can we 
earry anything out. [1 Tim. 6. 6, 7.] 

Charge them that are rich in this present world, 
that they be not highminded, nor have their hope 
set on the uncertainty of riches, but on God, who 
_ giveth us richly all things to enjoy; that they da 
' good, that they be rich in good works, that they be 
ready to distribute, willing to communicate; laying 
up in store for themselves a good foundation against 
the time to come, that they may lay hold on the life 
which is life indeed. [1 Tim. 6. 17-19.] 
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For God is not unrighteous to forget your work 
and the love which ye showed toward his name, in 
that ye ministered unto the saints, and still do minis- 
ter. [Heb. 6. 10.] ' 

To do good and to communicate forget not: for 
with such sacrifices God is well pleased. [Heb. 
13. 16.] 

Whoso hath the world’s goods, and beholdeth his 
brother in need, and shutteth up his compassion 
from him, how doth the love of God abide in him? 
ER Johns. 2:7.) 

He that hath pity upon the poor lendeth unto Je- 
hovah, And his good deed will he pay him again. 
[Prov. 19. 17.] 

Blessed is he that considereth the poor: the Lord 
will deliver him in time of trouble. [Psa. 41. 1.] 

Thou shalt surely open thy hand unto thy brother, 
to thy needy, and to thy poor, in thy land. [Deut. 
15. 11.) 


After which the Minister shall give the following In- 
vitation, the People standing: 


If any man sin, we have an Advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: and he is the 
propitiation for our sins; and not for ours only, but 
also for the whole world. 

Wherefore ye that do truly and earnestly repent 
of your sins, and are in love and charity with your 
neighbors, and intend to lead a new life, following 
the commandments of God, and walking from hence- 
forth in his holy ways, draw near with faith, and 
take this holy Sacrament to your comfort; and, de- 
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voutly kneeling, make your humble confession to 
Almighty God. 


Then shall this general Confession be made by the 
Minister and all those who are minded to receive 
the Holy Communion, he and all the People de- 
voutly kneeling and saying: 


Almighty God, Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Maker of all things, Judge of all men, we acknowl- 
edge and bewail our manifold sins and wickedness, 
which we from time to time most grievously have 
committed, by thought, word, and deed, against thy 
Divine Majesty, provoking most justly thy wrath 
and indignation against us. We do earnestly repent, 
and are heartily sorry for these our misdoings; the 
remembrance of them is grievous unto us. Have 
mercy upon us, have mercy upon us, most merciful 
Father; for thy Son, our Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, 
forgive us all that is past; and grant that we may 
ever hereafter serve and please thee in newness of 
life, to the honor and glory of thy name, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister say: 


Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who of thy 
great mercy hast promised forgiveness of sins to 
all them that with hearty repentance and true faith 
turn unto thee, have mercy upon us; pardon and 
deliver us from all our sins; confirm and strengthen 
us in all goodness; and bring us to everlasting life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


This Collect shall then be said by the Minister and 
those intending to receive the Holy Communion: 


Almighty God, unto whom all hearts are open, 
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all desires known, and from whom no secrets are 
hid, cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the 
inspiration of thy Holy Spirit, that we may perfectly 
love thee, and worthily magnify thy holy name, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.

me. 

Likewise after supper he took (2) the ia 
cup; and when he had given thanks, he,,, kl tis 
gave it to them, saying, Drink ye all Ofcup in his 
this; for this is my blood of the New Testa-hand. 
ment, which is shed for you, and for many, for the 
remission of sins; do this, as oft as ye shall drink 
it, in remembrance of me. Amen. 


Then shail the Minister receive the Communion in 
both kinds, and proceed to deliver the same to the 
other Ministers, if any be present; after which hé 
shall say: 


It is very meet, right, and our bounden duty that 
we should at all times and in all places give thanks 
unto thee, O Lord, Holy Father, Almighty, Ever- 
lasting God. 


Then shail be said or sung by all the people: 
[The Hymnal, 741] 


Therefore with angels and archangels, and with 
all the company of heaven, we laud and magnify 
thy glorious name, evermore praising thee, and 
- saying, Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hosts, heaven 
and earth are full of thy glory. Glory be to thee, O 
Lord most high! Amen.

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The Minister shall then proceed to administer the 
Communion to the People in order, kneeling, into 
their uncovered hands; and when he delivereth 
the Bread, he shall say: 


The body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
given for thee, preserve thy soul and body unto ever- 
lasting life. Take and eat this in remembrance that 
Christ died for thee; and feed on him in thy heart by 
faith, wifh thanksgiving. 


And the Minister that delivereth the Cup shall say: 

The blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
shed for thee, preserve thy soul and body unto ever- 
lasting life. Drink this in remembrance that Christ’s 
blood was shed for thee, and be thankful. 

{If the Consecrated bread or wine shall be all spent before all have 


communed, the Elder may Consecrate more by repeating the Prayer 
of Consecration.] 


[When all have communed, the Minister shall return to the Lord’s 
table and place upon it what remaineth of the Consecrated elements, 
covering the same with a fair linen cloth.] 

Then shall the Elder say the Lord’s Prayer; the 
People kneeling, and repeating after him every 
petition:

“merits and death of thy Son Jesus Christ, and 
through faith in his blood, we and thy whole Church 
may obtain forgiveness of our sins, and all other 
benefits of his passion. And here we offer and pre- 
sent unto thee, O Lord, ourselves, our souls and 
_ bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, and lively sacrifice 
unto thee; humbly beseeching thee that all we who 
are partakers of this Holy Communion may be filled 
with thy grace and heavenly benediction. And 
although we be unworthy, through our manifold 
sins, to offer unto thee any sacrifice, yet we beseech 
thee to accept this our bounden duty and service; 
not weighing our merits, but pardoning our offenses, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord; by whom, and with 
whom, in the unity of the Holy Spirit, all honor and 
glory be unto thee, O Father Almighty, world with- 
out end. Amen. 


Then shall be said or sung by all the People 
standing: 


[The Hymnal, 742.] 


Glory be to God on high, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men! We praise thee, we bless thee, 
we worship thee, we glorify thee, we give thanks to 
thee for thy great glory, O Lord God, heavenly 
King, God the Father Almighty! 

O Lord, the only begotten Son Jesus Christ: Oo 
Lord God, Lamb of God, Son of the Father, that 
takest away the sins of the world, have mercy upon 
us.

CHAPTER IV

1559. Form for the Solemnization of Matrimony 


[The parts in brackets throughout may be used or not at discretion.] 
At the time appointed, the persons to be married— 
having been qualified according to law—standing 
together, the Man on the right hand and the 
Woman on the left, the Minister shall say: 
DEARLY BELOVED, we are gathered together here in 
the sight of God and in the presence of these wit- 
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nesses, to join together this man and this woman in 
holy Matrimony; which is an honorable estate, insti- 
tuted of God in the time of man’s innocency, signify- 
ing unto us the mystical union that exists between 
Christ and his Church; which holy estate Christ 
adorned and beautified with his presence, and first 
miracle that he wrought, in Cana of Galilee; and 
therefore is not by any to be entered into unadvis- 
edly, but reverently, discreetly, and in the fear of 
God. — 

- Into which holy estate these two persons present 
come now to be joined. Therefore if any can show 
just cause why they may not lawfully be joined to- 
gether, let him now speak, or else hereafter forever 
hold his peace, 


' [And also speaking unto the Persons that are to be i 
married, the Minister shall say: 


r I require and charge you both, that if either of you 
know any impediment why ye may not be lawfully 
joined together in matrimony, ye do now confess 
it: for be ye well assured, that so many as are mar- 
ried otherwise than God’s Word doth allow, are not 
joined together by God, neither is their matrimony 

. lawful.] ;

_ If no impediment be alleged, then shall the Minister 
% say unto the Man, using his given name: 


M., wilt thou have this woman to be thy wedded 
wife, to live together after God’s ordinance in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou love her, com- 

- fort her, honor and keep her, in sickness and in 
health; and forsaking all other, keep thee only unto 
her, so long as ye both shall live? 
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The Man shall answer: 
I will. 


4 Then shall the Minister say unto the Woman, using 
Yai her given name: 
) N., wilt thou have this man to be thy wedded 
i husband, to live together after God’s ordinance in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou love him, com- 
fort him, honor and keep him, in sickness and in 
health; and forsaking all other, keep thee only unto 
him, so long as ye both shall live? 


The Woman shall answer: 
I will. 


[Then shall the Minister say: 
Who giveth this Woman to be married to this Man?] 
[Answer: I do.] 


[Then the Minister shall cause the Man with his 
right hand to take the Woman by her right hand, 
and, using the given names, to say after him as 
followeth: 

I, M., take thee, N., to be my wedded wife,/to 
have and to hold, from this day forward /for better, 
for worse, for richer, for poorery’in sickness and in 
health,/to love and to cherish, till death us do part, J 
according to God’s holy ordinance / and thereto I 
plight thee my faith. 


Then shall they loose their hands, and the Woman, 
with her right hand taking the Man by his right 
hand, shall likewise say after the Minister: 


I, N., take thee, M., to be my wedded husband, /to 
have and to hold, from this day forward for better, 
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for worse, for richer, for poorerfin sickness and in 
health /to love and to cherish, till death us do part,. 
according to God’s holy ordinance f and thereto I 
plight thee my faith.] ‘ 


{If the parties desire it, the Man shall here hand a@ 
Ring to the Minister, who shall return it to him, 
and direct him to place it on the third finger of the 
Woman's left hand. And the Man shall say to the 
Woman, repeating after the Minister: 


With this ring I thee wed, and with my worldly 
“goods I thee endow, in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit. Amen.] 


Then shall the Minister pray thus: 


O Eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all man- 
kind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the Author of 
everlasting life: send thy blessing upon these thy 
servants, this man and this woman, whom we bless. 
in thy name; that they may surely perform anda 
keep the vow and covenant between them made, and 
may ever remain in perfect love and peace together, 
and live according to thy laws, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister join their right hands to- 
gether, and say, using the given names: 


Forasmuch as M. and N. have consented together 
in holy wedlock, and have witnessed the same be- 
fore God and this company, and thereto have pledged 
their faith either to other, and have declared the 
_ game by joining of hands [and by giving and receiv- 
ing a ring]; I pronounce that they are husband and 
wife together, in the name of the Father, and of the 
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Son, and of the Holy Spirit. Those whom God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder. Amen. 


And the Minister shall add this Blessing: 

God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit, 
bless, preserve, and keep you; the Lord mercifully 
with his favor look upon you; and so fill you with 
all spiritual benediction and grace, that ye may so 
live together in this life that in the world to come ye 
may have life everlasting. Amen. 


Tren shall the Minister and the People together re- 
peat the Lord’s Prayer: 


Our Father, who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive 
those who trespass against us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil: for thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever. 
Amen.

4560. Form for the Burial of the Dead 


The Minister, going before the Body, shall say: 

I am the resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth on me, though he die, yet shall he live; and 
whosoever liveth and believeth on me shall never 
die. [John 11. 25, 26.] 

For we know that if the earthly house of our 
tabernacle be dissolved, we have a building from 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal, in the 
heavens. [2 Cor. 5. 1.] M 

And I. saw no temple therein: for the Lord God 
the Almighty, and the Lamb, are the temple thereof. 
And the city hath no need of the sun, neither of the 
moon, to shine upon it: for the glory of God did 

- lighten it, and the lamp thereof is the Lamb. [Rev. 


21.°22, 23.) 


In the House or Church may be read one of the 
following Psalms: 


Psalm 23 
The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not want. 
He maketh me to lie down in green pastures: he 
leadeth me beside the still waters. 
He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me in the paths 
of righteousness for his name’s sake. 
Yea, though I walk through the valley of the 
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shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for thou art 
with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

Thou preparest a table before me in the presence 
of mine enemies; thou anointest my head with oil; 
my cup runneth over. 

Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the 
days of my life; and I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord forever. 


Psalm 90. 1, 2, 4-6, 12, 14, 16, 17 


Lord, thou hast been our dwelling place in all 
generations. Before the mountains were brought 
forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the 
world, even from everlasting to everlasting thou art 
God. For a thousand years in thy sight are but as 
yesterday when it is past, and as a watch in the 
night. Thou carriest them away as with a flood; they 
are as a sleep: in the morning they are like grass 
which groweth up. In the morning it flourisheth, and 
groweth up; in the evening it is cut down, and 
withereth. So teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. O satisfy us 
early with thy mercy; that we may rejoice and be 
glad all our days.

Then may follow the reading of the Epistle, as 
follows: 


1 Corinthians 15. 41-49, 53-58 
There is one glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the stars; for 
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one star differeth from another star in glory. So 
also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption; it is raised in incorruption: it is sown 
in dishonor; it is raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness; it is raised in power: it is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. If there is a 
natural body, there is also a spiritual body. So also 
it is written, The first man Adam became a living 
soul. The last Adam became a life-giving spirit. 
Howbeit that is not first which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural; then that which is spiritual. The 
- first man is of the earth, earthy: the second man is 
of heaven. As is the earthy, such are they also that 
are earthy: and as is the heavenly, such are they 
also that are heavenly. And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on immortality. But when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall 
come to pass the saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. O death, where is thy vic- 
tory? O death, where is thy sting? The sting of 
death is sin; and the power of sin is the law: but 
thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, be ye stedfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labor is not vain in the Lord. 


Or this: 
John 14. 1-8, 15-20, 25-27 
Let not your heart be troubled: believe in God, - 
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believe also in me. In my Father’s house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, I would have told you; 
for I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I come again, and will re- 
ceive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye 
may be also. 

If ye love me, ye will keep my commandments. 
And I will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may be with you for ever, 
even the Spirit of truth: whom the world cannot 
receive; for it beholdeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: ye know him; for he abideth with you, and 
shall be in you. I will not leave you desolate: I 
come unto you. Yet a little while, and the world 
beholdeth me no more; but ye behold me: because I 
live, ye shall live also. In that day ye shall know 
that I am in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 

These things have I spoken unto you, while yet 
abiding with you. But the Comforter, even the Holy 
Spirit, whom the Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things, and bring to your remem- 
brance all that I said unto you. Peace I leave with 
you, my peace I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be fearful. 


Or this: 
Revelation 7. 9-17 
After these things I saw, and behold, a great multi- 
tude, which no man could number, out of every na- 
tion and of all tribes and peoples and tongues, stand- 
ing before the throne and before the Lamb, arrayed 


in white robes, and palms in their hands; and they 
ery with a great voice, saying, 


\ 
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Salvation unto our God who sitteth on the throne, 
and unto the Lamb. 


And all the angels were standing round about the 
throne, and about the elders and the four living crea- 
tures; and they fell before the throne on their faces, 
and worshipped God, saying, 


Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honor, and power, and might, 
be unto our God for ever and ever. Amen. 


And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, 
These that are arrayed in the white robes, who are 
they, and whence came they? And I say unto him, 
My lord, thou knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they that come out of the great tribulation, and 
they washed their robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne of God; and they serve him day and night 
in his temple: and he that sitteth on the throne shall 
spread his tabernacle over them. They shall hunger 
no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall the 
sun strike upon them, nor any heat: for the Lamb 
that is in the midst of the throne shall be their 
shepherd, and shall guide them unto fountains of 
waters of life: and God shall wipe away every tear 
from their eyes. 


At the Grave, when the Body is laid in the Earth, 
the Minister shall say: 


Lord, make me to know mine end, and the measure 
of my days, what it is; that I may know how frail 


I am. 
In the midst of life we are in death: of whom may 
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we seek for succor, but of thee, O Lord, who for our 
sins art justly displeased? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most mighty, 
deliver us not into the bitter pains of eternal death; 
but grant us everlasting life through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour and Redeemer. Amen. 


Then, while the Earth may be cast upon the Body 

by some standing by, the Minister shall say: 

Forasmuch as the spirit of the departed hath re- 
turned to the God who gave it, we therefore com- 
mit his body to the ground earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust; looking for the general resurrec- 
tion in the last day, and the life of the world to 
come, through our Lord Jesus Christ; at whose 
second coming in glorious majesty to judge the world, 
the earth and the sea shall give up their dead; and 
the corruptible bodies of those who sleep in him 
shall be changed and made like unto his own glo- 
rious body; according to the mighty working whereby 
he is able to subdue all things unto himself. 


Then shall be said: 


I heard a voice from heaven saying, Write, Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord from henceforth: 
yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labors; for their works follow with them. 


Then shall the Minister say: 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 
Response Christ, have Mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us, 
Then the Minister may offer this Prayer: 
Almighty God, with whom do live the spirits of 
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those who depart hence in the Lord, and with whom 
the souls of the faithful after death are in joy and 
felicity: we give thee hearty thanks for the good 
examples of all those thy servants, who, having 
finished their course in faith, do now rest from their 
labors. And we beseech thee, that we, with all those 
who are departed in the true faith of thy holy name, 
may have our perfect consummation and bliss, both 
in body and soul, in thy eternal and everlasting glory, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

The service may begin with a suitable Hymn, afier 
which the Minister may offer the following Prayer, 
saying:

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Then may be read any of the following Scripture

buked them. But when Jesus saw it, he was moved 
with indignation, and said unto them, Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me; forbid them not: for 
to such belongeth the kingdom of God.

CHAPTER VI 
CONSECRATION AND ORDINATION 


7562. Form for the Consecration of Bishops 


[This service is not to be understood as an ordination to a higher 
Order in the Christian Ministry, beyond and above that of Elders or 
Presbyters, but as a solemn and fitting Consecration for the special 
and most sacred duties of Superintendency in the Church.] 


When the day appointed for the consecration of 
Bishops is come, the service shall begin with hymn 
and prayer, after which shall be used the follow- 
ing: 

The Collect 
Atmicuty Gop, who by thy Son Jesus Christ didst 
give to thy holy Apostles, Elders, and Evangelists 
36 
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many excellent gifts, and didst charge them to feed 
thy flock: give grace, we beseech thee, to all the 
Ministers and Pastors of thy Church, that they may 
diligently preach thy word and duly administer the 
godly discipline thereof; and grant to the people 
that they may obediently follow the same, that all 
may receive the crown of everlasting glory, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 


Then shall be read by one of the Elders: 
Acts 20. 17-35 


And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called 
to him the elders of the church. And when they 
were come to him, he said unto them, 

Ye yourselves know, from the first day that I set 
foot in Asia, after what manner I was with you all 
the time, serving the Lord with all lowliness of mind, 
and with tears, and with trials which befell me by 
the plots of the Jews: how I shrank not from declar- 
ing unto you anything that was profitable, an@ 
teaching you Publicly, and from house to house, 
testifying both to Jews and to Greeks repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 
And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit unto Jeru- 
salem, not knowing the things that shall befall me 
there: save that the Holy Spirit testifieth unto me in 
every city, saying that bonds and afflictions abide me, 
But I hold not my life of any account as dear unto 
myself, so that I may accomplish my course, and 
the ministry which I received from the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospel of the grace of God. And now, 
behold, I know that ye all, among whom I went about 
preaching the kingdom, shall see my face no more. 
Wherefore I testify unto you this day, that I am pure 
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from the blood of all men. For I shrank not from 
declaring unto you the whole counsel of God. Take 
heed unto yourselves, and to all the flock, in which 
the Holy Spirit hath made you bishops, to feed the 
church of the Lord which he purchased with his 
own blood. I know that after my departing grievous 
wolves shall enter in among you, not sparing the 
flock; and from among your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away the 
disciples after them. Wherefore watch ye, remem- 
bering that by the space of three years I ceased not 
to admonish every one night and day with tears. 
And now I commend you te God, and to the word 
of his grace, which is able to build you up, and to 
give you the inheritance among all them that are 
sanctified. I coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or 

_ apparel. Ye yourselves know that these hands min- 
istered unto my necessities, and to them that were 
with me. In all things I gave you an example, that 
so laboring ye ought to help the weak, and to remem- 
ber the words of the Lord Jesus, that he himself said, 
It is more blessed to give than to receive. 


Then another shall read: 
The Gospel. John 21. 15-17 


So when they had broken their fast, Jesus saith to 
Simon Peter, Simon, son of John, lovest thou me 
more than these? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 

thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto him, 
Feed my lambs. He saith to him again a second 
time, Simon, son of John, lovest thou me? He saith 
unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. 
’ He saith unto him, Tend my sheep. He saith unto 
him the third time, Simon, son of John, lovest thou 
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me? Peter was grieved because he said unto him 
the third time, Lovest thou me? And he said unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all things; thou knowest 
that I love thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. 


Or this: 
Matthew 28. 18-20 


And Jesus came to them and spake unto them, 
saying, All authority hath been given unto me in 
heaven and on earth. Go ye therefore, and make 
disciples of all the nations, baptizing them into the 
name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Spirit: teaching them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I commanded you: and lo, I am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world. 


After the Gospel and the Sermon are ended, the 
Elected Person shall be presented by two Elders 
unto the Bishop, the Elders saying: 


We present unto you: this Elder chosen to be conse- 
crated a Bishop. 


Then the Bishop shall call upon the Congregation 
present to pray, saying: 

Brethren, it is written in the Gospel of Saint Luke, 
that our Saviour Christ continued the whole night in 
prayer, before he did choose and send forth his 
twelve apostles. It is written also in the Acts of the 
Apostles, that the disciples who were at Antioch did 
fast and pray, before they laid hands on Paul and 
Barnabas, and sent them forth on their first mission 
to the Gentiles. Let us, therefore, following the ex- 
ample of our Saviour Christ, and his Apostles, give 
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ourselves to prayer, before we admit and send forth 
this person presented to us, to the work whereunto 
we trust the Holy Spirit hath called him. 


Then shall the following Prayer be offered by the 
Bishop: 


Almighty God, giver of all good things, who by thy 
Holy Spirit hast appointed divers officers in thy 
Church: mercifully behold this thy servant now 
called to the Work and Ministry of a Bishop. Re- 
plenish him so with the truth of thy doctrine, and 
adorn him with innocency of life, that both by word 
and deed he may faithfully serve thee in this office, 
to the glory of thy name, and the edifying and well 
governing of thy Church, through the merits of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who liveth and reigneth with 
thee and the Holy Spirit, world without end. Amen. 


Then the Bishop shall say to him that is to be 
Consecrated: 


Brother, forasmuch as the Holy Scriptures com- 
mand that we should not be hasty in laying on hands 
and admitting any person to government in the 
Church of Christ, which he hath purchased with no 
less price than the shedding of his own blood; be- 
fore you are admitted to this administration, you 
will, in the fear of God, give answer to the questions 
which I now propound: 

The Bishop. Are you persuaded that you are truly 
called to this Ministration, according to the will of 
our Lord Jesus Christ? 

Answer. 1 am so persuaded. 

The Bishop. Are you persuaded that the Holy 
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Scriptures contain all doctrine required of necessity 
for eternal salvation, through faith in Jesus Christ? 
And are you determined out of the same Holy Scrip- 
tures to instruct the people committed to your 
charge, and to teach or maintain nothing as required 
of necessity to eternal salvation, but that which you 
shall be persuaded may be concluded and proved by 
the same? 

Answer. I am so persuaded and determined, by 
God’s grace. 

The Bishop. Will you then faithfully exercise 
yourself in the same Holy Scriptures, and call upon 
God by prayer for the true understanding of the 
same? 

Answer. I will do so, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you be ready with faithful dili- 
gence to withstand, and to defend the Church against 
all erroneous and strange doctrines contrary to God’s 
Word and to use both public and private monitions 
as need shall require and occasion be given? 

Answer. I am ready, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you deny all ungodliness and 
worldly lust, and live soberly, righteously, and godly 
in this present world, that you may show yourself 
in all things an example of good works unto others, 
to the honor and glory of God? 

Answer. I will so do, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you maintain and set forward, 
as much as lieth in you, quietness, love, and peace 
among all men; and faithfully exercise such dis- 
cipline in the Church, as shall be committed unto 
you? 

Answer. I will so do, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you be faithful in ordaining and 
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appointing others; and will you ever seek to deal 
justly and kindly with your brethren of the ministry 
over whom you are placed as chief pastor? 

Answer. I will, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you show yourself gentle, and 
be merciful for Christ’s sake to poor and needy peo- 
ple, and to all strangers destitute of help? 

Answer. I will so show myself, by God’s help. 


Then the Bishop shall say: 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who hath 
given you a good will to do all these things, grant 
also unto you strength and power to perform the 
same, that, he accomplishing in you the good work 
which he hath begun, you may be found blameless at 
the last day, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 
[After this the Congregation shall be desired ‘secretly in their 


Prayers to make their humble supplications to God for all these 
things; for the which Prayers there shall be silence kept for a space.] 


Then shall Veni, Creator, Spiritus, be said: 


Come, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire, 
And lighten with celestial fire. 
Thou the anointing Spirit art, 


Who dost thy sevenfold gifts impart. 
Thy blessed unction from above 


Is comfort, life, and fire of love. 


Enable with perpetual light 
The dullness of our blinded sight; 
Anoint and cheer our soiléd face

Where thou art Guide, no ill can come.

That ended, the Bishop shall say: 
Lord, hear our prayer. 


Response: And let our cry come unto thee. 


The Bishop shall then say:

Almighty and Most Merciful Father, who of thine 
infinite goodness hast given thine only and dearly 
beloved Son Jesus Christ to be our Redeemer, and 
the author of everlasting life; who, after he had 
made perfect our redemption by his death, and was 
ascended into heaven, poured down his gifts abund- 
antly upon men, making some Apostles, some Pro-- 
phets, some Evangelists, some Pastors and Teachers, 
to the edifying and making perfect of his Church: 
grant, we beseech thee, to this thy servant, such 
grace that he may evermore be ready to spread 
abroad thy Gospel, the glad tidings of reconciliation 
with thee, and use the authority given him, not to 
destruction, but to salvation; not to hurt, but to help;

Then shall the Bishop deliver to him the Bible,

Be 
diligent in them, that the increase coming thereby 
may be manifest unto all men. Take heed unto thy- 
self, and to thy doctrine; for by so doing thou shalt 
both save thyself and them that hear thee. Be to 
the flock of Christ a shepherd, not a wolf; feed them, 
devour them not. Hold up the weak, heal the sick, 
bind up the broken, bring again the outcast, seek 
the lost; be so merciful that you may not be too 
remiss; so minister discipline that you forget not 
mercy; that when the chief Shepherd shall appear, 
you may receive the never-fading crown of glory, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall be offered the following Prayers: 
Most Merciful Father, we beseech thee to send 
down upon this thy servant thy heavenly blessing. 
Endue him with thy Holy: Spirit that, preaching thy

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word, and exercising authority in thy Church, he 
may not only reprove, beseech, and rebuke with all 
patience and doctrine, but also may be a@ wholesome 
example in word, in conversation, in love, in faith, 
and in purity; so that, faithfully fulfilling his course, 
he may receive the crown of righteousness laid up 
by the Lord, the righteous Judge, who liveth and 
reigneth, one God with the Father and the Holy 
Spirit, world without end. Amen. ; 

Prevent us, O Lord, in all our doings with thy most 
gracious favor, and further us with thy continual 
help, that in all our works, begun, continued, and 
ended in thee, we may glorify thy holy name; and 
finally, by thy mercy, obtain everlasting life, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The peace of God, which passeth all understanding, 
keep your hearts and minds in the knowledge and 
love of God, and of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord:

Bishop all them that are to be Ordained, and say: 

I present unto you these persons to be ordained as

Then, their names having been read aloud, the Bishop 
shall.say to the People: ;

This may be our endless song:

The Lord pour upon thee the Holy Spirit for the 
office and work of an Elder in the Church of God, 
now committed unto thee by the authority of the 
Church, through the imposition of our hands. And 
be thou a faithful dispenser of the Word of God, and 
of his Holy Sacraments; in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 


Then the Bishop shall deliver to every one of them, 
kneeling, the Bible into his hands, Saying: 


Take thou authority as an Elder in the Church, to 
preach the Word of God, and to administer the Holy 
Sacraments in the Congregation. 


Then the Bishop shall offer the following Prayer: 


Most Merciful Father, we beseech thee to send upon 
these thy servants thy heavenly blessings, that they 
may be clothed with righteousness, and that thy 
word spoken by their mouths may never be spoken 
in vain. Grant also that we may have grace to 
receive what they shall deliver out of thy Word as 
the means of our salvation; and that in all our words 
and deeds we may seek thy glory, and the increase 
of thy kingdom, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Prevent us, O Lord, in all our doings, with thy 
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most gracious favor, and further us by thy continual 
help; that in all our works, begun, continued, and 
ended in thee, we may glorify thy holy name, and 
finally, by thy mercy, obtain everlasting life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The peace of God, which passeth all understanding, 
keep your hearts and minds in the knowledge and 
love of God, and of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord:

[lf on the same day the Order of Deacons be given to some, and 
that of Elders to others, the Deacons shall be first presented, and 
then the Elders.

9564. Form for the Ordination of Deacons 


[When the day appointed by the Bishop is come, a sermon or ex- 
hortation may be given, declaring the Duty and Office of such as 
come to be admitted to the Order of Deacons. 


After which, one of the Elders shall present unto 
the Bishop, all them that are to be Ordained, and 
say: 

I present unto you these persons to be ordained as 

Deacons. 


Then, their names having been read aloud, the Bishop 
shall say to the People: 

BRETHREN, these are they whom we purpose, God 

’ willing, this day to ordain Deacons. For after due 

examination, we find not to the contrary, but that 
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they are lawfully called to this function and ministry, 
and that they are persons meet for the same. But if 
there be any of you who knoweth any crime or 
impediment in any of them, for the which he ought 
not to be received into this holy Ministry, let him 
come forth in the name of God, and show what the 
crime or impediment is. 

(If any crime or impediment be alleged, the Bishop shall desist 


from ordaining that person, until such time as the party accused 
shall be found clear of the same.| 


Then shall be read the following Collect and Epistle: 
The Collect 


Almighty God, who by thy divine providence hast 
appointed divers Orders of Ministers in thy Church, 
. and didst inspire thy Apostles to choose into the 
Order of Deacons thy first martyr, Saint Stephen, 
with others: mercifully behold these thy servants, 
now called to the like Office and Administration; 
so replenish them with the truth of thy doctrine, and 
adorn them with innocency of life, that both by word 
and good example they may faithfully serve thee in 
this Office to the glory of thy name, and the edifica- 
tion of thy Church, through the merits of our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, who liveth and reigneth with thee and 
the Holy Spirit, now and forever. Amen. 


The Epistle. 1 Timothy 3. 8-13 


Deacons in like manner must be grave, not double- 
tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; holding the mystery of the faith in a pure 
conscience. And let these also first be proved; then 
let them serve as deacons, if they be blameless. 
Women in like manner must be grave, not slanderers, 
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temperate, faithful in all things. Let deacons be 
husbands of one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houses well. For they that have served well 
as deacons gain to themselves a good standing, and 
great boldness in the faith which is in Christ Jesus. 


Then shall the Bishop, in the presence of the People, 
examine every one of those who are to be Ordained, 
after this manner following:

The Bishop. Will you diligently read and expound 
the same unto the people whom you shall be ap- 
pointed to serve? 

Answer. I will. 

The Bishop. It appertaineth to the office of a 
Deacon to assist the Elder in divine service, and 
especially when he ministereth the Holy Communion, 
to help him in the distribution thereof; to read and 
expound the Holy Scriptures; to instruct the youth; 
and to. baptize. And furthermore, it is his office to 
search for the sick, poor, and impotent, that they 
may be visited and relieved. Will you do this gladly 
and willingly? 

Answer. 1 will do so, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you apply all your diligence to 
frame and fashion your own lives and the lives of 
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your families according to the doctrine of Christ; 
and to make both yourselves and them, as much as 
in you lieth, wholesome” examples of the flock of 
Christ? 

Answer. I will do so, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you reverently obey them to 
whom the charge and government over you is com- 
mitted, following with a glad mind and will their 
godly admonitions? 

Answer. I will endeavor so to do, the Lord being 
my helper. 


Then the Bishop, laying his hands severally upon the 
head of every one of them, shall say: 


Take thou authority to execute the Office of a 
Deacon in the Church of God; in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit. 
Amen, 


Then shall the Bishop deliver to every one of them 
the Bible, saying: 


Take thou authority to read the Holy Scriptures in 
the Church of God, and to preach the Word. 


Then one appointed by the Bishop shall read the 
Gospel: 


Luke 12, 35-88 


Let your loins be girded about, and your lamps 
burning; and be ye yourselves like unto nien looking 
for their lord, when he shall return from the mar- 
riage feast; that, when he cometh and knocketh, they 
may straightway open unto him. Blessed are those 
servants, whom the lord when he cometh shall find

watching: verily I say unto you, that he shall gird 
himself, and make them sit down to meat, and shall 
come and serve them.

The Minister, standing near the place where the Stone 
is to be laid, shall say unto the Congregation: 


Drarty Betoven, we are taught in the Word of God, 
that, although the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
the Eternal One, much less the walls of temples made 
with hands, yet his delight is ever with the sons of 
men, and that wherever two or three are gathered 
in his name, there is he in the midst of them. And in 
all ages his servants have separated certain places 
for his worship: as Jacob erected a stone in Bethel 
for God’s house; as Moses made a tabernacle in the 
desert; as Solomon builded a temple for the Lord, 
which he filled with the glory of his presence before 
all the people. We are now assembled to lay the 
Corner Stone of a new house for the worship of the 
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God of our fathers. Let us not doubt that he will 
favorably approve our godly purpose, and let us 
now devoutly unite in singing his praise, and in 
_ prayer for his blessing on this our undertaking. 


Let one of the Hymns 656-666, from The Hymnal, 
be sung. 


Then shall the Minister say: 
Let us pray. 

Most glorious God, the heaven is thy throne and 
the earth is thy footstool; what house then can be 
builded for thee, or where is the place of thy rest? 
Yet, blessed be thy name, O Lord God, that it hath 
. pleased thee to have thy habitation among the sons 
of men, and to dwell in the midst of the assembly of 
the saints upon the earth. And now, especially, we 
render thanks unto thy holy name that it hath 
- pleased thee to put it into the hearts of thy servants 
to erect in this place a house for thy worship. We 
thank thee for thy grace whicn has inclined them to 
contribute of their substance for the glory of thy 
._ mame: and we pray thee to continue thy blessing 
upon their pious undertaking. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, we beseech thee, that peace and

Accept these our prayers, we beseech thee, O Lerd, 
fer fhe sake of thy dear Son; and to thee, the only 
true and livmg God, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, be 
honor, praise, and glory, forever and ever. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister read the following Psalm, or 
the Minister and People may read it in alternate 
werses: 

Psalm 132, 1-9, 13-16 
Lord, remember David, and all his afflictions: 


How he sware unto the Lord, and vowed unto the 
mighty God of Jacob; 

Surely I will not come into the tabernacle of my 
house, nor go up into my bed; 

I will not give sleep to mine eyes, or slumber to 
mine eyelids, 

Until I find out a place for the Lord, a habitation 
for the mighty God of Jacob. 

Lo, we heard of it at Ephratah: we found it in 
the fields of the wood. 

We will go into his tabernacles: we will worship at 
his footstool. : 

Arise, O Lord, into thy rest; thou, and the ark of 
thy strength. 

Let thy priests be clothed with righteousness; and 
let thy saints shout for joy. 

For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath desired 
it for his habitation.

The Lesson. 1 Corinthians 38. 9-17 


For we are God’s fellow-workers: ye are God’s hus- 
bandry, God’s building. According to the graee of 
God which was given unto me, as a wise master- 
builder I laid a foundation; and another buildeth 
thereon. But fet each man take heed how he buildeth 
thereon. For other foundation can no man lay than 
that which is laid, which is Jesus Christ. But if any 
man buildeth on the foundation gold, silver, costly 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; each man’s work shall 
be made manifest: for the day shall declare it, be- 
cause it is revealed in fire; and the fire itself shall 
prove each man’s work of what sort it is. If any 
man’s work shall abide which he built thereon, he 
shall receive a reward. If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall be 
saved; yet so as through fire. Know ye not that ye 
are a temple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? If any man destroyeth the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; for the temple of 
God is holy, and such are ye. 


Then shall follow the Sermon, or an address suitable 
to the occasion, after which the Contributions of 
the People shall be received. 


[Then shall the minister, standing by the stone, exhibit to the Con- 
gregation a box to be placed in an excavation of the stone. | It may 
contain a copy of the Bible, the Hymn Book, the Discipline, the 
Church Year Book for the year, Chureh periodicals of recent date, the 
names of the pastors, trustees, and building committee of the Church, 
with such other documents as may be desired. A list of these may be 
read, after which the Minister shall deposit the. box in the stone and 
cover it; and the stone shall be laid and adjusted by the Minister, 


assisted by the Builder.]

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Then shall the Minister say: 

In the name of the Father, and of the Son; and of 
the Holy Spirit, we lay this corner stone for the 
foundation of a house to be builded and consecrated 
to the service of Almighty God according to the order 
and usages of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Amen. 


Here may be offered extemporary prayer. 


Then shall the Minister and the P€ople say: 


Our Father, who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on 
earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive 
those who trespass against us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil: for thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever.

9567. Form for the Dedication of a Church. 


The Congregation being assembled in the Church, the 
Minister shall say: 

DEARLY BELOVED, the Scriptures teach us that God 
is well pleased with those who build temples to his 
name. We have heard how he filled the temple of 
Solomon with his glory and how in the second temple 
he manifested himself still more gloriously. And the 
gospel approves and commends the centurion who 
built a synagogue for the people. Let us not doubt 
that he will also favorably approve our purpose of 
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dedicating this place in solemn manner, for the per- 
formance of the several offices of religious worship; 
and let us now devoutly join in praise to his name, 
that this godly undertaking hath been so far com- 
pleted, and in prayer for his further blessing upon all 
who have been engaged therein, and upon all who 
shall hereafter worship his name in this place. 


Let one of the Hymns 656-666, from The Hymnal, be 
sung. Afterward let extemporary Prayer be offered, 
concluding with the Lord’s Prayer, the Congrega- 
tion all kneeling.

The First Lesson. 2 Chronicles 6. 1, 2, 18-21, 40-42;

Then spake Solomon, Jehovah hath said that he 
would dwell in the thick darkness. But I have built 
thee a house of habitation, and a place for thee to 
dwell in for ever. 

But will God in very deed dwell with men on the 
earth? behold, heaven and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much less this house which 
I have builded! Yet have thou respect unto the 

¢@ Prayer of thy servant, and to his supplication, O 
Jehovah my God, to hearken unto the cry and to 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth before thee;

and night, even toward the place whereof thou hast 
said that thou wouldest put thy name there; to 
hearken unto the prayer which thy servant shall 
pray toward this place. And hearken thou to the

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when they shall pray toward this place: yea, hear 
thou from thy dwelling-place, even from heaven; and 
when thou hearest, forgive. 

Now, O my God, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes 
be open, and let thine ears be attent, unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. Now therefore arise, O 
Jehovah God, into thy resting-place, thou, and the 
ark of thy strength: let thy priests, O Jehovah God, 
be clothed with salvation, and let thy saints rejoice 
in goodness. O Jehovah God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remember thy lovingkind- 
nesses to David thy servant. 

Now when Solomon had made an end of praying, 
the fire came down from heaven, and consumed the 
burnt-offering and the sacrifices; and the glory of 
Jehovah filled the house. And the priests could not 
enter into the house of Jehovah, because the glory 
of Jehovah filled Jehovah’s house. And all the chil- 
dren of Israel looked on, when the fire came down, 
and the glory of Jehovah was upon the house; and 
they bowed themselves with their faces to the ground 
upon the pavement, and worshiped, and gave thanks 
unto Jehovah, saying, For he is good; for his loving- 
kindness endureth for ever.

Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into 
the holy place by the blood of Jesus, by the way 
which he dedicated for us, a new and living way, 
through the veil, that is to say, his flesh; and having 
a great priest over the house of God; let us draw 
near with a true heart in fulness of faith, having 
our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience: and 
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having our body washed with pure water, let us hold 
fast the confession of our hope that it waver not; 
for he is faithful that promised: and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love and good works; 
not forsaking our own assembling together, as the 
custom of some is, but exhorting one another; and so 
much the more, as ye see the day drawing nigh. 


Then shall one of the Hymns 656-666, from The 
Hymnal, be sung; after which the Minister shail 
deliver a Sermon suitable to the occasion. Contribu- 
tions shall then be received from the People. 


Then shall the Minister read the following Psalm, or 
the Minister and the Congregation may read it 


alternately: 
Psalm 122 


I was glad when they said unto me, Let us go into 
the house of the Lord. 
Our feet shall stand within thy gates, O Jerusa- 


lem. 
Jerusalem is builded as a city that is compact to- 


gether: 
Whither the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, 
unto the testimony of Israel, to give thanks unto 


‘ the name of the Lord. 
For there are set thrones of judgment, the thrones 


of the house of David. 
Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: they shall pros-— 


per that love thee. 
Peace be within thy walls, and prosperity within 


thy palaces. 
For my brethren and companions’ sakes, I will 
now say, Peace be within thee. 
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Because of the house of the Lord our God I will 
seek thy good. 


Then let the Trustees stand up before the Altar, and 
one of them, or some one in their behalf, say unto 
the Minister: 


We present unto you this building, to be dedicated 
as a church for the worship and service of Almighty 
God. 


Then shall the Minister request the Congregation to 
stand, while he repeats the following Declaration: 


Dearly Beloved, it is meet and right, as we learn 
from the Holy Scriptures, that houses erected for 
the public worship of God should be specially set 
apart and dedicated to religious uses. For such a 
dedication we are now assembled. With gratitude, 
therefore, to Almighty God, who has signally blessed 
his servants in their holy enterprise of erecting this 
church, we dedicate it to his service, for the reading 
of the Holy Scriptures, the preaching of the Word 
of God, the administration of the Holy Sacraments, 
and for all other exercises of religious worship and 
service, according to the Discipline and Usages of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. And, as the dedication 
of the temple is vain without the solemn consecration 
of the worshipers also, let us now dedicate ourselves 
anew to the service of God. To him let our souls be 
dedicated, that they may be renewed after the image 
of Christ. To him let our bodies be dedicated, that 


they may be fit temples for the indwelling of the — 


Holy Spirit. To him may our labors and business 
be dedicated, that their fruit may tend to the glory 
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of his great name, and to the advancement of his 
kingdom. 


Then shall the Minister say these words of Dedica- 
tion, all the People standing and responding in the 
words printed in black face type: 


O God, Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, our 
Father: 


To thee we dedicate this church. 
Son of God, the Only Begotten of the Father, Head 


over all things to the Church, which is thy Body: 
Prophet, Priest, Redeemer, and King of thy people: 

To thee we dedicate this church. 

God the Holy Spirit, proceeding from the Father 
and the Son, our Teacher, Sanctifier, and Comforter: 

To thee we dedicate this church. 

Eternal, Holy, and Glorious Trinity, three Persons, 
one God. 

To thee we dedicate this church. 


Then, the Congregation kneeling, the Minister shall 
offer the following Prayer: 


O Most Glorious Lord, we acknowledge that we are 
not worthy to offer unto thee anything belonging unto 
us; yet we beseech thee, in thy great goodness, 
graciously to accept the dedication of this place to 
thy service, and to prosper this our undertaking. 
Receive the prayers and intercessions of all those thy 
servants who shall call upon thee in this house; and 
give them grace to prepare their hearts to serve thee 
- with reverence and godly fear. Affect them with 
a due apprehension of thy divine majesty, and a deep 
sense of their own unworthiness; that so approaching 


thy sanctuary with lowliness and devotion, and com- 
s 
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ing before thee with clean thoughts and pure hearts, 
with bodies undefiled, and minds sanctified, they 
may always perform a service acceptable to thee, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Regard, O Lord, the supplication of thy servants, 
that whosoever shall be dedicated to thee in this 
heuse by Baptism may ever remain in the number 
of thy faithful children. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, that whosoever shall receive in this 
place the blessed Sacrament of the body and blood 
of Christ may come to that holy Ordinance with 
faith, charity, and true repentanee; and, being filled 
with thy grace and heavenly benediction, may to their 
great and endlless comfort, obtain forgiveness of their 
sins, and all other benefits of his passion. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, that by thy Holy Word which shall 
be read and preached in this place, and by thy Holy 
Spirit grafting it inwardly in the heart, the hearers 
thereof may both perceive and know what things 
they ought to do, and may have power and strength 
to perform the same. Amen. 

Now, therefore, arise O Lord, and come into this 
place of thy rest, thou and the ark of thy strength. 
Let thine eye be open toward this house day and 
night; and let thine ears be ready toward the prayers 
of thy children, which they shall make unto thee in 
this place. “And whensoever tliy servants shall make 
to thee their petitions here, do thou hear them from 
heaven, thy dwelling place, the throne of the glory 
of thy kingdom; and when thou hearest, forgive. 
Grant, O Lord, we beseech thee, that here and else- 
where thy ministers may be clothed with righteous- 
ness, and thy saints rejoice in thy salvation. And 
may we all, with thy people everywhere, grow up into

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a holy temple in the Lord, and be at last received into 
the glorious temple above; the house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. And to the Father, 
_ and the Son, and the Holy Spirit, be glory and praise, 
world without end. Amen.

CHAPTER II 
EPISCOPAL SUPERVISION 


1574, Area System 


§1. The area has abundantly justified itself as a 
most effective unit and method of episcopal administra- 
tion. It relates the Bishops to definite fields and thus

* 
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assures a close and intensive supervision of the spiritual 
and temporal interests of the Church. It affords- an 
opportunity for genuine leadership in area enterprises. 
It defines responsibility and secures results that were 
impossible when continuity of administration was want- 
ing. 

§2. We reeommend that in the intervals of the: An-- 
nual Conference sessions each resident Bishop shall be: 


_ held responsible for the administration of the spiritual 


and temporal interests of the Church in those Confer- 
ences adjacent to his residence, the decision as to which 
Conferences are adjacent to a particular residence being 
left to the Board of Bishops. To make this provision 
effective, we recommend that one month after the ad-- 
journment of an Annual Conference the presidency of 
the Conference shall pass to the Bishop resident in the- 
group of which it forms a part, and shall remain so until: 
one month before the next ensuing Annual Conference. 

§ 3. In case of the death, resignation, or disability of 
a Bishop in the interval between the General Confer- 
ences, the Board of Bishops is requested to rearrange 
the areas temporarily, having regard so far as possible 
to the principle of contiguity recommended in § 1. 

§ 4. Presidential supervision is entirely in the control 
of the Bishops. It is, however, the judgment of the Gen- 
eral Conference that more frequent changes in the presi- 
dency of the Annual Conferences within the Hpiscopal 
Areas in the United States of America will promote the 
best interests of the whole Church, and we so recom- 
mend. 

§5. The General Conference instructs the Committee 
on Episcopacy that in assigning Bishops to residences the 
Committee shall give more heed to such considerations 
as the interests of the Kingdom of God, the welfare of 
the Church, and the qualifications of a Bishop for the 
work of his area than to any principle or idea of time 
limitation of Episcopal residence.

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CHAPTER IV 


REGULATIONS AFFECTING THE GENERAL 
CONFERENCE 


593. Program for the General Conference 


We recommend to the Commission on Entertainment of tht 
General Conference of 1932 that, at its discretion, it provid 

(1) That the Memorial Session be held on the third day « 
the session, and that it shall be made the regular order of thi 
day, and that the Bishops be a Committee to arrange for suc? 
service, with the suggestion that there be one address, only 

(2) That there shall be one Episcopal Address to includ 
all matters to be brought before the Conference by the Genr 
eral Superintendents, said address to be delivered at the secone 
regular session of the Conference; and that evening session: 
be set apart for presentation of reports by the General Super: 
intendents who have administered Foreign Mission fields. 

(3) That, so far as possible, receptions to Fraternal Delex 
gates be held at the morning sessions during the first- weeb 
of the General Conference, but not later than the eighth day 
of the session. That addresses shall be limited to thirty: 
minutes each, except for Fraternal Delegates from Churcher 
outside of the United States. 

(4) That exercises relating to the retirement of Bishopo 
shall be limited to one half of the time of any one session anc 
that these and congratulatory addresses shall be held not later 
than May 10, 1932. 

(5) That introductions of distinguished visitors shall be 
limited to the first fifteen minutes of each session. 

(6): That no special program, or formal addresses, shall be 
arranged for during sessions, after May 14, 1932. 

(7) That after May 14, 1932, the regular order only shall 
be observed. Questions of privilege shall be strictly construec& 
by the presiding Bishop.

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& (8) That the Commission on Entertainment of the General

1594. Traveling Expenses of Delegates 

The traveling expenses of each Delegate to and from the 
‘seat of the General Conference shall be paid in the proportion 

that the number of days of his attendance is to the number of 
‘days of the session of the General Conference, the only excep- 

tion being on account of personal sickness of the Delegate, the 

exceptions to be determined by the Committee on Credentials.

(2) When a Delegate is excused and no Reserve is seated 
in his place, he shall receive the proportional part of his

CHAPTER V 


GENERAL CONFERENCE REPORTS AND 
RESOLUTIONS 


595. Family Worship in the Home 


One of the great and pressing needs of the Church to-day iss 
& revival of religion and of worship in the home. 

Every home has its atmosphere, where freedom and love: 
prevail, restraint is eliminated, confidences exchanged, and thee 
most perfect and restful liberty is enjoyed. : 

It is in the home where the first concern for souls is repre-- 
sented in the yearning of father and mother for their children, , 
and out of this devotion of life toward life there is developed! 
the consuming flame of a passion that only love truly knows. . 

It is our desire to improve the spiritual side of the home life> 
by the inculeation of Christian virtues through the exercise of f 
religious practices in. order that a genuine revival of religious: 
life and expressions of spiritual power may be more fully, 
manifested. 

We reaffirm our faith in the spiritual power and moral uplift 
which come to the individual as results of a regular and Sys-- 
tematic observance of daily prayer, reading of the Scriptures, , 
a careful study of God’s Word, religious. conversation and | 
discussion of moral and spiritual subjects in the home. 
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. We appeal to all Methodist families to institute and establish 
in their homes such a form or program of systematic family 


| worship as may seem advisable and best adapted to meet the 
spiritual needs and requirements of the various members of 
_ the household. . 


We earnestly call upon and urge our Pastors and all others 
having leadership among our people to lay special emphasis 
upon this very vital subject and endeavor as far as possible to 
put into operation plans which will bring about the glorification 
‘of Jesus Christ in the home through a definite and systematic 
plan of family worship. 


[596. Declaration on Spiritual Life and Stand- 
ards of Faith 


The General Conference of 1928 reaffirms our faith as set 


forth in the Articles of Religion and our other doctrinal 
* standards. We respectfully call attention to the Episcopal 
Address delivered to this General Conference and affirm our 


agreement therewith. We quote: 
“The Pastor is the immediate interpreter of our message. 


- It is necessary that he be loyal to the basic principles of our 
faith... .. Ata time when so many forces are with hostile 
' Gntent moving in upon our faith, the Pastor, who is. the 


_ expounder of our creed, is to present the vital beliefs in: the 


language of the day ... This man of the pulpit is to make 


_ dear and convincing the great appeal of the gospel, affirm- 


ang without apology belief in the supernatural. With his 


_ peliefs vitalized by personal Christian experience, he will strive 


to bring men to grips with God, setting in compelling impres- 
‘siveness sin and salvation. He will turn the faces of men 
toward Jesus Christ, God’s only begotten Son, whose name 
is above every name, the virgin-born, the manger-cradled, the 
crucified, the risen, the ascended Lord and Saviour of men, 


able to save unto the uttermost all who come unto God by 
_ him, the same yesterday, to-day, and forever. We steadfastly 


maintain our unshaken loyalty to the great basic’ doctrines, 


but we would not be silent as to the widely discussed conflict of 
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science and religion. . . . If we are afraid to go into tho 
laboratory with the scientist or into the geological field witt 
true and reverent investigators, then we are doubting God 
The preacher may go with the scholar wherever reverent ana 
honest scholarship can go. His very loyalty to God will free 
him from the fear of finding anywhere the footprints of anothez 
Creator or of discovering another cross in which to glory. Il 
he is able to confess, ‘I know whom I have believed,’ ho 
will be prepared the more boldly to affirm his determination 
not ‘to know anything among men save Jesus Christ and him 
crucified.’ His very faith at once unfetters him and holdi 
him. He is free indeed. . .. It is inescapable that there shall 
be landmarks indicating the boundaries of denominationas 
belief but within these landmarks of our denominationas 
heritage we will stand for the liberty of the sons of God, ana 
if in anything it appears that the hedges have been broker: 
through or the fair limits transgressed, the Church has pree 
scribed the procedure in the case and all the proprieties 
demand recourse to the method so provided . . . In the Churcht 
as in the State, the formulated law is at once the guarantee oz 
immunity from unwarranted aspersion and extra-judiciary 
penalties, as it is also the surest deterrent of offense.” 

Besides the Apostles’ Creed and those Articles of Religion: 
whose truths we hold in common with the Universal Church 02 
Christ, the Methodist Episcopal Church has added as principlee 
of doctrine sermons by John Wesley and his Notes on the New 
Testament. Therefore, the central strength of Methodisnr 
is not only in those teachings found in the historical standardd 
of faith, but also in her emphasis on the dispensation of tha 
Holy Spirit, by which we possess not only the historicas 
Jesus but a present Living Christ who is the object of savina 
faith and the source of personal Christian experience revealeo 
by the Witness of the Spirit, furnishing a spiritual fruitage 
in life and realizing Holiness to the Lord which is perfect lover 

More attention should be given to the teachings of oun 
Master with regard to individual salvation as realized in tha 
New Birth by the Holy Spirit, the practice of spiritual ethicec 
as expressed in his teachings and revealed in his character? 
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| and the outcome of both in social salvation. The Kingdom 
) of God, a term used most frequently by our Divine Lord, has 
unfortunately been largely omitted from creeds and con- 
fessions. It is the duty of the Church of Christ both to save 
| souls from eternal death and to transform this world of ours 
| into a new earth wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

We call upon all in official positions in our Church—Bishops, 
| Editors, Teachers, and Preachers—to observe diligently these 
, standards of doctrine and practice to the end that the flock 
._ of Christ committed to our care shall be vitalized and invig- 
| orated through faith.

9597. $1. Social Creed of the Churches 


The Methodist Episcopal Church stands for equal rights 
and complete justice for all men in all stations of life; for 
the protection of the family by the single standard of purity, 

“uniform divorce laws, proper regulation of marriage, and 
proper housing; for such regulation of the conditions of toil 
for women as shall safeguard the physical and moral habits 
of the community; and for the fullest possible development of 
* every child, especially by the provision of proper education 
and recreation, and by the abolition of child labor. 
_ It stands for the abatement and prevention of poverty, 
by the protection of the individual and of society from the 
social, economic, and moral waste of the liquor traffic, by 
. the conservation of health, and by the protection of the worker 
from dangerous machinery, occupational diseases and injuries. 

It stands for the right of all men to the opportunity for 
self-maintenance, safeguarding this right against encroach- 
ments of every kind; and for the protection of workers from 
the hardships of enforced unemployment. 

It stands for suitable provision for the workers in old 
age and for those incapacitated by injury; for the principle 

_-of conciliation and. arbitration in industrial disputes, and for a 
. release from employment one day in seven. 

It stands for the gradual and reasonable reduction of the 

hours of labor to the lowest practicable point, and for that 
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degree of leisure for all, which is a condition of the highess 
human life; for a living wage as a minimum in every industry 
and for the highest wage that each industry can afford, anc 
for the most equitable division of the product of industry thar 
can ultimately be devised. 

It stands for the right of employees and employers alike 
to organize. 

It stands for a new emphasis upon the application op 
Christian principles to the acquisition and use of property; 

We recommend that the sections above be read to our cona 
gregations on the Sunday preceding Labor Day. , 

§ 2. As in former pronouncements made by General Cona 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in addition 
to them, we believe in making the social and spiritual ideals od 
Jesus our test for community as well as for individual life; im 
strengthening and deepening the inner personal relationshi) 
of the individual with God, and recognizing his obligation anc 
duty to society. This is crystallized in the two command 
ments of Jesus: ‘Love thy God’’ and ‘Love thy neighbor.’ 
Translating this ideal: 

(1) Into education means: (a) The building of a sociay 
order in which every child has the best opportunity fo» 
development and in which is afforded adequate and equaa 
educational opportunity for all. (b) A thorough and scien 
tific program of religious and secular education designed tc 
Christianize everyday life and conduct. (c) Conservation: 
of health, including careful instruction in sex hygiene and home 
building, abundant and wholesome recreation facilities, anc 
education for leisure, including a nation-wide system ob 
adult education. (d) Insistence on constitutional rights anc 
duties, including freedom of speech, of the press, and ob 
peaceable assemblage. (e) Constructive education and Chris= 
tian care of dependents, defectives and delinquents, in order 
to restore them to normal life whenever possible, with kindly, 
segregation for those who are hopelessly feeble-minded. 

(2) Into industry and economic relationships means; 
(a) A reciprocity of service—that group interests, whether op 
labor or capital, must always. be integrated with the welfare 
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of society as a whole, and that society in its turn must insure 
justice to each group. (b) A frank recognition that all owner- 
ship is a social trust involving Christian administration for 
the good of all. (c) Freedom from employment one day in

tribution of labor forces. (e) Economy in the home—such

of fertility. (b) That the cost of market distribution from 
farmer to consumer shall be cut to the lowest possible terms, 
both farmers and consumers sharing in these economies. 
(c) That there shall be every encouragement to the organiza- 
tion of farmers for economic ends, particularly for co-operative 
sales and purchases. (d) That an efficient system of both 
vocational and general education of youths and adults living 
on farms shall be available. (e) That special efforts shall be 
‘made to insure to the farmer adequate social institutions, in- 
eluding the Church, the school, the library, means of recreation, 
“good local government, and particularly the best possible 
farmhome. (f) That there shall bea widespread development 
of organized rural communities, thoroughly democratic, com- 


7 pletely co-operative, and possessed with the spirit of the 
common welfare. (g) That there shall be the fullest measure 
_ of friendly reciprocal co-operation between the rural and city 


_ workers. 
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(4) Into racial relations means: (a) The practice of the: 
Christian principle of the same protection and rights for all! 
races who share our common life. (b) The elimination of{ 
racial discrimination, and substitution of full brotherly treat-- 
ment for all races. (c) The fuilest co-operation between) 
the Churches of various races, even though of different de-- 
nominations. (d) Educational and social equipment for the: 
special needs of immigrants. , 

(5) Into international relations means: (a) The removal] 
of every unjust barrier of trade, color, creed, and race, and] 
the practice of equal justice for all nations. (b) The administra-- 
tion of the property and privileges within each country so) 
that they will be of the greatest benefit, not only to that nation, , 
but to all the world. (c) Discouragement of all propaganda. 
tending to mislead peoples in their international relations; 
or to create prejudice. (d) The replacement of selfish im-- 
perialism by such disinterested treatment of backward nations; 
as to contribute the maximum to the welfare of each nation 
and of all the world. (e) The abolition of military armaments: 
by all nations except for an internal police force. (f) That: 
the Church of Christ as an institution shall be used for the: 
prevention and abolition of war. (g) A permanent associa- - 
tion of the nations for world peace and good will, the out-- 
lawry of war, and the settlement of all differences between. 
nations by conference, arbitration, or by an international court. . 

(6) We believe it is the duty of every Church to investigate : 
local moral and economic conditions as well as to know world | 
needs. We believe that it is only as our Churches themselves ; 
follow the example and spirit of Jesus in the fullest sense— - 
translating these social ideals into the daily life of the Church . 
and the community—that we can ever hope to build the King- - 
dom of God on earth. ; 


] 598. World Peace 


We rejoice in the efforts now being made by the United . 
States and other governments to enter into compacts with 
other nations for the outlawry of war. ‘We are convinced that 
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war has become the supreme enemy of mankind. Its con- 
tinuance is the suicide of civilization. ._We would utterly 
repudiate our professed faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Prince of Peace, if we held that war is inevitable. War is 
not inevitable. Disputes between nations, like disputes be- 
tween individuals, may be settled by judicial processes. We 
believe, therefore, that war should be made a public ‘crime 
under the law of nations. 

We recognize the need of an army and navy sufficient to 
serve as a police power for the protection of life and property 
on land and sea. But, as a Christian body, we “renounce war 
as an instrument of national policy,” and set ourselves to create 
the will to peace. The agencies of our Church shall not be 
used in preparation for war. They shall be used in prepara- 
tion for peace. We must do our full share to mold the present 
youth of all races into a peace-loving generation. To this 


1 end we recommend that the Board of Bishops appoint a 
Commission on Peace and World Fellowship, consisting of 


seven Ministers and eight Laymen, and that this Commission 
be empowered to employ an Executive Secretary. 

Preparation for war leads to war. We therefore urge the 
President of the United States to prepare for another Con- 
ference of Nations which will secure a more drastic reduction 
of armaments of every kind. We adhere to the principle that 
diplomacy should be used instead of military intervention in 


- our relations with other nations. The rights of the weakest 


nation must be held as sacred as those of the strongest. 

We call upon our members as citizens to exert themselves to 
the utmost to secure the participation of their respective gov- 
ernment in a World Court which shall have affirmative 
jurisdiction over all international disputes, and shall develop 
and administer international law upon the basic principle that 
war is a crime. We urge upon our members their duty as 
citizens to secure the participation of their respective govern- 


~ ments in an Effective Association of Nations which shall 
undertake to remove the causes of war and to lead the world 


into the ways of peace. 
The Treasurer of the General Conference Expense Fund is 
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authorized and directed to pay properly certified expenses ob 
the Commission on World Peace, the total not to exceeck 
$15,000 a year. 


7. 599. Temperance, Prohibition, and Public Morals: 


The Christian Church must ever be the protector of hu- 
manity against those customs and practices which tempt, 
debase, and destroy. We should never be indifferent to those: 
evils which disgrace and molest mankind. It is the mission: 
of Christ’s Church to help destroy these and to give to our 
nation and to the world the divine chance of becoming what! 
Christian civilization ought to be. 

We are profoundly concerned about the moral life of our 
nation. The subtle forces of materialism and irreligion have: 
been increasingly active since the World War. The insidious: 
propaganda against our ideals is dominated by a philosophy; 
of atheism and paganism. 

We are convinced that upon Christian citizens devolves the: 
sacred privilege of counteracting that pagan conception of! 
life which puts a low estimate upon personality, fosters thes 
vulgar_and the obscene, develops the irreverent and the: 
frivolous, encourages sensuality and vice, and forever tempts: 
mankind to live on the plane of the animal. 


Notable Evils 

In view of the demoralization that war produces—the: 
breaking of family ties, the loosening of moral restrictions, , 
and the augmentation of all evil habits, it is not strange thatt 
there are innumerable signs of degeneracy. Nudity, pro-- 
fanity, and blasphemy, though not as prevalent on the stage» 
to-day as they were a few years ago, are all too common. The> 
provision by which the New York authorities ‘have power to» 
close the theater which offends public decency should ‘be> 
adopted and used vigorously and frequently throughout the> 
nation. We wonder how much longer the American people> 
and the American Department of State will permit the movic ' 
magnates to misrepresent American civilization in the eyes; 
of the nations by uncensored films that are shipped abroad, , 
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giving foreign minds a false impression of the civilization of 
this Christian Republic. 

There. is a terrible decadence in popular literature. We 
protest against the salacious magazines sold promiscuously on 
our streets. We warn our young people against these writers 
who substitute Billingsgate and. abuse of American institu- 
tions, traditions, and customs for literary form, facts, and rea- 
sonable discussion. 

Two notable evils that were being suppressed have-revived 
since the war, gambling and commercialized prize-fighting. 


Gambling undermines business integrity by teaching the young 
to seek.something for nothing. Prize fighting reintroduced 


among States that had long outlawed it, is utterly brutalizing. 
It. does not make heroes, but creates selfish and dishonest 
groups that appeal to the baser passions and secure enormous 
gains. 
The Sabbath 
The Christian Sabbath was one of the first institutions 


‘planted on American soil. It grew with the States and be- 


came part of the common law. It is recognized in the second 
article of our Constitution. Laws that protect it from 


* secularity and commercialism have been pronounced Con- 


stitutional by the Supreme Court. It brings blessed rest for 
the toiler, reasserts family ties and sentiments which are un- 


‘der strain during six days in the week. It furnishes oppor- 


tunity for the voice of the Church to be heard among the 


people and for the still small voice to be heard by busy men. 


and women. The Church will not stand by and see the walls 


of the Sabbath broken down. 


The Liquor Traffic 


Prohibition is: the fixed policy of the United States of 
America. The Eighteenth Amendment to the federal Con- 
stitution incorporates in the basic law of a great nation the 


underlying moral convictions of its people. The American 


- nation is no longer in partnership with the liquor traffic. 


It has deprived that traffic of the sanction of law and the pro- 


. ‘tection of government. That traffic is an outlaw, which no 
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longer has standing as a lawful institution in the statutes: 
and the courts of the nation. This alone constitutes one of; 
the greatest victories for civic righteousness recorded int 
modern times. This achievement represents the ripened: 
conviction and the deliberate judgment of the American: 
people after more than a hundred and fifty years of regulation, 
license, repression, taxation, government sale and attempted 
control, and every other method devised for the purpose of: 
dealing with this nefarious habit and traffic. 


The Results of Prohibition 


The social, economic, and moral benefits of this law have: 
been amply demonstrated in increased industrial efficiency, as 
larger degree of safety on the highways and in the factories,) 
unmatched productivity, unparalleled savings, unequaled! 
public health records, a remarkable decrease in the national. 
death rate, and unprecedented evidences of social and moral! 
well-being, 

The conservation of the higher values of manhood, reduced: 
sorrows of womanhood, and mitigated. wrongs of childhood! 
eloquently proclaim the success of prohibition as a sound: 
policy of government, which has made it ‘‘easier for men to do 
right and more difficult for men to do wrong.” aS 

Judged by all the evidence in the case, prohibition with: 
enforcement at its worst is shown to be better than the legally) 
sanctioned traffic in beverage alcohol with regulation at its best. 


Orderly Government Challenged 


(The forces of greed, avarice, and appetite have challenged] 
the authority of law, defied government, held up to contempt 
the fundamental principles of righteousness, and have flouted3 
the expressed and properly recorded will of the American? 
people. j 

In the face of such defiance we insist upon a more aggressive, , 
unyielding, and definite campaign of agitation, organization, , 
and education in the interest of our common objective. Total] 
abstinence must be stressed; the vital importance of law ob-- 
servance as basic to adequate law enforcement must be: 


a 
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emphasized; there must be a revival of scientific temperance 
instruction in the public schools; the pulpit, the church school, 
the young people’s societies, and all other agencies of the 
Church must take an'aggressive and constructive course of 
action. We must speedily get to the people the whole truth 
about the nature and effects of beverage alcohol; the truth 
about the real character and activities of the local, national, 
and international liquor traffic; the truth about all methods 


tried or schemes proposed for the solution of the problem. 


Issue Definite and Clear 

_ We are not deceived by cunningly devised plans of the 
enemies of sobriety and prohibition to discount the work 
already accomplished. We demand clear and definite 
declarations on the part of candidates and parties appealing 
to our constituency for their suffrage. 

We serve notice on all concerned that our attitude on this 
‘vital question is resolute and irreversible, that we will not be 


” lulled into inactivity by evasive promises or indecisive declara- 


tions; that we will not support uncertain candidates for State 
and national legislative and administrative offices, and that 


we will not willingly tolerate in positions of responsibility those 


- who do not sustain the law and the principle of righteousness 
which the law represents. 


A World Wide Problem 
The beverage alcohol evil presents a world problem, which 


demands international co-operation. Permanency of prohi- 


bition in America requires international action, while the 


success of a world movement for sobriety depends upon the 
success of prohibition here. Prohibition is not safe anywhere 


‘until it has become the settled policy of government every- 


where. We, therefore, pledge to our brothers in other coun- 
tries our fullest possible co-operation in the struggle against 


the international trafic which now seeks not only to stem 
_ the tide of temperance advance in other lands, but to under. 
“mine and nullify prohibition in America. 


Organized Activities 
We recommend and indorse the Woman’s Christian Tem- 


aro

perance Union in its national and international leadership, 
among women; the Anti-Saloon League of America, our 
approved agency for co-operation with members of other 
Churches and with temperance organizations in America for 
united effort against the common foe; and the World League: 
Against Alcoholism in which are federated the principal anti 
liquor organizations in the several countries for internationah 
interdenominational effort for temperance and reform. 

Especially do we urge upon our people everywhere increas 
jngly to support and to co-operate with Methodism’s owm 
agency in the field of moral reform. The Board of Temperance? 
Prohibition, and Public Morals, with a record in the past ob 
which we are justly proud, is planning even a greater program 
for the future, to which Methodists everywhere should rally 
with increased enthusiasm and confidence throughout the 
whole Church. 

To all temperance and prohibition agencies and movementé 
which are effectively and aggressively pressing for temperance 
and moral reform in America and abroad, we appeal for re= 
newed activity and co-operative effort to the end that the 
moral forces of the nations shall speedily find the way to ¢: 
world redeemed from the curse of beverage alcohol. 


No Turning Back 

This moral conflict must be prosecuted to final victory 
We stop at no half-way station. We summon the enlightenec: 
public opinion and quickened public conscience of the nation: 
and the world. 

We will not countenance anarchy under a banner of personas 
liberty and social license; and we support the right of a free 
people to govern themselves. In this strategic hour in tho 
progress of this great reform there must be no minor note: 
no discordant sound, no equivocal stand. 

We face the issues before us with confidence and determina: 
tion. We believe in the common sense of the Americar 
people. We ‘believe in the triumph of right. We believe ii 
the hand of God in our national affairs. 

We will not be stampeded; we will not retract;.we will noc 
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cease to speak by tongue and pen and vote; we will not turn 
back; we have enlisted for the duration of the conflict, which 
_ will end cnly in the complete extermination of the beverage 
alcohol habit and traffic. t 
We plead earnestly with Methodists everywhere so to live 
in conformity with the spirit of Christ that by their lives, 
even in the midst of wicked environment, they may emphasize 
decency, sobriety, and self-control. 


_ 7.600. American Bible Society 


The record of the quadrennium calls for the heartiest 
praise and commendation of the achievements realized and the 
difficulties surmounted. The great services of the Society in 
the translation, publication and distribution of the life-giving 
Book of books in thirty countries through its twenty-two 


i agencies, and through correspondents in as many countries 


. more, deserve the gratitude and support of the Church. The 
issues of Scriptures for the quadrennium have amounted to 
_ more than 32,800,000 copies, an increase of 15,800,000 over 
_ the issues of the last Quadrennium. That so large a number 
of Bibles, .Testaments, Gospels, and other books of the Bible 
have been circulated in scores of languages and by thousands 
of colporteurs, correspondents, and volunteer workers in so 
many countries is a splendid accomplishment. Yet when we 
recollect that there are countries and continents included in 
this distribution which number their population by hundreds 
of millions, a great challenge yet remains to the Society and 

- the Church. 
The destruction of Philippine plates in an earthquake led 
to revision of the translations in several languages. The 
Society has expressed its appreciation of Methodist co- 
operation in this work in Ilocano, Pangasinan, and Pampangan 
_ tongues, as of similar services in other parts of the world. 
The Society’s report records additional languages conquered 
for the Word for the first time, and progress in still others. 
Other notes of interest and importance are, the Society’s 
emergency distribution of tens of thousands of Gospels in the

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refugee camps of the Mississippi Valley flood, and the present 
effort to.reach the restored homes with new copies of the Book; 
the extensive demand, reaching several hundred thousand, 
for the one-cent Gospels for concerted reading in the January 
and February pre-Lenten period; the growing use of the book 
of Proverbs in reaching high-school students; the wide-spread 
observance of Universal Bible Sunday and the recent attrac- 
tive changes in the one-cent Gospels and other portions that 
will make these even more popular for unlimited missionary 
use. 

The Society naturally looks to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, as one of its oldest friends and a leader among them, 
to stand by it fully. 

In view of the essential importance of the work of the 
American Bible Society to all our missionary and churchly 
endeavor: 

(1) We recommend that this cause be presented to all our 
Churches annually, as has been the custom since 1836, as one of 
the official Benevolences. 

(2) We recommend to all our Churches the observance of 
Universal Bible Sunday, that the place of the Bible in the life 
of the Christian, nation, and world may be more deeply im- 
pressed on all our people. 

(3) We recommend that our Pastors and people earnestly 
consider the responsibility of each local Church for placing the 
Bible in the homes of the community and for making the 


printed Gospel “the message that abides when the voice 
ceases,”” 


7601. The Federal Council of the Churches of 


Christ in America 


The quadrennial Report of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America has been received by the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
read with deep interest. 

The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America 
was formally organized in Philadelphia in December, 1906, and 


t 
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_ includes over thirty denominations. The Methodist Episcopal 


Church was one of the original constituent bodies creating the 
Federal Council, its action having been taken in May, 1908, in 
Baltimore. The Council has been a significant factor for stimu- 
lation and conservation throughout the period of deepening 
interest in co-operative movements among the Churches. 

The Bishops are authorized to appoint the number of repre- 
sentatives and alternates allowed by the Constitution of the 


. Federal Council, to represent the Methodist Episcopal Church 


asmembers of the said Council during the coming quadrennium, 
and request the attendance of the appointees at the quadrennial 


“meeting to be held in December, 1928. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church shares in the expenses of 
the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America to the 
amount of $15,000 annually for both the general work and the 
Washington office, the same to be provided for as hitherto in 
the same manner as other Commissions appointed by the Gen- 
eral Conference. If it should be discovered by any Board or 
Boards of Benevolence that certain types of work may be 
earried forward to better advantage or more economically by 
co-operation with the Federal Council of Churches, such Board 
or Boards may share in the expenses of such a definite program 
of co-operation from funds within its or their own budget.

| 603. Commission on Reserve Pension Fund Plan 


Be it Resolved, That the General Conference authorize, 
empower, and direct the Board of Bishops to appoint at this 
General Conference a Commission on Reserve Pension Fund 
Plan, to consist of three Bishops, five other Ministers and five 
_ lLaymen, said Commission to meet in the fall of 1928 at a time 

~and place to be designated by the Board of Bishops. The said 
Commission shall work in conjunction with the Board of Pen- 
sionsand Relief, and shall have power to edit, revise, perfect, and 
adopt a Ministers’ Reserve Pension Plan; provided, however, 
that the basis of the work of said Commission shall be the 
draft of the Plan as revised and presented to the General 
Conference by the Committee on Pensions and Relief; and, 
furthermore, provided, that the work of said Commission shall 
be conducted as nearly as possible in harmony with the follow- 
ing stipulations and instructions: 

(1) The Commission shall report the final text of the 
Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund Plan to the General Con- 
ference of 1932 for incorporation in the Discipline, and shall 
cause it to be printed in the official papers of the Church at 
- least one year prior to the date of commencing operation 
of the fund. 

(2) The Commission shall not cause the Plan to be set-in 
operation by the Board of Pensions and Relief until a Guaranty 
Reserve Fund shall have been provided for the liabilities 
assumed. There shall be a Laymen’s Committee on Pension 
Finance, consisting of not less than twenty-five members to 
be appointed by the Board of Bishops. The said Committee 
on Pension Finance shall work in connection with the Annual 


-- Conferences to assist them to provide for the liabilities to be 


assumed by the Board of Pensions and Relief. 
The amount raised is for the purpose of fully protecting the 
rights of the Conference Claimants under the original pension

system of 1908, in order that the revenue from the Pastoral 
Charges for Conference Claimants shall not be diminished 
on account of payments for new entrant members of the 
Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund. 

(8) The Annual Conference shall be recognized as the unit 
of collection of contributions, and as the adjudicating agent 
in all matters thereto pertaining, and the Board of Pensions 
and Relief shall be recognized as the agency by which the 
Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund shall be held in trust and its 
benefits administered, and the Board shall be empowered to 
act for the Annual Conferences which so desire. Any Annual 
Conference may enter the Reserve Pension Fund provided the 
reserves are set up by the said Conference. 

(4) The principle of equalization of benefits shall be applied 
within Annual Conference units. 

(5) All obligations assumed by the Ministers’ Reserve 
Pension Fund shall be fully covered by actuarially determined 
reserves. 

(6) Provision shall be made for annual reservation of an 
amount not to exceed one quarter of one per cent of the support 
of the members of the Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund, for 
the purpose of giving pension aid to members of the Fund 
belonging to the weaker Annual Conferences. The word 
“support” shall be interpreted according to the definition 
thereof in the text of the Plan. 

(7) For the purpose of providing a part of the retirement 
annuity, the members of the Fund shall be asked to make a 
contribution not to exceed the equivalent of two and one-half 
per cent of the member’s ‘“‘support”’ as defined in the text of 
the Plan. : 

The Pastoral Charges served by members of the Fund 
shall be asked to contribute annually an amount which shall 
not exceed the equivalent of eight per cent of the member’s 
“support,”’ as defined in the text of the Plan. 

(8) The age of retirement. of members of the fund shall 
conform to the age of retirement provided in the Discipline for 
Conference Claimants. 


(9) The pension benefits shall be based on such amount of 
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annuity as the accumulated annual pension credits will provide 

at the age of retirement. 

(10) A scheme of pensions and relief for Supply Pastors 
shall be provided as a supplementary feature of the Plan. 

(11) During the ensuing quadrennium, and until the 
General Conference shali order otherwise, the operation of 
the Plan shall be confined to Annual Conferences within the 

United States of America. 

, (12) The Board of Pensions and Relief shall be authorized 
to study the problems involved in the pension situation, as 
it concerns Home and Foreign missionaries, with instructions 

to report to the next General Conference. 

(13) The necessary expenses of the Commission shall be 
paid by the Board of Pensions and Relief.

{| 604. Church Union in Korea 


The Korea Annual Conference memorialized the General 


~ Conference as follows: 


“Wnder the blessing of God the work of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in Korea, has grown and prospered until in the two 
Annual Conferences there are now 63,866 adherents, in- 
cluding 28,430 baptized members, 7,193 probationers and 288 
employed preachers. 

“In presenting this Memorial, we wish it clearly under- 
stood that there is no lack of appreciation for the work of the 
' missionaries and the Mission Boards. and no desire to sever 
the cordial relations which have existed and do now exist 
between the Church in America and the Church in Korea. 
It is our belief that for many years to come the service of the. 
missionaries and the financial assistance of the Mission Boards 
will be needed in Korea. 

“However, there is a strong conviction among Preachers 
and Members that the two Methodist Conferences in Korea 
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should be organically united. The existence of two Methodist : 
Churches in Korea calls for constant defense before the non- - 
Christians. It is our conviction that the many new and! 
pressing problems which now confront the Kingdom of Christ : 
in Korea can best be met and solved by a united, self-governing ; 
Church, and that such a Church would be the most powerful . 
agency for the great work of evangelization yet to be done in. 
this land.” 

The General Conference authorized the Korea Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church to unite with the » 
Korea Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and to be organized into the Methodist Church in 
Korea, provided such authorization is also given by the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, to its Korea Annual Conference. 

The Bishops were requested to appoint a Commission to 
meet with a like Commission of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and with a similar 
Commission from the two Annual Conferences in Korea, 
which Joint Commission shall be authorized to formulate a 
basis of union, to call an Autonomous Conference in Korea, 
and to perform such other acts as may be necessary in the 
organization of the Methodist Church in Korea. 

In preparing the basis of union and planning the organiza- 
tion of the Methodist Church in Korea, the Joint Commission 
is instructed to provide for continued organic relationship with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

(4) The Commission is authorized to draw on the General 
Conference Expense Fund for expenses incurred. 


605. Support and Official Travel of Bishops 


“Official travel’ of an Effective Bishop shall be interpreted 
to include all visitations within his Area to Church institu- 
tions or enterprises of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
where the call of need or opportunity werrants his presence and 
service. ‘Official travel’ shall include also such journeys

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- outside his Area as are within the meaning of ‘“‘travel through 


the Connection at large.’’ For all such official travel within 
and outside his Area, an Effective Bishop shall have right-of 


claim upon the Episcopal Fund, upon presentation of itemized 


voucher, as prescribed by the Book Committee. No part of 
the expense of such visitations shall be accepted from local 
Methodist Episcopal Churches or enterprises within the 
Bishop’s Area, or visitations made while in official “travel 


; through the Connection at large.” 


The allowance for salary of Effective Bishops shall be in- 


_ terpreted to mean compensation in full for all services rendered 
by a Bishop to Church institutions or enterprises of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church within his Area, or while on of- 
ficial ‘‘travel through the Connection at large.’’ All such 
services are included under the ‘‘Duties of a Bishop.” 

Nothing in this interpretation is intended to preclude the 
acceptance of an honorarium for special or non-official en- 
gagements of a Bishop outside his Area, or for services rendered 
upon invitation from other than Methodist Episcopal Church 
enterprises within his Area, provided, that such engagements 
do not interfere with his official duties. 

It is evident that the salary allowance of Effective Bishops 
for the quadrennium ending in 1928 is inadequate when 
measured against expenses incident to the office, and the 
salary standards of our larger Churches. The Book Committee 
is hereby authorized to provide adequately and equitably in 
fixing the salary allowance of Effective Bishops. 


1606. Sixth Ecumenical Methodist Conference, 
1931 

The Sixth Ecumenical Methodist Conference will meet in the 

United States in the year 1931. The Bishops are authorized 

to appoint the delegates to represent our body, including five 


a Bishops. The Bishops are authorized to fili all vacancies in the 
Ecumenical Commission from our Church. An amount not 
exceeding $500 annually is allowed from the General Conference

Expense Fund for the expense of the Commission in preparing

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for said Ecumenical Conference and the Treasurer of the fund 
is authorized to pay such sums on presentation of proper 
vouchers. 


CHAPTER VI 
GENERAL CONFERENCE DECISIONS 


1607. Concerning Legal Notice of Change of 
Boundaries 


A Legal Notice must specifically indicate (a) the source 
from which it comes, whether from an Annual Conference, 
Mission Conference, or from a majority of the District Super- 
intendents or Mission Superintendents, as the case might be; 
(b) the purpose of the Conference, Mission Conference, 
Mission, or Direct Superintendents by whom the notice is 
issued, which requests a change of boundaries; (c) the character 
in general of the change in boundaries sought to be effected. 

The notice must be served in writing, and delivered to 
the Secretary of each and every Conference which is to be 
affected by the proposed change. 


7608. Voting for Delegates to the General 
Conference 
No member of an Annual Conference may vote in the 
election of Delegates to the General Conference, nor upon 
proposed amendments to the Constitution, who is not present 
at the time and place the vote is taken.—Journal, 1916. 


1609. Ratio of Representation in the General 
Conference 


The ratio of Representation in the General Conference, 
fixed by the General Conference of 1872 at one Ministerial 
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Delegate for forty-five Members of an Annual Conference, 
has not been annulled. Each General Conference can 
exercise its right ({38, §1) to fix the Ratio from forty-five 
to ninety for the next quadrennial session. 


91610. Power of Bishop to Unite Two Charges 


A Bishop has full power under the law and usage of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church to unite two or more Pastoral 
Charges for Quarterly Conference purposes. A Quarterly 
Conference so created may elect a Board of Trustees to 
~ control all the property interests unless the law prevents.

97611. Union With Other Churches 


Whenever any Synod, Conference, Church Society, or 
other body of Christians, agreeing in doctrine with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, shall desire to become a component 
part of said Church, the Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church most nearly or conveniently related, 
territorially, to such Synod, Conference, Church Society, or 
body shall have power, with the consent of the Bishop pre- 
siding, on being satisfied with the agreement of such Synod, 
Conference, Church Society, or body of Christians with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Doctrine and Discipline, to 
receive such organization in a body into our communion. 
Ministers so received shall hold such relations and enjoy such 
privileges as they would hold or enjoy if admitted individually 
on their credentials. Members so received shall sustain the 
same relation to the local Church as they would sustain if 
received individually by certificates. Before such reception, 
however, a properly authenticated register of such ministers 
and members shall be deposited with the Secretary of the 
Conference considering such reception. In all cases of the 
reception of Churches, satisfactory assurance shall be given 
to the Conference that the property shall be placed in the 
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custody of Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
that the Churches will receive pastors appointed by the 
authority of the General Conference of the Church.—Journal, 
1896, p. 308. 


CHAPTER VII 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION 
OF THE CHURCH 


|612. Empowering Central Conferences to 
Elect Bishops 


Pursuant to the instructions of the General Conference your 
Commission of Twenty-five on Powers of Central Conferences 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. That Central Conferences be empowered by the necessary 
constitutional provisions to elect Bishops for their respective 
fields under the terms of the following amendments. 

2. That said amendments to the Constitution be submitted 
to the General Conference and to the several Annual and 
Lay Electoral Conferences for their consideration and action. 


Proposed Amendments to the Constitution 
(Changes to be voted on printed in bold faced type)

Division III, Chapter I, add Article IV, making new § 37 
of the Discipline, to read as follows: 


ARTICLE IV. Central Conferences 


437. Annual Conferences, Mission Conferences and 
Missions in such numbers as the General Conference, 
by a two-thirds vote, shall determine, may be organized 
by the General Conference into Central Conferences 
with such powers as the General Conference, by a two- 
thirds vote, shall prescribe.

Division III, Chapter II, Article X, | 46, § 3, which reads 
as follows: 

The General Conference shall not change nor alter any part 
or rule of our government so as to do away Episcopacy, nor 
destroy the plan of our itinerant General Superintendency;

of our foreign Missions, limiting his Episcopal jurisdiction to

; And may empower Central Conferences to elect 
Bishops or General Superintendents whose Episcopal

4. If the proposed amendments to the Constitution be 
approved and recommended by the General Conference by 
the necessary two-thirds vote, the Commission of Twenty-five 
shall be continued and instructed to prepare and submit to 
the General Conference for its consideration, within three 
days, such legislation as may be deemed necessary to put 
into effect said amendments if and when they are concurred in 
by the necessary “‘two thirds of all the members of the several 
Annual Conferences present and voting, and two thirds of 
all the members of the Lay Electoral Conference present and 
voting.”"—Approved and recommended May 16, 1928, and 
amendments ordered to be submitted to the Annual and Lay 
Electoral Conferences during the year 1929. 


91613. Statutory Legislation for Central Con- 
ferences Operative upon Approval of 
Amendments by the Annual 
Conferences 

In accordance with the instructions of the General Confer- 
ence your Commission of Twenty-five on Powers of Central 
Conferences recommends the following legislation to be 
printed in the Appendix of the Discipline of 1928 and to 
become effective if and when the proposed Constitutional 
amendments on this subject recommended by the General 
Conference May 16, 1928, shall have been adopted. 


I. Meetings of Central Conferences 


To amend the Discipline of 1924 by deleting 95, ({ 97, 
1928) § 1, Item 4, which reads as follows: 

Each Central Conference shall meet at least once every 
four years at such time and place as it may determine. _The 
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sessions of said Conference shall be presided over by the 
Bishops in attendance in such order as they may determine. 
In case no Bishop is present, the Conference shall elect a 
temporary President from among its own members. The 
resident Bishops, or a majority of them, with the concurrence 
of the Executive Committee or other authorized Committee 
shall have the authority to call an extra session of the Central 
Conference to be held at the time and place designated by them. 
Substituting for it the following: 
Each Central Conference shall meet in regular session 
between the regular sessions of the General Conference at 
“such time and place as the Central Conference itself may 
determine. ‘The sessions of such Central Conference shall 
be presided over by the Bishops or General Superintendents 
resident or administering within the bounds of the Central 
Conference, in such order as they may determine. In case 
no Bishop is present, the Conference shall elect a temporary 
President from among its own members. The resident 
Bishops, or a majority of them, with the concurrence of a 
majority of the District Superintendents within the bounds 
of the Central Conference, or of the Executive Committee 
specifically charged with this authority, may call an extra 
session of the Central Conference to be held at the time and 
place designated by them. 


Il. Powers of Central Conferences 

Amend § 95, ({ 97, 1928) § 1, by adding after Item (1), 
which reads as follows: ; 

Organization. There shall be such Central Conferences as 
have been heretofore authorized, or shall be hereafter author- 
ized by the General Conference, or as may develop from 
authorized Central Mission Conferences as set forth in §2 (17), 
with the privileges and powers as hereinafter set forth, pro- 
vided that a Central Conference shall have at least a total of 
twenty Ministerial and twenty Lay Delegates on the basis of 
representation as set forth in Item (2) hereof, 

The following items:

elect one or more Bishops or General Superintendents from 
among the traveling Elders of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

(4) A Central Conference shall have power to fix the tenure 
of Bishops or General Superintendents elected by the said 
Central Conference, provided that such tenure shall not be 
for a term longer than that in force at the time for General 
Superintendents elected by the General Conference. 

(5) A Central Conference, in consultation with the Book 
Committee, shall fix the amount of the salary and allowances 
for Bishops or General Superintendents elected by such 
Central Conference, and from time to time, in consultation 
with the Book Committee, shall fix the amount of grant-in-aid 
necessary until such time as the said Central Conference 
shall be able to provide complete support for such Bishops or 
General Superintendents. 

(6) A Central Conference, in consultation with the Board 
of Bishops, shall fix the residences and make assignments of 
Bishops or General Superintendents elected by such Central 
Conference. 

So that the remainder of the entire { 95, § 1, exclusive of 
Item (1), shall read as follows: 

(2) A Central Conference, when authorized by a specific 
enabling act of the General Conference, shall have power to 
elect one or more Bishops or General Superintendents from 
among the traveling elders of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The number of Bishops or General Superintendents to be 
elected by each Central Conference shall be fixed from time 
to time by the General Conference. 

(3) When a Central Conference shall have been granted 
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' power to eject Bishops or General Superintendents, such 

_ elections shail be conducted under the same general pro- 
cedure as prevails in the General Conference for the election 
of General Superintendents. 

(4) A Central Conference shall have power to fix the tenure 
of Bishops or General Superintendents elected by the said

(5) A Central Conference, in consultation with the Book

until such time as the said Central Conference shall be able to

(6) A Central Conference, in consultation with the Board 
of Bishops, shall fix the residences and make assignments of 
Bishops or General Superintendents elected by such Central 

_ Conference. 

j (7) The Central Conferences shall be composed of Ministe-

and with such qualifications as the Central Conference shall 
itself determine, provided that each Annual Conference, 
Mission Conference, and Mission shall be entitled to at least 
_two Ministerial and two Lay Delegates; and that no other 
selection of Delegates shall be authorized which would provide 
for more than one Ministerial Delegate for every six members

Discipline. 

(4) A Central Conference shall have the power to establish 


_ detailed rules, rites and ceremonies for the solemnization of 
marriage, not contrary to the statute laws of the country or 


countries within its jurisdiction. 
(5) A Central Conference is authorized to prepare and trans- 
late simplified or adapted forms of such parts of the Ritual 


as it may deem necessary, such changes to receive the approval 


of the Resident Bishop or Bishops. 


(6) A Central Conference shall have authority to edit and 


_ publish abridged editions of the Discipline, omitting such 


sections as refer exclusively to activities in the United States of 


America. 
(7) A Central Conference shall supervise the missionary 


_ work undertaken by the Church located within its bounds and

IV. Commission on Powers of Central Conferences 


We recommend that the General Conference appoint a 
Commission of twenty-five upon nomination of the General 
Superintendents, to be constituted as follows: five Bishops, 
ten other Ministers, and ten Lay Members. The duties of 
this Commission shall be to study all questions affecting the 
functions, organization, and authority of Central Conferences, 
and make report to the General Conference of 1932 with re- 
spect to such further legislation as may be necessary, giving 
special attention to the questions of dual voting by Members 
of Central Conferences in the election of Bishops or other 
General Conference officers in the General Conference, and of 
voting on national and other questions in which such Delegates 
may have no legitimate concern; also studying the problems. 
of support, tenure, consecration, and assignment of Bishops 
elected by Central Conferences, and such other matters as 
may be germane to this general subject. 


V. Enabling Acts 
(1) Eastern Asia 
(Conditional upon the adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendments) 

If and when the Constitutional Amendments empowering 
Central Conferences to elect Bishops or General Superin- 
tendents shall have been adopted and duly notified to the 
Church by the General Superintendents, the Central Con- 
ference in Eastern Asia is hereby authorized to elect two 
Bishops or General Superintendents. 


(2) Southern Asia 
If and when the Constitutional Amendments empowering 
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Central Conferences to elect Bishops or General Superin- 
_ tendents shall have been adopted and duly notified to the 
Church by the General Superintendents, the Central Confer- 
ence in Southern Asia is hereby authorized to elect one and 
' only one Bishop or General Superintendent. = 


(3) Latin America 

If and when the Constitutional Amendments empowering 
Central Conferenees to elect Bishops or General Superin- 
tendents shall have been adopted and duly notified to the 
Church by the General Superintendents, the Central Con- 
ference in Latin America is hereby authorized to elect two 
Bishops or General Superintendents, provided that by such 
election there shall be no more than three Bishops, General 
- Superintendents or Missionary Bishops, resident within the 
bounds of the Central Conference of Latin America during 
the quadrennium ending with 1932. 

(Note.—It is clearly understood that each of the foregoing 
_ Enabling Acts shall lapse with the close of the present quad- 
_ rennium, that is, on May 1, 1932.)—Adopted May 19, 1928. 


(614. Participation of Laymen in Annual

(Changes to be voted on printed in bold-faced type.)

A Lay Conference shall be organized within 
the bounds of each Annual Conference to meet at the 
seat, and during some part of the time of the session of ' 
the Annual Conference, for the purpose of considering 
and acting upon matters relating to Lay activities and 
such matters as the General Conference may direct. 
The Lay Conference shall be composed of Lay members, 
one from each Pastoral Charge within the bounds of ' 
the Annual Conference, elected by the Lay members of 
the Charge, over twenty-one years of age, in such man- 
ner as the General Conference may direct. Each Pas- 
toral Charge shall, also, in the same manner, elect one 
alternate. 

§2. The Lay Conference shall meet with the Annual. 
Conference to consider and act upon all business other : 
than those matters reserved to the Annual Conference 
as specified in { 36, of Article III, Chapter I, Division III, 
entitled ‘‘Articles of Organization and Government,’’ 
and those matters that relate wholly to Lay activities. 

§3. The Ministerial and Lay members of the united . 
sessions shall deliberate as one body. They shall also 
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_ vote as one body, except when requested by one third 
_ of either order present and voting; then the vote on any 
question shall be taken by separate orders, and a major- 
ity of each order shall be required to pass a measure. 
§ 4. Qualifications for Laymen admitted into any Lay 
Conference within the boundaries of a Central Confer- 
ence may be determined by the Central Conference in 
which the Lay Conference is located. 
Re-number the present {{ 37 and 38, Discipline 1924, so 
as to be numbered 38 and 39. Substitute for the present 
39, the following: 


ARTICLE III. Lay Delegates 


{ 40, §1. Each Lay Conference shall be entitled to as 
many Delegates and Reserve Delegates to the General 
Conference as there are Ministerial’ Delegates and Re- 

- serve Delegates from the Annual Conference. 

§2. Such Lay Delegates shall be elected by ballot at 
the session of the Lay Conference immediately preceding 
. the General Conference. They shall be Lay members 
- twenty-five years of age or over, holding membership 
' within the bounds of the Annual Conference, and havy- 
ing been Lay members of the Church five years next 

preceding their election. Delegates-elect who cease to 
be members of the Church within the bounds of the 
_ said Annual Conference shall not be entitled to seats in 
the General Conference. 
(End of Constitutional Changes) 


Resolutions and Supplemental Legislation

Be it Resolved: That if the proposed amendments and the 
suggested revisions of the present {{ 93 and 94, Discipline 
of 1924, are approved by this General Conference, the said 
amendments and proposed revisions shall be printed in the 
Appendix of the Discipline of 1928, and all items in the 
Discipline contrary to these provisions shall be repealed.—

Assistant Superintendents, the heads of departments, the” 
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duly elected Secretaries, Treasurer, and Librarians, the. 
Teachers of the School, the Assistant Teachers nominated and 
elected in the same way as the Teachers, the President of the . 
Church School Missionary Society, the President of the 
Church School Temperance Society, and the Home Depart- 
ment Visitors, who shall be elected in the same way as the 
Teachers. In case of withdrawal of Officers or Teachers: 
from the School they shall cease to be members of the Board. 

ArticLte IV. The Superintendent shall be elected annually ° 
by ballot by the Local Church School Boards subject to 
confirmation by the Quarterly Conference at its next» session 
after such election. In case of a vacancy the Preacher in 
Charge shall superintend, or secure the superintendening of, 
the School, until such time as the Superintendent elected by 
the Local Church School Board be confirmed by the Quarterly 
Conference. The other Officers of the School shall be elected 
annually, by ballot, by the Local Church School Board on 
sie okt ae The Teachers of the School shall be nominated 
by the Superintendent, with the concurrence of the Pastor, 
and elected annually by the Church School Board. 

ArticLE V. Regular meetings of this Board shall be held 
Cg Ce geld of each month, for the transaction of such 
business as relates to the interest of the School, at which the : 
following order shall be observed: 1. Singing and prayer, 
2. Calling roll. 3. Reading minutes.. 4. Unfinished busi- 
ness. 5. Reports from Committees. 6. Reports from Super- 
intendents. 7. Report from Treasurer. 8. Report. from 
~ Librarian concerning the state of the Library and the number : 
and kind of periodicals taken by the School. 9. Reports from 
the Pastor and from the Committee on Religious Instruction. 
10. Reports from the Teachers. 11. Miscellaneous. 

ArticLE VI. At all meetings for business ...... shall . 
constitute a quorum. : 

ArticLe VIL. Special meetings of the Board may be called 
by the Pastor, the Superintendent, or by any thies of the: 
members, 

Articte VIII. In case of the withdrawal of Officers or: 
Teachers from the School they cease to be members of this | 
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Board; and the place of any Officer or Teacher habitually 
neglecting his or her duty, inefficient, or guilty of improper 
conduct, or of teaching contrary to the accepted doctrines of 
our Church, may be declared vacant by a vote of two thirds of 


- the Board present at any regular or special meeting. When 


a Teacher ceases to teach, without the consent of the Superin- 
tendent, membership in the Local Church School Board shall 


thereby be terminated. 


ArticugE IX. Vacancies in offices may be filled at any 


_monthly or special meeting, one month’s notice having been 
_given of the election. 


Articte X. This Constitution shall not be altered except 


by two thirds of all the members present at a meeting called 


for that purpose; and such alterations must be in harmony 
with the provisions of the Discipline of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 


§ 2. Constitution for a Church School Mission- 
ary Society 

Articte I. This Society shall be called the Missionary 
Society of the .......- Methodist Episcopal Church School, 
and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Foreign Missions, the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, and the 
Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Arricte II. The object of this Society shall be to promote

bers of the Society.

Church School Board on the ........ oft Aas 

Arnricur V. A part of the session of the School on the 
first Sunday of every month shall be set apart for Missionary 
exercises and the reception of gifts for the cause of Missions; 
and it shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to provide 
for such exercises, varying the program from month to month 
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in such a way as to engage actively as many of the School as: 
possible in acquiring and supplying information and inspira- - 
tion on Missionary topics. The Managers shall also devise: 
and set in vigorous operation whatever schemes they can, such . 
as mite-boxes, collection cards, occasional Missionary concerts, 
or sales, etc., for increasing the Missionary contributions of ’ 
the School. 

Articte VI. Vacancies in the offices may be filled at any 
regular or special meeting of the Church School Board. 

Artictr VII. This Constitution shall not be altered 
except by vote of two thirds of all members of the Local 
Church School Board, at a meeting called for that purpose. 


616. Charges 


§ 1. (1) In drafting charges and specifications for the 
trial of an accused member of the Church there should be a 
brief statement, defining the offense by its generic name, 
such as “Defamation,” ‘‘Dishonesty,” “Lying,” “Imprudent 
Conduct,” ‘“Indulging Sinful Tempers or Words,” “‘Dis- 
obedience to the Order and Discipline of the Church,” 
“Neglecting Prayer Meetings,” “Neglecting Class Meetings,”’ 
ete. Each charge should be accompanied with one or more 
specifications germane to the charge; and the following forms 
may serve to illustrate the manner of preparing charges and 
specifications. The charges and specifications must be so 
» varied in the several cases as to meet the facts or evidence 
relied upon for conviction. The bill of charges should be 
signed by one or more members of the Church, and must be 
addressed to the Preacher in Charge of the Circuit or Station 
in which the accused person holds his membership. 

(2) It is sufficient to charge the offense by its generic name, 
and under such charge the complaint may set forth in specifi- 
cations as many instances of the offense as it may seem proper 
to insert, provided, always, the specification must sustain the 
charge. In preparing the charges and specifications care 
should be taken in setting out the offense so to describe it in 
each specification as that it shall embody the essential elements 
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of the offense, that the accused may be apprised more certainly 
of the nature of the charge upon which he is to be arraigned 
and tried.
